The recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by 
the Worthy Master.

" Worthy Master: 

" The Committee on Credentials have instructed me to submit 
the following partial report of States entitled to representation at 
this session :

Bro. Hemingway hoped the rules would be made to conform to 
the action of the Grange at the morning session. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the vote by which the resolution of 
Bro. Smith was adopted was reconsidered. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., moved to amend the rules by striking 
out the following words, viz.: "They further recommend that 
this body hold its sessions in the Sixth Degree in open session." 
Adopted. 

Bro. Chase moved to amend by striking out the following 
words, viz.: "and that no evening session be held till after Mon- 
day evening, 22d inst." Adopted. 

The rules, regulations, and order of business of the last session, 
as amended, were then adopted. 

The "Worthy Master then delivered the following address: 

"Brothers and Sisters of the National Orange : 

"Under the requirements of our Constitution we are again 
convened in annual session, to consider and take such action in 
the great interests of the class we represent as may appear expe- 
dient for the advancement of their prosperity, and, as a conse- 
quence, the prosperity of our country, and for the good of our 
Order. 

"The feeling of enthusiasm with which you have heretofore 
been greeted from this chair, on like occasions, experiences no 
abatement, but receives new force from year to year, with the 
increase of our membership, power, and good works. If we shall 
build our superstructure in harmony with and in just proportions 
to the broad and substantial foundations we have laifl, we shall 
have cause of deeper, of immeasurable gratitute to Him who has 
sustained us so far in our work, and permitted us to meet together 
again, with our ranks unbroken, to labor in this glorious cause. 

"I observe but few changes in this body since our first grand 
parliament at St. Louis, and have the happiness to know that the 
Drothers and sisters representing the Order on that occasion, who 
are not here in the same capacity, are yet active laborers in our 
field. 

" We cordially extend to their successors here a fraternal wel- 
come. 

"I shall briefly allude to such matters as 1 deem it expedient 
to call your attention to, referring you to the reports of the Exec- 



utive Committee, Secretary, and Treasurer, for details of the busi- 
ness in their respective departments, and for the general progress 
of our work. 

"At the last session of this body several important amendments 
to the Constitution were proposed arid subsequently ratified by the 
State Granges, of which proclamation was duly made. 

" While I am impressed with the evil of frequent and needless 
changes in our Constitution and Laws, experience has confirmed 
my conviction that some further changes are expedient. Promi- 
nent among these is the necessity of so amending Section 2 of the 
Constitution under the head of Organization, as to preserve that 
unity and symmetry in our Grange system which had character- 
ized it before the adoption of this section, and which is so essential 
to its harmonious and efficient working. In providing for the 
establishment of Pomona Granges l under such regulations as may 
be established by State Oranges, 1 instead of placing them upon the 
same footing as other Granges in their organization and govern- 
ment, we have not only marred the harmony and beauty of our 
system, but greatly impaired the efficiency of this valuable link 
in our chain of Granges. 

"At the same session a set of * Rules for Patrons' Co-operative 
Associations' were submitted to the National Grange and 'recom- 
mended to the Patrons throughout the country.' 

"As a part of the system and plan of the organization and 
government of the co-operative societies of Great Britain, which 
it was our purpose to adopt, these rules, with some slight changes, 
will be most valuable, but taken alone they are a disjointed link 
in a chain, the perfection of which by our British friends has been 
the work of their educated, thinking, practical men, for the last 
thirty-five years. The fraction which we have given our Order 
has been utilized to an extent which we can only conjecture. 
Hundreds, and it may be thousands, of co-operative stores have 
been established in the various States and Territories of the Union, 
with various amounts of share capital, and perhaps as various in 
other features, and in their fortunes. They are without a head or 
connecting link, 'like so many islands in the sea, and without even 
a boat plying from one to .the other' — without that principle of 
unity which is the life of co-operation and the guiding star of 
humanity. 

"C utrast this chaos and ignorance with the admirable and in- 
telligent system we would follow. I have before me, on a single 
sheet, a bird's-eye view of four hundred co-operative societies in 
the United Kingdom; giving of each the name, location, number 
of members, purchases from wholesale during the year; quarterly, 
half-yearly, and annual sales in each department of trade, share 
capital, reserve fund, buildings and fixed stock for trade purposes, 
rate of dividend per £, amount of dividend declared to members, 
and amount devoted to education. On the same sheet is a bird's- 
eye view of co-operation in England and Wales, compiled from the 
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CLAIMS AND GRIEVANCES.

WORTHY LECTURER'S REPORT. 

11 Worthy Master: 

11 In compliance with the instructions of the Worthy Master of 
the National Grange and the Executive Committee, based on calls 
from Masters of State Granges, I have devoted nearly all of the 
time since our last session to the work of my office. 

" In answering these calls I have labored in fourteen states, and 
am gratified to report that the condition of the Order in nearly all 
of these states is most encouraging. 

" The principles underlying our organization seem to have taken 
deep hold of the hearts of its members, and, as the work of organi- 
zation is nearly finished, they are turning their attention in those 
practical directions where rear success is to be found. 

" It has seemed to have been expected of me, in many localities 
to exemplify the unwritten work and give opinions on law and 
usage. I have, however, been of the opinion that this did not come 
within the scope of the National Lecturer's duty. This might 
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have been and undoubtedly was a necessity in the early days of 
our work, but I think now this should be left entirely to the Mas- 
ters of the State Granges, whose duty and prerogative it is to settle 
these questions. I have regarded it more in the province and duty 
of the National Lecturer to strengthen the authority, confidence, 
and influence of the officers of the National Grange and Subordi- 
nate Granges ; to encourage the brothers and sisters to renewed 
activity ; to point out and urge the necessity for such an organiza- 
tion as this; and to suggest in a general way those practical meth- 
ods by which the desired results may be attained. In doing this, 
I have earnestly sought to impress the importance of the individual 
responsibility of members in the work in which we are engaged. 
This point seems to me to be the key to our success. When we 
have become convinced that on each individual member of the 
Order — brother or sister — rests a responsibility that each does their 
pari in the work so essential to the general good, success is in- 
sured. 

"I have every where been received in the kindest and most 
fraternal spirit — a spirit which left, the regret that I could only 
meet a small portion of the urgent calls for my services. I had 
never before realized the importance of this branch of our work. 
The very fact of an officer of the National Grange visiting our 
members seems to encourage and strengthen the cause and incite 
to renewed efforts. 

" It is of the highest importance that the bond of fraternity 
between the constituted authorities and the Subordinate Granges 
should be made as close as possible. 

" I can not refrain from expressing my obligation to the Master 
and officers of the State Granges where it has been my lot to labor. 
They have done every thing in their power to make a work, which 
at best is a laborious one, as easy and pleasant as possible. From 
officers of the National and State Granges I have received con- 
stant encouragement and sympathy, and the interest and fraternal 
kindness manifested in every community where I have been has 
strengthened my faith and more than ever taught me that it only 
needs that we, as an Order, should be faithful to the trust given 
us to make this Order what, under the providence of God, it is 
designed to be: the instrument which is to elevate, strengthen, and 
educate the producing classes of our nation. 

" The aggregate expenses of my office up to the end of the fiscal 
year, for per diem, postage, telegraphing, and boarding expenses, 
amount to $1,792.76."

REPORT OF SECRETARY, 1876. 

" Worthy Master and Members of the National Orange : 

"In making up the report for the year ending September 80 
the same plan has been pursued as adopted for 1874-5. 

"The tables show as follows: 

" Eight hundred and eighty-five new Granges have been organ- 
ized during the past fiscal year, and 24,800 since the origin of the 
Order. 

41 Of this number 650 have surrendered their charters. 

"Five hundred and fifty have had their charters revoked at the 
National office. 

"Seven thousand .are known to be delinquent in payment of 
dues to their respective State Granges for one quarter or more. 

"Eight hundred have consolidated with other Granges. Leav- 
ing 15,800 paying Subordinate Granges, and a total paying mem- 
bership of 550,000 in the United States. 
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"This shows an apparent diminution of numbers since last 
year; but it must be remembered we then counted all, whether 
active or dormant, paying or delinquent. 

"The Order is without doubt stronger than twelve months ago. 

"The useless and inactive members have retired, and to-day we 
count in round numbers 650,000 men and women, a paying mem- 
bership, ready to assist you in whatever good work your wisdom 
may design. 

"The labor of organizing new Granges has nearly closed, and 
other duties should be assigned to Deputies. Competent persons 
as Lecturers on various subjects can do a vast deal of good as 
educators in the Subordinate Granges. Build up and strengthen 
these and the Order will never die. Pay these Deputies liberally 
and let them do this work. 

"In previous reports I have, from extensive correspondence 
upon the subject, urged the publication of the ritual in German. 
An additional element of strength can be here gathered of great 
importance if we wisely employ the right measures. 

"The attempt to publish a quarterly bulletin, giving all the in- 
formation called for, by the National Grange, has not been a suc- 
cess, owing to the constant changes that are being made. Of the 
revocations that have been issued from the National Office, we 
learn that over one hundred have never been issued by the State 
Secretaries, and in several instances surrendered charters have been 
recalled. The Association is at present going from an effervescing 
to a quiet position and settling itself down for a permanancy and 
active work. When this is done we can readily obtain the matter 
desired. 

"The political commotion of the past six months being over, 
let us hope that all sections of our country may become tranquil. 

"As an Association we can do much, probably more than any 
other, to aid in the great work of restoring harmony among the 
people, and permit me to suggest that we make some effort to en- 
courage our Northern farmers — with their enterprise and means — 
to seek homes in the genial climate of the South, and to urge the 
planters of the South to mingle more frequently with the farmers 
at the North, and so acquire a more complete knowledge of the 
habits, resources, and feelings of their Northern neighbors and 
friends. There has been too little sympathy between, and too 
much ignorance in relation to these great sections of our country. 

" Some system should be devised for the collection and dissemi- 
nation of knowledge among the Granges. We can have the 
County Granges reporting to the State, and the State to the 
National, where matter may be compiled and distributed. The 
attempt to communicate from the National to the Subordinate 
Granges proved abortive, but through the State we can reach 
the County Granges without trouble. It is, however, useless to 
anticipate much from this source until State Treasuries have suf- 
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ficient means to pay liberally for the extra labor that would fall 
upon the State Secretaries. 

" In conclusion, while the subject of co-operation in buying and 
gelling is engrossing the minds of many of our most ardent work- 
ers, it is a matter of regret that other interests are in a measure 
overlooked. Let us not forget that ' knowledge is power, 1 and 
there can be no greater power than a republic with an educated 
yeomanry. Establish libraries, reading-rooms, and regular courses 
of .lectures among the Subordinate Granges; make them popular. 
Let the rising generation derive benefit from a liberal distribu- 
tion of reading-matter, which the National Grange may provide 
very cheaply in the form of tracts, and it will have a direct and 
happy effect upon our people. 

" For the expenses of the Secretary's office, I refer you .to the 
reports of the Treasurer and Executive Committee. 

"All of which is respectfully submitted,

"Resolved, That American agriculturists demand that they shall 
be recognized as a real factor in this government by the establish- 
ment of a bureau of agriculture, to be presided over by a cabinet 
officer, who shall organize the same upon a plan to be devised by 
the wisdom of Congress, which shall embrace to the fullest the 
agricultural interests of 20,000,000 of the people, and whose coun- 
sel and advice shall have due weight accordingly to the same on 
matters affecting the agricultural people and also our public affairs 
generally.

" Sheen, Ashbourne, Derbyshire, England, "i 

August 1, 1876. J 

"John T. Jones, Esq., Master National Orange: 

"Dear Sir and Brother, — Your circular letter on 'Grange Co- 
operation ' reached me yesterday. Bro. J. W. A. Wright having 
been good enough to deem me worthy to become a Deputy, and 
you having graciously ratified his choice, it now becomes my 
pleasing duty to do my best for the promotion of the Order of 
ratrons of Husbandry in Great Britain. This I know will be a 
long and an arduous task, involving much tact and patience. 
The farmers of England, unlike those of America, have teen too 
long accustomed to a habit of subservience to landlords (which 
has bred in them a kind of. chronic apathy and a habit of social 
isolation from and suspicion of each other) to be quickly induced 
to* embark themselves in an organization which would open out 
before them a totally new kind of life, so far as their social inter- 
course is concerned. Again, the landlords of this country would 
view with an undefined jealousy any movement amongst tenant- 
farmers which would embrace the principle of interdependent co- 
operation. They would regard it as antagonistic to their class, as 
tending to diminish the powers and privileges they have so long 
enjoyed, and the majority of them would oppose it accordingly. 
These are the chief obstacles to contend with. 

"It will be necessary to be more than ordinarily careful not to 
do or say any thing to arouse the enmity of the latter and the fear 
of the former. Luckily the principle of co-operation among oui 
farmers has already taken root in a small way, so far as commer- 
cial matters are concerned, and to this young plant I must attach 
myself in alliance, and work with it hand in hand in the interests 
of the Grange. The two may well be mutually helpful to each 
other, and may even combine, eventually. The Grange and our 
present Agricultural Co-operative Society have manifestly much 
in common, and possess nothing antagonistic to each other. In- 
deed, as I take it, co-operation is the life and soul of the Grange, 
and the chief secret of the rapid success of the Grange organiza- 
tion in America is that this principle of co-operation has been 
extended to the ornamental as well as the practical part of life, 
in the social relationships which it cultivates in the Grange meet- 
ings, and more especially in the admission of ladies to full mem- 
bership. This last will moreover prove an element of strength to 
the Order in every respect, whilo it will relieve it from monotony 
and secure its permanency. 

"With regard to International Grange Co-operation — when 
we have a National Grange in England, affiliated: to that which 
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already exists in America, much good in the interests of agricul- 
turists on both sides may be done. The production of the various 
necessaries of life in both countries may be regulated in such a 
manner as to anticipate and prevent the disastrous fluctuations 
which are at present blindly brought about by an over-production, 
now of one kind, now of another, but more particularly on your 
side. It will not be a difficult matter to ascertain which com- 
modity will be most in demand in any given year, and attention 
may be directed to that one accordingly. Again, English Gran- 
gers may in the future find a profitable outlet for their surplus 
capital in advancing sums of money to their American brethren. 
These transactions could be advantageously conducted through 
the National Grange. Individual securities need not be trans- 
mitted to England, but the American National Grange would be 
in a position to take charge of these, itself giving in lieu thereof 
a collective or general security to the English National Grange. 
On this basis an immense co-operation may be done in a handy 
and profitable manner for both parties. 

"And in addition, last though not least, I may mention the 
bond of fraternity which would thus be established between the 
two countries — a bond which would make a war between them 
almost impossible, and which would exercise an immense moral 
influence over the rest of the world. 

" If this last paragraph has any truth in it, the Order should be 
encouraged by the peace-loving statesmen of both countries. 

" In order that I may properly represent the Grange in this 
country, I hope you will kindly keep me posted with all important 
and interesting data and information relating to the Order. 

" Before they accept it, English farmers will require to know 
a good deal about the Grange, and at present they know very 
little. 

" I should very much like to visit America this autumn, so as to 
confer personally with the officers of the National Grange, and to 

fain some experience in Grange work; but I find myself unable to 
o so now. 
" Please salute the officers of the National Grange on my behalf, 
and believe me to be fraternally and faithfully yours, 

"J. P. Sheldon." 

" Mr. Gilbert Elliot, of Nasik, Bombay Presidency, has recently 
written to me, asking for information respecting Granges. He is 
in the civil service in India, but has a farm in Tasmania, where, 
he says, he hopes to end his days. He considers the Grange just 
the thing to benefit the Tasmanian farmers, and he is anxious to 
have it established among them. 

"I have sent him the Seventh Annual Report of the National 
Grange, and also a copy of the constitution and by-laws. I havo 
also directed his agents in London to forward him a copy of Mr. 
Kelley's History of the Order, which they have done. When he has 
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digested the matter Bent, I shall probably hear from him again. 
In the mean time he requested his agents to forward me what 
funds I required for books, etc., to be sent to him, but at present I 
have not required any ; and he asked me to give to them the ad- 
dress of the National Grange, which I have done. Mr. Kelley 
will probably have a communication from them respecting books 
and other matters to be forwarded to Mr. Elliot. 

" It would be well if you sent me some copies of the annual re- 

Sorts, and of the constitution, and of any tracts or pamphlets, for 
istribution. 
" For my own use Bro. Wright kindly left me the * Patron's 
Monitor ' and ' Manual of Jurisprudence and Co-operation/ by A. 
B. Smedley. These, no doubt, will be very useful to me. Should, 
however, there be any more advanced books than these relating to 
the working of the Order, I hope you will kindly forward them.

Recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by 
Worthy Master Jones. 

The Worthy Master, in accordance with the special order set 
for this hour, proceeded to exemplify the unwritten work of the 
first four degrees of the Order. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the regular business was taken 
up, and the visitors were invited to remain during the remainder 
of the session. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., presented the following report : 

" The special committee appointed to investigate the financial 
condition of the State Orange of Iowa, in relation to the National 
Grange, have had that subject under consideration, and submit the 
following report : 

" Your committee find that there is due the National Grange 
from the State Grange of Iowa the sum of $1,880.80 ; and under 
section 6 of article 7 of the Constitution the members from that 
state are prohibited from taking their seats in this body. Some 
of the causes which have led to this result may be briefly stated as 
follows : 

"At the time the Order was planted in Iowa the farmers of that 
state were so oppressed by gigantic monopolies that they were 
ready to catch at any project which aimed at relief. Deputies 
went forth and organized Granges wherever a sufficient number 
of persons could be got together with the means to pay the charter 
fees. Consequently double the number of Granges was organized 
which should have been, or which could, under any circumstances, 
live and prosper. Money flowed into the Grange treasury, and 
the Executive Committee of the State Grange was empowered to 
use it in such manner as might seem best calculated to promote 
the good of the Order, and accomplish the objects desired. Large 
amounts were invested .in business and the manufacture of agri- 
cultural machinery, the result of which was disastrous to the 
finances of the State Grange, but which had the effect to crush 
out many of the most formidable monopolies and give relief, not 
only to the farmers of Iowa, but many of the adjoining states, and 
exerted an influence for good to the whole fraternity. 

"The surrendering of charters and the consolidation of Granges, 
and consequent reduction of membership, had the effect to greatly 
reduce the receipts of the State Grange; and the devastation of 
the crops in a large portion of the state for nearly two years by 
the scourge of grasshoppers brought suffering to the members of 
the Order and a demand for large sums from the State Grange for 
their reliof. The aggregate amount appropriated for that purpose 
in 1874 was $8,000. Besides this, a large amount of dues have 
bewi remitted to weak and suffering Granges. One year ago the 
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State Grange was in debt $2,800; yet, notwithstanding that the 
crops of the present year in the northern portion, covering an 
area of nearly one fourth of the state, have boon destroyed by 
grasshoppers, and in ten counties of the southern portion by storms 
and floods, and the failure of the wheat crop, estimated to yield 
but four bushels per acre, the State Grange has paid all of its in- 
debtedness and running expenses. But there is no money left in 
its treasury. Many of the Subordinate Granges have been unable 
to pay dues to the State Grange, and consequently tho State Grange 
is unable to pay this indebtednesss to the National Grange. 

"In view of these facts, your committee are unanimous in the 
opinion that it is but just to the members of the Order in that 
state, and the good of the whole fraternity demands, that a dona- 
tion be made ior their relief. The committee do therefore report 
the following resolution, and recommend its adoption, and ask to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject: 

"Resolved, That the Treasurer of the National Grange be and is 
hereby instructed to draw his warrant upon the Fiscal Agency for 
the sum of $1,830.80 to the order of the Master of the Iowa State 
Grange, and credit the same to the State Grange of Iowa." 

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., supported by Bro. Ryland, 
La., the report was received, and the resolution adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the Grange decided to adjourn 
until 10 a. M. Saturday, and was then closed in due form.

- REPORT OF COMMISSIONER TO EUROPE. 

" 7b the Worthy Master of the National Orange: 

"The facts connected with the General Deputyship to Europe 
and a commission to negotiate with British co-operators for direct 
trade between them ami our Grange associations — duties with 
which you, in consultation with tho Executive Committee of the 
National Grange, entrusted me for a few months in the early part 
of this year — are naturally divided as follows with regard to their 
importance : 

" First, results; second, instructions received and work done in 
performing these duties; third, necessary expenses thus incurred 
in behalf of the National Grange. 

" The general and immodiate results of this two-fold mission 
were communicated to you and our Executive Committee as they 
were developed. To our Order at large they have been made 
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known by your official circular letter of July last, aided by sev- 
eral published addresses and letters, widely circulated, to give full 
and correct information on this subject. 

'* Since the Executive Committee have preferred to leave these 
matters entirely with you and the National Grange, I beg leave 
to submit herewith for consideration at the approaching session 
certain details of the work done in this connection. A supple- 
mental report will also give the items of necessary expense in- 
curred by me while performing these duties for our Order. 

APPOINTMENT AND INSTRUCTIONS. 

" Early in December last, soon after the National Grange ad- 
journed, and while visiting Alabama — where I intended to remain 
only a month before returning to California — an honored friend 
of many years' standing urged me, without the slightest intima- 
tion to or by me, to make a brief visit to Germany in his interests. 
Neither of us wished or expected this business to occupy mpre 
than two months at the furthest. Having agreed to go, I imme- 
diately informed you and offered my services, if you or the 
Executive Committee thought I could acceptably serve the Grange 
cause abroad in any way. 

" You at once notified me of my appointment, with usual duties, 
as ' a Deputy of the National Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry 
in England, Scotland, Ireland, and Germany, Europe.' Such was 
the wording, with the understanding that my work as Deputy was 
to be done especially in the first-named countries. You also ad- 
vised me to come by Louisville on my way, to meet you and the 
committee at their session, beginning January 6, as they might 
consent to appoint me Commissioner to treat with English co-op- 
erators about the proposed Mississippi Valley Trading Company, 
as well as direct trade and co-operation in general. I did so ; and 
after you had consulted with the Executive Committee it was 
decided, as is shown by their printed report of that session, to 
authorize me as such Commissioner — not to commit you, or the 
committee, or the Grange, to any definite line of policy, but to 
negotiate for the removal of all difficulties in the organic law, 
proper understanding, and management of the international co- 
operation first offered our Order last year by British co-operators 
through the agency of Dr. Worrall, who had just visited England 
in the interests of direct trade for the Mississippi Valley alone. 

4 
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"You secured my appointment, believing that by having a 
Grange representative in England for a time — a short time, we 
hoped — you could most surely and quickly carry out the late reso- 
lution of the National Grange, authorizing you to continue the 
correspondence already begun and communicate such information 
to our members as you saw proper. 

" My appointment as Deputy was based on the adopted report 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations at the ninth annual ses- 
sion. 

"The details of my duties were left almost entirely to my own 
discretion, thus gravely increasing the responsibility of the positions 
with which you had honored me. 

"As regards co-operation, I was to inform our friends in the co- 
operative societies of England that our Grange leaders were 
unwilling to begin this work under the management of Dr. Wor- 
rall, and to give the reasons why they were unwilling; that cer- 
tain modifications were needed to adapt the articles of association 
to* our wants; that, instead of Mississippi Valley Trading Com- 
pany, the name of Anglo-American Co-operative Company was 
preferred for the proposed international association, in order that 
our members every where might avail themselves of its privileges 
if they so desired. 

" The latter change was asked because our Grange organization, 
having done every thing in its power to bury our sectional differ- 
ences, seeks the interests of our members in every^part of our 
Union. These and other changes required, and certain informa- 
tion sought, are fully set forth in my address before the Glasgow 
Congress. As these details are found in the official copy of the 
proceedings of that congress, which accompanies this report, it is 
nardly necessary to repeat them here. 

" Your letter of January 8th, introducing mo to Dr. Ruther- 
ford, of Newcastle-on-Tyne — also published in said proceedings — 
stated among other things: 'We trust Mr. Wright and yourselves 
may agree upon a plan of co-operation that will be acceptable 
upon both sides, through which our common purpose may be ef- 
fected without unnecessary delay. . . We heartily desire to cul- 
tivate a more intimate acquaintance and closer friendship, with 
stronger bonds of confidence, between your people and ours.' 

" To be prepared, if English farmers were ready to at once or- 

fanizc Granges, I was provided with a case of fifteen boxes for 
ubordinate Granges, enough to organize an independent State 
Grange, or its equivalent, in England. 

VOYAGE AND PRELIMINARY WORK. 

"January 13th, I sailed from New York in the German steamer 
Suevia, and reached Hamburg January 27th. Finding that we 
would touch at Plymouth, England, T wrote letters on the voyage 
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and mailed them there, informing Dr. Rutherford and others that 
within a few weeks I would return to England, so soon as my 
business in Germany was completed. Several of these letters 
were to editors of English farm journals, informing them that I 
would soon present the subject of the Grange to English farmers, 
requesting their interest in it, and giving them a brief outline of 
our objects. I hoped, in this way, to make the best use of my short 
time abroad, and to have them somewhat prepared for my work 
while among them. 

"Being three weeks in and around Berlin, I improved my 
time — as well as I could with the aid of several intimate friends 
who thoroughly understood German — in collecting reliable infor- 
mation for the use of our Order, on agricultural education, agri- 
cultural societies, and the chances for the future want and intro- 
duction of the Grange in Germany. Dr. Falk, Minister of Edu- 
cation, Dr. Friedenthal, Minister of Agriculture, the associates of 
Bismark in the Emperor William's government, as well as Dr. 
"Wittmack, curator of their fine Agricultural Museum, treated me 
with the greatest kindness and consideration, and gave me many 
facilities, thanks to the friendly introduction of Mr. Davis, our 
American Minister. 

" Herewith I beg leave to place on file the results of these in- 
quiries as prlflted for the information of our Order at large, in the 
racific Rural Press and other papers. (Document 'A.') 

" Dr. Friedenthal had the very great kindness to request me to 
present any written questions relating to these matters I might 
wish to ask, and he would have them answered in English. This 
he did, and accompanied them with a short essay in English on 
the subject, prepared expressly for this purpose in his office. He 
also had collected and given me numerous pamphlets and charts 
containing all the latest statistics, printed in German, on the vari- 
ous agricultural schools, colleges, stations, and the general system 
of agricultural education in Germany. These I now have for 
future translation and use. 

ARRIVAL AND FIRST WT>RK IN ENGLAND. 

" Reaching London Feb. 24th, I at once placed myself in com- 
munication with those who were expected to aid me in my double 
duties of making known and introducing the Grange among 
English farmers as early as practicable, and of opening the way 
for direct Grange trade with English co-operators. I soon met 
Mr. J. Whittaker, editor of the London Farmer, Mr. E. Owen 
Greening, of the Agricultural Economist, Messrs. Morton and 
Moore, of the Agricultural Gazette, Mr. Lee, of Bell's Messenger, 
Dr. Masters, of the Gardener's Chronicle, and Mr. Robinson, of the 
Garden. Knowing well how much the remarkable success and 
growth of the Grange throughout the United States were due to 
the advocacy of that part of our press which really sides with 
the interests of the industrial classes, especially a part of the agri- 
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cultural press, I deemed it of prime importance to secure the sym- 
pathy and advocacy of some, at least, of the leading English agri- 
cultural papers, most of which are published in London, the great 
center of circulation for all that constitutes England's strength. 

"Should all of them condemn and assail the Grange when they 
knew what it was, I felt it would be up-hill work indeed to advo- 
cate or build up our Order among English farmers; but if a single 
leading farm journal would advocate our cause, or even prove itself 
open to conviction, and permit the truth concerning the Grange to 
be sown broadcast through its columns, there was good ground 
to hope either to organize Granges there during my brief stay, or 
to sow seed which might some day cause the Grange to take root 
and prosper in England. The editors of the above papers all re- 
ceived roe courteously. The first four mentioned agreed to publish 
such official information as I should give them about our Grange 
work. Of these the first two alone were from tbe start and through- 
out my stay the hearty, unwavering friends of the Grange, its pur- 
poses, and the objects of my mission. I trust our fellow Patrons 
everywhere will always hold in friendly remembrance the Farmer 
(weekly), and the Agricultural Economist (monthly), for their 
earnest sympathy with our cause. They deserve our lasting grat- 
itude. They are our sincere friends to-day. 

"At the Farmer office I found several answers to letters mailed 
at Plymouth awaiting me. Among others, one froA Dr. Ruther- 
ford, referring me to Mr. E. Owen Greening, manager of the 'Agri- 
cultural and Horticultural Co-operative Association,' whose office 
is in London, saying he would give me any information desired, 
and would arrange for our future conferences about co-operation 
and direct trade. 

"Through Mr. Greening T s introduction, I soon met Mr. Vansit- 
iart Neale, one of the four delegates (Messrs. Neale, Rutherford, 
Thomas, and Kay) who formed the English deputation to the 
United States in behalf of the Mississippi Valley Trading Com- 
pany, or, in other words, in behalf of all the English co-operators 
who are inclined to encourage direct trade between their people 
and our producers, especial ly^jur farmers. 

"I was not long in England before I learned with certainty 
that Mr. Neale is the leading spirit, and most influential advocate 
among English co-operators of the truly great idea of direct trade 
between their co-operative societies and ours, particularly those 
of the Patrons of Husbandry. Besides being General Secretary 
of their Co-operative Congress and its Central Board — which unite 
the strength and supervise the interests of English, Scotch, and 
Irish co-operators, as the National Grange supervises the general 
welfare of our Order — he is also their legal adviser on all knotty 
questions connected with their vast system of business. No one 
person is better posted than he on all the legal, business, and social 
features of English co-operation, nor wie.Ms a greater influence 
among its numerous believers. 
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"Through Dr. Kutherford, Mr. Greening, and other leading oo- 
operators, I was informed that with no one could I so reliably and 
effectually confer for preliminary arrangements and removal of 
difficulties as with Mr. Neale. They believed that whatever plan 
could be matured between him and myself as one likely to further 
the direct trade desired by so many on both sides, would be likely 
to prove acceptable to their people. It was deemed by them en- 
tirely useless to call a general meeting of those interested, or even 
their Executive Committee, until we had something definite to 
propose as a solution of the difficult problem assigned us. So Mr. 
Neale and I at once set to work in earnest to learn fully from each 
other all the difficulties on both sides, sought effective remedies, 
and met in frequent conferences at such times as he could com- 
mand from constant and laborious duties. I can say, with a clear 
conscience, I believe we both labored with an eye single to the 
good of the great causes in our respective countries which we had 
the honor to represent, as well as for the successful and early estab- 
lishment of the mutual international cause we were laboring to 
build up. 

" Mr. Nealc's residence being in London, he spends part of each 
week there, looking after his personal interests and those of seve- 
ral co-operative societies with which he is connected, though most 
of his time is* spent in Manchester, the chief center of co-opera- 
tion in the United Kingdom, and the headquarters of their Cen- 
tral Co-operative Board, of which he is secretary. His position 
with regard to all British co-operative societies is very similar to 
the secretaryship of the National Grange. 

" Considering these facts, also learning that their Co-operative 
Congress was to hold its eighth annual session in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, from April 17th to 19th, and finding it of vital importance 
that our Grange cause should be represented there, I decided, after 
a survey of the whole nature and field of my labor, to spend the 
first few weeks in and around London as the best center to work 
from. There I could not only have weekly consultations with Mr. 
Neale and other prominent co-operators, and thus more efficiently 
perform my first duties with English co-operative societies, but 
had constant access to the columns of the leading agricultural 
journals, through which I might hope, by such articles and corre- 
spondence as I found necessary, to post English farmers about the 
Grange, its principles, and the objects of my mission, so far as they 
were concerned. There, too, I could meet many farmers from all 
parts of the South of England, and easily visit such farming com- 
munities as might wish to learn more about the Grange by fa- 
miliar lectures and addresses. Working for a while, then, from 
that 

GREAT CENTER OF ENGLISH LIFE 

enabled me in the least possible time to post myself accurately as. 
regarded the field of co-operative alliance and Grange organiza- 
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tion in Great Britain. It was a point, too, from which I could 
most readily communicate with you by cable or letter, as occasion 
might require. 

" From the best sources of information I learned that the agri- 
cultural associations existing in the United Kingdom at present 
are as follows : 

"1. Agricultural societies similar to ours of the same name. 
Objects — shows, fairs, horse-races, and occasionally the reading of 
a valuable paper. 

" Members — Everybody who will contribute to their support — 
hence, they are controlled chiefly by traders and manufacturers, 
and run in their interests. 

" They number in England about 180; Scotland, 120; Ireland, 
7 — total, 307. The interests of these are somewhat united, un- 
der the Royal Agricultural Society of England, the Highland 
and Agricultural Society of Scotland, and the Royal Agricultural 
Improvement Society of Ireland. 

"2. Chambers of Agriculture. Objects — Discussions, and peti- 
tions to Parliament, on laws bearing upon the interests of agricul- 
ture. Character — political. Members — Land -owners, tenant- 
farmers, members of Parliament, and other politicians. Number 
— in England some 52, with 40 branches ; Scotland, 1 ; Ireland, 
none. 

" 3. Farmers' Clubs. Object — Discussions of the practical ques- 
tions of farming. Members — Chiefly tenant-farmers and small 
land-owners. Number — In England, about 60; Scotland, 26; 
Ireland, number uncertain, but small. 

"These comprise about Ave hundred agricultural associations of 
all kinds. 

"The Central Chamber of Agriculture and Central Farmers' 
Club meet monthly in London, are attended by delegates from 
local chambers and clubs, and are designed to form a bond of 
union between these subordinate bodies. The editor of the Farm- 
er, Mr. Whittaker, having informed me that the Central Club 
would meet March 6th, and the Central Chamber the next day, 
and the secretary of each notifying* me that my presence at those 
meetings would be acceptable, I attended them. I thus at once 
became acquainted with numerous influential farmers, briefly 
made known to them the objects of my visit, was kindly received 
by many, who tendered several invitations to visit their local 
meetings and their farms at important farming centers. Of these 
invitations I availed myself, so far as my other duties would per- 
mit, in order to form additional acquaintances among practical 
farmers, to spread broadcast the ideas of the Grange, and to urge 
the value of such an organization to them. 

" Within a few days after landing, I found, rather to my sur- 
prise, that scarcely any thing was known among our English neigh- 
bors about our Grange purposes and work. 
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" So I prepared carefully an 

OFFICIAL CIRCULAR 

setting forth in brief what the Grange means, and why my visit 
was made, and from March 1st gave it as wide a circulation as 
possible. The London Farmer, Bell's Messenger, and Dublin 
Farm Journal published it at once in full, numerous other papers 
copying it entire or in part. It was also translated for the Ger- 
man press by some friend of our cause in Germany, and its general 
circulation there, together with numerous German copies of our 
Constitution and By-laws, furnished me by Worthy Secretary 
Kelley, has led to meetings throughout Germany of late, to con- 
sider the expediency of establishing Granges there. It also led 
to a correspondence with Herr Gustav rrenzel, an intelligent 
practical farmer near Berlin. I have had written translations 
made of his last two letters In these he gives much valuable 
information on German farm-life, their farmers' troubles and 
wants, and how secret associations, as for instance Odd-Fellowship, 
have been and must be introduced into tne German Empire. In 
his last, received within a few weeks, he acknowledges the receipt 
of some additional information I sent him after my return ; ex- 
presses the conviction that the Grange would do much good among 
German farmers; thinks they need a permanent Deputy there, 
and says among other things: 'If it were practicable, I would 
say, " Make me one of your Order, take me in as a member, since 
on principle (and I regard mere outward form of no importance) 
I am striving for the same ends on this side of the water for whicn 
you are striving on yours — the unity, strength, and lasting welfare 
of farmers." ' He is willing to serve our cause there in any way 
he can, and his letters are quite as instructive and interesting, and 
show as high an appreciation of our Order, as those of our Worthy 
Bro. Sheldon in England. 

"Of the official circular above mentioned I had five hundred 
copies printed in convenient form at the Farmer office, and dis- 
tributed them through the mail and wherever I went. Copies of 
this circular and of numerous letters (twelve in all) written for 
different English papers, during my stay, to explain and defend 
our Grange cause, accompany this report, to be placed on file in 
the Secretary's office as document * B. 

"To further explain and recommend to the farmers in person, 
I accepted an invitation to visit the 

FARMERS' CLUB AT CANTERBURY. 

I confess it was a pleasant reflection to me that there, without any 
previous design, where, in the days of Augustine, Christianity was 
first preached to the ancient Britons, near the samo spot, the 
Grange, its principles and achievements, were first explained by 
lecture to English farmers. 

"I visited, also, the Chamber of Agriculture at Cambridge, 
and tho farmers at Favorsham, Moldrcth, Sheen, Hartingdon, and 
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other parts of Derbyshire and Staffordshire,- in the heart of En- 
gland, delivering four addresses during these visits. To be brief 
and plain, Worthy Master, I worked hard and steadily to convince 
English farmers, by tongue and pen, of the excellence of our 
cherished organization, in theory and practice, in all its features 
and bearings, and its general capacity to relieve and advance 
farmers every where. 

u Of no one truth has my late visit to Germany and England, 
and the constant studies incident thereto, more fully convinced me 
than that the wrongs and wants of American farmers are, in the 
main, the wrongs and wants of all farmers; and that a bond of 
union which has so signally aided us, can proportionally benefit 
all farmers of every civilized race. Hence, viewing the wholo 
matter from the standpoint of reason, common sense, practical 
good, benevolence, and charity — in which the foundation of our 
great Order is laid — I can not for a moment see how any Patron, 
baptized in the true spirit of the Grange, can feel indifferent to 
the spread of our humane and liberal work among the farmers of 
other nations. 

INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION. 

" While these efforts for the favorable reception of our Order 
abroad, sooner or later, were being made, negotiations with our 
co-operative friends were progressing every week. At the outset, 
it became clearly evident that Dr. Worrall and his friends had 
left nothing undone which they hoped would prevent my success 
in securing any sympathy and alliance between my fellow Patrons 
and the co-operators of our mother-country. I soon saw that 
extreme prudence and care must be exercised to make headway 
against tne tide which they had been but too successfully trying 
to turn against us by misrepresentation and prejudice — those great 
weapons of wrongdoing among men. It was painfully clear that 
more time and labor would be needed than we had supposed, to 
accomplish the good end we had in view. 

" Our Executive Committee had been represented by him and 
his friends as entirely unworthy, unreliable, and incapable of man- 
aging any such enterprise as was proposed in this plan for direct 
trade. In a letter published in England they were compared to 
'birds of prey* that 'had built their nests under the shadow of 
the National Grange.' (Proceedings Co-operative Congress, 8th 
session, p. 62.) He excited sympathy by complaining that they had 
treated nim with the greatest discourtesy, having dropped him and 
the plan proposed, when they had nearly matured it, without assign- 
ing any satisfactory reason; that they had lost the confidence of 
our members generally; hence the Order was growing weak, and 
the 'rank and tile,' as he liked to call them, were deserting their 
own leaders, while, clamorous as they had long been for direct trado 
with Europe, many were ready to form alliance with his Co-operative 
Union as begun in Louisville; that I, claiming to come to them as 
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a Commissioner, represented nobody, and insisted that they should 

Say no attention whatever to any thing I might show or say — in- 
eed, should have nothing to do with me. 
"Imagine how trying was such a position, not only among 
strangers, but in a foreign land. Here were extra troubles thrown 
in the way of performing a task naturally difficult at best. Ex- 
treme caution was needed* to prevent great injury to a cause we all 
wish to foster. I felt that the good name, the honor, the future 
welfare of our Order abroad, and to some extent at home, were at 
stake, and I determined to do all in my power honorably to sustain 
them. I exerted myself to defend our Executive Committee and 
the course they had pursued, and to have our Order and its leaders 
properly understood. 

MATTERS WERE MUCH COMPLICATED 

by the fact that Dr. "Worrall had secured the confidence of many 
leading co-operators by his really able arguments among them in 
favor of the direct trade sought and the mutual benefits promised. 
Hence it was not easy to convince them that our leaders had good 
reasons for refusing to work under him as business manager. One 
at this distance can scarcely form a just conception of the compli- 
cated state of things which I found there, thanks, to Dr. Worrall 
and his friends and their efforts to defeat any alliance except 
through their Louisville Union. But these difficulties had to be 
met. I felt the emergency was such as to justify me to remain 
longer than any of us had thought necessary. It was personally a 
very great inconvenience for me to remain longer than I expected. 
I was exceedingly anxious to return in April at furthest and to be 
back in California in May. My private interests demanded it. 
Now only am I able to return to the Pacific Coast, because of this 
work and its consequences to me personally. 

" But I felt I must not leave England till I at least saw that our 
beloved Order was properly understood, and the foreign relations 
of my fellow Patrons placed on a sound and safe basis, regardless 
of consequences to myself. 

"Knowing that patience, perseverance, increased information, 
reason, and courtesy have always been great levers for supplanting 
evil with good, and securing the triumph of truth over error, I 
resolved to use these means hopefully, relying on the justice of our 
cause and on Him who orders all things well. 

"I first informed Mr. Neale and others how matters were with 
us, and why our leaders did not wish to attempt this matter under 
Dr. Worrall's management. I found them very reluctant to dis- 
pense with his assistance, because of what they esteemed faithful 
and valuable services, and from the uncertainty produced in their 
minds by his strong counterstatements to them. 

"Finding beyond question that the only friends in Great Britain 
of true international co-operation were the friends and advocates 
of the Mississippi Valley Trading Company, I soon saw that an 
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arrangement by whioh Patrons and non-Patrons could separately 
form their own co-operative societies as branches of the one Anglo- 
American Co-operative Company, as proposed by us, would solve 
existing difficulties, and was the only means of giving speedy direct 
trade. Mr. Neale agreeing with me, we at once began the task of 
overhauling and so remodeling the articles of agreement of the 
original company as to really adapt it to our American wants and 
customs, and to secure the safe and efficient working of all societies 
allied with it, on an entirely equal basis. 

" Hence, after much labor and careful revision, we molded into 
shape those changes by which it is proposed to turn the Company 
as first planned (without sufficient information about the state of 
things on either side) into the Anglo-American Co-operative Trad- 
ing Company — the scheme to be considered and adopted or rejected 
by the National Grange at this session. 

SPEEDY AND DECISIVE ACTION 

is now necessary on our part to foster this idea, which has been so 
acceptable on both sides of the Atlantic — the idea of direct trade, 
well secured, between the producers and consumers of our respect- 
ive countries. 

"The matter has been so long under consideration that indecis- 
ion on our part • now may prove fatal to reasonable hopes of such 
an alliance for the Patrons of Husbandry, an alliance fully in keep- 
ing with our fundamental business principles. 

" To attempt here to give any details of this plan, or even a com- 
plete summary, would make this report longer than necessary. 
They are given in full in printed documents accompanying this 
report, some of which are already in the hands of members, and 
others are here for those who have not yet received them. Your 
circular letter has given a full outline of them. 

" In all these negotiations I found Mr. Neale the firm friend of 
our Order, as his published letters prove. He was only anxious, 
like all their co-operators, that the privileges of co-operation and 
of any direct trade with them should remain forever free to all 
who believe in these great principles, whether Grange members or 
not. One trouble was Dr. Worrall had tried to convince them 
that Grangers — as people will call us — were so selfish as to wish 
none but themselves to enjoy these advantages, when, in fact, we 
are or should be only too glad if all classes of people would be- 
come sincere advocates of true co-operation, and practice principles 
of true equity and fraternity between man and his neighbor. 

" For let us bear in mind that co-operation, equity, ana fraternity 
all have true and counterfeit forms. It is understood that our 
Order wants the true in these and in all else that it seeks. 

" While these friendly negotiations in behalf of our Grange in- 
terests were progressing toward completion, we could have no 
opportunity to present tne proposed changes to any large body of 
thoso interested, until during and after the Glasgow Congress. So 
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soon as 1 learned the state of affairs, I reported them fully to you 
by letter, and sent with it an exact copy of Dr. Worrall's official 
report to our English friends, by which he sought to poison their 
minds against our Grange leaders und prevent any direct alliance 
between them and our Order. I endeavored to show you what a 
hold he had secured upon their confidence, and how reluctant they 
were to dissolve all relations with him ; and yet they had always 
and still desired friendly and direct relations with us. I requested 
that you would cable me as soon as decided, with these facts before 
you, whether any compromise was possible by which our Execu- 
tive Committee would consent to work in any form with Dr. Wor- 
rall in this matter. 

" My report was submitted by you to our Executive Committee 
at their April session. 

" Your telegram, ( We can not %oork with Worrall,* came just be- 
fore the Congress; your written account of their proceedings and 
your subsequent conclusions reached me just after its adjournment. 
Tour dispatch and subsequent statements, known by them to have 
been made after you and our Executive Committee were fully in 
possession of the facts I reported, determined them finally to abol- 
ish the position of Managing Director in this country, and thus 
dispense with Dr. WorralTs services so far as the International 
Company is concerned, leaving him to manage as he chooses the 
interests of his Co-operative Union, and any who choose to unite 
with him in his schemes, especially those outside of our Order. 

"Their agreement to take this decided step, and to adopt all the 
changes proposed on our part to adapt the scheme to our wants 
and to make it practicable — on the sole condition of our accepting 
the plan as now proposed, and preparing to take our required 
shares of the American stock — a moderate amount — 

VIRTUALLY REMOVED ALL EXISTING DIFFICULTIES 

and crowned with success our first negotiations for this future 
alliance of British Co-operators and American Patrons. 

"The Congress, heartily indorsing the general idea of interna- 
tional co-operation and cordially reciprocating by resolution the 
fraternal greetings of the National Grange as unanimously passed 
in Bro. Maxwell's resolutions of last session, urged the directors of 
the proposed Mississippi Valley Trading Company to decided action 
at once. These directors met in Manchester early in May. I pre- 
sented to them your communication after the April session of our 
Executive Committee in the form accompanying this as document 
( C; they thoroughly examined and approved in the main the de- 
tails of changes matured by Mr. Neale and myself; they then 
fully authorized Mr. Neale to continue negotiations with me to 
complete the further details necessary. After their second revision 
and approval every thing done was placed clearly in printed form, 
and is herewith appended, together with official correspondence, as 
document ' D.' 
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"I shall not here enlarge too fully on these details, as neither 
time nor space permit. Every thing which occurred at their 

MEMORABLE GLASGOW CONGRESS, 

and much of which has been generally published to inform our 
members, accompanies this report in. their full official copy of 
proceedings, marked document 'E.' Suffice it to say, all our 
members would have been gratified could they have seen for them- 
selves what a change came over the feelings of that really noble 
body of English workingmen towards us Grangers, as they will 
call us, when they learned that instead of being too exclusive, as 
Dr. Worrall represented us, we advocated a more truly liberal, 
unsectional, and national plan than he had proposed, and merely 
desired to be placed under no objectionable management. You 
would have been gratified to see how, under the warming influ- 
ence of truth, that c6ldness melted which Dr. Worrall's later 
statements had but too successfully produced on their part towards 
us — the very ones with whom it had always been their prime 
object to form the alliance proposed. Surely, to Dr. Worrall and 
his abettors in this whole matter our Order generally owe a great 
debt of ingratitude for all the trouble they have given us, for all 
the gratuitous enmity they have shown us, with a subtlety and 
persistence truly remarkable, did we not see in their efforts to con- 
trol us, and, as they failed in this, then to thwart us, the same 
wish to use our Order for selfish ends, to impede our independent 
action and crush us, which has met us, in one form or other, at 
every step of our progress. 

"Still, since Dr. Worrall and his friends appear as the earnest, 
and to some extent, successful advocates of co-operation, as taught 
by the Rochdale pioneers ; since we wish to see the benefits of this 
true system of co-operation extended to all classes of our people ; 
since they may materially aid in making its great and true prin- 
ciples popular and successful among the many millions outside of 
the Grange; let us do nothing to impede their progress. We should 
only ask them to work in their own sphere, and let us alone. Let 
each work out their own success under their own regulations, each 
doing all they can cordially to foster the general interests of the 
proposed international plan, vying but not clashing with each 
other in building up everywhere the cause of co-operation, as a 
grand and sure principle for securing the 

GREATEST POSSIBLE EQUITY 

between man and his neighbor in the business transactions inci- 
dent to human life. 

" From this view of the subject, and because of a considerable 
feeling of obligation on the part of our English friends toward 
him as a pioneer in this undertaking, I thought it best to acquiesce 
in their proposition to allow Dr. Worrall such compensation as 
should be considered fair by the English Board for his services in 
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the cause of international co-operation up to May 1, 1876 — that is, 
for about one year — and that this amount should be paid jointly 
out of the capital of the English and American sections of the 
company when completed. Assuredly the Grange should uphold 
the principle that every laborer is worthy of his hire. Even this 
allowance, you will please observe, was to be made only in case 
Dr. Worrall and his company accepted the proposed changes. Dr. 
Worrall informed me in Louisville, after my return, that they had 
no intention whatever to accept them. Hence, if they adhere to 
this resolution, and we accept the plan as changed, the Anglo- 
American Co-operative Company will, by Dr. Worrall's own act, 
be absolved from any supposed obligation to him. It is hoped, 
therefore, that none, in this vital question, will let this considera- 
tion interfere with the prompt acceptance and establishment of 
this practicable and safe scheme to bring the great armies of pro- 
ducers and consumers in the New and Old World into closer, more 
friendly, and more profitable relations than have existed heretofore. 
" Let American co-operators outside of our Order severely alone 
to follow their own bent, combining with them only as proposed in 
this scheme, to sustain a common cause. If they are sincere and 
prudent in- this great work, they will succeed, without our help ; 
if not, they will soon fall of their own weight, and we will De 
none the worse for it. 

OUR FINAL WORK 

and printing being finished by May 26th, I sailed in the steamer 
Elysia from London May 27th, and reached New York June 9th. 
Not one day earlier could I have left and have had our plans in 
that degree of completeness in which I had the satisfaction to 
leave them. 

"During these negotiations I collected all reliable information 
I could about co-operation, sending many documents to our Exec- 
utive Committee, Worthy Master, and others, and bringing others 
with me as a present from their Central Co-operative Board to the 
National Grange. 

"The latter include complete files of the Co-operative News, 
their leading and only official journal; proceedings of their Annual 
Congresses from 1869 to the present year; Co-operators' Handbook; 
also General Rules and Regulations of Co-operative Societies; and 
sets of tracts on the various features of Co-operation. Numbers of 
these were referred to a member of the Executive Committee to 
prepare a much needed pamphlet on Co-operation for the express 
use of our Order, should the committee or the National Grange 
see fit to publish it. I learned that there are in all in the United 
Kingdom over one thousand co-operative societies, with over four 
hundred thousand members, doing annually a business of over 
£12,000,000 or $60,000,000. What an army of consumers for our 
farm producers ! What a host of manufacturers to help supply our 
farm wants 1 As explained by me elsewhere of this 
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ROCHDALE SYSTEM OF CO-OPERATION, 

'its general principles of work are: a moderate capital subscribed 
in small shares, and paid in full, or by easy installments; a cash 
business; purchases or the best articles in the best markets; a small 
profit allowed on the capital invested, usually eight per cent; sales 
to members and others at usual prices, where these are not exor- 
bitant; fair salaries to managers and employees; frequent inven- 
tories and strict accounts; profits, after deducting expenses, divided 
among members in proportion to their stock and the amount of 
their purchases; no adulteration in commodities, or if any, make 
it known; just weights and measures.' 

" To collect information, I visited the various co-operative soci- 
eties, both distributive and productive, of Manchester, Rochdale, 
Leeds, Oldham, Newcastle-on-Tyne, London, and Woolwich, in 
England; Glasgow and Paisley, in Scotland. All welcomed me 
kindly and gave all facilities for gaming information. 

"The Agricultural and Horticultural Society of London, under 
Mr. Green ing's management, placed us under peculiar obligations 
to them, for which I shall ever be -grateful. I beg leave to place 
on file with this, as Document *F,' a gratifying letter from Mr. 
Greening, setting forth forcibly the difficulties met, the result, and 
future hopes. 

" The Executive Committee of the Mississippi Valley Trading 
Company placed us under obligations by presenting us with several 
dozen neatly printed copies of its original articles of association, 
changes proposed, report of their committee, and final official 
correspondence. They have all their printing done by the Co- 
operative Printing Society of Manchester, a mammoth and model 
concern, whose managers feel a just pride in doing first-class work. 

"Permit some further brief explanations of my 

EFFORTS TO INTRODUCE THE GRANGE 

to the favorable consideration of English farmers, also some gen- 
eral conclusions, and I will not longer weary you with this report. 
" When time allowed in intervals of leisure between these ne 
gotiations, I visited farming centers, and wrote friendly, familiar 
letters for their farm papers. Wherever I went, their farmers 
received me with great kindness, and listened with close atten- 
tion and courtesy to my lectures and private explanations. While 
it was difficult to make them approve of our innocent secrecy, they 
were pleased with our general principles, and ready to admit our 
Order has done us much good and might be of service to them, 
but they wanted more time to think about it. It was too new to 
them, and they have never been used to any real co-operation and 
fraternity among themselves. The difficulties of engrafting the 
Grange on their old system of life can not be better explained 
than in letters to you and me from Bro. John P. Sheldon, our 
very worthy and competent Deputy now appointed by you thero 
upon my recommendation. Finding his fellow farmers not yot 
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ripe for the work, though he became a most sincere believer and 
advocate himself, I visited him on his farm in Derbyshire, near 
Manchester, when my negotiations with Mr. Neale and his fellow- 
co-operators were completed. We held two interesting meetings 
in his neighborhood, but finding the farmers there not ready to 
act, though they had learned to co-operate under his leadership in 
co-operative cheese factories — a most unusual thing among En- 
glish farmers — I, at his urgent request, obligated and fully in- 
structed him, that you might appoint him Deputy, if you saw fit. 
I felt justified in this course by well-known precedents which 
occurred while establishing the Order in our different states and 
territories, during its infancy. 

"In his safe-keeping, as a most worthy brother, I left the fifteen 
boxes of Grange outfits, he promising to send them to us upon call, 
should they never be needed in England. But such is the real 
necessity for the Grange among English farmers, that I firmly 
believe it will some day flourish in the United Kingdom, as it has 
in Canada. 

"Mr. Sheldon informs me that a friend in Russia is much in- 
terested to see Granges established there, and writes of a Mr. 
Elliott's wish to try them in Tasmania. Let us hope good seed 
has been sown the past year Jor the future growth of our benevo- 
lent, practical Order in foreign countries. Why may it not some 
day form a strong bond of fraternity and peace between different 
nations? What nobler work for agriculture to perform than such 
a mission of peace and good will ? 

"A few general conclusions may be summed up as follows. I 
believe they are trustworthy facts. First, 

REGARDING GRANGE GROWTH IN ENGLAND. 

"1. That the minds of English farmers are now for the first 
time being fully prepared to accept such a plan of close organiza- 
tion, combination, and co-operation as the Grange offers them. 

"2. That they were almost totally ignorant, before my visit 
to them, of the Grange, its purposes, its great and good work, and 
its real adaptation to their pressing wants. 

"3. That under the efficient guidance of our present Deputy 
there, who, cordially aided by the editor of the London Farmer, 
is laboring to foster the seed sown, they are being gradually but 
surely prepared to adopt our system, though it may be in a slightly 
modified form. Bro. Sheldon says to me in a late letter, 'The 
Order will take root in time in this country. It can not easily fail 
to do so.' 

"4. That if the Grange ever grows and flourishes in Great 
Britain, it must be among the tenant-farmers and small land- 
owners, who are distinctly separated socially, and in their material 
interests, from the landlords, on the one hand, and the agricultural 
laborers on the other— the latter being combined in Unions by Mr. 
Joseph Arch and his co-workors. Horr Pronzol writos me that 
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the facts are very much the same among German farmers. Now 

AS REGARDS CO-OPERATION. 

"1. That the general objects, principles, and sympathies of our 
Patrons of Husbandry and European co-operators are identical, 
and hence we are natural allies. 

"2. That there is a general agreement among the leaders of 
co-operation in England on the need and value of direct trade 
between our Grange business associations and their co-operative 
societies. 

" 3. That the great majority of them favoT the general prin- 
ciples involved in the Mississippi Valley Trading Company, 
because its principles are based on the pure plan of co-operation, 
so thoroughly matured among them. • 

"4. That enough of them and their societies have already be- 
come enlisted in it to combine in its favor the main co-operative 
strength of the United Kingdom. 

"5. That they rely chiefly on the strength and sympathies of 
our Order ever to make such direct trade a success. 

"6. That unless the Mississippi Valley Trading Company, as 
they now cheerfully agree to modify it in the more liberal, com- 
prehensive, unsectional, and truly national form of the Anglo- 
American Co-operative Co., is successfully placed on a working 
basis, and that soon, we have no g(Jbd reason to expect, for many 
years to come, the establishment of the direct trade mutually de- 
sired between American and English producers and consumers. 

"After my return I delivered, by request, at our Grange Cen- 
tennial Encampment, an address intended to inform our fellow 
Patrons every where of the objects and results of this work. A 
correct copy is filed herewith as document * G.' 

" Learning that you would like to have me meet you and the 
Executive Committee during their session, beginning July 6th, 
I left Philadelphia for that purpose, as soon as I could do so 
conveniently, and reached Louisville on the morning of July 8th. 
As it was usual for their sessions to continue a week or ten days, 
I supposed they would require a couple of days to look over the 
usual accounts, and would then devote several days to consider 
the results there laid before you and them. But as they insisted 
on leaving the matter entirely with you and the National Grange, 
I spent a week in consultation with you by your request, while 
you were preparing your circular letter of July 14th. Thus turn- 
ing matters over to you, I closed duties which had occupied my 
time more or less from January 1st, or a period of more than six 
months. 

" Pardon a few 

FRATERNAL SUGGESTIONS 

in conclusion. 

" Upon our fellow Patrons of the National Grange, Worthy 
Master, in the session of our centennial year, depends the adop- 
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tion or rejection of this plan founded on well tested principles, 
matured with the greatest care, surrounded by every safeguard, 
liberal and just to all, compulsory and oppressive to none. It is a 
plan which, in its complete fruition, will unite in more genuine sym- 
pathy and closer alliance a large part of the English race and our 
own, than has any bond for more than a hundred years.* 

"Since we seek through it to take no advantage of each other 
on either side, since it can bring decided and permanent advan- 
tages to both, it can aid in perpetuating that cordial peace between 
us which should be the crowning glory of all civilized nations. 

"Our English friends are anxiously awaiting results here. As 
is true with our own people, they too, need encouragement, which 
we can give them by practically extending a friendly and helping 
hand. Let us do nothing to retard the progress of this good work. 
At least let resolutions be cordially passed approving the proposed 
alliance and the general method of bringing it about. It is greatly 
to be hoped that the National Grange will recommend the plan pro- 
posed by you in your July circular, so modifying its general ideas, 
if necessary, in regard to size, number, and location of our various 
local and branch associations, as may best meet the wants of each 
locality. Then at such time and in such way as is deemed best, 
meetings of the required delegates may be called at points most 
suitable to begin this work. Let us make our system as uniform 
as possible, yet leave as much freedom in discretionary powers as 
our members in each state or district may desire. Some may wish 
to undertake it, others not. Some are ripe for it now. 

"Some may prefer to limit their work to inter-state 6ale and 
purchase ; others to unite with these some shipments of farm pro- 
ducts to Europe ; others to ship to and from our foreign allies ; 
others still even to add in future a manufacturing arm, or pro- 
ductive co-operation. Some may prefer to retain their present 
systems of State Agencies, at least, until they have seen others 
test, by practice, this co-operative plan. Let them have perfect 
liberty to do so, as they choose. 

" Beyond question, the pure form of co-operation is best. "We 
can most safely spend for its establishment the time and money 
necessary for all such work. No great amount of paid-up capital - 
is needed to begin it. A good acorn can in time make a good 
oak. Let us adopt and begin. Let such states, or sets of states, 
as choose to do so, place their successful agents as managers in 
well-guarded, well-sustained co-operative associations, thus having 
some capital on which to base the proposed inter-state and inter- 
national co-operation. 

" Enough will soon be found to take the required stock and 
form the needed alliance with our English friends. When it i-? 
made successful, others will do likewise. 

" The success of our agencies in the past, with all their defects, 
the long continued and now rapidly growing success of English 
co-operative associations, formed on the Rochdale plan, are guar- 

5 
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antees that, with good management, the general, complete, and 
harmonious plan proposed can be made a permanent success, give 
new life to our Order wherever they try it, and prove a lasting 
benefit to all farmers, united in our Granges, who choose to take 
part with us in thus strengthening and extending the business 
arm of qur purposes. 

" I herewith submit a copy of general co-operative rules ; also, 
the rules of the 

WHOLESALE CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETY 

of Manchester for purchase and sale ; also those of a local co-oper- 
ative society in successful operation ; a blank page of such account 
books as they use ; also last January's quarterly report of their 
English Co-operative Wholesale Society at Manchester, which 
shows that it began business in April, 1864, with less than £1,000, 
or $5,000, paid-up capital, which nas now grown in twelve years' 
time to over £379,000, or some $1,800,000; while their sales the 
first year were less than £6,000, last year they were over £592,000 ; 
their net profits being £306 the first year, were last year over 
£7,800. They are intended for the consideration of the Committee 
on Co-operation. From them, with the complete articles of associ- 
ation of the Anglo-American Co-operative Co., can be readily com- 
piled such rules as we will need for our larger co-operative associa- 
tions. Any further details needed to put this system in practice 
among us can readily be ascertained by correspondence with our 
English friends. ? 

"Allow me to close this necessarily long report by quoting some 

WISE WORDS OF MR. VANSITTART NEALE, 

lately published in the proceedings of the last Co-operative Con- 
gress as edited by him. We will do well to study and treasure 
such thoughts of one who, with powerful intellect, has made co- 
operation a life-long study. He says : 

" * In the meantime I may be permitted from my own point of 
view to indicate the conclusion to which much thought and long 
inquiry have brought me, with a firmness of conviction increasing 
as the path of life left to me diminishes. There is one way, and 
one way only, in which the mass of the people can permanently 
improve their material position, and that way has three stages. 

" ' 1. They must unite to economize labor and increase produc- 
tion. 

"*2. They must provide for the equitable distribution of the 
products of industry among all who are concerned in producing 
them, whether the contributors of present or past labor, whether 
producers or consumers ; and. 

" ' 3. They must introduce well concerted arrangements in their 
homes and the surroundings of those homes, so as to derive from 
the results of human energy the full measure of advantages or 
enjoyments which human power and will could secure for all man- 
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kind, if it took for its guide the steady light of reason in plaoe of 
the delusive flicker of self-seeking interest. 

" 'This I hold to be the true co-operative faith/ 

"Mr. Neale closes his report by saying of our late negotia- 
tions: 

"'I trust that before long we shall receive the formal assent of 
our American friends to this proposal, and that the report of our 
next Congress will have to announce the inauguration in England 
of international co-operation with the United States as an accom- 
plished fact.' 

" Worthy Master, let us trust that the Patrons of Husbandry as 
a great brotherhood will resolve to do what will benefit themselves 
and make sure not to disappoint our English friends ; and may they 
fertilize your noble efforts in this good cause with the dews of fra- 
ternity, support, and success. 

" I heartily thank you, as well as many fellow Patrons and co- 
operative friends at home and abroad, for much kindness to me. 
It has been my earnest wish through life to accomplish some good 
for my fellow men. In this, as in all other matters pertaining to 
our Order, for three years past, I have labored to serve our cause 
faithfully. Private responsibilities and duties requiring it, I expect 
the work here reported to be my last official and active duty for 
our brotherhood, though my love and good wishes for it shall end 
only with my life. Should my efforts be approved by any large 
body of my fellow Patrons, or should any permanent benefits flow 
from them for the welfare of American farmers, I shall ever be 
grateful for having been permitted to take part in this work. 

" Respectfully submitted,

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was received and 
referred to the appropriate committee. 

The Worthy Master then referred the paper to the Committee 
on Co-operation. 

Consideration of tbe question pending at the time of call for 
the special order — to wit, the suspension of the rules to consider 
the resolution of Bro. Osborn — was resumed. 

Bro. Osborn asked for and was granted permission to withdraw 
his resolution, so as to permit a call of committees for reports. 

Upon a call of the committees the following was presented by 
Bro. Adams, Minn.: 
"To the Worthy Matter and Members of the- National Grange: 

"Your committee to whom was referred the Executive Com- 
mittee's report have had the same under consideration, and would 
respectfully present the following: 

" 1. That the action of the Executive Committee in revising the 
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Digest so as to conform to organic law and to keep pace with the 
changes therein made by the law-making powers meets the ap- 
proval of your committee. 

" 2. That the appropriation of the respective sums of two hun- 
dred dollars and one hundred and five dollars to carry into effect 
the order of the National Grange, that the Worthy Master thereof 
conduct correspondence with British co-operatives to the end that 
information be obtained and disseminated, meets the approval of 
your committee. 

"3. That the voluminous and exhaustive compilation of the 
financial history of the Order from its inception to Sep. 80, 1876, 
challenges our highest admiration, and deserves the profound thanks 
of the members of this organization, not only for the faithfulness, 

Serseverance, and business qualities employed, but for the close 
iscrimination and intelligent investigation manifested in its 
prosecution to its final rendition. 

" That the publication of the tabulated history with the pro- 
ceedings of this body is required by the best interests of our 
Order, so that an authoritative and complete exhibit may go forth 
subject to the perusal of those interested in the receipts and dis- 
bursements of this society, from its beginning to the close of the 
third quarter of this year. 

" That in view of the fact that the history of the world fur- 
nishes no parallel to the rapidity with which this Order has grown 
into such gigantic and magnificent proportions, in view of the 
fact that exigencies arose long before rules, regulations, and laws 
could be devised to meet them — in view of the fact that in the 
very early dawn of this Order the no-credit system was established 
as a cardinal and vital principle, it is therefore no matter of sur- 
prise to your committee if the funds were applied at times to the 
immediate payment of liabilities, without going through all the 
metamorphoses prescribed by the best business talent of the coun- 
try as safeguards, or if temporary confusions, occasional inaccura- 
cies, and seeming or real irregularities* did to some extent obtain. 
Indeed, when carefully considered in all its bearings and its 
anomalous and peculiar features, it is really almost a miracle that 
the debits and credits should so evenly balance. It appears from 
the report that on the 30th day of September, 1876, the sum of 
$8.64 was due from the Secretary, and it further appears that 
he is charged, in 1874, with the dispensation fee of one Grange, 
$15, which he never received. In the judgment of your com- 
mittee it would be just that this be allowed, so that a full, fair, 
complete, and final adjustment be had, and that henceforth a rigid 
adherence to the well-defined regulations of the Order be main- 
tained by the accounting officers of the National Grange. 

"That an appropriation was made of the sum of $54,825 for the 
purpose of returning to each state $2.60 for each Grange organized 
as reported in the Bulletin for January 1, 1875; that there wero 
computed to be 21,980 Granges, when in point of fact there were 
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21,933, an excess of three Grangos; and that each State Grange 
may have its just and equal rights, your committee can not refrain 
from recommending that the sum of $7.50 he further appropriated 
for this purpose, and thus complete this appropriation. 

" That the Executive Committee he instructed to ascertain and 
report and publish, at their early convenience, the amount of re- 
ceipts from and expenditures for each State Grange to January 1, 
1877. 

"That the assignment of the Territory of Arizona to the juris- 
diction of the State Grange of California, the recommendation 
of the publication and distribution of a monthly circular from the 
headquarters of the Ration a) to the Subordinate Granges, and the 
establishment and continuation of direct communication between 
the National and Subordinate Granges, and the appointment of 
Chicago for the place of holding the present session, all meet the 
approval of your committee. Henley James, Ch\

Bro. Kitchen, W. Va., moved that the report be adopted. 

Bro. Ellis, O., moved to amend by substituting that the report 
be received and considered by subjects. Adopted, and the motion 
as amended adopted. 

The first section, relating to action on Digest, was read, and after 
explanation, was, on motion of Bro. Hinckley, N. T., adoptod. 

The second section was read, and on motion of Bro. Byland, 
La., was adopted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved that the Grange take a recess until 3 
o'clock. 

Bro. Chase raised the point of order that a motion to take a 
recess was not the same as a motion to adjourn, and therefore not 
a privileged motion; 

The Worthy Master decidod the point not well taken. 

The motion for a recess then prevailed.

Woodman, Mich., the 
section was recommitted to the committee, with instructions to 
summon before them the Executivl Committee and the late 
Worthy Master, and power to send for persons and papers, and 
endeavor to reconcile any seeming differences that may exist.

Bro. Wright presented a report of expenses in connection with 
his visit to Europe as Special Deputy and Commissioner, which 
was referred to the Committee on Finance.

The rules were suspended so as to allow Bro. Webster, Cal.» to 
introduce the following : 

" Whereas, The best interests of our Order appear to demand 
that a general system of co-operation shall be adopted at the pres- 
ent session of the National Grange; and 

u Whereas, Every available talent and experience should be 
employed to prepare said system or plan in committee before 
being presented to this body for its consideration ; therefore, be it 

"Resolved^ That the members present of the Inter-state Co- 
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operative Convention be, and they are hereby, requested to

"2b the Officers and Members of the National Grange, P. of H.: 

"The committee appointed at the last session of the National 
Grange in accordance with the following resolutions adopted by the 
National Grange, viz. : 'Resolved, that it is the sense of the Na- 
tional Grange that the higher degrees of the Order should be 
accessible to Fourth-degree members, under such regulations as 
may be hereafter provided by the National Grange; Resolved, that 
a committee of five be appointed to consider and report, at the next 
annual session of this body, regulations for carrying out the above 
resolution,' beg leave to report and.recommend as follows : 
^ "That the Constitution be so amended as to provide that Fourth- 
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degree members may, as a reward for faithful labor, be advanced 
to all the higher degrees in the following manner: 

" 1. The Fifth Degree to belong to and to be conferred in the 
Pomona Granges as provided in the Constitution. 

" 2. The Sixth Degree to belong to and to be conferred in the 
State Granges. 

" 3. The Seventh Degree to belong to and to be conferred in the 
National Grange, the organization of the respective Granges re- 
maining otherwise as at present constituted. 

"Application for the Sixth Degree may be made to the State 
Grange by any Fifth-degree member in good standing, which ap- 
plication shall be recommended by a vote of the Pomona Grange 
to which he belongs, and which shall be accompanied by a fee of $3. 

, "Application for the Seventh Degree may be made to the Na- 
tional Grange by any Sixth-degree member in good standing, which 
application shall be recommended by a vote of the State Grange to 
which he belongs, and which shall be accompanied by a fee of $5. 

" Sixth-degree members thus made shall be honorary members 
of the State Grange, eligible to any office or position therein, but 
not eligible to vote.. 

" Seventh-degree members thus made shall be honorary mem- 
bers of the National Grange, eligible to any office or position 
therein, but not entitled to vote. 

"Satisfactory examination in the unwritten work of the pre- 
ceding degrees in all cases shall be required of the applicant before 
his advancement to a higher degree. 

" In all cases three negative ballots shall be required to reject 
an applicant." 

Bro. Forsyth, 111., moved to recommit the report with instruc- 
tions to report in favor of conferring all degrees above the Fourth 
in the Pomona Granges. 

Bro. Lang moved to amend by substituting instructions to have 
them conferred in Subordinate Granges.

Bro. Davie, Ky., asked for a suspension of the rules to intro- 
duce a preamble and resolutions. 

Bro. Moore, Md., objected. 
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On vote the roles were suspended, and Bro. Davie presented 
the following: 

" Whereas, There have been various attempts, in the interests 
of the people, to secure just laws, both national and state, for the 
proper regulation of railroad freights and fares; and 

" Whereas, A great impediment to the proper framing of such 
laws has been the want of full and accurate railroad statistics; 
therefore, be it 

" Resolved, By the National Grange that we heartily approve 
of the plan suggested in the report of the Select Congressional 
Committee on Transportation, of 1872-3, ' for the purpose of pro- 
curing and laying before Congress and the country such complete 
and reliable information concerning the business of transporta- 
tion and the wants of commerce as will enable Congress ' and our 
state legislatures ' to legislate intelligently on this subject.' 

" Said plan was stated by them as follows : 

" That a bureau of commerce in one of the Executive Depart- 
ments of the government be charged with the duty of collecting 
and reporting to Congress information concerning our internal 
trade and commerce, and be clothed with the authority of law, 
under regulations to be prescribed by the head of such depart- 
ment, to require each and every railway and other transportation 
company engaged in intdr-state transportation, to make a report, 
under oath of a proper officer, of such company at least once a 
year, which report shall embrace among other facts the following, 
viz.: 1. The rates and fares charged from all points of shipment 
on its line, in one state, to all points of destination in another 
state, including classifications and distances, and all drawbacks, 
deductions, and discriminations. 2. A full and detailed statement 
of receipts and expenditures, including the compensation paid to 
officers, agents, and employees of the company. 3. The amount 
of stock and bonds issued, the price at which they were sold, and 
the disposition made of the funds from said sale. 4. The amount 
and value of commodities transported during the year, as nearly 
as the same can be ascertained. 

"Resolved, That we respectfully but earnestly petition Congress 
to pass an act establishing such a bureau at its next session. 

"Resolved, That we petition each state legislature to pass similar 
acts concerning all railways and other transportation companies 
within its own state. 

" Resolved, That we recommend each State Grange to send 
similar petitions to Congress and their state legislatures, with the 
hope that the combined voice of farmers may secure such just 
enactments from our legislators, however little attention they 
may pay to our isolated and individual efforts in such directions. 

" Resolved, That to give proper weight to such petitions, wft 
earnestly advise every farm or throughout the Union, regardless 
of party affiliation, to decline to vote for any candidate who will 
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not solemnly pledge himself to favor and vote for such laws, if 
elected. 

"Resolved, That we cordially invite Boards of Trade and Cham- 
bers of Commerce throughout fhe Union to unite with us in these 
petitions and efforts, that the combined strength of the farmers 
and traders of our country may secure for us eventually our great 
mutual want— cheap transportation." 

And asked its reference to the Committee on Transportation. 

Bro. Moore, Maryland, objected to the reception of the com- 
munication, and raised the point of order that the resolution 
referring to voting was political in its character. 

The Worthy Master decided that the resolution was not polit- 
ical in the sense referred to in our Constitution, and that the point 
was not well taken. 

On motion, the resolutions were referred to the Committee on 
Transportation. 

On motion of Bro. Kitchen, of West Virginia, the Grange 
took recess until 7:80 p. m.

"The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the communication from Bro. Taylor, Master of State 
Grange of Florida, asking that the per diem and traveling ex- 
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penses he would hare been entitled to had he been in his seat here 
be placed to the credit of Florida State Grange in the National 
Grange, and recommend that it be not granted." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was concurred in. 

The same committee also presented the following : 

11 The Committee on Good of the Order also have had under 
consideration the request of the Worthy Master of the Territory 
of Dakota, asking to be attached to the jurisdiction of Iowa, and 
recommend the request be granted with the approval of Iowa." 

"Which on motion of Bro. Adams, Minn., was laid on the table. 

The same committee presented the following report on the 
amendment to Sec. 2, Art. II of the Constitution: to strike out all 
after the word "at" in the first line, and insert the words "Louis- 
ville, Ky."— offered by Bro. Haynes — recommending that it be 
referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was recommitted to the 
committee. 
• The same committee presented the following : 

"The Committee on Good of the Order have had under consid- 
eration the preamble and resolution offered by Bro. Davie, of Ken- 
tucky, as follows : 

"Whereas, Large agricultural districts of this country labor 
under many inconveniences, and suffer great losses from the 
working of laws, framed by the General Government, for the 
levying and collecting of taxes on tobacco; and, 

" Whereas, Said taxes fall exclusively upon the citizens of the 
United States, and, furtherm6re, by said laws and the laws of 
foreign countries relating to duties on tobacco, its general com* 
merce is fettered, and the national wealth decreased; therefore 
be it 

"Resolved, By the National Grange, that the senators and rep- 
resentatives of the various states and territories of our common 
country, in Congress assembled, be earnestly requested to initiate 
such steps as may be necessary to repeal all laws levying taxes on 
tobacco, and, furthermore, that they be requested to urge the Gen- 
eral Government, in its intercourse with foreign governments, to 
use its best offices with them to reduce the duties on tobacco." 

And recommended their adoption. 

On motion the report was concurred in. 

The same committee reported as follows : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the suggestions in relation to a reconstruction of the 
burial service, and, while they admit they are valuable sugges- 
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tions, it would be inexpedient and probably expensive, and there- 
fore recommend that it do not pass. 

On motion the report was concurred in. 
The same committee offered the following : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under consid- 
eration the communication from Grange No. 64, jurisdiction of 
Wisconsin, recommending the establishment of a National Grange 
bulletin as a means of communicating information to Subordinate 
Granges and members of the Order ; it has received the careful and 
earnest consideration of your Committee on the Good of the Order. 
They find that the Worthy Master, Lecturer, Secretary, and Exec- 
utive Committee have all recommended that some plan be adopted 
by which information may be communicated to tne membership. 
T?hoy also find that the committee to whom was referred the Exec- 
utive Committee's report have concurred in the recommendation. 
Tour committee regard this subject of vast importance, and a 
measure demanded alike by the members of the fraternity and 
sound policy. Some plan is needed by which the officers of the 
National Grange may communicate to the officers of State and 
Subordinate Granges, and the members ask that they be kept in- 
formed of all matters of interest to the Order throughout the entire 
jurisdiction. 

u Our co-operative business system is daily growing in magni- 
tude, and it is hoped will largely increase under the fostering care 
and encouragement of the National Grange, and the people desire 
full information on this subject. 

" Several State Granges have found it for their interest to pub- 
lish papers or periodicals of this kind, which are regarded as val- 
uable aids. 

" Your committee are, therefore, of the opinion that it is desir- 
able that the National Grange publish a monthly bulletin as 
a means of disseminating information among the membership 
throughout the United States, and submit the following resolution 
and recommend its adoption : 

"Resolved, 1st. That a pamphlet of not less than sixteen pages 
of reading-matter of the size of the Executive Committee's report 
of this year be issued monthly from the office of the Secretary of 
the National Grange, commencing February 16, 1877, and mailed, 
one copy to the office of every State Grange, and one copy to the 
Master of each Subordinate Grange, under rules hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

"2d. The Master of the National Grange, the Lecturer v the Sec- 
retary, the Treasurer, and the Executive Committee, shall each 
contribute matters of general interest to the Order from their sev- 
eral offices, and sufficient space be set apart each month for these 
communications; and the remaining space shall be devoted to 
suggestions for the good of the Order, information as to co-opera- 
tive business, and items of Grange news. 
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"8d. It shall be the duty of the Worthy Master and Lecturer 
of the National Grange to take charge of the editorial manage- 
ment and arrangement of the work. 

"4th. It shall be the duty of the Worthy Secretary to revise the 
copy, have the same printed on the most favorable rates, and mail 
from the office of the National Grange at Louisville, Ky., as above 
directed. 

"5th. In addition to the copies mailed as above specified, sub- 
scriptions may be received at the Secretary's office at a price Dot 
exceeding fifty cents per year. 

" 6th. The Secretary of each State Grange shall forward to the 
Secretary of the National Grange as soon as the 1st day of Febru- 
ary, 1877, the name and post-office address of the officers of his 
State Grange and the Master of each working Subordinate Grange 
in the state. 

"7th. The expense incident to the publication shall be paid 
from the Treasury of the National Grange in bills or accounts 
duly audited, and the receipts for subscription and advertising 
shall be* paid into the Fiscal Agency in the same manner as pro- 
vided for other funds. 

" In concluding this report your committee wish to say that it 
is not desired or intended that this periodical shall take the place 
of the excellent Grange agricultural newspapers which have done 
and are doing such valuable service in the way of education. 

"We commend these periodicals to the favorable consideration 
of the membership, and recommend that each family take and 
read one at least.

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., the report was laid on the 

table. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, of the Committee on Foreign Relations, pre- 
sented the following report: 

" Your Committee on Foreign Relations to whom were referred 
the letters of J. P. Sheldon, of Ashbourne, Derbyshire, England, 
Deputy of the National Grange for that country, and E. Vansittart 
Neale, Secretary for the English Co-operative Societies, have had 
the same under consideration, and instruct mo to respectfully 
roport : 

" That we hail with feelings of pride and gratification the ex- 
pressions of yonr good-will and appreciation of the tenets and 
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purposes of our Order. That while we believe the practical good 
lessons taught through the Order of Patrons of Husbandry should 
become universal to the farmers and tillers of the soil in every 
country, we are of the opinion that to attempt to extend the juris- 
diction of the National Grange so as to include the farming ele- 
ment in every land is impracticable, and will be attended with 
incongruities, inconsistencies, and diversities of interests, resulting 
eventually in failures and disappointments. 

"Your committee desiring the good-will and friendly and fra- 
ternal greeting of the farmers every where for the Order, and 
believing that agriculture would be much promoted and the capac- 
ities of our crops much increased by a general diffusion of the 
knowledge of our principles and the attainment of our objects, 
they would recommend that all facilities and means consistent 
with a sound and just policy of the National Grange be extended 
to the farmers of every country to adopt our system of organiza- 
tion. 

"Your committee can not recommend or indorse the policy of 
establishing National Grange Agents in foreign lands. The Order 
being American, the National Grange should avoid any alliance? 
or entanglements with Granges in foreign countries. 

"Your committee would recommend that the Worthy Mastei 
should be authorized to instruct any delegate or embassador from 
a legally constituted Grange in a foreign country in the unwritten 
work of the Order, but that no Deputies of the National Grange 
should be sent to extend its jurisdiction to other countries. 

"Your committee would further recommend that no appropri- 
ations shall ever be made to defray the expenses of any Deputy or 
Deputies in foreign countries. 

" Wm. W. Lang, Chairman." 

On motion of Bro. Ellis the report was adopted. 
Bro. Whitehead, N. J., presented the following: 
u Worthy Master : 

" The Committee on the Address of our Worthy Master have 
had under consideration that portion of the address referring to 
the necessity of education of our members in the true principles 
of co-operation and business, and its importance in connection 
with the other features pf our Order, and beg leave to report as 
follows : 

" That the views of our Worthy Master meet with our hearty 
approval, we holding that in our business relations, as in all else, 
1 knowledge is power.' The greatest demand of our membership 
at the present time, in all parts of our field, is more real business 
co-operation, more uniformity in our business relations, more real 
security in our transactions; and it is to this session of the National 
Grange that Patrons every where are looking with anxious eyes 
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and earnest hopes for such wise consideration and legislation upon 
this important part of the work of our Order as will secure a better 
system of business and co-operation among our members every 
where. That we should at this session, by comparing results of 
the past and learning of each others' successes and failures, adopt 
such means as will result in the good of all, and thereby use all 
possible and practical means in our power to instruct Patrons every 
where in these matters that hold so important a place in the work 
of our Order. And it is eminently our duty and privilege to do 
so. As expressed in our Declaration of Purposes, we- have promised 
to 'mutually labor together to foster mutual understanding and 
co-operation, to systematize our work, to bring producers and con- 
sumers into the most direct and friendly relations possible, and to 
buy and sell together.' And we hold that while the business fea- 
tures of our Order are not its only aims nor even its highest and 
noblest mission, yet it has ever been held as a truth that the ad- 
vancement of an individual community or a nation in civilization, 
in education, or in the higher and nobler attributes of life, depends 
upon the advancement of their material or business prosperity, thus 
furnishing the means or the wealth which places them in position 
to advancement rapidly, morally, intellectually, and socially. 
Therefore whenever we can advance the business of our members, 
whenever we can provide means whereby they will receive a greater 
reward for their toil, or save to them a larger proportion of the re- 
sults of their industry, or protect and advance their interests in 
any way, then do we lay the foundation deep and strong upon 
which to rear the great superstructure of our Order. When we 
have advanced the general prosperity of our memberships, when 
we have taken the toiling farmer and his wife by the hand and 
have shown them the way in which their business interests are 
advanced, when out of their hard earnings we save to them by co- 
operation the means whereby they can surround themselves with 
more of the comforts and pleasures of life, then have we paved the 
way and prepared them for the higher teachings of our Order, then 
can they more fully enjoy social intercourse, then are they prepared 
to advance in education and all that can throw sunshine upon our 
lives, and soaring about another of our declarations, 'to develop a 
better and higher manhood and womanhood.' 

"At this session we would urge the importance of devising a 
plan or plans for better co-operation by the National Grange. We 
would urge upon all representatives of State Granges here assem- 
bled to use their best efforts in imparting instruction and education 
in business principles and co-operation to the members within their 
jurisdiction; that all State Grange Lecturers should consider it 
an important part of their duties to impart instruction to the 
members of their Grange. We further hold that all successful co- 
operation must commence at home. Patrons must first truly 
co-operate and work together in their own neighborhood; then, 
having become fully versed in business and business principles, will 
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they be better prepared for successful state, inter-stato, and inter- 
national co-operation. 

"Your committee have considered that portion of the address 
referring to the appointment of Deputies in Great Britain and 
France, and commend tho action in the matter. We hail with 
pleasure the prospect that the good influence of our Order will 
soon extend to the tillers of the soil in all lands, and among all 
people; and in this connection we would urge the importance 
of providing means whereby large communities of German and 
French farmers in our own country can, as well as their relatives 
in foreign lands, have the benefit of our Order. Upon that por- 
tion of the address urging the importance of such action of the 
present session as will fix permanently the headquarters and secure 
a suitablo building for the National Grange, your committee heart- 
ily concur — first, that it would give permanence and stability to 
our Order ; second, that it would afford not only suitable rooms 
for offices, but halls for sessions of National Grange and conferring 
degrees — ample space for the Museum which we have determined 
to build up year by year. Again, at this time real estate can be 
purchased much below its past or prospective value ; and when the 
tuilding is purchased tho above special objects should be kept in 
view. M. Whitehead, CA'n." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to recommit the report, which, on a 
division, was lost. Ayes, 14; noes, 17. 

Bro. Davie moved to concur in the report. 

Pending the consideration of this question, the Grange, on mo- 
tion of Bro. Moore, Md., decided to adjourn until Thursday at 10 
A. M., and was accordingly closed in due form. 
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EIGHTH DAT. 

Chicago, III., Thursday, Nov. 28, 1876. 

The Grange assembled, pursuant to adjournment, at 10 o'clock 
A. m., and was opened in the Fourth Degree by Worthy Master 
Jones. 

Present, the officers and members as on former days, with a 
number of visiting Patrons. 

The journal of Wednesday's proceedings was read, corrected, 
and approved. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, rose to a privileged question, and stated that 
he thought that all matters brought before the Grange should be 
fully discussed, and therefore desired to move a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the report of the Committee on Foreign Eo- 
lations was adopted, but yielded the floor to Bro. James, Ind., to 
allow the introduction of a report. 

Bro. James then presented the following :

"The Committee on Credentials beg leave to report that South 
Carolina is entitled to representation in this body. 

" Henley James, CA'n." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was received and 

concurred in. 

Bro. D. Wyatt Aiken and Sister Aiken, S. C, appeared and took 

their seats as members of the Grange. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., by consent, presented the following from 

the Finance Committee : 

"Resolved, That R. G. Bolston, of the city, county, and state of 
New York, is hereby authorized and empowered to assign the 
following United States Stock now standing in the name of the 
National Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, to wit:

By Bro. Buchanan, Iowa: 

"Whereas, The business arm of the Order has become an impor- 
tant element in its success, and 

" Whereas, l Fidelity * is as essential in this relation as in any 
other; therefore be it 

"Resolved, As the sense of this Grange, that a moral obligation 
rests upon each member of this Order to observe with scrupulous 
oare and fidelity all business arrangements or contracts. That, 
for members of the Order (when officers or agents have in good 
faith made business arrangements for the benefit of the fra- 
ternity) to use the advantageous terms offered by merchants 
and manufacturers, simply to get better terms of* dealers, in 
place of carrying out in good faith contracts made by competent 
authority, is a violation of good faith and unworthy of a good 
Patron." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the preamble and resolution 
were adopted. 

By Bro. Davie, Ky.: An amendment to Sec. 2, Art. VIII of 
the By-laws, to provide that the meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be held once in six months in place of once in each 
quarter. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also, Resolution directing the Secretary of the National Grange 
to have the Proceedings of this session printed and bound; and to 
endeavor to have the usual supply for the states forwarded in time 
for the meetings of the State Granges. 

Referred to Committee on Commercial Relations. 

By Bro. Moore, Md.: Resolution that this session of the Na- 
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tional Grange adjourn sine die at 12 o'clock, m ., on Monday, Nov. 
27 1876. 

Keferred to the Special Committee on Adjournment. 

Also the following: 

"Resolved, That the order of business be amended so that our 
day sessions begin at 9 o'clock A. M. for the balance of this session." 

Which, on motion, was adopted. 

By Bro. Woodman, Mich. : An invitation from Montgomery, 
Ward & Co., of this city, to visit their store and inspect their 
stock and manner of doing business. Which, on motion, was re- 
ceived. 

By Bro. Hemingway, Miss. : Resolution that- it is the sense of 
this Grange that the adoption of the amendments to the Constitu- 
tion, changing the term of office for officers of this body, creates a 
vacancy in all offices filled previous to the adoption of said amend- 
ment, and in case the Grange should fail to fill such vacancies at 
this session the National Grange will be left without a legal 
officer. 

On motion, referred to a special committee of five. 
By Bro. Whitehead, N. J. : Memorial from Seaville Grange, 
No. 21, N. J., in relation to taxation. 
Referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

Also a memorial from Bro. A. B. Grosh, late Worthy Chaplain 
of the National Grange, in relation to a claim for compensation 
for services on the Committee to Revise the Ritual. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims and Grievances. 

By Bro. Chase, N. H.: Proposed amendment to Decision 108, 
Guide, in relation to trials. 

Referred to Committee on Digest. 

By Bro. Osborn, Wis. : Resolution of Ia Valle Grange, No. 
418, Wis., asking an amendment to the Constitution, making any 
Fourth Degree member eligible to any office in the State or Na- 
tional Grange. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also, preamble and resolution recommending a Department of 
Agriculture, with a cabinet officer; reduction of legal rate of in- 
terest; the improvement of natural water channels; improvement 
in the patent laws; better security for depositors in banks; equality 
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of taxation; equitable regulations controlling railroad manage- 
ment, etc. 

Referred to Committee on Good of Order. 

Also, resolution from La Valte Grange, No. 418, Wisconsin, 
recommending the reduction of dues from State to National 
Grange. 

Referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

Also, amendments to By-laws for calling votes by states. 

Referred to Committee on Good of Order. 

By Sister Washburn, Col.: Preamble and resolution that wo- 
man's suffrage be established in the United States. 

Referred to a special committee of five. 

Bro. Forsyth, 111., presented an invitation from his Honor, the 
Mayor of the city, to visit the Waterworks and Crib this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the invitaticn was accepted. 

The special order for the day, viz., election of member of the 
Executive Committee, was called for. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the special order was postponed until 
7:30 this evening. 

Regular order was resumed. 

Committee on Constitution and By-laws presented an adverse 
report on the amendments proposed by Bethel Grange, No. 972, 
Iowa. 

On motion, the report of the committee was concurred in. 

Also an adverse report on the amendment proposed by Bro. 
Davie that the Executive Committee consist of two members 
elected on recommendation by the Master, together with the Mas- 
ter. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., moved to concur, and called for ayes and noes, 
which rosulted as follows: Ayes, 31 ; noes, 18.

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was concurred in. 

The committee further reported the following amendment to 
the Constitution, and recommended its adoption: 

" Amendment — Art. I, sec. 4, so that it shall read as follows : 
"There shall be an Executive Committee of the National 
Grange, consisting of three members, whose term of office shall 
be two years. The Master of the National Grange shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Executive Committee." 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, moved to amend by inserting after the words 
" two years " the following : " and neither of whom shall, during 
his term of service as member of the Executive Committee, be also 
a Master of a State Grange," which was lost by ayes 15, noes 28. 

Bro. Moore, Md., offered the following amendment to that sub- 
mitted by the committee: -'but shall not be entitled to vote, except" 
in case of a tie." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to strike out all after the word 
" vote." Lost. 

The amendment of Bro. Moore was then agreed to, and the 
amendment of the committee as amended was agreed to. 

Question recurring on the amendment to the Constitution as 
amended, Bro. Howe, Neb., called for the ayes and noes, which 
resulted as follows:

" To the President National Convention of Grangers, or Patrons of 
Husbandry : 

"Sir — The following action was taken to-day by a Convention 
of the Presidents of our State Universities and Agricultural Col- 
leges, in session in the parlors of the Palmer House, and Rev. S. S. 
Laws, of the University of the State of Missouri, was appointed 
the committee provided for in the resolution : 

" Whereas, The annual session of the Patrons of Husbandry is 
understood to be in session in the parlors of the Palmer House at 
this time; and 

" Whereas, It is understood by us that the work of education is 
a ruling purpose of the aforesaid organization; and

arise from a joint session of the said National Grange of the 
Patrons of Husbandry and of this Convention of Presidents of 
State Universities and Agricultural Colleges, also holding its ses- 
sions in the parlors of the Palmer House; therefore, 

"Resolved, That a committee of our body be appointed to invite 
the National Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry to meet with 
us in open and joint session with reference to the subject of educa- 
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tion, said committee to arrange for the meeting and to report to 
this body as soon as practicable. 
. " The above is respectfully communicated by 

" Tours respectfully, 

"S. S. Laws, Committee" 

On motion of Bro. Eyland, La., a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to confer with a similar committee from the convention 
above named. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the special order for this hour, 
viz., the election of a member of the Executive Committee, was 
takon up. 

The Worthy Master appointed the Worthy Assistant Steward 
and the Worthy Lady Assistant Steward as tellers. 

On the tenth ballot Bro. Henley James, having received a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected a member of 
the Executive Committee for the constitutional term. 

The regular order of business was resumed. 

Bro. Chase presented the following: 

11 Worthy Master of the National Orange : 

" The Committee on Constitution and Bv-laws has instructed 
me to report the following amendment to the Constitution, pur- 
suant to instructions of the National Grange, viz. : 

"To amend the Constitution under the head of Organization — 
State Grange : 

" Section 2. By striking out the words ' State Granges ' and by 
inserting the words ' National Grange' in place thereof, and by 
striking out the words * State' in two places and by inserting the 
word * National ' in place thereof. 

" Which is respectfully submitted." 

The question being taken on the adoption of the report, it was 
lost. 

Bro. Smith, Ga., presented the following: 

"Worthy Master: 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the resolution that was recommitted to them, as follows: 

"That all of Sec. 3, Art. II, of the Constitution of the National 
Grange after the word 'at,' in the second line, be stricken out, and 
insert in lieu thereof the words 'Louisville, Ky.;' and believing 
that the establishment of the place of assembling at the head- 
quarters of the Order will meet with general approbation, I ain 
ordered to return the same and to recommend that it be referred 
to the Committeo on Constitution and By-laws, with instructions 

7 
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to prepare such an amendment as will carry into effect the intent 
and meaning of said resolution." 

And moved that the recommendation be concurred in. Lost.* 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the subject was indefinitely postponed. 

The Committee on Good of Order also presented the following : 

" Your committee also had before them the communication of 
the Lecturer of Grange No. 445, jurisdiction of Michigan, in rela- 
tion to political circulars, and have carefully considered the same. 
We find from the circular accompanying the communication that 
it was a letter from one Brother to another Brother in relation to 
the election of a member of the Order to an office in the state 
government. . This alone your committee can not regard as violat- 
ing any fundamental law of our Order, but we judge that the cir- 
cular in question was a printed document, signed by Master and 
dated Batavia Grange, No. 95, thus giving it an official character. 

"Your committee are of opinion that this is a violation of the 
spirit of our organic law. Tne founders of the Order most wisely 

Guarded against any thing which savored of political or religious 
iscussions in the Grange room, and the Declaration of Purposes 
adopted at the St. Louis session of the National Grange most 
clearly expresses disapprobation of any thing which looks to 
using the Order for partisan purposes. 

"The public sentiment of the membership every where has also 
emphatically indorsed this sentiment, and your committee are 
therefore of the opinion that political circulars like the inclosed 
dated at the Grange, or in any way bearing the impress of the 
Order, such as using official letter-heads, envelopes, or in any way 
that shall create the impression that the Order is political or lends 
itself to partisan political action, is a violation of the fundamental 
law of the Order, and should be in all instances disapproved." 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the report was concurred in. 
Bro. Graves, of Committee on Resolutions, presented the fol- 
lowing : 

"Resolved, That it is the duty of the National Lecturer, upon 
entering a state to which he has been assigned for duty, to report 
at once to the Master of its State Grange, and in performing his 
official labors in any state he should allow himself to be directed 
as to the nature of such labors by suggestions and advice of the 
Master of that State Grange." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

The committee also returned the supplemental report of Ex- 
ecutive Committeo on the act of incorporation of the National 
Grange, and asked that it be referred to the Committee on Exec- 
cutive Committee's Beport. 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 
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The Worthy Master announced the following as the committee 
to confer with a committee from the Convention of Presidents 
of State Universities and Agricultural Colleges: Bros. Ryland, 
Moore, Graves, Adams. 

On. motion of Bro. Chase, the report of the Committee on 
Master's Address was recommitted to them. 

Brd. Aiken, S. C, of the Executive Committee, presented the 
accounts and vouchers of the Worthy Master, Lecturer, and Exec- 
utive Committee for the last four quarters. 

Beferred to Committee on Accounts. 

On motion of Bro. Ryland, the Grange decided to adjourn, and 
was closed in due form. 
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NINTH DAT. 

Chicago, III., Friday, Nov. 24, 1876. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment at 9 o'clock 
a., m., and was opened in the Fourth Degree by Worthy Master 
Jones. 

Present, officers and members as on previous days and a number 
of visiting Patrons. 

The journal of Thursday's proceedings was read, corrected, and 
approved. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., who was appointed at the last session of 
the Grange a committee to have engrossed and framed the series 
of resolutions expressive of its affectionate regard and esteem for 
the Past Worthy Master Adams, reported that he had performed 
the duty assigned him, and then presented the resolutions to Bro. 
Adams. 

Bro. Whitehead, at his request, was discharged from further 
service on the committee. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., presented the following : 

"Resolved, That any member of the National Grange holding 
any report of the Executive Committee for the past official year is 
hereby requested to return the same to the National Grange forth- 
with." 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Webster, Cal., the vote just taken was re- 
considered, and on motion of Bro. Woodman the resolution was 
laid on the table. 

Regular order of business was called for. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., presented the following : 

"The Committee on Constitution and By-laws report the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of the National Grange, 
pursuant to instructions, viz. : 

"To amend the Constitution by striking out the word 'annually' 
in Article II, Section 3, and inserting in place thereof the word 'bi- 
ennially;' and by striking out the words 'from year to year ' in said 
lection ; and by striking out the word 'annual' in Article III, and 
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inserting the word 'biennial' in place thereof; and by striking 
out the word ' annual ' in Article XIII, and inserting the word 
* biennial' in place thereof. 

" This amendment shall take effect after the annual session of 
the National Grange to be held in the year 1877." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was laid on the table. 

Bro. Washburn, Col., from the Committee on Claims and Griev- 
ances, presented the following report: 

"Your committee to whom was referred the memorial of J. C. 
Garber, of Grange 251, Ohio, asking that restitution be made him 
for losses incurred through the defalcation of Farley & Co., No. 61, 
Park Place, N. Y., after consideration of the same beg leave to 
report — 

"Thst. in the opinion of your committee the National Grange 
should not De held responsible for losses sustained by members of 
the Order in their business transactions with any person or firm, 
unless such person or firm be the authorized agent or agents of the 
National Grange. We therefore recommend that the prayer of the 
petitioner be not granted." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the words " unless such person 
or firm be the authorized agent or agents of the National Grange" 
were stricken out. 

The report was then, on motion, concurred in. 

The committee further reported as follows : 

" Your Committee on Claims and Grievances to whom was re- 
ferred the memorial from Sacramento Grange, No. 12, Cal., rela- 
tive to assistance rendered to a dimitted member of a Nebraska 
Grange, beg leave to report that in the opinion of your committee 
there is no law of our Order under which any Grange can be held 
responsible for donations or loans made to its members, unless 
such Grange is made a party to the loan. 

"We would therefore recommend that the prayer of the peti- 
tioners be not granted." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to amend the report by striking out 
the words " unless such Grange is made a party to the loan." 

Bro. Webster moved to further amend by inserting the word 
" legally " before the word responsible. 

By consent Bro. Chase withdrew his amendment. 

The amendment of Bro. Webster was then non-concurred in, 
and the report as presented then concurred in. 

Bro. Allen, Mo., of the Committee on Co-operation, presented 
a partial report. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., moved that the report be laid on the 
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table, and made the special order for Monday at 11 a. m., and the 
Secretary be directed to nave 300 copies, together with the memo- 
rial from the Convention of Executive Committees, printed for 
the use of the members. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to amend by substituting Saturday at 
8 p.m., which was adopted; and the motion of Bro. Hemingway 
as amended adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead presented the following : 

"Your Committee on Address of the Worthy Master beg leave 
to report the various suggestions have been referred to the proper 
oommittees, and that their labors have been completed." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, O., the report of the Committee on 

Digest was taken from the table. 

Bro. Ellis, O., offered the following : 

" Resolved, That the report of the Committee on Digest, to- 
gether with the Digest referred to therein, be now referred to the 
Executive Committee, with instructions to correct and complete 
the same in order to make it conform to the laws and rulings of 
the National Grange at the time of publication, and have the 
same published as the authority of the National Grange." 

Pending consideration of the resolution, on motion of Bro. 

Moore, Md., the Grange took a recess until 8 o'clock p. m. 



8 O'CLOCK P.M. 

Recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by Wor- 
thy Master Jones. 

By unanimous consent Bro. Byland, La., presented the follow- 
ing report: 
"Worthy Master: 

"As chairman of the committee to meet a like committee from 
the Convention of College Presidents now in session in this house, 
I have the honor to report 

" That I held a consultation with the chairman of the committee 
appointed by the Convention of Presidents, and while we are in 
full sympathy with all who are engaged in the great work of edu- 
cation, and while we duly appreciate the motives of the Conven- 
tion of College Presidents now in session in seeking a joint dis- 
cussion of the work of education, we regret that circumstances 
beyond our control render it impracticable to carry out the plan 
proposed, and therefore propose the following resolution : 
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"Resolved, That owing to unavoidable ci remittances the Na- 
tional Grange regrets its inability to meet the Convention of Col- 
lege Presidents in joint discussion on the subject of education. 

"That a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the committee." 

On motion the report was received and the resolutions con- 
curred in. 

Consideration of the resolution of Bro. Ellis as to publishing 
the Digest was resumed. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

Bro. Rosa, Del., presented the following report from the Com- 
mittee on Mileage: 

"Your Committee on Mileage to whom was referred the subject 
of ascertaining the number of miles traveled by the nearest prac- 
ticable route by the members, officers, and others, not otherwise 
provided for (the same constituting the National Grange of the 
Patrons of Husbandry), in coming to and returning from Chicago, 
to attend this the Tenth Session of the National Grange, beg leave 
to report that they hrtve performed that duty to the best of their 
ability, and respectfully submit the following, to wit: a total of 
90,723 miles, with $5,487.15 mileage." 

On motion of Bro. Ryland, Tenn., the report was adopted. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., presented the following: 

"The Committee on Commercial Relations to which was re- 
ferred a resolution to provide for printing and binding the Pro- 
ceedings of this session, have had the same under consideration, 
and are of the opinion that the subject-matter contained in the 
resolution has nothing to do with the commercial relations of the 
Order, and should be considered by the appropriate committee. 

"The committee have therefore instructed me to roport the 
same back to the Grange, and recommend that it be referred to 
the Committee to Revise the Proceedings for Publication, and ask 
to be discharged from the consideration of the subject." 

On motion the recommendation of the committee was con- 
curred in. 

The rules were suspended to allow the introduction of a reso- 
lution, when 

Bro. Hinckley, N. Y., presented the following: 

"Resolved, That the Court of Appeals, as now constituted, be 
abolished at the close of this session, and that all powers and au- 
thority now vested in this court be hereafter vested in the Worthy 
Master and Executive Committee; and that the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws report a by-law carrying this into 
oflect." 

The rules were suspended and tho resolution put on its passage, 
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when the ayes and noes were demanded, with the following re- 
sult: 

Ayes — Brothers Webster, Smith, Forsyth, Buchanan, By land, 
Hemingway, Howe, Chase, Hinckley, Ellis, Haynes, Lang, Aiken ; 
Sisters Forsyth, By land, Ham, Moore, Chase, Hinckley, Ellis. — 20. 

Noes — Brothers Jones, Washburn, Godard, Bosa, James, Davie, 
Moore, Graves, Woodman, Adams, Allen, Whitehead, Blanton, 
Kitchen; Sisters Jones, Washburn, Godard, James, Davie, Graves, 
Woodman, Adams, Allen, Whitehead, Blanton, Kitchen. — 26. 

Before the announcement of the vote, Bro. Moore, Md., re- 
quested and was granted permission to change his vote for the 
purpose of moving a reconsideration of the vote just taken. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., moved a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the Digest was referred to the Executive Committee. Lost. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., the report of the Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws on the resolution of Bro. Smith, Ga., 
to make all Fourth Degree members eligible to any position in 
either National, State, or County Grange, was taken from the 
table. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., the report was referred to the 
Committee on Constitution and By-laws, with instructions to re- 
port an amendment to the Constitution in accordance with the 
resolution. 

By consent, Bro. Washburn, Col., presented the following : 

"Resolved, That the Court of Appeals now report to this Grange 
their actions and decisions in the cases that have been submitted 
to them," which, on motion, was adopted. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., of the Committee on Finance, presented the 
following report: 

"Your committee to whom was referred the supplementary re- 
port and bill of expenses of Bro. J. W. A. Wright while acting as 
Commissioner to England and Scotland, under the authority and 
direction of the Executive Committee of the National Grange, for 
the avowed purpose of advancing the interest of our Order in the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, have had the same 
under consideration and beg leave to make the following report: 

"Although the amount expended by the Commissioner consid- 
erably exceeded the first estimate of his expenses, in consequence 
of delays, apparently unavoidable, in the proper disposition of the 
work assigned him, nevertheless your committee are unani- 
mously of the opinion that your Commissioner should at least be 
indemnified for the amount of money actually expended by him 
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for legitimate traveling expenses while actively engaged in the 
service of the Order. 

"From the evidence adduced in the examination of the case, in 
conjunction with the examination of the itemized account of said 
expenses, covering, as they do, the expenses of a period of some 
four months of active service, your committee are of the opinion 
that they are not exorbitant and consequently should be allowed. 

"The whole amount of said expenses charged to the National 
Grange, less $4.28 transmitting fees, and including $30 paid Bro. 
Wright for services rendered, or rather for expenses incurred by 
him in rendering service after his return, aggregate $504.17. 
$333.22 of said amount has already been provided for by authority 
of the Executive Committee, and ratified by recent action of this 
body, leaving a balance of $230.95 unprovided for. This amount, 
by order of our Worthy Master, was drawn from the general fund 
of the National Grange treasury in favor of Bro. Wright. 

" Under the circumstances which involved the respectability of 
our Order in England, as well as the standing and credit of your 
Commissioner, it is the unanimous opinion of your committee 
that the Worthy Master was fully and completely justified in the 
course he pursued. And in this connection your committee rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

" Resolved, That the National Grange indorse the action of its 
Worthy Master in ordering drawn from the National Grange 
treasury $230.95, to apply on the expenses of Bro. Wright while 
engaged as Commissioner to England, in the interest of the Or- 
der." 

On motion, the report was received and the resolution attached 
adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., presented the following : 

" Whereas, Much valuable time is consumed during the sessions 
of the National Grange in considering petitions and resolutions 
from Subordinate Granges, which, in many cases, do not represent 
the views or wishes of a majority of the Patrons of any state; and, 

" Whereas, In legislating for an Order, we should ever seek to 
conform to the will of the majority, and so attain the greatest good 
for the greatest number; therefore, 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of this National Grange that 
while we would not deprive the humblest of our Order of the right 
of petition, we hold that all Patrons or Subordinate Granges, seek- 
ing to amend the Constitution or to make important changes in 
our Order, should first secure an indorsement of at least a majority 
vote in their State Granges, and thus save much valuable time to 
legislate in accordance with the will of the majority of the mem- 
bers of our Order." 

Not adopted. 
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Bro. Woodman, -Mich., presented a resolution of Pewamo 
Grange No. 230, Mich., favoring a reduction of dues. 

Referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a communication from John J. Robinson, of Michigan; on 
the subject of co-operative insurance for farmers. 

Referred to Committee on Co-operation. 

f 

On motion, the committees were again called for reports, when 
Bro. Ryland, La., presented the following report from the Com- 
mittee on Education : 

" The subject of education is receiving more attention each suc- 
ceeding year, and gradually but suroly the light of science is 
dawning on the minds of the people. Time was when a general 
knowledge of what has been facetiously termed the * three R's, 
Reading, 'Kiting, and 'Rithnietic,' was all that was considered 
necessary for the 'setting out' of boys and girls. But all that is 
changed. We have emerged from the backwoods to the clearing; 
yes, even from the stumps of the clearing to the broad, free prai- 
ries, and e'en jog on a little faster. We never realized the danger 
of the ' little learning ' of our past as now, when our beloved Order 
is sending abroad its stirring message to the people all over our 
land. We arc awakening to our needs. 

"And what do we see on looking around us? Richly endowed 
ancient colleges for men to learn the use of their minds, but not of 
their bodies — where they may learn to become lawyers, doctors, 
ministers, professors of every thing in which the use of the hands is 
ignored, and where, moreover, they learn to despise bodily exer- 
tion and those who ' earn their bread by the sweat of the brow.' 
The wants of the city have raised commercial schools, academies 
of music and of art. We see innumerable private schools and 
seminaries where young ladies are finished in all the studies by 
which they can not earn a living, or sent into the already crowded 
ranks of teachers ill adapted to their vocation. There is a strong 
call from the country, from the green ' fields o' barley,' from the 
toilers in the new-mown hay, from the red-cheeked, awkward girls 
and boys struggling along in their little country school-houses, 
from the over-worked mother who denies herself rest that the 
children may have a little schooling, from all the scattered mem- 
bers of our great fraternity, for education — not merely the educa- 
tion gained from books as at present used, but for breadth, for cul- 
ture, for a look at the round world as it whirls in the light of the 
nineteenth century. They would not only mount to the highest 
branches of the tree of knowledge, but would pluck of the ripened 
fruit which past years have grown and cherished, and which is 
constantly maturing to fall into the hands reached forth to grasp 
it. It is intelligent cultivation of the soil in a propitious season 
which brings tho products of our farms to their perfection and 
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to our labor the reward. It is Judicious cultivation of the mind — 
served by a healthy, well-governed body — which brings our powers 
to their highest use, and enables us to increase the store of happi- 
ness and usefulness for ourselves and others. 

u Knowledge is the microscope through which the minutest 
designs of nature are observed; it is also the telescope in which 
we 'look thro' nature up to nature's God.' But, to descend from 
the general to the particular, it becomes us to notice some of the 
instrumentalities by which we are to gain this knowledge. 

"Among others, we might mention the happy influence which 
has been exerted by the organization of Subordinate, State, and 
National Granges upon the minds of our class. Farmers have 
made progress within the past few years in the knowledge neces- 
sary for the conduct of their public and private business. They 
are holding up their heads among their fellow men and learning 
their rights and how to gain and preserve them. As our Order 
grows in years, it will, no doubt, show a greater and greater gain 
in breadth and compass of mind. But we desire to speak of our 
instrumentality, which, we fear, has been overlooked by the large 
body of farmers, from one cause or another. We refer to the 
agricultural colleges of our different states. 

"Fourteen years ago, Congress decided upon and perfected a 
plan for the establishment of an agricultural college in each state. 
Since that time, some of the states have established agricultural 
colleges as separate and distinct schools, while others have united 
their funds with other schools, or universities, and made the agri- 
cultural feature more or less subordinate to the demands of other 
branches of knowledge. 

" More or less success has attended these schools, but it is the 
opinion of your committee that the farmers of our country have 
not taken that interest in those schools, or given them that sup- 
port, which they needed to make them serve the important ends 
for which they were established. 

" We, therefore, recommend to this National Grange that the 
question of agricultural colleges be fully discussed at this meeting, 
in order that we may learn our duty to these schools, and, through 
the State and Subordinate Granges, call the attention of the farm- 
ers of the country to their importance. 

"In connection therewith we offer the following resolutions: 

" Whereas, The proper education of our children is a matter of 
the greatest consequence to us as citizens; and, 

11 Whereas, The development of the sciences underlying agri- 
culture, and the thorough instruction of our people in the best 
practical methods of cultivating, saving, and marketing our several 
foreign products, is of the greatest importance to us as farmers ; 
and, 

" Whereas, The Congress of the United States did, in the year 
1862, make a donation of lands for the founding of colleges for 
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instruction in the science and in the practice of agriculture; 
therefore, 

"Resolved, That this Grange, the national head of the great 
organization of farmers, do appoint a standing committee of three 
members, to be composed of the Worthy Master and two mem- 
bers, to be called a Committee on Education, whose duty it shall 
be to inquire into the use made of the donations of Congress, 
above named, in the several states, to inquire what colleges have 
been established under the said act, what donations have been 
made to said colleges other than the donations of Congress, and 
what success they have attained in the prosecution of the work 
proposed to them in the law creating them, and, in general, to 
look over the whole ground of agricultural education and to 
report to this body, at its next session, what has been done and 
what ought to be done. 

"Resolved, That the several State Granges be requested to 
appoint committees to consider these matters in their own states, 
and to co-operate with the committee of this body proposed by 
these resolutions." 

At the close of the discussion, Bro. Ryland, La., also presented 

the following: 

"Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Grange, repre- 
senting the great farming class in the United States," that the 
agricultural colleges ought to be under the exclusive control of 
the farmers of the country, and that it is evident from the expe- 
rience of the past that these colleges ought to be, as far as possible, 
separate and distinct schools, where science, as applied to agricul- 
ture, may be taught to farmers' children, fitting them for the high 
calling of farmers." 

And moved its adoption. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, moved to recommit the report to the com 
mittee. Lost — ayes, 16; noes, 18. . 

Pending the consideration of the question to adopt the report, 
the Grange, on motion of Bro. Davie, took a recess until 8:30 p. m. 



8:30 o'Clock p. m. 

Recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by 
Worthy Overseer Woodman, acting as Worthy Master. 

The consideration of the report of the Committee on Educa- 
tion was resumed, and the motion to adopt the resolutions as 
reported by the committee was concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Osborn the report of the Committee on Good 
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of the Order on the subject of establishing a Monthly Bulletin was 
taken from the table. 

Question being taken on the adoption of the resolutions reported 
by the committee, Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to amend section 4 of 
the resolutions by striking out the words " revise the copy." 

On motion of Bro. Aiken, S. C, the amendment was laid on the 
table. 

On motion of Bro. Aiken, the rules were suspended to permit 
the introduction of a report. 

Bro. Aiken then presented the following report of the Execu- 
tive Committee: 

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

u Worthy Master and Patrons: In compliance with Section 1, 
Article VIII, of the By-laws of the National Grange, your Execu- 
tive Committee beg leave to submit the following report: 

CONDITION OF THE ORDER. 

" The duties of the Executive Committee bring them in com- 
munication with Patrons in every state of the Union, and enable 
them to speak advisedly with regard to the condition of our Order. 
During the past year in some sections lukewarmness has prevailed ; 
in others, irregularities from an improper appreciation of the scope 
and philosophy of our Order have crept into our ranks, and dis- 
couraged rather than encouraged our members ; but in many sec- 
tions of the Union the Order of the Patrons of Husbandry is 
established upon a basis so permanent and practical that your 
committee are warranted in giving hopeful assurance of our future. 

DONATIONS. 

"The past year has been one of comparative plenty to the 
farmer, and in but a single state have we heard of distress among 
our members from unavoidable calamity. In South Carolina we 
were convinced, from the representations of the Master of that 
state, there was much suffering among Patrons from an unprece- 
dented drought of nearly six months. Your committee therefore, 
heeding the appeals of Patrons from that section, made a donation 
from our national treasury of $1,000, through the Master of the 
State Grange of South Carolina, to relieve their immediate wants. 
We are assured that this amount not only served the purpose for 
which it was appropriated, but that it has increased and strength- 
ened the Order in South Carolina. 

INCORPORATION. 

"To place the validity of the incorporation of the National 
Grange beyond a peradventure, your committee have, through the 
voluntary assistance of an efficient attorney, secured from the Leg- 
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islature of Kentucky an act of incorporation of the National 
Grange, a certified copy of which act is on file in the Secretary's 
office. 

FINANCIAL HISTORY. 

" Pursuant to a resolution recorded on page 76 of Proceedings 
of the Ninth Annual Session of the National Grange, your com- 
mittee have compiled, and herewith submit, a ' full and complete 
history of our receipts and disbursements from the meeting of the 
National Grange at Georgetown up to Septemher 80, 1876/ This 
work was arduous and irksome, but we think it has been thor- 
oughly performed, and trust that it may prove worthy of general 

dissemination. Your committee woula recommend that 

copies of this report be printed and circulated gratuitously among 
the Subordinate Granges, 

DIGEST. 

" At the Eighth Annual Session of the National Grange a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare and submit at the Ninth Annual 
Session a compendious Digest of the Laws and Decisions of our 
Order. Such a ' Compendious Digest 1 wf s submitted in due form, 
accompanying a report of the Committee on Digest, and by reso- 
lution of the National Grange was placed in the hands of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee * with instructions to have such corrections 
made as may be rendered necessary thereby, and to have the same 
published as soon thereafter as possible/ Your committee, after a 
careful examination of the submitted copy of the Digest, were 
unanimous in the opinion that this copy, as submitted, was not 
adapted to the wants of the Order, and thereupon assumed the 
authority to compile a complete and compendious Digest, utilizing, 
as far as practicable, the copy submitted by the committee, and 
herewith submit it for the approval of the National Grange. Your 

committee would recommend that copies of this Digest be 

printed, and sold from the Secretary's office at a sufficient price to 
cover cost and shipment. 

CO-OPERATIVE RULES. 

"Your committee have had published and distributed several 
thousand copies of the co-operative rules adopted at the last ses- 
sion of the National Grange, and recommend that additional 

thousands be printed for gratuitous distribution among the Subor- 
dinate Granges. Some simple system of book-keeping should be 
devised, to accompany these rules, thus enabling the Subordinate 
Granges to apply them practically. 

"However much we may prize the social, moral, and educa- 
tional advantages of our Order, .it can not be questioned but that 
it is the business opportunities presented by our co-operating that 
makes the Grange attractivo to the average farmer. Your com- 
mittee would discourage, however, the indiscriminate conversion 
of farmors into merchants, at the same time that they would heart- 
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ily commend to our organization the study and practical application 
of true co-operation. That there will be some kind of business co- 
operation practiced by the Granges, either Subordinate or State, is 
inevitable. But to secure unity of effort, and to establish pure, 
practical co-operation, the controlling influence in this, as in all 
other departments of our Order, must emanate from our national 
head. There is at present no system of co-operation at all in prac- 
tice by our Order. State Agents are appointed, and as soon as their 
business shows expansion they yearn for an immense capital where- 
with to control the markets. Stores are established upon a purely 
joint stock basis, and at once they are or claim to be * co-operative.' 
This is all irregular, and it is mere haphazard if either the agents 
or the stores are successful. Your committee would not doubt the 
ability of our members to manage their own affairs, but they are 
convinced that to secure success the principles of true co-operation 
must begin and be practiced among the Subordinate Granges, and 
their development will not only require State and National Agen- 
cies, but will establish and build up wholesale co-operative stores 
in all of our large commercial centers. 

AGENCIES. 

"Whilst your committee can not approve the existing system, 
if system it be, of Agencies, as established by some of our states, 
they are aware of the necessity of countenancing these efforts, and 
believe the National Grange should come to their assistance and 
attempt judiciously to so control them as to secure better success. 
They would, therefore, recommend the election by the National 
Grange of three salaried officers, to be located respectively at New 
York, New Orleans, and St. Louis or Chicago, wnose duty it shall 
be to purchase supplies and fill orders for State Agents only. 

" They further recommend that the various states be requested 
to appoint Agents, one in each state, who shall act solely as the 
representatives of co-operative stores, thereby necessitating the 
Subordinate Granges to establish co-operative stores, if they pro- 
pose profiting by the existence of these Agencies. This system 
anticipates supplying the farmer simply as a consumer and not as 
a producer. At present the markets of the world are all open for 
fair competition among producers, and co-operation is not so im- 
mediately necessary in the disposition of products as in the obtain- 
ing supplies. Distributive co-operation will, however, ultimately 
follow as a necessary result, when once the system of true co-ope- 
ration is established for the purpose of buying supplies. Our 
efforts should be to convince the most arrogant as well as the 
humblest Patron that self must be forgotten for the benefit of the 
many before we can hope to build up successful co-operation 
through the Order of the Patrons of Husbandry. "We have much 
to undo that has been incorrectly done. And, if we can demon- 
strate the practicability of successful co-operation, there are thou-

sands now awaiting conviction who will by no other means ever be 
induced ,to become Patrons. 

INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION. 

" The question of international co-operation has been submitted 
in various forms to your committee during the past year, but as 
this subject was formally committed by the National Grange to 
the Worthy Master, your committee do not feel authorized to say- 
more than that they have approved in part the expenditure of 
funds necessary to inaugurate a system of international co-opera- 
tion, as well as to establish our Order in Great Britain. 

LECTURER. 

" The repeated calls for the services of the Worthy Lecturer 
have induced the committee to keep him in the field almost con- 
stantly during the past year. From his annual report, and from 
the reports of the various Masters whose states he visited, the Na- 
tional Grange will learn whether or not his labors are a compensa- 
tion for the drafts made by that officer upon our treasury. 

" Your committee have been appealed to for the services of the 
Worthy Lecturer by the Pacific States. The extent of our terri- 
tory and the immense expense incurred by sending an officer to 
perform duty throughout the length and breadth of our land sug- 
gests the propriety of detailing some Patron to assist the Worthy 
Lecturer. Your committee have no suggestions to make upon 
this subject further than to call the attention of the National 
Grange to it. 

DEPUTIES. 

"Application having been made to Worthy Master Jones for 
the appointment of a General Deputy for the territory of Arizona, 
the Master and the Executive Committee did not deem it to be 
judicious for the National Grange to incur any expense therefor, 
and the Executive Committee ordered the territory of Arizona to 
be attached to the jurisdiction of California. 

RELIEF TO NEBRASKA STATE GRANGE. 

"The Nebraska State Grange has made application to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for relief, and the Executive Committee would 
recommend that the claim of the National Grange against the 
Master and Executive Committee of the Nebraska State Grange, 
to the amount of thirtv-five hundred dollars and interest thereon, 
be donated to the Nebraska State Grange, and that their note be 
thereby canceled. 

ORGAN. 

"Your committee are of the opinion that, as a fraternity, there 
is too much estrangement between the National and Subordinate 
Granges. There should be some means of communicating regu- 
larly and directly between these bodies. Constant and anticipated 
communication between the officials of the Order and its various 
branches would tend greatly to strengthen the ties which made 
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our Order a fraternity. We would, therefore, recommend that 
there he issued quarterly from the Secretary's office, under the 
supervision of the Executive Committee, a bulletin of informa- 
tion, containing official communications, correspondence, or any 
matters of interest allowed to he puhlished hy the authority super- 
vising it. Such a bulletin could readily he made self-sustaining 
by receiving advertisements enough to pay for printing and mail- 
ing to each Subordinate Grange. Individuals desiring to receive 
the bulletin should be charged a small subscription-price. 

ADJUSTMENT OF DUES. 

" In adjusting the dues for 1874, the committee have allowed to 
State Granges as follows : 

To Minnesota State Grange $266 00 

To Iowa State Grange 387 07 

To Kentucky State Grange 114 39 

SALE OF STOCK. 

" Your committee have ordered the sale of five thousand ($5,000) 
dollars' worth of United States stock, to meet the expenses of the 
present session of the National Grange, as will be seen in the 
quarterly reports. 

PLACE OF MEETING. 

" In selecting the city of Chicago as the place where to hold 
the Tenth Annual Session of the National Grange, your committee 
-was actuated hy no other desire than to popularize the Order by 
familiarizing the citizens of this commercial center of the North- 
west with our National Head. 

CONCLUSION. 

" Your committee would suggest that the stringency of the 
times and the comparative poverty of our farming communities 
demand of us the strictest economy in the administration of our' 
affairs, as well as the exercise of a degree of energy and boldness 
in the dissemination of the principles of our Order that has never 
heretofore characterized our leaders. ' Line upon line and precept 
upon precept' is the only principle upon which the confidence and 
affection of our members can do secured and maintained; and 
wherever the principles and purposes of our Order have been 
most thoroughly taught and constantly practiced, there its growth 
and prosperity have been most manifest. 

"All of which is respectfully submitted.

and was closed in due form.

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TENTH DAT. 

Chicago, III., Saturday, Nov. 26, 1876. 

The Grange assembled, pursuant to adjournment, at 9 o'clock 
a. m., and was opened in the Fourth Degree by Worthy Master 
Jones. 

Present, the officers and members, as on previous days, and a 
number of visiting Patrons. 

The journal of Friday's proceedings was read and approved. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., moved a suspension of the rules to allow the 
introduction of a motion to take from the table the report of the 
Special Committee on Opening the Degrees. 

Two thirds not supporting the motion, the rules were not sus-. 
pended. 

Regular order of business called for. 

The Committee on Constitution and By-laws presented an un- 
favorable report on the petition of Pewamo Grange, Mich., as to 
the reduction of dues, which on motion was laid on the table. 

Also a favorable report on the resolution offered by Bro. Osborn, 
Wis., to make Fourth Degree members eligible to any office in 
State or National Grange. 

Also the following : 

"Tho Committee on Constitution and By-lnws report tho fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of the National Grange, 
pursuant to instructions, viz. : 

" To amend Article I, Section 2, of the Constitution, by insert- 
ing after the word ' ballot' the words * any Fourth Degree member 
of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry in good standing shall be 
eligible to office, or to receive the degrees in the County, District, 
State, and National Granges, within whose jurisdiction such mem- 
ber may reside." 

And moved its adoption. 

Bro. Davie moved to amend by striking out the words " within 
whose jurisdiction such member may reside." 
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After discussion, Bro. Davie moved to lay the amendment on 
the table. Lost. 

Bro. Davie then moved that the report of the Special- Com- 
mittee on the Opening of the Degrees he adopted as a substitute 
for the report of the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Bro. Ellis made the point of order that the substitute was on a 
different subject, and could not be offered. 

The worthy Master decided the point not well taken. 

The question being taken on the adoption of the substitute, it 
was lost. 

Question recurred on the amendment to strike out the words 
" within whose jurisdiction such member may reside." 

It was withdrawn by Bro. Davie. 

Question recurred on the amendment to the Constitution, as re- 
ported by the committee. 

Bro. Moore moved to lay the report on the table. Lost. 

Bro. Graves, Mass., called for the "previous question," which 
was sustained and the main question ordered. 

Bro. Ellis demanded the ayes and noes on the main question, 
which being sustained, the roll was called, with the following re- 
sult — ayes, 17; noes, 29. 

Atxs — Bros. Webster, Smith, Forsyth, James, Buchanan, Davie, 
Ham, Chase, Hinckley, Ellis, Haynes, Osborn; Sisters Forsyth, 
James, Davie, Moore, Ellis. 

Noes — Bros. Jones, Washburn, Godard, Rosa, Moore, Graves, 
Woodman, Adams, Hemingway, Allen, Howe, Whitehead, Lang, 
Blanton, Kitchen, Aiken; Sisters Jones, Washburn, Godard, 
Graves, Woodman, Adams, Hemingway, Allen, Chase, White- 
head, Blanton, Kitchen, Aiken. 

The Committee on Good of the Order reported adversely on the 
amendment to the By-laws providing for a vote by states, accord- 
ing to the number of paying members, as offered by Bro. Osborn. 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

The same committee also reported on the resolution directing 
the Secretary to publish the Proceedings and have them sent to 
the states in time for the State Grange meetings, and recom- 
mended its adoption. 

Bro. Moore moved to amend by striking out the words "Worthy 
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Secretary/' and insert in lieu thereof the " Executive Committee." 
Lost. 

Bro. Moore offered the following amendment : 

" Add the following additional resolutions: 

"Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instructed to send to 
the Secretary of each State Grange, in bulk, by fast freight or 
express, prepaid, as many copies as there are Subordinate Granges 
in such state that were clear upon the Secretary's books on the 
first day of July, 1876. 

"Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instructed to send to 
each State Grange Secretary an amount of currency equal to the 
postage upon the number of copies sent to such Secretary. 

"Resolved, That each State Master shall be entitled to as many 
copies as the Secretary may deem for the good of the Order, not 
less than ten." 

Which were adopted, and the report, as amended, adopted. 

The Committee on Good of the Order also reported as follows : 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order have had under 
consideration the resolution looking to the permanent location of 
the National Grange by the purchasing of property, etc., and 
direct me to return the same and express the opinion that the 
interest of our Order will be promoted by being permanently 
located, and so recommend, and that an appropriate committee 
be appointed and be instructed to receive such propositions as may 
be made, and report the same to the next annual session of the 
National Grange." 

On motion of Bro. Haynes, Tenn., the report was amended by 
striking out the words " appropriate committee be appointed,* and 
substituting in lieu thereof the words "the Master of the National 
Grange." Adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead moved to amend by adding the words "and 
that the Master have power to make such purchase if, in his judg- 
ment, the good of the Order demands it." Lost. 

Question recurring on the adoption of the amended recommen- 
dation of the committee, it was adopted. 

The same committee further reported on the preamble and reso- 
lutions introduced by Bro. Davie, looking to the establishment of 
a Bureau of Agriculture, to be presided over by a cabinet officer, 
etc., and recommended their adoption. 

On motion, the report and recommendation were concurred in. 

Bro. Washburn presented the following report from the Com- 
mittee on Claims and Grievances : 
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" Having taken into consideration the claim of J. 0. Abbott, 
of Syracuse, N. Y., for services rendered as a Deputy for the 
organization of Granges in the state of Massachusetts in the year 
1873, and for money loaned to L. D. Tracy, of Iowa, in the year 
1872, would respectfully report that they find the matter contained 
in his communication herewith submitted has been adjusted by the 
Executive Committee, and would therefore recommend that tha 
claim be not allowed." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 

The following communication was received, and ordered to be 

filed: 

"To the National Orange P. of H. y in session at Chicago, IU.: 
" I am directed by the Court of Appeals to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your communication of Nov. 24th, transmitting the accom- 
panying resolution, viz., 'Resolved, That the Court of Appeals now 
-report to this Grange their actions and decisions in the cases that 
have been submitted to them/ and to inform the National Grange 
that the report called for is in process of preparation, and will be 
transmitted thereto at its morning session on Monday. 

"Very respectfully, 

" J. B. Thompson, Clerk of the Court" 

Bro. Ellis, O., from Committee on Digest, reported on the reso- 
lution of Bro. Washburn, asking that Decision 86 on page 33, Par- 
liamentary Guide, be amended, and recommended that it be made 
to read as follows : 

"Any member of a State Grange, or Ffth-degree member, is 
competent to install the officers of a Subordinate or County 
Grange." 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

The same committee also reported on the resolution offered by 
Bro. Ham, in relation to Buling No. 50 of Parliamentary Guide, 
and recommended that it be stricken out of the Guide. 

The recommendation of the committee was not concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Lang, Tex., the vote just taken was recon- 
sidered. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to amend the report made by the 
committee by having stricken from the Guide Buling 50, and in- 
serting in its place the following: 

"A person must apply for membership to the Grange nearest 
his place of residence, unless he obtains its permission to apply 
elsewhere, provided that any State Grange may make such regula- 
tions in reference thereto within the jurisdiction of such State 
Grange as the State Grange may determine." 
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On motion of Bro. Woodman, the question was divided. 

On motion, that part of the amendment providing for the 
striking out of the ruling was adopted. 

That part of the amendment providing for the insertion of 
certain words was lost. 

The same committee reported on tjie amendment to Decision 

No. 103, proposed by Bro. Chase, viz., to make it read as follows : 

"Masters of Subordinate, District, or County Granges, and 
their wives who are Matrons, shall be tried only in the State 
Grange; Masters of State Granges and their wives who are Ma- 
trons shall be tried only in the National Grange," and recom- 
mended its adoption. 

Fending consideration of the report, the Grange took a recess 

until 8 p.m.

Becess having expired, the Grange was called to order by Wor- 
thy Master Jones.

Bro. Chase moved a division of the question. Lost.

Bro. Chase moved to amend by striking out the word " Pomona" 
and inserting the words " County, District, and State." 

Bro. Woodman called for a division of the question, but was 
not sustained by the Grange. 
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Question was taken on the amendment of Bro. Chase, when it 
was lost. 

Bro. Davie moved to amend by inserting the words " or State " 
between the wordB " Pomona " and " Granges;" Adopted.

Question recurring on the proposition as amended, it was 
adopted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved an indefinite postponement of the 
whole subject.

The third subdivision, viz., " The Sixth Degree, to belong to 
and to be conferred in the State Grange," was read, and, on motion 
of Bro. Forsyth, the words " to belong to and " were stricken out. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the proposition as amended was 
adopted. 

The next subdivision, viz., "The Seventh Degree, to belong to 
and to be conferred in the National Grange ; the organization of 
the respective Granges remaining otherwise as at present consti- 
tuted," was read, and, on motion, was amended by striking out the 
words " to belong to and," and then adopted as amended. 

The next subdivision, viz., "Application for the Sixth Degree 
may be made to the State Grange by any Fifth-degree member in 
good standing, which application shall be recommended by a vote 
of the Pomona Grange to which he belongs, and which shall be 
accompanied by a fee of $8," was read. 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend by striking out the words " recom- 
mended by a vote of the Pomona Grange to which he belongs,*' 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words "accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of good standing in a Pomona Grange." 

Pending consideration of the question, the Grange, on motion of 
Bro. Graves, Mass., took a recess until 7:30 p. m.

Becess having expired, the Grange was called to OTder by 
Worthy Overseer Woodman, acting as "Wdrthy Master. 

Consideration of the amendment to the report of the Special 
Committee on the Opening of the Degrees was resumed. 

On motion, the amendment was adopted. 
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Bpo. Chase moved to amend by striking out the words "and 
which shall be accompanied by a fee of $3." Lost. 

The subdivision as amended was then adopted. 

The next subdivision, viz., "Application for the Seventh De- 
gree may be made to the National Grange by any Sixth-degree 
member in good standing, which application shall be recommended 
by a vote of the State Grange to which he belongs, and which shall 
be accompanied by a fee of $6," was read, and on motion of Bro. 
Ellis was adopted. 

The next subdivision, viz., "Sixth-degree members thus made 
shall be honorary members of the State Grange, eligible to any 
office or position therein, but not entitled to vote," was read, and 
on motion adopted. 

The next subdivision, viz., "Seventh-degree members thus made 
shall be honorary members of the National Grange, eligible to any 
office or position therein, but not entitled to vote," was read, and 
on motion adopted.

The last subdivision, viz., " In all cases three negative ballots 
f hall be required to reject an applicant," was read, and on motion 
adopted. 

Davie the report as amended was referred to 
the Committee on Constitution and By-laws, with instructions to 
report the proper constitutional amendments. 

The hour set apart for the special order* — to wit, the considera- 
tion of the report of the Executive Committee— having arrived, 
on motion of Bro. Graves the special order was laid on the table. 

Sister "Washburn, Col., of the special committee to whom was 
referred the memorial on the question of woman suffrage, made 
the following report: 

" Your committee having under consideration the accompanying

"That they can not subscribe to the propositions contained 
therein, and would recommend that it do not pass." 

On motion the report was laid on the table. 

Bro. Ryland, La., introduced the following report on the res- 
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olution introduced by Bro. Webster on the subject of public

" Worthy Master, — Your committee having considered the fore- 
going resolutions, recommend that the National Grange do not 
concur in their adoption." 

On motion the report was concurred in. 

On motion the Orange decided to adjourn until Monday at 9

Bro. Ellis presented the following report from a special com- 
mittee: 

" Your committee appointed to name a place at which to hold 
the next session of the National Grange have had placed in our 
hands invitations from the following places, viz.: Cincinnati, O.; 
Nashville, Tenn. ; Bichmond, Ya. ; Louisville, Ky. ; and Baltimore, 
Md. ; and would report that in our judgment it would be for the 
better interests of the Order to leave this question with our Execu- 
tive Committee, with instructions to choose from among these cities 
that one which to them seems to be the most proper and advan- 
tageous to the interests of the Order." 

On motion of Bro. James, the report was amended by striking 
out the words " with instructions to choose from among these cities 
that one which to them seems to be the most proper and advan- 
tageous to the interests of the Order." 

Bro. Ellis moved to further amend the report by inserting that 
the place of meeting be Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Bro. James moved to amend by inserting Indianapolis, Ind. 

On motion of Bro. Chase the whole subject was indefinitely 
postponed. 

On motion of Bro. Davie the vote by which the second sub- 
division of the report of the Special Committee on the Opening of 
the Degrees was adopted was reconsidered. 

Bro. Chase moved to amend the subdivision by striking out the 
word "Pomona" and inserting in lieu thereof the words "County 
or District." 
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Bro. Byland moved to amend by substituting the word " Po- 
mona" for the words proposed by Bro. Chase. 

Bro. "Woodman moved that the section read " County, Parish, or 
District" Granges. 

Pending consideration of the subject, the special order — viz., 
the consideration of the Beport of the Committee on Co-opera- 
tion — was called for and taken up. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, offered the following as a substitute for the 
report of the committee: 

" Whereas, The Order of Patrons of Husbandry is a fraternal 
association, whose object and aim is to promote agriculture and 
elevate those engaged in its pursuit to the highest perfection of 
civilized society ; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That co-operation and combination are the sequence 
of organization, and it should be left to the individual members 
to devise such plans of co-operation and concentration as best suit 
and are most applicable to their wants and conditions. 

"Resolved, That it is not the province, nor is it practicable, for 
the National Grange to consider or devise plans, or recommend 
any mode of co-operation, or suggest any plans of business for the 
individual action of the membership." 

Question being taken on the adoption of the substitute, it was 
lost. 

On motion of Bro. Woodman the recommendations of the com-* 
mittee were considered by sections. 

First section read as follows : 

11 Your committee recommend, I. That members of our Orde*, 
throughout our jurisdiction, proceed with the least possible delay 
to organize themselves into co-operative associations, on the prin- 
ciples set forth in the rules for co-operative stores, adopted at the 
ninth annual session of the National Grange, as nearly as they 
can, under the laws of their respective states?' 

On motion of Bro. Aiken, S. C, the section was amended by 
striking out the words " throughout our jurisdiction, proceed with 
the least possible delay to," and then, as amended, adopted. 

Second section read as follows : 

" II. That we understand the following to be leading and essen- 
tial points, that ought to be strictly adhered to, and therefore 
recommend : 1. Cash system of business. 2. Sell for a fair mar- 
ginal profit. 8. A fixed interest on share capital. 4. Quarter- 
ly settlements. 5. Division of profits among purchasers. 6. Full 
dividends to shareholders on purchases. 7. Half dividends to non- 
sharoholdors and non-Patron customers." 
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"Which on motion was adopted. 

The third section read as follows : 

" III. That as far«as practicable, under the laws of the state, 
each member have but one vote, without regard to the number of 
shares he may own." 

And on motion adopted. 

The fourth section read as follows : 

11 TV. That those Patrons' joint-stock associations where all 
profits are. now divided among the shareholders are requested to 
change them into co-operative associations as soon as they can 
make it convenient to do so." 

And on motion adopted. 

The fifth section was read as follows : 

"V. Tour committee further recommend that as soon as the 
necessary steps are taken to organize, in any of our trade centers, 
commission and wholesale houses on the co-operative plan, as 
hereinbefore set forth, that all local and district co-operative asso- 
ciations in convenient reach of such business center, or whose bus- 
iness center it is, be requested to take shares of stock in the same. 

" We recommend as important trade centers, where commission 
and wholesale co-operative stores should be established by members 
of our Order at as early a day as possible, to wit : New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Richmond, Wheeling (W. Va.), Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, Chicago, Indianapolis, Memphis, 
Mobile, New Orleans, Galveston, Savannah, Charleston, Wil- 
mington, San Francisco, Portland (Oregon), and at any others 
where the Patrons may so desire." 

Bro. Byland, La., moved that the words "commission fend" in 

the third and seventh lines be stricken out. 

Pending consideration, the Grange took a recess until 7:80 P.M. 



7:80 o'clock p. m. 

Recess having expired, the Grange reassembled and was called 
to order by Worthy Overseer Woodman, acting as Worthy Master. 

The Worthy Master announced that immediately after the bus- 
iness session this evening the Grange would convene in the Sixth 
Degree for the purpose of communicating that degree. 

Consideration of the question pending at the time of recess, 
viz., the amendment offered by Bro. Ryland, was resumed. 

The amendment was lost. 
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Bro. Ryland moved to amend the section by adding the following 
words : " Provided that no agent or general manager shall be ap- 
pointed at any trade center without the consent of the State Orange 
or the Executive Committee of such state." Adopted. 

The subdivision as amended was adopted. 

The next subdivision, as follows, was read : 

" But in view of the fact that some delay will occur in getting 
these wholesale houses into operation, and in view of the further 
fact that the business interests of our Order are immediately press- 
ing, and as a necessary and preparatory measure, we recommend 
the immediate establishment of Agencies — except where they are 
already established — as suggested in a memorial presented to the 
National Grange at this session by a committee, of which Bro. J. 
"W. White was chairman, from a committee of Executive Com- 
mittees of the several State Oranges, held at Chicago, Nov. 17th, 
1876, and which memorial was referred to your Committee on Co- 
operation, as follows, to wit: New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Richmond, Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, Chicago, 
Memphis, Mobile, and New Orleans, for the present. Then that 
the same provision be made for any other states that may desire 
it, and the proper authorities agree to comply with the provisions 
herein contained. 

"These general agents or business managers to be selected 
or appointed by the Masters and Executive Committees of the 
several State Oranges in which the several business centers are 
located, and to be approved by the Master of the National Grange. 

" These said general agents, or business managers, before enter- 
ing upon the discharge of their duties, shall each of them be 
placed under a good and sufficient bond to indemnify all mem- 
bers of the Order against loss through his mismanagement or mal- 
feasance in the performance of his duties. 

"And the said Masters and Executive Committees of the sev- 
eral states where these general managers are appointed shall 
supervise the operations of the general business manager, and 
require him to report in detail quarterly all business under his 
management. Said general business manager of each state shall 
make contracts with manufacturers and merchants for the supplies 
of every thing for the Patrons of the United States, and obtain 
the most advantageous rates of transportation ; he shall exchango 
at least quarterly confidential price lists with the general business 
managers of other states, together with a statement of the best 
rates of transportation attainable. He may employ, or appoint, 
with the advice and consent of the proper authorities of his state, 
such assistance as may be necessary to aid him in the performance 
of his duties. He shall buy and sell, or cause to be bought and 
sold, all products and supplies of Patrons upon such torms as may 
be anthnrizod by the said authorities of his state; provided, that in 
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no ease shall the prices charged the Patrons of other states exceed 
those charged Patrons of his own state." 

Bro. Webster moved to strike out all after the word " estab- 
lished," in the sixth line, and insert the following: *on the fol- 
lowing plan : that there shall he a General Business Manager in 
each state (a member of the Order), who shall he appointed by the 
proper authorities of each State Grange, which manager, upon the 
approval of the Master of the National Grange, shall be recog- 
nized as a National Business Manager of the Order for such state, 
and that no other manager shall be established by the authorities 
of any other State Grange to operate in such state." 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend the amendment by striking out 
the word "shall," in the first line, and inserting the word "may." 
Adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the question was divided. 

The question being taken on the striking out of the words from 
and including "as/' in the sixth line, to and including the word 
" state," in the last line, it was adopted. 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend the amendment of Bro. Webster by 
inserting also the second, third, fourth, and fifth sections of the 
" memorial," which was accepted by Bro. Webster. 

By demand of Bro. Chase, the ayes and noes were called on the 
amendment, with the following result : Ayes, 18 ; noes, 27. 

Ayes — Brothers Webster, Byland, Moore, Woodman, Heming- 
way, Whitehead, Hinckley, Ellis, Haynes, Blanton; Sisters Ellis, 
Ryland, Moore, Woodman, Hemingway, Whitehead, Hinckley, 
Blanton. 

Noes — Brothers Jones, Washburn, Smith, Forsyth, Buchanan, 
Ja nes, Davie, Ham, Graves, Allen, Howe, Chase, Lang, Kitchen, 
Osborn, Aiken ; Sisters Jones, Forsyth, James, Davie, Ham, Lang, 
Allen, Chase, Kitchen, Osborn, Aiken. 

The next subdivision, as follows, was read: 

"The bond of the said business manager, after being approved 
by the Master and Executive Committee of the State Grange that 
appointed him, shall be deposited in the office of the Secretary of 
the National Grange. 

"The said business manager shall receive such annual salary as 
may be fixed by the proper authorities of his state, which, with 
all other necessary expenses of conducting the business, shall be 
paid by a tax on the business of the agency, which tax shall be 
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paid into a business fund, to be created for that purpose by the 
proper state authorities. 

" The quarterly reports of these general business managers, after 
being approved by the aforesaid authorities of the several states, 
shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the National Grange. 

" It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the National Grange 
to consolidate these reports, and have printed, under the direction 
of the Master and Executive Committee of the National Grange, a 
sufficient number to furnish a copy — 1st, to each general business 
manager or agent; 2d, to the president of the board of directors of 
wholesale co-operative stores; 3d, to the Masters and Executive 
Committees of all State Granges ; 4th, to Masters of all the Sub- 
ordinate Granges in the jurisdiction of the Order; 6th, to all local, 
county, and district co-operative stores ; and 6th, to all sound, true, 
and reliable Grange papers in the jurisdiction of the Order." 

On motion of Bro. Forsyth, that part of the report commencing 
"But in view" and ending "jurisdiction of the Order" was 
stricken out. 

Bro. Moore moved to insert the " Memorial of the Committee 
of Executive Committees," with the word "shall" in the 1st 
section changed to "may," in place of the words stricken out, and 
on the question demanded the ayes arid noes. 

The roll .was called, and resulted as follows :

Noes — Brothers Jones, Washburn, Smith, Forsyth, Buchanan, 
Bosa, James, Davie, Graves, Allen, Howe, Chase, Lang, Kitchen, 
Osborn, Aiken; Sisters Jones, Washburn, Godard, Forsyth, James, 
Davie, Graves, Allen, Chase, Kitchen, Osborn, Aiken. — 28. 

The remaining portion of the report, as follows, was read: 

"Your committee further recommend that the National Grange 
take such measures as in their wisdom they may deem best to 
furnish such information and instruction to our entire membership, 
relative to the business interests of the Order, as will promote the 
same, to the greatest possible extent. Your committee also recom- 
mend that the Master of the National Grange is most respectfully 
and fraternally requested to revise and perfect, as occasion may 
require, our rules on co-operative business associations, as the light 
of experience may dictate, so as to adapt them to our growing 
wants, in local, district, state, inter-state, and national and inter- 
national business interests. 

"As the corporate laws of many of our states are not adapted 
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to our plan of business co-operation, your committee recommend 
* that the National Grange take such measures as in their wisdom 
may seem best to urge the Patrons of such states to use their in- 
fluence to have such modification made in their state laws us to 
enable Patrons to carry out the true principles of co-operation. 

" Your committee further recommend that any wholesale co- 
operative store, organized on the plan recommended in this report, 
should have the approval and indorsement of the Master of the 
National Grange to have national recognition by Patrons. 

" In all cases where the Master of the National Grange deems 
it necessary to take legal advice in any of these business affairs, 
that he is hereby authorized to do so." 

Bro. Webster moved to amend by striking out the words com- 
mencing " Your committee further recommend that any wholesale 
co-operative store" and ending "recognition by Patrons." 

Bro. Allen, Mo., moved to amend the paragraph by adding the 
words "provided that this indorsement shall not involve the 
pecuniary responsibility of the National Grange." Lost. 

The amendment of Bro. Webster to strike out was then adopted. 

Question recurred on the adoption of the section as amended. 
It was adopted. 

The further recommendation, as follows, was read : 

" Your committee would recommend that the National Grange 
have prepared a set of account books and all necessary blank 
forms adapted to co-operative stores founded on these rules, in suffi- 
cient number to supply all such stores, and furnish them to the 
same at cost, on application in form prescribed by this National 
Grange. This form to be so prepared as to make it convenient 
for a registry to be kept at Secretary's office of the National Grange 
of all stores organized on this system. 

"And that the National Grange further provide as far as possi- 
ble, from time to time, such practical information and instructions 
for properly conducting these stores, by printed tracts, or otherwise, 
as in its judgment may seem best." 

Which on motion was adopted. 

Bro. Moore moved to reconsider the vote by which the part of 
the recommendation commencing with the words " as suggested " 
and down to and including the words " own state " were stricken 
out. Lost. 

Bro. Chase moved to adopt these words : 

"Co-operation, in its broad sense, implies helping each other. 
The tendency of this is to add to our physical comfort, and to de- 
velop, educate, and elevate us morally, socially, and intellectually. 

9 
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Competition involves more of self-interest. And 'this has exactly 
the opposite tendency to that of co-operation, to wit: physical un- 
rest, the development of intense and morbid selfishness, which 
leads to misrepresentation, trickery, deception and fraud, frequent 
bankruptcy, ruin, and general demoralization. Or, to give a defi- 
nition of an experienced English co-operator, Mr. Holyoake : * Co- 
operation is an industrial scheme for delivering the public from 
the conspiracy of capitalists, traders, and manufacturers to make 
the laborer work for the least, and the consumer pay the utmost 
for whatever he needs of money, machines, or merchandise. Co- 
operation effects this deliverance by taking the workmen and the 
public into partnership in every form of business, it devises.' Or, 
as he defines it in another place, 'Co-operation is a scheme of 
industry in which the results are obtained by concert, the profits 
divided by consent, and the public made a partner with capital 
and labor, instead of the victim of the needs of both, as occurs 
under competition/ " 

as a part of the recommendation of the committee, with the 

avowed intention of voting against it. 

Bro. Aiken moved to lay the report on the table. 

Bro. Chase moved to indefinitely postpone. 

The question was then taken on the adoption of the proposition, 
and it was adopted. 

Bro. Hemingway, by unanimous consent, presented the follow- 
ing report, and moved the adoption of the resolution attached : 

"Worthy Master: 

"The special committee appointed for the consideration of the 
resolution in relation to the terms of office for officers of the Na- 
tional Grange, and the effect thereon of the amendment to the 
Constitution fixing the term of office at two years, adopted at the 
last session of this Grange, and subsequently ratified by the requi- 
site number of State Granges to secure its incorporation into the 
Constitution, have performed that duty, and ask leave to submit 
the following report: 

"That two thirds of the members at that time composing the 
National Grange voted for the adoption of said amendment, and 
that three fourths of the State Granges ratified the same, and that 
such ratification was certified to the Secretary of the National 
Grange. That the amendment aforesaid fixes the term of service 
. for officers of the National Grange at two years, thereby repealing 
the provision previously establishing it at three years, and under 
which the present incumbents were elected. 

"It now becomes the duty of this body to determine whether, 
as at present constructed, it is in conformity to the Constitution as 
amended; are those who participate in its deliberations such as the 
Constitution designate as entitled to seats herein ; have the con- 
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stitutional officers thereof been chosen in compliance with the 
constitutional provision authorizing their election and designating 
the term of service? 

"Those exercising the right of membership in the National 
Grange are such as the Constitution clothes with that authority. 
Its officers were duly elected and installed, but the term of service 
for which they were chosen was changed by amendment to the 
Constitution. They have therefore not been elected in conformity 
to the Constitution as it exists, but under a provision abolished by 
due process of law. Nor were they elected by the members con- 
stituting the present National Grange, who, in view of the changed 
Constitution, acquired the right to participate in the election of 
officers; and the State Granges which they represent had every 
reason to expect to be represented in such election by them, and to 
have their claims to be selected for such offices considered with 
others possessing only equal rights; while the National Grange of 
to-day has the same right to elect officers in accordance with the 
Constitution as had the National Grange of the last session, and 
ought not to be restricted in its selection to those only who hap- 
pened to belong to it at that time, but should have the liberty of 
considering as well the fitness of those who have since acquired the 
privileges of membership in this body. The fundamental law 
having been changed so as to require the election to be for two 
years, it now remains for this Grange to make such change opera- 
tive by conforming to its plain requirements and get strictly within 
its provisions. 

"Can not the officers hold for three years, as the Constitution 
provided at the time of their election? Only in open violation of 
the express provision of the Constitution which they assisted to 
form. They derived their rights as officers from the National 
Grange, while the amendment was effected through the joint 
action of both the National and State Granges. It required the 
National Grunge and three fourths of the State Granges to pre- 
scribe the mode by which these rights were to be acquired and the 
term for which they were to be enjoyed. The inferior must yield 
obedience to the higher authority. 

" Had it been contemplated that the officers elected at the last 
session were to serve the full term of three years from their instal- 
lation, and for which they were clearly elected, there would have 
been, coupled with the proposition to change the rule controlling 
the Grange in its election of officers, a condition that the proposed 
amendment should not be applicable to them, but take effect from 
and after the expiration of their term of office as the Constitution 
then provided. Then the fact that the submission was made with- 
out condition, and the highest authority known to Grange jurispru- 
dence was invoked to effect it, establishes beyond a peradventure 
the determination of all consulted to have the Constitution so 
amended as to authorize the election of officers for two years so 
soon as the assent of the State Granges/ which was necessarv 
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should be obtained. Officers elected for three years are certainly 
different from officers elected for two years. Both provisions can 
not exist at one and the same time; the latter then repealing the 
former is substituted therefor, and i$ the one which commands 
obedience from the members of the National Grange. Should the 
officers continue for three years, the last two would be in direct 
contravention to the Constitution, which says, * the officers for the 
National Grange shall be a class of persons who shall serve for 
two years.' If the provision under which the Grange acted in 
their election is not in force, how can those deriving their right 
to existence from it live, the face of the new Constituton being 
in direct conflict with it? In view of these facts, if the Grange 
shall vote to continue in office the present incumbents, it will be 
equivalent to electing them from that time for two years, and that 
by resolutions, all of which is contrary to the constitutional pro- 
visions requiring all elections to be by ballot, and in case of elec- 
tions for officers of this body, shall hold for two years, and presents 
the singular spectacle of the National Grange proceeding in open 
violation of the Constitution which all. of its memhers have taken 
a solemn obligation to keep inviolate. 

"Some may argue that the amendment limits the term of 
service to two years, without otherwise affecting the status of the 
present incumbents; but this position will be found untenable. 
Such a course would neither carry out the provision under which 
they were elected nor be a compliance with the plain provision, 
solemnly adopted, of the Constitution now in force. The Consti- 
tution at that tinie recognized three years as the time which the 
duly elected officers of the National Grange should serve, the 
present makes the tenure two from the first election under the 
Constitution as amended. So a term of office, to be legal, must be 
begun and completed within the provision authorizing it. Hence 
a term commenced last session, before the present law had been 
enacted, would not be recognized as in accordance with the pro- 
vision now in force; neither can we conclude that only a limita- 
tion of two years was intended, for to have elected them for that 
period would have been illegal, as the law only permitted an elec- 
tion for three years. Nor are we authorized to say that they could 
foresee the adoption of the amendment limiting the term. Sup- 
pose, under that manner of reasoning, that the amendment had 
failed, you would have had officers for two years while they should 
have been chosen for three. Take for granted that the amendment 
proposed and adopted had fixed the tenure of office at ten years, 
can any one suppose we would have been misled? Every one 
would have understood that officers were to be elected under that 
provision at the first session of the National Grange assembling 
after its adoption. Now it is proposed that the National Grange 
act the first opportunity offered, and place itself within the provi- 
sion of the Constitution as amended. As it could not foresee the 
change, it could only act when authorized, and as a body the ascer- 
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tainment of that fact could not be accomplished until the present 
session. If a plain constitutional provision can be disregarded, 
why may not any of the amendments adopted in Strict conformity 
to law be ignored, or why shall not we declare the rule to obey or 
disregard the Constitution as caprice may suggest or the exigencies 
of the occasion demand? If an officer can servo one year in vio- 
lation of the fundamental law governing the Order, why not two, 
and if two why not until the thirst for position and lust of power 
have been surfeited? These considerations bringusto the conclu- 
sion, which had duty permitted we might have been tempted to 
avoid, that it is the duty of this Grange to elect officers at this' 
session for two years. 

"The committee therefore report the following substitute for 
the resolution referred to them, and recommend that the substitute; 
be adopted and the committee discharged: 

"Resolved, That the National Grange proceed to the election of 
officers for this body for the next ensuing two years, as directed by 11 
the Constitution." 

On motion of Bro. Washburn, Col., the consideration of the 
resolution was made the special order for Tuesday, at 10 A. M. 

Bro. Moore, Md., presented the following from the special 

committee) on fixing the time for adjournment: 

"Resolved, That this session of the National Grange adjourn 
sine die at 12 o'clock, noon, Wednesday, Nov. 29, 1876, and that 
the Worthy Master close the Grange at that time." 

And moved its adoption. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the resolution was laid on the table. 

On motion,. the Grange decided to adjourn. 

The Grange was then closed in the Fourth Degree and opened 
in the Sixth Degree.

The Grange was then closed in the Sixth Degree and re-opened 
in the Fourth, and then closed in due form. 
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TWELFTH DAY. 

Chicago, III., Nov. 28, 1876. 
The Grange assembled, pursuant to adjournment, at 9 A. M., 
and was opened in the Fourth Degree by the Worthy Master. 
Present, the officers and members, as on previous days. 
The journal of Monday's proceedings was read, corrected, and 

approved. 

Bro. Dinwiddie, Gate Keeper, was excused from further attend- 
ance at this session. 

The special order for the day was called for. 

Bro. Chase rose to a question of privilege, and stated that he 
had before him a printed paper purporting to be the report of the 
sub-committee of the Executive Committee, but which was not 
such report, as the most important part of it had been cut out. 

Bro. Aiken also rose to a question of privilege, and stated that 
the report was the report of the committee ; that the Brother had 
told him to make a report in such words as he chose, and that he 
would not oppose it. 

Br-o, Chase asked the privilege of further explaining, but objec- 
tion was made. 

The special order was then called for by Bro. Washburn. 

After discussion, Bro. Godard called for the ayes and noes on 
the question of adopting the resolution reported by the committee. 

Bro. Webster offered the following as a substitute : 

"Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Grange that its 
officers, elected at its last session, were elected with the express 
understanding that, in the event of the adoption of the Constitu- 
tional amendments fixing the term of office at two years being 
ratified by the several State Granges, should hold office for two 
years from the date of their election." 

The ayes and noes were called on the substitute, with the fol- 
lowing result: 

Ayes — Brothers Webster, Washburn, Godard, Forsyth, Davie, 
Buchanan, Kyland, Graves, Allen, Hinckley, Haynes, Blanton, 
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Osborn; Sisters Washburn, Forsyth, Davie, Ryland, Woodman, 
Moore, Graves, Allen, Hinckley, Ellis, Blanton.— 24. 

Noes— Brothers Rosa, Smith, James, Ham, Hemingway, Lang, 
Moore, Adams, Chase, Kitchen, Aiken; Sisters Ham, Hemingway, 
James, Chase, Lang, Kitchen, Aiken. — 18. 

On motion the rules were suspended, when 

Bro. Hinckley, "N. Y., offered the following: 

"Amend Article VIII of the By-Laws, Section '2, so that it shall 
read, 'It shall bo the duty of the chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee to visit the National Office quarterly, examine the accounts 
of the Secretary, furnish to the Masters of the several State 
Granges a statement of receipts and disbursements of all moneys 
by the National Grange during the preceding quarter.' " 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Regular order resumed. 

Bro. Moore asked a suspension of the rules to allow tho intro- 
duction of th« following amendment to Article XI, By-laws, by 
adding thereto the following: 

"Provided, No per diem shall be paid for a longer session than 
ten days, and that the representatives of any state shall not be 
paid a greater amount than said state has paid in quarterly dues 
for the previous year." 

The Grange refused, by a vote of 18 ayes and 17 noes, to sus- 
pend the rules. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report of the Committee on Con- 
stitution and By-laws, proposing amendments to Article II, Sec- 
tion 3, Article III, and Article XIII of the Constitution, to make 
the sessions, after 1877, biennial, was taken from the table.

Sections headed "International Co-operation" and "Lecturer" 
read. 

On motion of Bro. Lang, the paragraph in the last section com- 
mencing "your committee have been appealed to," and ending 
" attention of the National Grange to it," were stricken out 

Reading resumed and continued to the close of the document. 

By consent, the committee amended the section headed " Sale of 
Stock," by making it read : 

"Your committee have ordered the sale of $5,000 worth of

Aiken asked permission to 
change the report by striking out all of the report commencing 
with the words "previous to the sixth annual session," and ending, 
" a continuance of these irregularities," and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following : 

" A thorough and rigid examination of the books of the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, and a minute inspection of the vouchers on file 
in the Secretary's office, revealed to your committee irregularities 
in the financial arrangement of our affairs that foreboded a result 
very different from what was realized in this investigation. Your 
committee are, therefore, more pleased to report that they have 
found the books of the Treasurer kept, with unexceptional accu- 
racy; and that the books and vouchers in the Secretary's office , 
show a balance of less than $10 against him in the course of four 
years, during which time several hundred thousand dollars passed 
through his hands. If we reflect upon the immense amount of 
business the Secretary has performed, the npvelty of the work he 
had to perform, his inexperience at the outset, and the wonderful 
rapidity with which our Order has grown, we may congratulate 
ourselves upon the success with which we have passed through the 
most critical period of the financial history of our country. Now 
that the organization of our Order has been well-nigh completed, 
and a more perfect system of clerical and official duties in the Sec- 
retary's office has been adopted, the quarterly reports of the Execu- 
tive Committee will, in the future, continue the financial history 
of our Order.

FINAL REPORT ON CO-OPERATION. 



" Worthy Master and Members of the National Grange: 

"Your Committee on Co-operation instruct me to make the 
following additional report: 

"In the first installment of our report we treated only of local, 
district, state, and inter-state co-operation. The whole plan, so 
far proposed, and that which we now add, is but the natural out- 
growth, in the most practical and efficient form, of our business 
principles, foreshadowed and most heartily and universally in- 
dorsed in our 

DECLARATION OF PURPOSES AT ST. LOUIS. 

" We there declared among our objects the following : ' To 
foster mutual understanding and co-operation ; to reduce oilt 
expenses, both individual and corporate; to systematize our 
work; to discountenance the credit system; buying together, sell- 
ing together, and, in general, acting together, for our mutual pro- 
tection;' and again, 'to bring producers and consumers, farmers 
and manufacturers, into the most direct and friendly relations 
possible.' 

" We believe that wherever we have carried out these princi- 
ples, even in defective ways, we have prospered and grown strong; 
where we have neglected them, our cause is languishing. 

"The more thoroughly we investigate and understand what is 
known as the Rochdale plan, so fully tested and matured through- 
out England, the more are we convinced that it is the safest and 
best sj'stem of co-operation which can be devised to secure, in 
business matters, ' the greatest good to the greatest number. 1 
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u We have shown how these principles can be applied feasibly, 
simply, and uniformly to the vital wants of American farmers as 
regards state and inter-state trade. 

" It remains for us to examine and recommend to the most 
careful, unbiased, and unselfish consideration of our own mem- 
bers, and all friends of co-operative trade, 

A PLAN WHICH HAS BEEN COMPLETELY MATURED, 

in good faith, at considerable labor and expense, in our negotia- 
tions, last year and this, with English co-operators. It is no 
hastily gotten up scheme. It has been formed, examined, and 
revised, under most favorable circumstances, for more than 
eighteen months past. It comes to us in the hands of our own 
Commissioner, a brother of our Order; it comes with the sanction 
of some of the most experienced and soundest leaders of co- 
operation in England. 

" What is it ? and what does it propose to do? 

IT RESTS ON CERTAIN FACTS 

which need but to be stated to all thinking farmers throughout 
our land to have their full assent. A large part of the surplus 
wheat, corn, cotton, wool, bacon, cheese, tobacco, etc., the pro- 
ducts of our fields, annually find their way, through some channel 
or other, to European consumers, chiefly to those in England. 
Numbers of people are steadily amassing wealth by the various 
transactions concerned in the mere transfer from us — the pro- 
ducers — to these distant consumers of this vast surplus. See how 
it is turned for them into huge store-houses, palatial homes, and 
luxurious living, while the farmer who receives these gifts from 
Mother Earth, as the reward of his labor — labor without which 
the world would not be clothed and fed — receives for his share a 
sum which rarely exceeds, and too often falls short of, his yearly 
expenses. 

" The plan under consideration seeks a more equitable distribu- 
tion of these intermediate profits between American producers 
and European consumers, and those engaged in the transfer. If, 
in the long run, this transfer has proved profitable to traders, it 
stands to reason that, in the long run, it will prove mutually profit- 
able to the producers and consumers, if they can only manage to 
make a more direct transfer, and to control the products during 
the transfer. 

" Now it is just this kind of direct transfer that the 

ANGLO-AMERICAN CO-OPERATIVE TRADING COMPANY 

proposes to secure, by applying to part of this necessary interna- 
tional trade the sound and equitable principles of a Rochdale Co- 
operative Society. This is but the ultimate, legitimate, and com- 
plete result of our direct trade principles. And, tell us, who have 
more right to control the sale of these products and to have some 

10 
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.voice in fixing their value than the farmers who produce them ? 
As mere local co-operative efforts correct many evils of local trade, 
so can this international co-operation he made, at least, an im- 
portant corrective for international tiade. Think of the heavy 
sampling, too frequent handling, incorrect weighing, exorbitant 
warehouse, wharf, and freight charges, we can eventually avoid, 
when this "business is gradually developed to its legitimate results, 
"between those on hoth sides of the Atlantic who sincerely helieve 
and wish to live up to this ' true co-operative faith.' 

" Whatever expense can be saved by this more direct trade on 
this co-operative plan is to he divided equitably between the pro- 
ducers who look after the transfer on this side and our co-operative 
friends who control it on the other. To illustrate: Suppose on a 
cargo of wheat or cotton transferred on a ship chartered at mod- 
erate rates through the co-operation of our English friends — many 
useless expenses having been saved in transit — there is, after paying 
expenses, a margin of say $6,000 between the market price at which 
we would otherwise sell at home and they would pay in England, 
how would we manage it? Why, $3,000 would be divided between 
the owners of the cargo on this side and a like amount among the 
purchasers of it on the other. The savings on a cargo would often 
amount to more than this sum. We learn reliably that the foreign 
trade Of the Co-operative Wholesale Society of Manchester in the 
item of butter alone purchased last year in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
amounted to £100,000, or nearly $500,000, with a handsome profit. 
This will give a slight insight into what such a trade as we propose 
to open with it and many other co-operative societies is likely to 
grow, no matter on how small a scale we may prefer to begin as an 
experiment. 

" Our Commissioner learned accurately, by personal inquiry in 
some of their 

CO-OPERATIVE MILLS, 

the following facts, already published: That if we but choose to 
make satisfactory arrangements for such trade to furnish even half 
the cotton and grain for their mills which are owned by co-opera- 
tive societies, or connected and in full sympathy with them, our 
Grange Associations would have to ship to them directly every year 
at least twenty-five cargoes of cotton and twenty-five of wheat and 
corn from the Mississippi Valley, from the Atlantic Coast twenty- 
five ship-loads of cotton, and from the Pacific Coast twenty-five of 
wheat, to say nothing of other localities and products. As he truly 
suggests, 'half of such a business as could be thus established be- 
tween us would be quite large for the first few years' growth.' 

" Think of the trade that may, with small and cautious beginnings, 
ultimately flow in the interests of millions of farmers of our Western 
Continent to the ports of England through the Mississippi and its 
tributaries, through the * Great Lakes ' and the St. Lawrence, from 
our seaports of the Atlantic, the Gulf, and the Pacific. Can we 
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not see in this an object for the farmers of America and their chil- 
dren to unite for, to plan, to work, and to live for? Nor would 
we expect all our business to be managed through these channels, 
but enough at least to form a valuable corrective of many evils. 

" We firmly believe that such trade can be best conducted on 
purely co-operative principles, as we are now beginning to under- 
stand and apply them, and as set forth in our preliminary report. 

"We may differ somewhat in opinion, as do our co-operative 
friends in England, on the surest method of applying these prin- 
ciples to 

* INTERNATIONAL TRADE, 

such international trade as is carried on and will ever be carried 
on, whether our Grange Associations and English Co-operative 
Societies take any part in it or not. 

" Now, such a plan, as we know, has been carefully matured, 
after due consideration, in good faith, equally in tho interests of 
co-operators on both sides of the Atlantic. 

" If we have the will to do so, as soon as we make some neces- 
sary preparations, we can assuredly use this plan with safety to 
begin this work of direct shipments. In this, as in every thing 
else, to begin is half the work. 

" By accepting the scheme of the Anglo-American Co-operative 
Company as completed in its details and offered to us, we secure 
such aid to success in this direct trade as we have never before 
had, in the experience, friendly sympathy, and capital of English 
co-operators. 

"They have already begun subscriptions for the work, but have 
stopped further preparation for it, until they hear from us, until 
they learn we are willing to join hands with them. 

" Even should we insist on shipping to them through separate 
and distinct companies on our side, they show in the articles of 
agreement, as amended and sent to us, that they are willing to do 
this. But this would entail longer uncertainty; vexatious, expen* 
sive, and hurtful delay. So we recommend to the thoughtful and 
serious consideration of all our members, certain 

CONCISE AND FORCIBLE REASONS, 

as given by our Commissioner, why it was deemed best, all things 
considered, to form a mutual company, made up partly of English 
and partly of American shareholders, controlling their own depots, 
on both sides, controlling our products in transit, as well as at their 
shipping and receiving points. 

"The argument is as follows: 

" ' Possibly, as some suggest, part of this work could be done by 
private dealings between companies already formed. But this 
would be more like individual effort than co-operation. It would 
entail numerous separate transactions, and very much complicate 
matters, as a glance into its details at once reveals. 

" * One company on your side, and an entirely distinct one on 
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ours, would be an improvement on the direct trade of numerous 
individual companies. But this arrangement would leave us 
almost as much at the mercy of certain interested and not over 
friendly parties as we have been in the past. 

"'A single co-operative company, like the Anglo- American, 
as now proposed, by welding together the strength of co-operators 
in our two friendly nations, recommends itself above every other 
plan, from the following advantages : 1. It best unites the three 
elements of successful trade — namely, confidence, combination, 
and influence. 2. It simplifies transactions and diminishes ex- 
penses. 3. It secures safest and most economic transfer from 
shore to shore and beyond. 4. As societies would share all profits 
in proportion to their stock and trade in the international com- 
pany, it would be more lucrative to them than a separate trade to 
the same extent, for their expenses would be less. 5. The risks of 
loss are better distributed. 6. It can best prevent conflicts in dif- 
ferent branches of our trade. 7. It promises, in every way, not 
only more unity of action, but a more uniform and fuller develop- 
ment of every part of the business. 

"'Nor does it threaten to become a powerful and dangerous 
monopoly. For not only will the numerous branch companies 
taking stock in it share its profits, and thus divide its strength, but 
by their right to withdraw from its support they can always check 
any tendency to faulty or tyrannical management. It will only 
serve as a valuable corrective to any hurtful irregularities of trade, 

"♦The whole plan is tended to fully exemplify the admirable 
motto already selected for the company's seal — "Omnibus justitia, 
cuique suum;" or, in plain English, 
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"JUSTICE FOR ALL, TO EACH ONE HIS OWN. 

" There is a grave fact connected with this whole matter, of 
which our members should never lose sight in judging or acting 
upon it. When our Worthy Master, with the approval of the 
Executive Committee,* concluded that the interests of our Order 
would be served by sending our Commissioner to England — and 
for some time before — the scheme for direct trade, as presented by 
Dr. Worrall and his co-workers, through their organization called 
the American Co-operative Union, at Louisville, Ky., — an organiza- 
tion based, no doubt, on sound principles, but formed in spite of 
and antagonistic to the wishes of our Grange leaders, and really 
against the interests of our Order, — was attracting great attention 
and likely to receive the support of a large number of our members. 

*" Fervently impressed that it is through the channel of co-operative 
stores alone that the Patrons of Husbandry are to realize the benefits re- 
sulting from co-operation, the Executive Committee have sent a Commis- 
sioner to England as a pioneer to prepare the way for inaugurating a 
scheme which, if successful, will result in establishing a permanent sys- 
tem of international co-operation between the Patrons of Husbandry of 
America and Co-operators of England."— Extract from circular of Executive 
Committee, January, 1876. 
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" Every inducement was offered our members to make them dis- 
regard their fealty to our own constituted authorities, and to secure 
their support of this organization outside of our Order. Many, un- 
aware of its real antagonism, were corresponding* and actually pre- 
paring to unite with it, until warned by our Worthy Master and 
Executive Committee to desist. 

" Be it said to the credit of our members generally, the great 
mass of them, when thus cautioned, let that really unfriendly 
scheme of Dr. Worrall alone. 

" But, observe well, they did so only for a time— only because 
they were promised and expected something better. 

" But the hearty manner in which they accepted the plan, crude 
and defective as it then was, proved how earnestly they wish, and 
are determined to have, direct trade in some form with our English 
friends. In fact, the great mass of our members are most anxiously 
awaiting our action at this session; and we may rest assured that, 
if we do not now recommend some uniform and safe plan by which 
they can carry out their wishes in this respect, many of them will 
form alliances and adopt plans far more crude and unsafe than the 
plan which we can now recommend. 

" We can at once give unity and safe form to their efforts for 
this direct trade. 

" We therefore respectfully recommend the following 

RESOLUTIONS. 

"Resolved, 1. That we, the National Grange of the Patrons of 
Husbandry, learn with great pleasure and cordially reciprocate the 
friendly sympathy, common purposes, and proffered alliance of our 
co-operative co-workers in the United Kingdom. We thank them 
for the kind reception and hearing given our Commissioner, and 
the assurances of friendship he brings us from them. We thank 
them for numerous pamphlets and papers presented us, which give 
much needed information. 

"Resolvedj 2. That we accept the general plan, as submitted to 
us, in good faith, to form in future and as soon as practicable the 
Anglo-American Co-operative Trading Company for the purposes 
named in their memorandum and articles of association as amended. 
We believe the plan therein matured is feasible, and will accom- 
plish, with least delay and expense and with greatest security, the 
mutual wishes of the friends of this movement in both countries. 

" We, therefore, recommend the plan to those of our members 
every where who may wish to avail themselves of the benefits of 
such a trade as it proposes to establish. We can safely begin this 
work under present provisions, though it be at first on a moderate 
scale, with the understanding that such changes may be made in 
future as the light of experience may show to be mutually neces- 
sary and advantageous. 

"Resolved, 3. That we advise our members, so soon as their pro- 
posed co-operative associations at home shall, in thek* judgments, 
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be prepared to take part of the proposed American shares in this 
company, they agree to take such snares, and officially notify the 
Master and Executive Committee of the National Grange of that 
fact. Let them decide, by the views and wants of their own local- 
ity, whether they wish to engage in both export and import trade, 
or in export trade alone. 

"Resolved, 4. That so soon as the Master and Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Grange be officially informed by any of our 
Grange associations that they are willing to subscribe the required 
$125,000 gold of American shares of the stock of this company to 
establish tjie necessary shipping and receiving depots, and man- 
agers in our American seaports, they shall at once officially notify 
the Executive Committee of the proposed company in England 
that such is the fact, and that our Order is ready to complete nego- 
tiations and to open trade with them. 

"Resolved, 5. That where associations already exist, or may soon 
be formed among our members in any state, where it may he 
thought feasible and profitable to make some direct shipments of 
their products to our co-operative friends in England, before our 
plans for this international co-operation are fully matured, we rec- 
ommend that they at least open official correspondence with Mr. 
E. Vansittart Neale, No. 10 City Buildings, Corporation Street, 
Manchester, England. He can place them in immediate commu- 
nication with those co-operative societies in England that may wish 
to buy directly from our associations the wheat, cotton, corn, wool, 
cheese, pork, tobacco, and other farm products needed for their 
consumption. This is provided for by the present articles of asso- 
ciation of the proposed Anglo-American Co-operative Company, 
as has already been set forth in Worthy Master Jones's official cir- 
cular of July last. 

" In addition |;o facts given by our Worthy Master in said cir- 
cular, 

WE WILL STATE 

that in the Anglo-American Co., each American share being 
$5 (gold), 76 cents has to be paid on each share when applied for, 
$1.50 on each share the fourth month thereafter, and a similar 
installment every three calendar months, until the whole amount 
is paid. 

"On any installment not paid when due, interest, not to exceed 
10 per cent per annum, is to be added until payment is made. 

"Any society wishing to pay its entire stock in cash will receive 
8 per cent per annum interest on the same. You are already in- 
formed that a society must take at least one share for each five of 
its members. 

" To illustrate mode of payments : If any society subscribes for 
2,000 shares — that is, $10,000 — it must pay down on application 
$1,500; the fourth month thereafter $3,000 more; three months 
later $3,000 more. At the end of three more months the remain- 
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ing $2,500 is payable. Thus in ten months' time the whole should 
be paid, otherwise ten per cent interest is added. 

"All such companies should be incorporated under their own 
state laws, and registered at headquarters of the National Grange. 

44 We close our report with a few 

ADDITIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

which we deem important, indeed, vital, for success in endeavor- 
ing to begin and perfect this work. 

*• 1. Establish at the earliest practicable time, the proposed state : 
or inter-state associations. Let meetings be called with due notice 
at our chief trade centers by State Granges, or their Executive 
Committees. .Let these be attended by such delegates as Subor- 
dinate, County, and State Granges, or local business associations 
may authorize to represent them. Let these adopt the rules for 
such association, fixing amount of stock, size and mode of issuing 
shares, elect directors, and take all such preliminary steps as are 
necessary to secure the well-being of their members. When ready 
for work let acceptable state agents or other reliable business 
men be made their business managers. 

"2. Have them so organized that all Patrons, and Patrons only,, 
can take stock in them under proper restrictions, if they so desire. 

"3. The larger the number of Patrons, or societies of Patrons, 
taking stock in each of these associations, the better. 

"4. The rules should provide that no Patron, or Grange, or 
society be allowed to hold so large a proportion of shares as to 
have a controlling influence over the rest of the stockholders, the 
limit of shares so held being fixed by such rules. 

"6. Let us give our united support to the general plan, that our 
harmonious action may reassure our members, and give the system 
strength. 

"6. Let us sustain by our combined trade and influence the 
manufacturing and other firms at home, which, from confidence 
in the soundness of our principles, and the ffdelity of our Order, 
have remained true to us, giving up in many instances their old 
alliances and trade to aid us and to sustain the principles of Grange 
trade. 

"7. Let us impress upon our members the truth, that though 
no large amount of cash capital is necessary to besjin this co-oper- 
ation successfully if we conduct the business on strictly co-opera- 
tive principles, yet some ready money is needed to establish such 
a trade as is designed to be afterwards self-sustaining; that, while 
we should in all our work practice a judicious economy, we should 
never lose sight of this important truth, that economy is, not an 
end of all our work, but a proper means for accomplishing many 
great and good ends. This is with us but a question of spending 
a few hundreds to establish a system by which we can save thou- 
sands of dollars, or thousands by which we can save tens of thou- 
sands. 
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" Having examined the official report and accompanying papers 
of our Commissioner, explaining his efforts in Europe in our 
behalf, which were referred to us, we approve his work. 

4 'To our Worthy Master and the Brother selected by him for 
this difficult task we return our 

FRATERNAL THANKS. 

"Since his report contains valuable information and sugges- 
tions for our Order, we recommend that it be printed together 
with the reports of this committee, and the Master's circular letter 
of July, in pamphlet form, separate from the printed Proceedings 
of this Session, for distribution among those members of our 
Order, especially, who may wish to form such associations as are 
here proposed. 

"All of which is respectfully submitted.

Bro. Allen moved that the recommendations of the committee 
be concurred in. 

After discussion, Bro. Lang called for the ayes and noes on the 
question, which resulted as follows:

Bro. Allen also presented the following report: 

" Worthy Master: 

"Your Committee on Co-operation, to whom was referred the 
memorial from certain Patrons in Maryland, that Article LIV in 
the Guide be changed so that the benefits to be derived from pur- 
chases or sales made through the instrumentality of the Order be 
confined to the members thereof, report adversely thereto." 

Which, on motion, was adopted. 

The committee returned the resolution offered by Bro. Kitchen 
(43) on the subject of internal revenue laws concerning the sale 
of tobacco, as it had already been acted on by the Grange. 

The Committee on Co-operation further reported as follows: 
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11 Worthy Master : 

"Your Committee on Co-operation have had under consider- 
ation the following petitions referred to them on the subject of 
establishing Wool and Tobacco Depots, to wit : 

"No. 22, from Ohio, asking for a National Wool House. 

"No. 24, Grange No. 997, 0., instructing the National Grange 
to appoint responsible business men to establish a Wool House, etc. 

"Also, No. 25, from Whetstone Grange, No. 1,102, O., asking 
for a Central Wool House, etc. 

"Also, from Champion Grange, No. 738, Ohio, asking for the 
establishment, at the expense of the National Grange, at such 
place or places as the National Grange may select, etc. 

"Also, No. 27, from Kirk wood Grange, No. 911, O., instructing 
the National Grange to appoint business men (Patrons) to estab- 
lish a Central House for Wool and Tobacco, first class, so fis to open 
up direct trade with manufacturers, etc. 

"Also, from Pomona Grange, No. 10, Mich., asking the estab- 
lishment, at some feasible point in the West, of a Wool Depot — 
where it could be assorted, graded, and prepared for the manufac- 
tories, etc. 

"Also, No. 33, from a Convention of Patrons at Centerville, 
Mich., asking the establishment of a Wool House in some Eastern 
city to receive and sell wool for Patrons; also a warehouse for re- 
ceiving and selling grain in the city of New York; also that a com- 
mission house be established at Buffalo for the sale of live stock. 

"Also, No. 39, from Patrons of Kentucky, asking that there be 
established a suitable place for the reception and deposit of wool 
and tobacco, such a place as recommended by Bro. Hill, of Cin- 
cinnati. 

"Also, No. 44, from Patrons of West Virginia, asking the estab- 
lishment of a central house by the National Grange to receive wool 
and tobacco and other produce of Patrons, etc. 

"Your committee instruct me to report: That while it would 
afford us the greatest pleasure to be able to recommend a plan that 
the National Grange could adopt that would meet the wishes of 
our brethren and give them all desired relief r as yet we are not 
uble to see a practical solution of the important subjects under our 
present system. We learn from our Bro. Blanton, of Virginia, 
that the Patrons of that state have a Tobacco Warehouse at Rich- 
mond under their own control, managed solely by Patron^of their 
own selection, under their own regulations, and where all Patrons 
who choose may send their tobacco — without regard to state lines — 
and that this arrangement is eminently satisfactory to all parties. 
Even the inspectors are members of our Order; rates fixed by 
Executive Committee of State Grange; tobacco sold by Grange 
Agent; fees for inspection, 65c. per hhd.; for packages under 500 
lbs., 37Jc; storage per hhd., $1, outage, 50c, paid by purchaser; 
drayage, 20c. per package; commissions for selling, two per cent. 
State Grange Hall in same building; Secretary's and Business 
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Manager's Office, exhibition rooms for agricultural implements, 
also in same building. 

"This only lacks one thing of being a model of perfection— 
that of applying the true co-operative principle. 

"We suggest that the Patrons contiguous to other important 
tobacco centers take measures to adopt the same plan, but on the 
co-operative principle of dividing net profits among the custom- 
ers of the establishment. 

"We know of no reason why those Patrons interested in the 
wool product should not adopt the same plan, or, what would be 
better, the same p)an on the co-operative principle. 

" Both these products are specialties in certain districts, find the 
handling and preparation for market require experts in the busi- 
ness to do it on the most economical principles. The individuals 
concerned are the proper parties to select these experts, and to 
superintend the whole concern. 

"Suppose the National Grange had the funds, which it has not, 
and it was proper for it to engage in that kind of business, which 
we do not believe it would be, could it appoint agents that would 
give satisfaction to the parties interested ? We think not. 

"Now it is the unanimous judgment of your committee that 
the National Grange recommend to our members who are spe- 
cially interested in the tobacco product and the wool product, or 
indeed any other product, that they themselves form associations 
on the co-operative principle, and select the center where they 
wish to concentrate their trade, choose their own officers and man- 
agers, make their own rules and regulations as nearly in conform- 
ity with the plan of co-operation adopted by the National Grange 
at this session as possible, for, bear in mind, the principles of co- 
operation are as well adapted to the commission business as to the 
wholesale or retail business. 

"We repeat again that true co-operation means a pro rata divi- 
sion of the net profits of business among those who do business 
together. This includes the producer, distributer, capitalist, and 
consumer.

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the recommendations of the committee 
were concurred in. 

Bro. Haynes, of the Committee on Accounts, presented the fol- 
lowing: 

" Your committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
counts of A. Golder, one of the Executive Committee, have had the 
same under consideration, and find the several items therein cor- 
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rect and supported by satisfactory evidence, and make for expenses 
and per diem the sum of $518.50. 

"Therefore your committee recommend that the same be al- 
lowed, subject "to such deductions as have been drawn by the 
Master of the National Grange on account thereof." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee further reported : 

"Your Committee on Accounts, to which was referred the ac- 
counts of John T. Jones, one of the Executive Committee, have 
considered and examined the same and find the items of expense 
and per diem supported by satisfactory evidence, and amounts to 
the sum of $243.45. 

" Therefore we recommend that the same be allowed, subject to 
such deductions as have been drawn by the Master on the Treas- 
urer on account thereof." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee further reported, as follows: 

"Your Committee on Accounts, to which was referred the ac- 
counts of W. H. Chambers, one of the Executive Committee, have 
considered and examined the same, and find the items for expenses 
and per diem therein contained correct and supported by satisfac- 
tory evidence, amounting to $319.62. 

"Therefore your committee recommend that the same be al- 
lowed, subject to such amounts of deduction as may have been 
drawn by the Master on the Treasurer on account thereof." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee further reported, as follows: 

"Your Committee on, Accounts, to which was referred the 
account of Dudley T. Chase, one of the Executive Committee, 
have examined the same, and find the several items therein con- 
tained supported by satisfactory evidence, and amounts to the 
sum of $1,186.89. 

"Therefore they recommend that said account be allowed, 
subject to be deducted by amounts of such sums as the Master 
has drawn on the Treasurer on account thereof." 

On motion the recommendations were concurred in. 

The committee further reported : 

"Your Committee on Accounts, to which was referred the 
account of D. Wyatt Aiken, one of the Executive Committee, 
have examined the same and find it supported by satisfactory 
evidence, and amounts to the sum of $950.96. 

"Therefore yptur committee recommend that the accounts be 
allowed, subject to amount of such sums as may have been drawn 
by the Master on the Treasurer on account thereof." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 
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The committee further reported as follows : 

" Your Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of E. R. Shankland, one of the Executive Committee, have 
had the same under consideration and examination, and find that 
the several items therein contained amount to the sum of $1,549.

" These items of expense and days of service your committee do 
not find authorized by the Executive Committee, and therefore do 
not feel justified in recommending that the same be allowed. The 
above amount of $594.50 taken from $1,549 leaves $954.50 supported 
by evidence satisfactory to your committee, and they therefore rec- 
ommend that the said amount of $954.50 be allowed, subject to 
amount of sums drawn by the Master on the Treasurer on account 
thereof." 

On motion the recommendation was concurred in. 

Bro. Webster made the following report : 

"The Finance Committee, to whom was referred the matter 
fixing the pay of the salaried officers, Lecturer, members of the 
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Executive Committee, and that of the assistants at the Secretary's 
desk during the present session, recommend the following : 

"That our Worthy Master, Worthy Secretary, Worthy Lec- 
turer, Worthy Treasurer, and the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee be allowed the same compensation for their services for the 
ensuing year as fixed by the National Grange at its last session, 
and on the same conditions. 

" Your committee also recommend that Bro. W. M. Ireland be 
allowed for his services at the Secretary's desk, in addition to his 
per diem and mileage, already provided for, $150. 

" We further recommend that Bro. J. W. A. Wright be allowed 
his per diem and mileage as a member of the body, counting or es- 
timating from his home in Alabama, in full for all services rendered 
by him during this session of the National Grange. Said amounts 
to be allowed said assistants on condition that the journal of pro- 
ceedings of the present session shall be by them fully prepared and 
completed And placed in the hands of our Worthy Secretary ready 
for publication without any additional cost to the National Grange. 

" Your committee further recommend that Sister Smedley, hav- 
ing acted as an assistant in copying and preparing the reports of 
officers, memorials, and resolutions presented to this body, that 
copies of the same might be referred to appropriate committees, 
be allowed $50 for her services during the session. 

" Your committee would also recommend that no clerical assist- 
ance hereafter be employed by our Worthy Secretary without 
direction of the National Grange or Executive Committee." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the recommendation was amended by 
striking out the word "fifty" where it occurs in relation to the pay 
of Sister Smedley, and insert in lieu thereof the words "seventy- 
five" — and the recommendations of the committee as amended 
were adopted. 

Bro. Chase ma'de the following report: 

"Worthy Master of the National Orange: 

"The Committee on Constitution and By-laws present the fol- 
lowing draft of the proposed amendments to the Constitution of 
the National Grange, that have been adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the National Grange at this Tenth Annual Session, viz.: 

u 1. To amend Article I, Section 2, by inserting after the word 
'ballot' the following words: 'Any Fourth Degree member in 
good standing shall be eligible to office or to receive the Degrees 
in the County, District, State, or National Grange within whose 
jurisdiction such member may reside, but shall not be entitled to 
vote. 

"2. To amend Article I, Section 4, so as to read as follows: 
'Sec. 4. There shall be an Executive Committee of the National 
Grange, consisting of three members, whose term of office shall 
be two years. The Master of the National Grange shall be, ex- 
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officio, a member of the Executive Committee, but shall not be 
entitled to vote except in case of a tie.' 

u 3. To amend Article II, Section 3, by striking out the word 
'annually' and inserting in place thereof the word * biennially,' 
and by striking out the words 'from year to year,' in said section, 
by striking out the word 'annual' in Article III, and inserting 
the word 'biennial ' in place thereof, and in striking out the word 
'annual,' in article XIII, and inserting the word 'biennial' in 
place thereof. This amendment shall take effect after the Annual 
Session of the National Grange in the year 1877. 

"4. To amend the preamble under the head of Organization — 
State Grange, Section 1 — by inserting after the word 'matron,' in 
the third line, the words 'provided that when the Master of a Sub- 
ordinate Grange can not attend the meeting of the State Grange, 
the Subordinate Grange may elect a substitute from among those 
duly qualified.' 

" The committee recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions: 

"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange be in- 
structed to cause to be printed forthwith the foregoing proposed 
amendments to the Constitution of the National Grange, num- 
bered as above, and to forward immediately two copies thereof to 
the Master and Secretary of each State Grange. 

"Resolved, That each proposed amendment shall be considered, 
ratified, or rejected, as a distinct and separate proposition. 

"Resolved, That the Master of each State Grange be requested 
to present and submit the foregoing proposed amendments to his 
State Grange at the next session thereof, for consideration, ratifi- 
cation, or rejection. 

"Resolved, That the Secretary of each State Grange be instructed 
to report, under seal, to the Secretary of the National Grange, the 
result of the action of his State Grange upon each, proposed amend- 
ment. 

"Resolved, That when one or more of such proposed amend- 
ments shall have been ratified by three fourths of the State 
Granges, and the same shall have been reported to the Secretary 
of the National Grange, the same shall be of full force. 

"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange be in- 
structed to cause to be printed and forwarded to the Master and 
Secretary of each State Grange, and to the officers and Executive 
Committee of the National Grange, the result of such action, and 
to specify therein the State Granges that may have ratified each 
proposed amendment." 

On motion, the resolutions were concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the Secretary of the National Grange 
was instructed to have 5,000 copies of the amended Constitution and 
By-laws printed as soon as practicable, and that 25 copies be sent 
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to the Master of each State Grange, and that the Declaration of 
Purposes be published in the same book. 

By consent, Bro. Webster offered the following amendment to 
the Constitution: 

"Amend Section 1, under the head of State Grange, by insert- 
ing the following words after the word * Matrons' in the 3d line: 

"Provided that in cases where the Master of a Subordinate 
Grange can not attend the meeting of his State Grange his Grange 
may elect a substitute from those who are duly qualified, and." 

"Which was adopted. 

On motion, the report of the committee on the hour of adjourn- 
ment was taken from the table. 

On motion, the recommendation was amended to read " on or 
before 10 p. M.," and the report as amended was adopted. 

The Committee on the Good of the Order presented the follow- 
ing report : 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order have had under 
consideration the preamble and resolutions offered by Bro. Osborn, 
of Wis., to wit : 

" Whereas, There are certain objects which are regarded by the 
members of this Order as essential to their material interests, among 
which are the following, to wit: 

" 1st. A Department of Agriculture in the National Govern- 
ment, the head of which should be a member of the Cabinet. 

"2d. The enactment of laws providing for a reduction of the 
legal rate of interest on money. 

" 3d. The enactment of laws providing for the improvement of 
natural water-channels. 

" 4th. For the improvement of our patent laws. 

" 5th. For the security of depositors in banks. 

" 6th. For equality of taxation. 

"7th. For equitable regulations controlling railroad manage- 
ment. And 

11 Whereas, Such objects can not be attained unless favorable 
legislation be had from our National Congress. And 

"Whereas, To secure such especial attention from the lawful 
representatives of the people it nas become necessary that- earnest 
demands be made upon them by their constituents. Therefore 
be it 

"Resolved, That, in order to secure practical results in the 
direction indicated, the following course of action, intended to 
develop the latent power of our Order for such purposes, be 
recommended by this body, to wit: 

"Forms of petition to Congress for any purpose, or purposes, 
he may select, shall, from time to time, be drawn up by the Master 
of this National Grange, and a copy thereof sent by him to tb'* 
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Master of each State Grange, who, thereupon, will see that copies 
thereof be circulated through the Granges of his state and 
returned to him for the purpose of being forwarded, ^ith the 
respectful request for attention, to the Senators and Representa- 
tives of the people of that state in the National Congress. 

"That subsequent thereto, and repeatedly, and as often as the 
Master of the National Grange shall deem beneficial, he will draw 
up a form of circular letter, to be addressed to United States 
Senators and members of Congress, requesting a report of progress 
in the desired legislation, and urging the necessity of action; such 
form of circular letter to be sent to the Master of each State 
Grange throughout the country, with the request that, upon a 
certain day fixed by him (the Master of the National Grange), 
copies thereof be forwarded to the Senators and Representatives 
in Congress from his state; and, furthermore, that we, through 
our Subordinate, County, and State Granges, urge prompt recog- 
nition of our demands, by either favorable or unfavorable re- 
sponses to our petitions, on the part of our public representatives. 

" And would report that the first section thereof, in relation to 
the establishment of a Department of Agriculture, has already 
been reported on by your committee and wisely acted on by the 
Grange, and recommend that the remainder of the resolutions do 
pass." 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 
The committee further reported: 

" Your committee have had under consideration the report of 
the Worthy Secretary, and beg leave to state that much subject- 
matter therein contained has been referred to appropriate com- 
mittees, upon which reports have been made. Upon the remain- 
ing topics they would report, first, the recommendation that the 
National Grange publish the Ritual in German. Your committee 
recommend the printing of three thousand copies in German, 
believing, as the Secretary says, it will add an additional element 
of strength of great importance, if wisely employed." 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee further reported, recommending the assign- 
ment of Deputies to the position of Lecturers. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the recommendation was laid on the 
table. 

The committee further reported, recommending to the favor- 
able consideration of Granges not to forget that "knowledge is 
power," and that there can be no greater power than a republic 
with an educated yeomanry. 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

Bro. Ryland presented the following : 
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"Tour committee to whom was referred the following resolu- 
tion: ' Resolved, That a committee of three (3) be appointed, who 
shall perfect a plan by which each Master of a State Grange may 
bring to the meetings of the National Grange specimens of the 
various productions of their respective states, to be placed on exhi- 
bition during such meeting,' unanimously report: 

"That considering the importance of the object referred to in 
this resolution, and in order to have this object fully carried out, 
we recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

" Resolved, That eacn State Grange be requested to appropriate 
a sufficient sum to enable the Executive Committee of their state 
to send to each meeting of the National Grange such specimens of 
their farm and mineral products as they may desire to exhibit at 
the meetings of the National Grange." 

On motion, concurred in. 

Bro. Ellis offered the following: 

"Resolved, That the action of the National Grange, at its eighth 
annual session, constituting the Executive Committee a Committee 
on Relief, is hereby annulled," which was adopted. 

Bro. Lang presented the following : 

" Your Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom a resolution 
in relation to the adoption of such measures as will tend to bring 
about closer fraternal and business relations between the Patrons 
of the United States and those of the Dominion of Canada was 
referred, have had the same under consideration, and instruct me 
to respectfully report : 

"That the National Grange of Patrons of Husbandry of the 
United States desire to maintain the most cordial relations of fra- 
ternity and good-will with all true Patrons wheresoever dispersed, 
but that all business relations belong to the individual membership 
of these organizations, and that their action will be governed by 
such rules and regulations as their interests will dictate." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 
Bro. Lang also presented the following : 

" Your Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was referred 
the credentials of D. T. Chase, delegate from the Dominion Grange 
of Canada to this National Grange, have had the same under con- 
sideration, and respectfully report and recommend : 

" That the National Grange receive said delegate and tender him 
the fraternal greeting of this body." 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

Bro. "Washburn presented the following : 

" The Committee on Claims and Grievances, to whom was re- 
ferred the claim of T. A. Thompson for balance due him on salary 
as Lecturer for the year 1875, have examined the records of the 
Grange, and find that the salary of the Lecturer for that year was 

11 
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fixed by the National Grange at $1,000, and that his account, as 
rendered by the Secretary, is correct. We therefore recommend 
that the claim of Bro. Thompson be not allowed." 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

Bro. Washburn also presented the following : 

" Your Committee on Claims and Grievances to whom was re- 
ferred the communication of Bro. A. B. Grosh in regard to services 
rendered the National Grange in revising the Ritual and Songs of 
the Grange, have taken the same into consideration, but owing to 
the conflicting testimony on the subject are unable to arrive at 
any intelligent conclusion. We therefore report the same back 
without recommendation." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the subject was indefinitely 
postponed. 

On motion of Bro. Ryland, La., the vote by which the Grange 
refused to concur in the recommendations of the Committee on 
Co-operation was reconsidered. 

On motion of Bro. Lang, the recommendations were ordered 
considered by sections. 

On motion of Bro. Washburn, Col., the Grange took recess 
until 3 p.m. 



3 O'CLOCK P. M. 

Recess having expired, the Grange reassembled and was called 
to order by Worthy Overseer Woodman, acting as Worthy 
Master. 

Bro. J. R. Thompson presented the following report from the 
Court of Appeals : 

11 To the National Grange P. of H. in session at Chicago, III. : 

"The Court of Appeals has the honor of acknowledging the 
receipt of a communication from the National Grange, dated Nov. 
14th, transmitting the following resolution, viz.: 

"Resolved, That the Court of Appeals now report to this Grange 
their action and decisions on the cases that have been submitted to 
them. 

" In response thereto it would respectfully report that it has 
acted upon and decided the case of Model Grange No. 59, of 
Mich. v. L. R. Brown, a full report of which is herewith sub- 
mitted. 

" The papers in this case were very voluminous, and included 
transcripts of the proceedings of Model Grange, certificates from 
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many members thereof, a record of the proceedings of the trial 
before the Executive Committee of the State Grange of Michigan, 
statements of the case by Bro. Brown, the defendant, by Model 
Grange, and by the Master of the State Grange of Michigan. 

" The following brothers appeared before the court in connec- 
tion with the case, viz.: Bros. Albert Day, representing Model 
Grange, L. R. Brown, the defendant, C. G. Lence, of the Execu- 
tive Committee, C. L. Whittney, General Deputy and Lecturer, 
and J. J. Woodman, Master of the State Grange, by each of 
whom the case was fully explained and argued. 



" National Grange P. of H. Court of Appeals. 

Model Grange, No. 59, *) 

versus > State of Michigan. 

L. R. Brown. J 

" This is the case of Model Grange, No. 59, against L. B. Brown, 
who was charged with using certain words derogatory to the char- 
acter and good standing of one C. L. Stanley, and thereupon tried 
by Model Grange and expelled. 

"He appealed to the State Grange of Michigan, where it ap- 
peared that L. R. Brown was commissioned a General Deputy of 
Michigan State Grange January 23, 1874, and the commission 
expired January 22, 1875. 

"It further appears that on February 18, 1875, L. R. Brown 
applied for and received a dimit from Model Grange, and that in 
November of the same year he applied for admission to Belleville 
Grange, No. 331, where he asked for a committee to investigate 
certain rumors against his character, and did then make remarks 
concerning such rumors which caused charges to be preferred against 
him by the Executive Committee of Model Grange. 

"The charges were as follows, viz.: 

" l "We hereby charge L. R. Brown with violating his obligation 
in that he did assail C L. Stanley's character and good standing in 
our Order by asserting in Belleville Grange openly, and by stating 
to members of said Grange privately, that at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Michigan State Grange, held at the 
Hubbard House, in the city of Jackson, on the 29th day of April, 
1874, C. L. Stanley did then and there charge L. R. Brown with 
forging a certain set of rulings which he (L. R. Brown) read to 
the members of Model Grange while in session at Model School- 
house, and stealing the seal of the State Grange to stamp the same.' 

"L. R. Brown was notified of the charges December 24th, and 
summoned to appear for trial January 6th following 

"It appears L. R. Brown had an appointment fourteen miles 
from Toledo, which would call him away on that day, and so in- 
formed the Secretary of Model Grange. The records of the Grange 
show that a motion to adjourn the trial was made and lost, and that 
the Grange did proceed at that time — viz., January 6th — to try in 
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his absence said Brown. And it also appears that after the testi- 
mony was submitted a motion to acquit L. R. Brown of the charges 
Against him was made and lost. Whereupon the Master declared 
the charges sustained, and L. R. Brown was then expelled from 
the Order. 

"April 8, 1876, L. R. Brown appealed from the decision and 
action of Model Grange to the State Grange of Michigan, and the 
case was tried by the Executive Committee on August 10, 1876, 
L. R. Brown pleading that Model Grange has been acting two 
years without a charter and hence is an illegal body. 

"That the offense was committed while he was a General 
Deputy of the State Grange, hence not amenable to Model 
Grange. 

"That the charges are false, and that every defendant in a 
criminal case is entitled to at least one adjournment for good 
cause. 

" The Executive Committee reversed the decision of Model 
Grange and set aside its- verdict, and thus restored L. R. Brown 
to membership in the Order. 

"From this decision Model Grange appeals to the Court of 
Appeals of the National Grange on the ground of irregularity, 
illegality, and injustice.' 

"In reviewing this case the court finds — 

"1st. That there is no evidence to show that Model Grange 
was not properly organized by duly constituted authorities, or 
that its dispensation or charter had ever been surrendered, sus- 
pended, or revoked. 

" The court holds then— 

" That the fact that a Grange may have been deprived of the 
possession of its charter, by accident or otherwise than by act of 
the proper authorities, does not destroy its legal existence or inval- 
idate its acts. 

"2d. The office of General Deputy of the State Grange does 
not, under the laws of the National Grange, make the person so 
commissioned a member of the State Grange; hence L. R. Brown 
Was clearly amenable to the disciplinary power of Model Grange, 
in whose jurisdiction he at the time resided. 

"3d. In the Grange a member has a right to a fair and im- 
partial trial; but the claim that he has a right to at least one 
adjournment for good cause does not seem to have been established 
by our laws and usages as compulsory upon a Subordinate Grange. 
Should a member feel that he receives unfair treatment at a trial in 
his absence, he can secure the fair and impartial trial guaranteed 
him by appeal to a higher tribunal. 

" 4th. It appears from the evidence in this case that a vote wai 
taken on the motion to 'acquit' said Brown of the charges, and 
that the motion was lost. Whereupon the Master declared the 
charges sustained, and the Grange passed sentence accordingly. 

"No member can be sentenced for the commission of any crime 
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before he is convicted, and a vote of the Grange not to acquit is 
most certainly not a vote of 'guilty/ and on this ground alone the 
sentence of expulsion would be void. 

"5th. Expulsion is the severest penalty known to our laws, an<J 
should only be inflicted for the most grave offenses. 

"In this case the court was justified in setting aside the sen- 
tence of the Subordinate Grange as excessive, even if the allega- 
tions set forth in the charges had been fully proven. 

u 6th. Model Grange appeals on the ground of irregularity, ille- 
gality, and injustice. The court, supposing these terms to apply to 
the tribunal of the State Grange of Michigan, before which the 
case was tried, hold that ' when the laws of a State Grange are in 
any respect deficient, and do not specifically provide for emergen- 
cies which may arise in the administration of its affairs, then, in 
the interval between the meetings of the State Grange, the Master 
and Executive Committee are the highest executive and adminis- 
trative officers, and are clothed with authority to do all acts nec- 
essary for the maintenance of law and order and for the good of 
the Order in the state, and make such rules and create such tribu- 
nals as the exigencies of the case may demand; provided, that in 
so doing they do not transgress the written laws of the Order or 
the enactments or orders of the State Grange.' It appears that 
the State Grange of Michigan had made no provision for the trial 
of appeals, therefore the Master and Executive Committee prop- 
erly and lawfully supplied this omission by organizing a court of 
their own members. 

" 7th. A State Grange has the right to try a case on its merits, * 
and is not confined to merely deciding errors of law in the Sub- 
ordinate Granges. 

14 The decision of the Michigan State Grange, restoring L. R. 
Brown to membership in the Order, is affirmed. 

"In connection with this case the question was incidentally 
raised as to the status of Bro. Brown in the Order, he having been 
restored to his position and rights as an unaffiliated member of the 
Order by the State Grange of Michigan, which action has been 
confirmed by the Court of Appeals. 

" It was represented that Model Grange would not only not re- 
admit him to membership therein, but would not give its consent 
to his applying for membership elsewhere. This action, by ex- 
cluding him from membership any where, would soon deprive him 
of the possession of the annual word, and thus virtually exclude 
him from the Order, thus indirectly accomplishing what the State 
Grange and the Court of Appeals had decided could not and should 
not be done. 

"As this question was not formally and directly before the 
court, any decision thereon Would have been extra-judicial. It is, 
however, a question of such vital importance to so many worthy 
members of the Order that the court has felt it to be its duty to 
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call the attention of the National Grange thereto, with the sugges- 
tion that some remedy should he provided. 

"It has also a^ted upon and decided the case ofWilliamette 
Grange No. 52, of the State of Oregon, versus the State Grange of 
Oregon, and a report is herewith submitted. 

" This case is a question of conflict between the Constitution of 
the State Grange of Oregon and the Constitution of the National 
Grange concerning dues from the Subordinate to the State Grange. 
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William ettb Grange, No. 52, 

verms \ November 22, 1876. 

The State Grange of Oregon. 

" It appears from the papers in this case that the State Grange 
of Oregon, by its Constitution, requires its Subordinate Granges 
to pay into the treasury of the State Grange a quarterly due of 
fifteen cents. 

" Williamette Grange, No. 52, refused to pay the amount thus 
demanded, but tendered to the Secretary of the State Grange the 
quarterly due of six cents for each member, as required by the 
Constitution of the National Grange, which was not accepted by 
the State Grange, and the annual word was refused to William- 
ette Grange in consequence of its refusal to pay the full amount 
demanded. 

"Thereupon, Williamette Grange appeals to the National 
Grange. 

"The question presented is as to the right and authority of a 
State Grange to require a larger quarterly due than that pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of the National Grange. 

" The Constitution of the National Grange provides that ' The 
minimum of regular monthly dues shall be ten cents from each 
member, and each Grange may otherwise regulate its "own 
dues;" but when it provides for the payment of dues from the 
Subordinate to the State Grange, the amount is arbitrarily and 
unqualifiedly fixed at six cents, without the permissive qualifica- 
tion that each State Grange may otherwise regulate its own dues.' 

"The Court is unanimously of the opinion that the provision of 
the Constitution of the State Grange of Oregon is in conflict with 
the Constitution of the National Grange, and that it can not law- 
fully withhold the annual word from any Grange complying with 
its provisions by paying the dues prescribed therein. 

" The appeal of Williamette Grange, No. 52, is therefore sus- 
tained. 

" Much thought has been given by the Court to the consideration 
of the character and extent of its jurisdiction. There seems to be 
an apparent conflict between Article III of the By-laws, and 
Section 3 of Article VIII, constituting the court. 

" Upon a careful consideration of the law and analogies in the 
case, the court concluded that the 'questions of law and usage' 
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referred to in Article III, to be decided by the Master, meant 
inquiries in relation thereto, and not actual appealed cases, which 
would require the adjudication of a court. 

"The court also decided that it could onlv review the evidence 
upon which the action of the court below had been based, and 
that it could not permit the introduction of new evidence which 
bad not been produced before the lower court. It also decided 
that it could decide upon the application of law to cases where the 
facts involved were agreed upon by both parties, and about which 
there was no controversy. 

" The cases submitted to the court, and an examination of the 
papers on file in the cases decided by the former court, showed the 
great necessity for some simple and practicable forms of pro- 
cedure in trials in the courts oelow, and in appeals to this court ; 
and the court has appointed one of its members as a committee 
to prepare such forms, which, it is believed, will greatly simplify 
and systematize the course of the legal proceedings of the Order. 
"The court have thought that the importance of its work, in- 
volving as it does the interests not only of the National, State, and 
Subordinate Granges, but of every member thereof, demanded 
that its records should be full, complete, and permanent. It has 
therefore procured suitable books, in which it has transcribed, so 
far as the brief and imperfect records of the former court would 
allow, a statement of all cases tried by it, and their decisions 
thereon, and in which will hereafter be recorded a full statement 
of all the facts involved in each case, and the decisions thereon, 
to which the attention of the National Grange is invited. If 
appears from the record of cases of the former Court of Appeals 
that the following cases, left over by the former court, should have 
been adjudicated at this term, viz.:"Pisgah Grange, No. 173, of La. 
v. The Master of the State Grange, La.; Ceres Grange, No. 1, of 
Col. v. State Grange of Colorado; Ralston Grange, No. .2, of Col. 
v. State Grange of Colorado; Wm. H. Baxter, of State Grange of 
Cal. v. J. V. Webster, Master of State Grange of California; which 
this court has not been able to consider in consequence of the 
papers in the respective cases not being found among the files. 

Dudley W. Adams, 
J. R. Thompson, 
John Trimble, Jr." 

The report was received. 

Consideration of the report of the Committee on Co-operation 

resumed. 

First resolution, proffering thanks to the co-operators of En- 
gland, etc., read, and on motion concurred in. 

Second resolution, accepting the general plan for forming the 
Anglo-American Co-operative Trading Company, read and con- 
curred in. 
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Third resolution, advising members when their Co-operative As* 
sociations are ready they take shares, etc., read and concurred in. 

Fourth resolution, that as soon as the Executive Committee are 
advised that any Grange Co-operative Associations are ready to 
take stock they notify the English Society, etc., read, and on mo- 
tion of Bro. Aiken words " or any part thereof" were stricken out, 
and on motion the recommendation was adopted. 

Fifth resolution, that the Secretary of the National Grange 
subscribe for certain newspapers, etc., read, and on motion of Bro. 
Ryland amended by striking out the part requiring the Secretary 
to subscribe for certain papers, and was then rejected. 

Sixth resolution, recommending that if members desire to make 
shipments of products to our co-operative friends in England, be- 
fore the plans for this international co-operation are ready, they 
open correspondence with Mr. Neale, who will put them in com- 
munication with purchasers. 

On motion, Bro. Wright was permitted to explain the resolu- 
tion. 

On motion of Bro. Ryland, "we are satisfied that our members 
can rely on his advice" were stricken out, and the resolution as 
amended adopted. 

First recommendation, that meetings be held at our trade cen- 
ters by State Granges or their Executive Committees to adopt 
rules, fix amount of stock, and adopt preliminary measures, etc., 
read, and on motion adopted. 

Second recommendation, to have their Societies so organized 
that all Patrons, and Patrons only, can take stock, etc., read, and 
on motion adopted. 

Third recommendation, " the larger the number of Patrons or 
Societies taking stock in these associations the better," read, and on 
motion adopted. 

Fourth recommendation, " rules should provide that no one 
Patron or Grange or Society should hold sufficient shares to 
have a control,'' read, and on motion adopted. 

Fifth recommendation, to give united support to plan, etc., 
read. 

Bro. Allen moved its adoption. 

Bro. Chase moved to indefinitely postpone the subject, on which 
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Bro. Moore demanded the ayes and noes, which resulted as fol- 
lows : ayes, 16 ; noes, 23. 

Ayes — Brothers Webster, James, Moore, Woodman, Heming- 
way, Chase, Ellis, Haynes, Lang, Aiken ; Sisters James, Moore, 
Hemingway, Chase, Ellis, Lang. 

Noes — Brothers Jones, Washburn, Godard, Smith, Forsyth, 
Buchanan, Davie, Ryland, Adams, Allen, Whitehead, Blanton, 
Kitchen, Osborn; Sisters Jones, Washburn, Forsyth, Ryland, 
Adams, Allen, Blanton, Kitchen, Osborn. 

On motion, the recommendation was adopted. 

Sixth recommendation, to sustain by our combined trade and 
influence the manufacturing and other firms at home, etc., read, 
and on motion adopted. 

Seventh recommendation, to impress on our members the truth 
that no large amount of cash capital is necessary to begin this co- 
operation successfully if we conduct the business on strictly co- 
operative principles, etc., read, and on motion adopted. 

The last resolution, that the report of the Commissioner, the 
reports of this committee, and the July letter of the Worthy Master 
be printed in pamphlet form, etc., read, and on motion adopted. • 

On motion of Sister Washburn, the report of the Special Com- 
mittee on the question -of Woman Suffrage was taken from the table ; 
when the Sister presented the following minority report : 

MINORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

"The chairman of your Committee on the Woman Suffrage 
Resolution which declared that 'justice to woman demands and the 
exigencies of the times require' that woman be admitted to the 
ballot, would ask permission to submit a minority report. Not- 
withstanding the fact that one of the committee assures me that I, 
as chairman, could submit my own sentiments as the report of that 
committee, though all the others dissent, thus leaving the other five 
to bring in a minority report, the manifest injustice of this way of 
doing, even if it be parliamentary, impelled me to bring in an 
adverse report, which, you will remember, was laid on the table 
without discussion. 

"I believe I am not alone in the opinion that this National 
Grange should concur in the propositions of that resolution, and 
that only a lack of moral courage, and perhaps a thoughtless dis- 
regard of the rights of a respectable minority, prevents the ques- 
tion which has been ruled allowable from coming before the house. 
To this may be added a long-lived prejudice and a narrow con- 
servatism induced by ignorance of the merits of this question and 
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a premeditated avoidance of its candid consideration which in the 
future even the mantle of charity can scarcely cover. For the 
principles of universal liberty and justice are rapidly supplanting 
in the minds of the people the selfishness and intolerance of past 
ages, and he who rides not triumphantly in the car of progress 
must stand aside or be crushed by its steadily moving wheels. 

"Our * Declaration of Purposes' distinctly declares one of the 
objects of this Order to be an effort to do away with all monopolies. 
If any of my brothers know of a more extensive monopoly than 
the monopoly of the elective franchise by the men of this country, 
I do not; and I hold that the present corruption, dishonesty, and 
selfishness which all acknowledge taint every avenue of public 
trust, and tend to demoralize every holder of public office, are 
largely due to the exclusive man-power which has through long 
years been strengthening and fortifying itself among the people. 
Not that, the founders of our government ever made it an exclu- 
sive one of one sex; they have not the constitution to uphold them, 
for not a word in that noble instrument can possibly be construed 
to mean that men alone shall rule ; on the contrary, there is evi- 
dently a most scrupulous avoidance of any such idea, the words 
4 person' and 'citizen' being used wherever practicable, and' the 
masculine pronoun, whenever used for convenience, is always con- 
strued in law to mean also women. The latter are held responsible 
for all infringement of the laws which men make, under this pro- 
vision. They are taxed without representation, their children are 
taken from them by masculine courts, their husbands and sons are 
ruined by liquor sold under masculine license laws, their hours of 
labor and the wages for that labor are controlled entirely by mas- 
culine legislation. Moreover, they alone are punished for crimes 
in which men are equal partners. Public opinion, following the 
law which men have made for their own benefit, ostracises the 
weaker party, and over breaking hearts and desolated homes builds 
a monument to the greatest wrong of modern times. 

"I ask you, Worthy Master, is this right? Is it just? Is it 
not in conflict with the' general tenets of our Order and with the 
most advanced opinions of the age? Is it right that sex, an in- 
surmountable obstacle, should be the test of political qualifications? 
Does not woman need the more, because of the acknowledged and 
inherited weakness which in all society elicits the gallantry and 
superficial subservience of men, the strong weapon of the ballot to 
protect herself and her children from injustice? And, further, do 
not all departments of public business and of government suffer 
from the withholding of the voice and the conscience of woman? 
Is not the tender heart of the wife, the long-suffering and wise 
patience of the mother accustomed to govern her diverse family, 
the loyal affection and patriotism of the daughter, needed in the 
affairs of government to-day? Does not woman need the ballot 
as an educator, that she may turn from the follies and assume somo 
of the responsibilities of this nation ? For there are women who 
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do not know even the plan of our government, nor do they care. 
There are other women who, with beating hearts and anxious eyes, 
are watching the drift of public sentiment, feeling that the future 
welfare of their country depends on an immediate return to the 
simplicity and honesty of the foundation of our republic, and who 
long to add their voice and influence to that of their brothers for 
right, for justice, and equality. Both these classes need to repre- 
sent- themselves as individuals. 

" In conclusion, the question is : Shall we shrink from our duty 
in this matter, so vital to the interests of one half the human 
family ? 

" Shall we ignore the fact that thousands of the most intelli- 
gent, thoughtful, and conscientious women of our country are de- 
demanding, not only equal opportunity in all the avenues of edu- 
cation and of trade, but the ballot by which to defend those rights? 
Or shall we come squarely to the front, and, fully recognizing the 
demands of the age and the advanced position of our Order before 
the world, lend our hearty sanction to the resolution before the 
house, and recommend that woman be accorded those rights out- 
side which she now enjoys in the Grange ? 

" A. L. Washburn, Chairman." 

And moved it as a substitute for the original resolution. 

Bio. Hemingway moved the indefinite postponement of the 
whole subject, on which Sister Washburn demanded the ayes and 
noes, which resulted as follows :

"Resolved, That the thanks of this National Grange are due, and 
are hereby tendered, to Potter Palmer, proprietor of the Palmer 
House, for the courtesy and excellent accommodations with which 
the members of this body and of our Order have been entertained 
during the tenth annual session. 

"Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be presented to Potter 
Palmer by our Worthy Secretary," which, on motion, was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the vote by which the amendment 
to the By-laws to abolish the Court of Appeals was. lost, was recon- 
sidered. 

Bro. Moore offered the following as a substitute: 

" Resolved, That the Worthy Master and Executive Committee 
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of the National Grange shall constitute the Court of Appeals. The 
decisions of the court shall be final." 

Sister Washburn moved to amend by inserting after the word 
"committee" the words " and their wives." Lost. 

Question being taken on the substitute, it was adopted. 

And the amended proposition was then decided lost, two thirds 
not having voted in favor of it. 

Bro. Lang asked and received permission to enter the following 

protest : 

" We protest against the entire action of the National Grange 
upon international trade, because it is a scheme of business en- 
tirely unsuited to the wants and conditions of American farmers. 
It is in our humble judgment a plan or scheme more in the in- 
terests of English capitalists than that of the American agricultu- 
rists. It will lead to complications in business which, we confi- 
dently believe, will result in loss and financial embarrassment to 
our farmers ; and entertaining these opinions, we enter our solemn 
protest, and invite the calm thought and careful consideration of 
the members of our Order before adopting such a scheme of busi- 
ness. 

" Our convictions are that it is the better policy for our farmers 
to buy and sell as near home as practicable.

Which was ordered to be spread on the journal. 
The rules were suspended, and Bro. Blanton allowed to intro- 
duce the following : 

"Resolved, That it is manifest to the most hopeful friends of the 
business system recommended by this National Grange, that delay 
will necessarily occur before it can be fully adopted to meet the 
wants of the Order ; therefore, 

"Resolved, That the National Grange recommend that the Exec- 
utive Committees of the several states adopt a uniform system of 
state agencies to meet the present wants of the Order." Adopted. 

Bro. Moore presented the following : 

"Resolved, That the Treasurer is hereby directed to draw his 
warrants upon our Fiscal Agency (salaries excepted) only upon the 
written requisition of the Executive Committee." 

On motion of Bro. Davie, the resolution was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Bro. Hemingway offered the following : 

"Resolved, That the National Grange return thanks to the 
Chicago Board of Trade for the kind invitation extended to visit 
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their rooms, and regret that the press of business has prevented its 
cheerful acceptance, and the Secretary is hereby instructed to pre- 
sent a copy of this resolution to the proper officer of the Board of 
Trade." 

Which was adopted. 

The following communication Was presented : 

" Worthy Master and Members of National Orange : 

" It was not, until very recently, my wish to present any claim 
to the National Grange as a return for time and labor while work- 
ing for our cause in Europe. But from pecuniary inconveniences 
to myself, which have arisen from longer service in that work and 
longer detention from my private business in California than I an- 
ticipated or desired, I request the National Grange to allow for my 
time and labor at least $3 per day for 90 days of earnest efforts in 
your behalf. I have given every thing in my power to this Order. 
This small sum will materially aid me, and be no large tax on the 
treasury of the National Grange. I expect this to be my last 
active work for our Order. Pardon me for requesting your imme- 
diate action. Respectfully submitted,

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EXTRACTS FROM TRANSLATIONS OF LETTERS OF 
HERR GUSTAV PRENZEL, THE GERMAN FARMER 
ALLUDED TO IN REPORT OF COMMISSIONER TO 
EUROPE. 

« Berlin, Prussia, July 22, 1876. 

"You ask me in your letter, *Upon wfiat conditions would the 
German government permit the . introduction of the Order of the 
Grange ?' 

" The German Empire would not have the determining power 
in this case. Application would have to be made to each separate 
Ministry of the several states. The Odd-fellows and Druids were 
introduced a few years ago from America, and have taken firm 
root here already. I applied to one of the leaders of the first- 
mentioned Order for information, which was very obligingly given 
me. 

"The members who introduced this Order applied to the Min- 
istry of Internal Affairs for permission to establish it, presenting 
at the same time the Constitution of the Society, an explanation 
of their purpose, and an account of their secret work. By author- 
ity of an order from the Ministry, permission was then given them 
to establish Lodges, which should not be subject to the supervision 
of the police. . . . Thus from the government no opposition 
would be made to the introduction of your Order, especially if 
you call attention to its beneficent social features. 

" You ask, further, whether the German farmers are ready to 
join your Order, and, under its supervision, to pursue their own 
interests. 

" In this question we must first fully separate the land-owners. 
The small farmer who owns a little land — the * Bauer ' — is not yet 
capable of passing judgment on this question. He is not yet in 
a condition to comprehend an * ethical 7 idea, or to understand that 
one can be warmly interested in a cause from which one expects 
no direct advantage for himself. His class can not be counted 
upon for such a cause until much later, when they feel that they 
are being thoroughly abused and cheated by the larger land- 
owners; then they may perhaps take hold of this organization as 
a means of getting a majority on their side. 

(175) 
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" The larger land-owners are also at present little inclined to 
unite in such a society. Each of them is a sovereign in the four 
boundary lines of his estate; complains of hard times, the decline 
of agriculture, the bad state of financial affairs; but they have 
not the' sense and skill to unite hand in hand for their common 
interests, or by uniting their credit — grounding it upon the value 
of their lands — to obtain the necessary amount of capital to do 
better. Such a land-owners abuse the Jews and the might of capi- 
tal, which draws every thing to its own uses; but he does not 
learn from these competitors of his that their power and rapidly 
increasing strength rest only upon the ease with which they can 
unite in associations, and their habit of subordinating their per- 
sonal views to those of others. You will also find with us but a 
small and decreasing number of land-owners who are Masons. 

"If your Order should say to us, 'Unite with us; we bring 
you an organization and system that can work for your material 
welfare in quite different paths; but you must bring us trust and 
confidence; you see what a number of members we have behind 
us in our native country,' the Germans will with difficulty, and 
only in scattered individual cases, give you this trust and confi- 
dence. To have any success here, both means and end must be 
clearly explained; and even then there will be no end of the 

doubtings and questionings Though your Order 

should really be able in America, through the bringing together 
of so much united strength, to further very greatly the organic 
and political interests of your land-owners, yet I do not understand 
how, with the material which I have described, it could also be of ser- 
vice to our native land-owners. And then take into consideration 
with how little intelligence, with how little good-will, our present 
Government acts towards our land-owners; think how it has allowed 
itself to be dragged by Jewish free^trading Liberals and capital- 
ists into paths which are not for the welfare of our Fatherland. 
If it were possible for the Order on your side of the water and 
here to work for separate ends, then it has a still greater field here 
than with you.. Our 'Liberal' papers are already warning people 
off from the 'agrarian reformers' and the 'Grangers' — you see 
the word is already beginning to be adopted here, and the brokers 
and Jews already understand that the Grange is their enemy. 

" From what I have told you of myself, you will conclude that 
while I lay no stress upon the outward form, in the principle I 
must agree with you, if the secret of the Order answers to what I 
think I have caught a glimpse of. If I can be serviceable to you 
in any way with my pen or with the thirty j^ears of my agricul- 
tural experience and wide acquaintance in all parts of Germany, I 
am quite at your service." 

" Berlin, Sept. 27, 1876. 
..." We have as yet in Germany no very correct idea of your 
Order." ..." Our societies — of which we have a great number 
in Germany — for savings, for sickness, for pensions, for funeral 
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expenses, for banking, for the purchase of raw material and pro- 
visions, etc., are usually limited to the cities or to the manufac- 
turing districts. Very little has been done in this direction in tha 
country — only the purchasing in common of machines, seeds, ma- 
nures, and fine stock. 

"Our German farmers, and especially the large landed proprie- 
tors, have very little inclination to unite with one another, and tx* 
disciplined, under the control of a guiding hand, in order to seek • 
the goal of their own interests, and in this manner to offer a bold 
front of opposition to the hostile might of capital. And that is 
the misfortune of our class, which is rushing along this path to 
certain destruction, unless its members at the last hour learn to unite 
for mutual protection. 

. . . "An accurate description of the system of your Order, 
together with a very appreciative notice of its purposes and a de- 
scription of the Centennial Encampment at Philadelphia, with its 
picture, has appeared in one of the last numbers of the Phoenix, 
a newspaper of Leipsic. 

..." The*influcnce and success of your Order in your country, 
both socially and politically, must be very great, and calculated to 
bring back a * golden age,' even in a country where contrasts of 
poverty and riches are not so sharp and striking as in older portions 
of the world. 

"England will offer, I should think, a rich field for your labors; 
for I believe the poverty and want of the lower classes are much 
greater there than with us, and that there are much stronger social 
contradictions to be softened and smoothed away. 

. . . "On the 4th of December — for which occasion I send 
beforehand my best wishes for the prosperity of your Order — I 
will be with you in spirit.

The Committee on Credentials asked for and were granted 
leave of absence for a time. 
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to the development of the co-operative idea and movement; it 
begets fruitful thought and associative habits. 

" Our members are discovering by their own experience that 
the co-operative store system has, like every thing else, its 
natural business development; that distributive co-operation 
is practically an organization of consumption, and that whole- 
sale, formed by a federation of retail stores, conducted upon 
the same principles, are necessary to a thorough success. 'The 
wholesales being the stock in trade of the retail establishments, 
just as the latter are the stock in trade of the members, there 
is a unity of interest which alone can secure concentration and 
thorough co-operation. But the originators of the co-opera- 
tive movement looked much more to its moral and social 
than its economical results, grand as these have been, and 
much greater as are its capacities, with thorough loyalty 
to its principles, and a confiding union in their practicable 
application.' 

" Let us labor to impart to it that living soul which will 
animate it when we have passed away, the spirit of each for 
all and all for each. 

" The theme is a burning one, but the subject is too large for 
an address on an occasion like the present. Our great want is 
knowledge. To give knowledge is the real mission of co- 
operation; for, after all, pur ruinous competitive struggle is 
but a giant manifestation of ignorance. If we continue by 
competition to place the increasing wealth of the nation in 
the hands of the few, leaving the multitude destitute of the 
means of developing their physical and intellectual powers, as 
sure as to-morrow's sun will rise, so sure Will a very great por- 
tion of that wealth be confiscated from them, not by legal 
enactment, but by the revolutionary process of pauperism, 
violence, and crime. 

" The great difficulty of providing satisfactorily, in moments 
of depression, for unemployed labor, will never be solved 
by private effort, by government legislation, or by any other 
metnod but bj* looking in the direction of associations and 
organizations of labor. If labor can not do it for itself, other 
forces can. Then let all true co-operators be up and doing, 
not depending too much on political machinery, but meas- 
uring the silent forces around us, and using wisely the social 
machine of co-operative organization. From this body should 
go forth the action which will unify our societies, and give 
meaning and effect to their work. 

"A very general desire has been expressed that our rules foi 
Patrons' co-operative associations should be so modified as to 
make it legally possible that persons or societies composed oi 
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persons engaged in other industrial pursuits might become 
stockholders in our co-operative enterprises. The co-operative 

(>lan adopted at our ninth session, ana further matured at the • 
ast session, " makes the entire business arm of our order sepa- 
rate and distinct from the Grange, as a social, moral, intellect- 
ual and benevolent fraternity. At the same time it was 
declared " that the one is indispensable to the other/' and that 
" both are needed to develop our acknowledged Grange princi- 
ples to their fullest extent. The bond of union and harmony 
in our varied agricultural interests which the Granges secure 
for us, begets the uniformity and harmony. necessary for the 
successful working of our business enterprises.' 2 Keflecting 
upon the remarkable modification of agricultural industry in 
America, with the advance of our civilization and settlements, 
and that the much-advocated "mixed husbandry" of pioneer 
times, when the husbandman built his house, made his imple- 
ments, ground his grain, made his shoes, while the wife spun 
and wove the clothing, and performed many other functions 
unknown to more advanced communities, has yielded to a 
system of division of labor under which agriculture is being 
confined to the raw products, and all else once considered as 
necessary to its development, have become specialties and have 
left the farm-houses for the factories ; while the identity of 
interest remains, and the additional argument prominently and 
wisely urged that a closer organization of the industrial classes 
is needed, that their power may be recognized in the civil 
aflairs of our country and of each state, such unity on ques- 
tions of political economy for unpartizan purposes being 
deemed essential to the future prosperity if not the preser- 
vation of our Republic. I submit to your careful consideration 
the expediency of so modifying our rules for the government 
of co-operative societies as to meet the general desire referred 
to, and adapting them to productive co-operation less limited. 
The question of the legal position of the societies in many of 
the states should be very seriously considered with the view of 
obtaining as soon as possible the passing of acts by the several 
state legislatures which would give co-operative societies a 
distinct and independent position, as they have in the United 
Kingdom, instead of keeping them, as at present, under acts 
that are specially intended for quite different kinds of soci- 
eties. Acting upon the recommendation of the Committee on 
Co-operation at the last session, which was adopted by the 
National Grange, I prepared an act for the creation and regu- 
lation of industrial and provident societies, with a view of 
meeting this want, which has been carefully revised by the 
courtesy of Mr. Neal, the legal adviser of the Central (Jo-op- 
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erative Board of the United Kingdom, who has devoted his 

# most anxious thought and valuable learning to the subject of 

* co-operation and its needs, for over thirty years. The adoption 
of this act by the several states, with such changes in details 
as may be found necessary or expedient, would give us prac- 
tically one law for the government of these corporations where- 
ever formed, which is very desirable in view of the federative 
feature in the system we have adopted. 

"international co-operation 

" No active steps had been taken on our side toward organ- 
izing the American section of the Anglo-American company 
until the past summer, when the subject was presented to the 
subordinate Granges by some of the Masters of the State 
Granges, and by myself in tangible form as part of the system 
recommended by the National Grange. The interest expressed 
in this extension of our work by subscriptions to the stock of 
the company and otherwise is gratifying. 

" On the other side of the Atlantic, the Mississippi Valley 
Trading Company has been transformed into the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Company, to be registered under their Industrial and Provi- 
dent Societies' Act, upon which the act just referred to is 
framed, with a constitution embracing the same provisions as 
those contained in Mississippi Valley Trading Company, with 
the changes accepted by us, which gives facilities for carrying 
on business quite equal to those given by the companies' act 
constituting the members of the society, whether individuals 
or bodies corporate, into a corporation for the purposes of the 
society, with a liability limitea to their shares, and power to do 
any kind of business, and to hold lands or other property. 
One of -the stockholders on the other side, the Leeds Society, 
holding shares to the amount of £2,000 (in consequence of a 
heavy loss sustained in a colliery which turned out to be a 
deception) has withdrawn from the company. They assure us, 
however, that in one respect only will they be unable to do 
. what they proposed, that is in the commencement of the busi- 
ness. With the reduced funds at their command, in consequence 
of having to pay off those of the present members who will 
not go on with the Association, it will be impossible for them 
to undertake the cost of traveling in the United States for the 
establishment of the Association, as they had proposed to do, 
though had never felt it necessary to have special canvassers 
for this object, but have regarded it as an outgrowth of our 
local co-operation, which we should foster by every means we 
can make available. I have found our members ripe for it 
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wherever my correspondence has reached, and wherever I have 
labored in the field in the past summer, in Missouri, Kansas, 
Colorado, and Texas'. Had we adopted earlier even the imper- 
fect system of propoganda we now have, we would have wit- 
nessed a development of co-operative activity which our past 
experience does not warrant us in believing possible. 

" It is unfortunate for our Order that any Grange business 
agencies should have been established until the principles of 
true co-operation were better undesstood with us. The Grange 
press is doing a noble work in educating our members in these 
principles, and should .have the active support of the Order. If 
the leaders of this great Eeform will take an advanced position, 
the masses will certainly follow. 
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FOREIGN RELATIONS. 



" Although our Order has not yet made much progress in 
Europe, we nave been highly fortunate in the auspices under 
which they have received it at our hands. To the worthy and 
influential deputies heretofore appointed for the United King- 
dom and for France, has been recently added a deputy for 
Germany, in the person of Herr Gustav Prenzel, a practical 
farmer, near Berlin, with whose high character and culture we 
have been made familiar by the correspondence between him 
and our late commissioner, published in the journals of our last 
session. 

" Our relations with the Dominion Grange, Canada, continue 
to be most cordial and fraternal. They express a strong desire 
to unite with us in carrying out the purposes of the Anglo- 
American Company, and are progressive in their Grange work. 
At the ninth session of the National Grange an amendment to 
the constitution was proposed, allowing each State Grange to 
fix the fee for membership in its own jurisdiction. A majority 
of the State Granges voted for this amendment, but it failed to 
be ratified by the constitutional requirement of three-fourths 

by votes. The chief objection urged against it was that 

it would disturb that uniformity in our system, which ought 
t3 be preserved. The object sought was a reduction of the fee 
for membership, which could have been reached in a form not 
obnoxious to this objection. Upon first view the fee for mem- 
bership would seem to be small enough, and so it would be 
certainly if we only desired to have one member of a family in 
the Grange. But the Grange being a school for valuable in- 
struction for both sexes, and all ages, it is desirable that every 
member of the farmer's family eligible should enjoy its educa- 
tional advantages as well as its business benefits. In many' 
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instances the aggregate fees for membership to the family 
would be burdensome. In my extended acquaintance with 
Granges in several states, and the families connected with 
them, during the present year, an urgent desire has been ex- 
pressed that the fees of all members might be reduced to the 
amount required of the charter members, that whole families 
might come in without inconvenience. Each member of this 
body will know how the change suggested would operate in his 
own state. My only purpose is to call your attention to the 
objectionable form of the proposed amendment which failed, 
and to commend the subject to your consideration. The 
reports of the Executive Committee, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and the changes they suggest in our organic and statute law 
will doubtless receive your careful consideration. I am not 
insensible to the obligations of Patrons to exert their influence 
to relieve the agricultural interest of the country from unjust 
impositions by the national and state governments, and for 
the reform of the purchased legislation of twenty years and 
more, which is destroying the prosperity of the producing 
classes, and is sapping the very foundations of our ^Republic. 
But I submit that the influence of our Order for the purposes 
indicated can generally be best exerted by each State Grange 
directly than by this body. Such was the sense of the Na- 
tional Grange at its last session, expressed in adopting a report 
of the Committee on Good of the Order. The course of action 
recommended to secure practical results in this direction, 
though in-the main proper, gives unlimited discretion to the 
Master of the National Grange as to subjects and the matter of 
petitions to congress, to be drawn up by him and sent to the 
Masters, as to which, in my judgment, the Master ought be 
directed by this body. 

"Fresh from the various fields of our work, you have 
brought together an amount of experience and valuable thought 
to which our Granges looks for guidance. May your delibera- 
tions and our fraternal intercourse and interchange of thought 
at this session more firmly cement our brotherhood, our great 
nation, and advance the fortunes of its toiling millions. 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, of the Executive Committee presented 
the following report : 

" Worthy Master and Patron* : 

"Art. 8, sec. 1, of the by-laws of the National Grange re- 
quires the Executive Committee to report their acts in detail 
to the National Grange on the first day of its annual meeting. 
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In compliance therewith your Committee beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

"meetings. 

"At the solicitation of Patrons from all parts of the Union 
the Executive Committee held the first meeting of the last 
fiscal year at the Grange encampment near Philadelphia. At 
this meeting, which lasted seven days, in addition to the usual 
routine of fraternal correspondence, examination of Secretary's 
and Treasurer's quarterly accounts, and the publication of the 
quarterly reports, the compilation of the Digest was continued 
and completed, and the question of Grange international co- 
operation discussed, and disposed of by referring the subject 
to the National Grange for final disposition. 

" On the 14th of November the Executive Committee held 
a meeting at the Palmer House, Chicago, and also at intervals 
during the session of the National Grange, when matters of a 
varied nature were submitted for their consideration. 

" On the 4th of January the Committee met again in Louis- 
ville, and again in April at the same place. At this last meet- 
ing, in addition to the regular routine of business, the first 
issue of The Orange Record was compiled and published. In 
July the second issue of The Orange Eecord and the Secretary's 
and Treasurer's quarterly reports were examined and published 
by the Chairman, the Executive Committee not meeting again 
until the 4th of October. It can not be contemplated that the 
Executive Committee should enumerate in detail the almost 
innumerable subjects submitted for their consideration during 
their sessions, suffice it to say, their daily sessions consume 
about eight hours conjoint labors, whilst individual labor is 
imposed upon each member for almost every night during the 
entire session. 

" DIGEST. 

"As soon as it was possible after the National Grange meet- 
ing at Chicago, the Digest was printed, and only delayed in its 
circulation until the anticipated changes- in the Constitution 
wpto ratified by the requisite number of State Granges. One 
thousand copies were then issued and sold at cost from the Sec- 
retary's office of the National Grange. In three months' time 
an additional thousand copies had to be printed, and are being 
sold. Each additional thousand copies will cost less for publi- 
cation, because the plates upon which they are printed are the 
property of the National Grange, and could every Subordinate 
Grange in the Union be induced to buy a copy, as they should 
by all means do, the sale would amount ultimately to a revenue 
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to our National Treasury at the small cost of original publica- 
tion — twenty-five cents per copy. 

" The work should be critically examined by every member 
of the National Grange, and if errors are detected, the Execu- 
tive Committee should at once be advised, that they may make 
it a completely reliable guide to the inquiring Patron. 

" THE GRANGE RECORD. 

"At the last session of the National Grange the Executive 
Committee were authorized to issue a quarterly bulletin, con- 
taining information of any kind that might be thought promo- 
tive of more firmly establishing the Order throughout the 
Union. In April the first copy of this bulletin was issued under 
the "title of "The Grange Record f 10,000 copies were issued 
and distributed among the Granges. The Masters of State 
Granges were then appealed to for reports of the condition of 
the Order in their respective states for the second issue. Five 
State Masters reportea, and their communications were printed 
in the Julv Record; 15,000 copies of which were printed and 
distributed as before. In the meantime over four hundred 
individual Patrons had become subscribers to the Record. 

" Your Committee are impressed with the conviction that 
The Grange Record, if properly supported by the members 
of the National Grange, can be utilized as an educator of our 
membership, and as a means of economizing the time and labor 
of the officials of the National Grange by using it as a channel 
of communication with the subordinate Granges, and thus 
reduce the expense of our Order upon our national treasury. 
They would, therefore, solicit your most favorable considera- 
tion of this subject. 

"GERMAN BITTJAL& 

■ 

" Repeated and urgent appeals have frequently been made to 
the Executive Committee to publish our rituals in the German 
language. Six months ago an edition of 3,000 copies were 
ordered printed and deposited with the Secretary of the National 
GrangeVf or sale. Since that time only a few copies have been 
sold. Your committee respectfully suggest that future editions 
of the ritual be published only in the English language. 

INVENTORY. 

" The Committee have taken a complete inventory of the 
furniture and other stock owned by the National Grange. They 
recommend that this should be a specific duty imposed upon 
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the Executive Committee, to be performed annually at their 
October meeting. Satisfied that the Secretary's office was lum- 
bered up with a useless amount of material, portions of which 
would probably never be* used by the National Grange, they 
selected such as was not needed and ordered it to be disposed of 
by the Secretary. 

AGENCIES AND CO-OPERATION. / 

" During the past fiscal year vour Committee have had an 
opportunity of examining, and have made much inquiry and 
investigation into the system of agencies adopted by the several 
states, and are warranted in their judgment in advising the dis- 
continuance of any one now in existence. Honest competition 
is what we want, but not as commission-houses. There have been 
more failures than successes' with our Grange agencies, and how 
long the successful few are able to maintain themselves is 
unknown to those who patronize them. Were they established 
upon the principles embodied in the rules promulgated two 
years ago by the National Grange, every customer would pos- 
sess some tangible evidence of their efficiency, and to that 
extent would their permanency and solvency be beyond ques- 
tion. Your Committee would recommend to the National 
Grange that they use every effort to encourage among Patrons 
the establishment of retail and wholesale stores upon the strict- 
est principles of co-operation, and discourage the building up 
of commissioned or salaried agencies. 

"THE LECTURER. 

"Frequent applications have -been made during the past 
year by the Masters of the State Granges for the services of 
the Worthy Lecturer. But your Committee, influenced by 
the action of the National Grange, (see page 136, printed 
proceedings of the Tenth Session) declined to answer 
these applications favorably, further than to comply with the 
promises made anterior to the meeting at Chicago. It was 
not the purpose of the Executive Committee to place a value 
upon or underrate the service's of the Worthy Lecturer while 
in the field, but seeing that the National Grange were jealous 
of the expenditure of money made in this direction, your Com- 
mittee withdrew the Lecturer, and determined to submit the 
question of his constant employment to the Eleventh Session. 
Without doubting the ability or acceptability of our Worthy 
Lecturer, the Executive Committee, after consultation witn 
the Worthy Master, are unanimously of the opinion, that the 
National Treasury will never be reimbursed »by the efforts of 

2 
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an individual Lecturer the amount necessary to keep such an 
officer constantly employed. It was their conviction at the 
April meeting, that the finances of the National Grange would 
not warrant a continuance of the Lecturer's labors, and after a 
mutual understanding between the Worthy Master and the 
Executive Committee, that a certain amount should be appro- 
priated for the publication of a series of tracts upon the subject 
of co-operation, which the Worthy Master was anxious to have 
disseminated, and believing that The Orange Record would 
be instrumental in supplying the place of. public lectures, 
your Committee determined to withdraw the Lecturer from 
the field. 
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OUR FINANCIAL CONDITION. 



"An examination of the quarterly reports issued by the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, as ordered by the 
National Grange, shows that our receipts have materially 
decreased during the fiscal year ending 30th September last. 
Our annual expenditures must be curtailed and the most 
rigid economy must be practiced. With this view your com- 
mittee respectfully suggests : 

" First. Hie sessions of the National Grange should be con- 
fined to ten working days, or less if practicable. 

" Second. That the gratuity styled ' constructive mileage ' be 
in future disallowed. 

"Third. Our organic law allows representation in the 
National Grange to every state where there are fifteen Sub- 
ordinate Granges. Under this system there is no equity in 
the representation of the National Grange. We suggest that 
this feature of our organization should be changed. 

" Fourth. We suggest further, that the per diem of members 
be reduced, and be estimated by the number of days neces- 
sarily consumed in travel and in actual attendance upon the 
National Grange. 

"Fifth. That the Executive Committee meet but twice a 
year, in October and in January, and that the Chairman be 
authorized to call a special meeting should the necessity arise. 

" Sixth. That so much of the official correspondence of the 
of the Executive Committee as may be given to the public, be 
printed in the Record, as the present method of replying by 
fetter to the innumerable inquiries submitted to them is an 
unnecessary expense, and amounts to little else than a con- 
sumption of time and labor. 

" Seventh. That the Secretary be allowed an annual salary, 
payable monthly, and that no other appropriation be made for 
clerical or other help in his oflfce. 
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Eighth. That the Secretary be made responsible for the 
archives of the National Grange, and that he locate his office 
at such place as will be most convenient for him. 

" Ninth. That the number of printed copies of the proceed- 
ings of the eleventh session of the National Grange be limited 
to one thousand copies in excess of the number of paying 
Granges at the date of publication. 

"Tenth. That no disbursements, not excepting salaries, be 
made except by order of the Executive Committee. 

D. Wyatt Aiken, Chairman. 

The Executive Committee, through Bro. Aiken, presented a 
report as follows : 

" At the seventh session of the National Grange, ' the Exec- 
utive Committee were instructed to give especial attention to 
furnishing Patrons with tools and implements for the cultiva- 
tion of our farms.' See proceedings, page 80. 

"In the fall of 1874, December, perhaps, or in January, 
1875, Bro. E. R. Shankland, then a member of the Executive 
Committee of the National Grange, was called upon by the 
Chairman of the Committee, Bro. wm. Saunders, for any data 
that he might have that should be incorporated into the Exec- 
utive Committee's report. Bro. Shankland reported that he 
had purchased the right to manufacture the Challenge Biding 
or Walking Cultivator, and this statement was incorporated in 
the Executive Committee's report, exactly as it was given, and 
no conditions expressed, or obligations made known, and the 
report was printed and laid upon the tables of the members of 
the National Grange at the eighth or Charleston session. The 
National Grange did not question the report, but accepted it, 
and approved it by formal vote. Bro. Shankland, it seems, 
attended the meeting of the Kentucky State Grange, at which 
time and place negotiations for the purchase of this cultivator 
were begun and completed. The expenses of that trip to Ken- 
tucky were presented in Bro. Shankland's quarterly account 
and audited and approved by the National Grange. 

" The further facts in the case seem to be these : The lawful 
and accredited agents, L. D. Stewart and S. A. Miller, of the 
patentee, Ira Barber, did attend the 1874 meeting of the State 
Grange of Kentucky, and then placed the Challenge Cultivator 
on exhibition. Certain members of the Executive Committee 
of the State Grange of Kentucky in company with Bro. E. R. 
Shankland, recognized as the accredited representative of the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange, and of the 
National Grange itself, visited the exhibitors of the culti- 
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vator, and tested its value, and were favorably impressed. 
Indeed, so much were they impressed, that one of the 
Executive Committee of the State Grange of Kentucky said, 
'if the State Grange had the money he would recommend 
that they buy the patent;' whereupon Bro. Shankland re- 
marked, * if you can borrow the money to secure the pur- 
chase the National Grange will lend you the amount to 
return the loan.' With this encouragement a contract was at 
once entered into, and the agents, Messrs. Stewart & Miller, for 
and in consideration of the sum of two thousand dollars, paid 
them by the Master of the State Grange of Kentucky, Bro. 
M. D. Davie, and by the Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the. Stare Grange of Kentucky, Dr. S. F. Gano, did 
effect a lease of all their interest in the said Challenge Culti- 
tor for the unexpired term of said patent. 

"The conditions of the lease were, that the State Grange of 
Kentucky should have the exclusive right to manufacture said 
cultivator, the two thousand dollars paid in being considered as 
an advanced royalty for such privilege at the rate of one dollar 
and a half for every cultivator manufactured ; and, after the 
consumption of the amount advanced, the same royalty of one 
dollar and fifty cents was to be paid upon each cultivator man- 
ufactured. 

" The titles were made to the officers of the State Grange of 
Kentucky and their successors. The money was paid by the 
same officers. But, during the session of the State Grange of 
Kentucky, Bro. Shankland stated to the Grange that 'the 
National Grange owned and controlled the Challenge Cultiva- 
tor.' It was subsequent to this time that the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange compiled his 
annual report, and inserted * similar language as suggested by 
Bro. Shankland. 

" In January, 1875, or about that time, the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the State Grange of Kentucky (Dr. 
S. F. Gano) wrote Bro. Shankland, inquiring if he had received 
the money from the treasury of the National Grange to re- 
imburse him and others the amount advanced to pay for the 
Challenge Cultivator? Bro. Shankland replied, and a corres- 
pondence ensued, continuing until three letters had passed from 
each to the other. The letters received from Bro. Shankland 
have been lost, mislaid, or destroyed ; but the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the State Grange of Kentucky (Dr. 
S. F. Gano), Worthy Master M. D. Davie, and his State Secre- 
tary, J. E. Barnes, all made affidavit that one or all of those 
letters contained this remark in substance, if not in exact 
words, to-wit, ' Meet me in Charleston, and you shall be paid 
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the money for the Challenge Cultivator.' Upon this assurance 
the Chairman, S. F. Gano, did go to Charleston, and at his own 
expense remained there several days, during which time many 
promises were made, but no money was paid to him by Bro. 
Shankland. 

" Up to that time the remaining members of the Executive 
Committee of the National Grange were ignorant of the 
details of that purchase ; and it was never until the Executive 
Committee of the State Grange of Kentucky presented to the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange a claim of two 
thousand dollars for money advanced by them for the benefit 
of the National .Grange, were they aware that any such claim 
existed. When the claim was first presented Bro. Shankland 
denied that it was valid, averring that be had promised to loan 
them the money if it could be procured from the National 
Grange. But when he applied to the Executive Committee to 
secure their approval of the loan he found them so opposed to 
the purchase that he declined asking the National Grange for 
the amount needed. Upon this statement of Bro. Shankland 
the Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Kentucky 
State Grange, S. F. Gano, makes affidavit that Bro. Shankland 
said it was a purchase on the part of the National Grange, and 
that the money would be refunded. 

" Bro. J. D. Guthrie, State Agent of Kentucky, testifies that 
Bro. Shankland first said he would secure the loan, but subse- 
quently said, if the Kentucky State Grange was unable to 
pay the money the National Grange would take the cultivator 
off their hands. 

" Bro. T. J. Key, a member of the Executive Committee of 
the State Grange of Kentucky, testified that Bro. Shankland 
assured their Executive Committee that there was no lisk on 
their part in making the purchase, as he was authorized by the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange to make such 
business arrangements for said Committee as he deemed wise 
and for the good of the Order. 

".Other members of the Executive Committee of the State 
Grange of Kentucky testified that the purchase was made 
solely because they felt assured from the promises of Bro. 
Shankland that the National Grange would assume the debt, 
and the money would be refunded to them whenever properly 
applied for. 

"The Executive Committee of the State Grange «f Ken- 
tucky have frequently presented this claim, and your Com- 
mittee are unable and unwilling to attempt any adjustment of 
it, further than to lay the facts of the case before the National 
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Grange, as they have done, and announce the following as their 
opinion of the case : 

"They are convinced that the State Grange of Kentucky 
has the sole right to manufacture the Challenge Cultivator, 
and that there are no legal grounds upon which the National 
Grange can he called on to refund the money paid for the 
purchase of this right. 

" They feel assured, too, that the Executive Committee of 
the State Grange of Kentucky have acted in good faith in this 
purchase, and that they have oeen deceived by Bro. Shankland, 
whom we do not charge with acting fraudulently, but who was 
doubtless buoyed by the hope that the manufacturing of agri- 
cultural implements would soon be a successful and mammoth 
enterprise entered into and controlled by the National Grange. 

"And your Committee would further suggest that the moral 
obligation placed upon the National Grange by this transaction 
is of such a nature that they recommend that the claim be paid.

On motion of Bro. Graves, Mass., the report was received 
and its consideration made the special order for to-morrow, 
Thursday, at 11:00 o'clock, A. M. . 

The Worthy Lecturer then presented the following report: 

" Worthy Master and Brothers and Sisters of the National Orange: 

" I have the honor to report that only about four months of 
the current year has been occupied in traveling and lecturing 
as an officer of your body. 

" The time devoted to this work was spent mainly in Penn- 
sylvania, New York, and Indiana. The weather during some 
portions of the winter was very inclement ; yet in only two or 
three instances was there a failure to have a meeting accoding 
to appointments, and these appointments were subsequently 
filled. With very rare exceptions the meetings were well at- 
tended, and a warm and deep interest manifested. 

" Our members are always gratified, even grateful for a visit 
from an officer of the National or State Grange ; and while the 
labor of constant- travel compelled to meet appointments made 
weeks in advance is sometimes wearisome, yet the cordial 
greeting, the fraternal sympathy, the awakened interest, the 
desire, and even anxiety to receive information and instruction 
always compensates for the excessive labor. 

" In the month of March, while on my way to Mississippi 
under instructions from the Worthy Master, I found myself 
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too ill to proceed and, telegraphing the fact to the officers of 
the State Grange, returned home. 

" Before I was again able to travel I received notice from 
the Executive Committee that they had decided it would be 
best in the future for the Grange Record to take the place of 
the Lecturer. Since that time I have not labored in the field 
at the expense of the National Grange. Calls for my services 
have been frequent and often pressing; but recognizing that 
obedience to constituted authority is among the obligations 
we have assumed, I have simply in reply answered stating the 
facts in the case. 

" There has been much disappointment, and no doubt" some 
bitterness, as the result of the change in our practice and usual 
custom, more especially in those localities which have never 
had the services of the Lecturer, or not for a long period. While 
there may be an honest difference of opinion as to the wisdom 
of this measure, I have no doubt the Executive Committee 
acted conscientiously, and only aimed to do what they deemed 
for the best. 

" During the past two years, in which I have traveled in a 
majority of the states of this Union, have meet and exchanged 
thoughts with our membership in almost every locality. 
• " Of necessity some convictions and conclusions have been 
arrived at touching the needs and necessities of our Order. 
Without wishing to infringe upon the prerogative of any other 
officer of our body, I desire to present one or two thoughts for 
your consideration. Whatever errors or mistakes we have made 
in the past need only be remembered as warnings for the future. 

" The National Grange we ail recognized is out the creature 
of the Subordinate Granges. It should labor zealously and 
earnestly to guard, strengthen, and encourage them. This is its 
mission. If it has erred in its past action, one of the greatest 
errors has been in not in every way possible coming into 
more near and intimate relation to the Subordinate organiza- 
tions. When I have seen with what avidity the members every 
where sought after knowledge as to the National Grange, the 
characteristics of its members, what they were doing and what 
they proposed to do ; and the gratification manifested at the 
assurance that both officers and members of State and National 
Granges were working zealouslv and earnestly to promote the 
highest good of the Order ana industrial classes, I can only 
wish some plan might be devised by which the seeming (and it 
is only seeming) long distance oetween the National and 
Subordinate Granges might be done away with, and all might 
feel imbued with that spirit of harmony and fraternity so 
essential to our prosperity. 
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' One other conclusion which I have reached is, that we, 
perhaps all of us, underestimate the good already done. Were 
this body never to meet again, and were there never to be a 
State or Subordinate Grange meeting again held, this order 
has already done a work for good which can not be undone. 

" Intelligence has been awakened to an astonishing degree ; 
thought has been auickened; men who have all their lives 
lived isolated, have learned to make their influence felt, and it 
has been every where. 

" The legislation of our country — its judiciary — all the vast 
aggregations of capital which have come to control the productive 
interests, of the nation, all have felt the permeating influence 
of its power. 

"It is a proud thought that whatever has been done has 
been done in a legitimate way— done by means lawful and 
praiseworthy. There has been no taint of agrarianism, no 
wild outbreaks of an indignant people hastening to reform 
abuses through revolutionary means ; out rather the legitimate 
action of an awakened perception of the needs of the hour. 

" Our operative business enterprise have also been produc- 
tive of a vast amount of good, if not an unmixed good. Ail, 
however, must concede that they have, in the language of our 
declaration, brought producer and consumer into more economi- 
cal contact. It is true there have been grave mistakes growing 
out of our ignorance of business laws. Some State Granges in 
their anxiety to benefit their members, and to bring the busi- 
ness benefits of the Order more nearly to their people, have 
impoverished their treasuries so that it will take years to 
recover. Some have been too fast and others too slow, but the 
golden mean will finally be reached, and that wise and conserv- 
ative line of action adopted which will bring the unmixed 
good so much desired and needed. 

" It would be unreasonable to expect that every measure 
must of necessity be a success at this early day. An organiza- 
tion of such rapid growth, reaching over a continent, and with 
many of its measures untried, could but in some instances 
expect failures. One mistake has been, too many have supposed 
(or acted as though they supposed) that the material or business 
plan of the work was the end and aim of tne Order. The 
Grange is not in itself a business organization in the general 
acceptation of the term, but rather a school of instruction, hav- 
ing for its object the bringing together in one grand fraternity 
the men and women engaged in husbandry, it aims to awaken 
and quicken their intelligence, add to social happiness, improve 
our methods of agriculture, and to honor and dignify labor. 

" At the same time in doing this it brings us together, and 
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gives us opportunities to co-operate in making purchases and 
sales. It opens to us mediums through which material benefits 
may be realized. But such advantages and benefits are the 
incidents resulting from our organization. 

" The business arm is an important part of the "work before 
us, but only part. Let us guard well, then, that this material 
phase does not overshadow that more important and vital prin- 
ciple which must find expression through awakened intelli- 
gence, and which must precede successful associative co-opera- 
tion. 

"But I have found every where such an earnest inauiry 
after the right way, such a comprehensive appreciation or the 
imperative need of organization among farmers, such a deep 
conviction, not only among farmers, but among other callings, 
that the weal or woe of this nation, the prosperity and happi- 
ness of its people, depends on the men who own and till its soil, 
that I can but feel that out of this conviction will come the 
good to this organization that we so much desire. 

" The founders of this Order, aided as I truly believe by a 
power higher than human wisdom, studied to organize and per- 
fect an organization which should aid in educating and eleva- 
ting a class sadly needing such aid. They saw that every other 
vocation had its grange, association, or guild which united its 
members for mutual protection and instruction. They saw that 
the class representing the foundation of our whole national 
superstructure alone were without this needed protection. 
When they had given it their best thought and best wisdom 
they unselfishly, without reservation, gave to us, the representa- 
tives of the people, this work, only asking that we be faithful 
to the cause, ana use it for the elevation of humanity. 

"It was accepted in good faith, and only needs to be used 
with that wisdom which the importance of the subject demands 
to make it a blessing, not only to the husbandmen of this 
nation; but all other classes as well. 

"I am fully of the opinion that more depends upon the 
work of this session than any preceding one. The question 
which presents itself standing out in bold relief is this: Are 
the farmers of this nation capable of self-government and self- 
protection? Do they possess the requisite wisdom to enable 
them to carry forward an organization whose only aim and pur- 
pose is to unite together the men and women of like calling, of 
like interests, of like sympathies, in one great fraternity labor- 
ing together for the common good ? 

" Worthy Master, shall we not then covenant together at this 
eleventh session of the National Grange to pass by with but 
slight time and notice all secondarv considerations, and devote 
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ourselves to these practical needs so apparent? Questions 
like points of order in debate, discussions as to constitutional 
law, all have their place and use ; but we have at this time 
questions of infinitely greater importance than these. But 
whatever else we may do let us if possible so act that the 
humblest member at his Grange, in a School-house it may be, 
or on his hillside from where he has gathered about him all 
he holds dear, his family and his worldly possessions, let us 
try what else we do to make him feel that every officer of 
this National Grange, every brother and sister of this body, 
every officer of his State Grange, is his friend, brother, or 
sister, working together with htm for his good as well as for 
he common good. If we can solve this problem, if we can 
accomplish this result, all the good already done, all the 
blessings which have come to the men engaged in agriculture 
through our Order in the past will be but the harbinger of the 
greater good which will come to us in the future." 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, the Worthy Lecturer's 
report and the Worthy Master's address were referred to 
appropriate committees to be appointed. 

Bro. Vaughn, Miss., presented the following, which was 
received and ordered to be spread upon the minutes : 

" Worthy Master, Brethren, and Sisters : 

"May I ask you to forget for awhile the engagements of 
the hour and devote with me a few moments to the memory 
of our beloved Brother Amos Bell Haynes, late Master of the 
State Grange of Tennessee, who in the inscrutable provi- 
dence of God has been called since our last meeting from the 
field of earthly labor to a higher employment in fairer fields 
beyond the Jordan of death. He died on the 30th of August, 
1877, at his home in Shelby County, Tenn., after a short illness 
of not more than ten days' duration. He had but lately been 
in robust health, and with characteristic energy, zeal, and 
effect completed a round of visitations to Subordinate Granges. 
Called away in the midst of usefulness, at the very meridian 
of his life career when all seemed fair and bright and hopeful 
around and before him, we can not contemplate his death as 
less than a calamity to hopes of his own that promised great 
personal triumphs and enterprises of his friends, brethren of 
our Order, and fellow-citizens that looked confidently to him as 
their representative and advocate. 

" As a fraternity we are united by many strong yet tender 
ties — ties of unity of purpose, interest and profession; and these 
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ties woven into our minds and hearts by social re-unions, 
friendly sympathy in mutual joys, and sorrows, and general 
good-will and fraternity, and strengthened by many endearing 
circumstances that make pleasant and memorable our annual 
assemblies as a National Grange. 

" Here we learn that no geographical lines, no physical lati- 
tudes or longitudes bound the now of that pure, warm current 
that throbs the great heart of humanity wherever man lives on 
the earth ; here we open our swelling hearts and souls to a 
sublime recognition of a vast brotherhood in life that expands 
its arms to embrace the whole race of Adam ; and here we 
to-day in the death of our lamented brother, recognize another 
bond of sympathy — the bond of a common mortality. Here 
we sadly contemplate a new and mournful unity of dealing 
that unites all the sons of men. Wherever we may wander ; 
wherever we may fix our earthly homes; however widely we 
may be separated by mountains, rivers, plains; however divided 
by diverse interests, opinions, or employments ; however differ- 
ing in age, sex, or condition, that unity of destiny points for us 
all its cold, pale finger to the grave, which to-day covers from 
our sight the dead body of our beloved Brother Haynes. 

" In the midst of life's active scenes at home in the light of 
domestic glow and gladness, in the field mid waving grain and 
fruits and flowers, or here in the council assembled to advance 
the weal of our beloved Order ; here, there, and every where 
we are all journeying on with measured tread down the same 
dim way that leads to the grave. We are all pressing on, 
following the footsteps of our beloved and lamented brother. 
The strength and hope and glory of our Order lie chiefly in our 
practical recognition of our homogeneity of interest, oneness of 
purpose, and unity of destiny. 

" To-day in contemplating the sad departure of our beloved 
brother, while we thinx of him as our brother in our Order, we 
learn anew the sad lesson of our brotherhood in mortality also. 

" Reverting to his life, our fraternal feelings are awakened, 
warmly yet mournfully, as we contemplate his earthly career, 
leading as it did in paths of duty well performed to an exalted 
place in society, in his native state, and in our Order. 

" It was my happy fortune to have met with^firother Haynes 
very often socially and officially, and to have known him well ; 
and I deem it but a duty to his memory, and a melancholy 
pleasure to testify to his many virtues and excellencies of 
character. In his youth he was blessed with every facility for 
mental improvement. He obtained a fine collegiate education, 
which in after life gave force and finish to his style as a writer 
and speaker. Soon after reaching manhood he settled down to 
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his life-work as a farmer; and as such, being industrious, 
wisely economical, and progressive, ke was eminently successful. 

"At homey surrounded witli every appliance of comfort, 
taste, and abundance, he dispensed generous and refined hospi- 
tality to all who came beneath his roof. In his domestic relations 
he was kind, affectionate, considerate, liberal, and true; in 
business life he was exact, systematic, and reliable. In society, 
he was courteous, refined, and manly, and by all who knew 
him highly esteemed. As a citizen he was moderate and con- 
servative in politics, a patriot and statesman, and as a citizen 
represented nis county in the senate twice, besides holding- the 
position as president of the Shelbv County Agricultural Pair, 
together with other and sundry offices of trust and honor. 

"Asa Christian he was devoted to his church, an active 
officer therein, and a shining light in the midst of his people. 

"As a Patron of Husbandry, he was the first to be elected 
Master of a Subordinate Grange in his county, having been 
elected Master of Cloverland Grange as early as 1872; the first 
Master of Shelby County Grange, and at his death Master of 
the Tennessee State Grange. 

" It is noj fulsome eulogy that enters the name of Amos 
Bell Haynes high up in the roll of honor in our Order. It is 
but the pen of simple truth that writes down our departed 
brother a scholar, a gentleman, a Christian, and representative 
farmer ; a patriot, a model Patron of Husbandry, loved, hon- 
hored, and lamented by all who knew him. We cherish his 
memory with many sad yet pleasing recollections. We lament 
his death with profound sorrow ; we commend his pure, high 
life, his bright and peerless example to recognition and imita- 
tion to surviving members of our Order. 

On motion of Bro. Moore., Md., the Grange, as a further 
token of respect to the memory of Bro. Haynes, adjourned 
until to-morrow, Thursday morning, at nine o'clock. 
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SECOND DAY. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Thuksday, Nov. 22, 1877. 

The Grange assembled, pursuant to adjournment, at nine 
o'clock A. M., and was opened in the Fourth Degree by Worthy 
Master Jones.

Ordered, That the order of business, rules and regulations 
used at our last session be adopted for the government of this 
session, until the Committee on Order of Business make their 
report. 

Ordered, That the Standing Committees be increased by the 
addition of a Committee on Education. 

The journal of Wednesday's proceedings was read, correct- 
ed, and approved. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., presented the following: 

" To the Worthy Master and Members of the National Orange : 

" Your Special Committee, to whom was referred the present 
condition of the State Grange of Kansas, has attended to the 
duty assigned them, and respectfully present the following re- 
port: 

" That the State Grange of Kansas was organized December 
5, 1872, and that many Subordinate Granges were organized 
within the jurisdiction of that State Grange prior to January 
1, 1875, that were then delinquent in the payment of dues to 
the State Grange. That, in accordance with a decision made 
by the Executive Committee of the National Grange, and 
which was afterwards sustained, on appeal, by the Court of 
Appeals, the State Grange was chargeable with dues upon all 
such delinquent Granges. 

" That afterwards in accordance with a general rule estab- 
lished by the National Grange, all State Granges that had paid 
dues to the National Grange or such delinquent Granges were

The Worthy Secretary then presented the following report: 

" Worthy Muter and Patrons: 

"In making this, my Eleventh Annual Report, there is no 
small degree of satisfaction in considering the strength of our 
association, as viewed from my stand-point. During the first 
year of our existence it was predicted the Order could not be 
introduced. A year or two later it was marked for an early 
death. In 1873 we began to attract much prophetic attention, 
and even to-day some of our newspaper frienas assure us that 
unless we adopt their views this will be the last session of the 
National Grange. Let me say to you, " Be not afraid." The 
Order is not built upon whims and fancies. 

Although we have made many laws and adopted many plans, 
showing a desire on our part to conform to the views of many 
advisers, still there is ample stability left among the true 
friends of the Order to make it permanent. I have faith to 
believe it is already a fixed institution, bound to exert a strong 
and lasting influence. 

" It is a satisfaction to know, with all the laws and amend- 
ments that have been passed, we are gradually returing to the 
constitution as it was before the Georgetown session. The Order 
was built upon the constitution of 1 872, and it can not prosper 
under any other. Our members generally are being convinced 
that a successful secret association can not be run upon the 
great American convention plan. We have other successful 
secret societies, such as the Masonic and Odd Fellows, and it is 
very doubtful if we can make our institution a success by run- 
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ning in a directly opposite course. We can profit by their 
years of experience, and thereby add great strength to our 
Order. 

" While it was very agreeable to see our Order spread rapidly, 
and every effort was encouraged to made it the largest society 
that ever existed on this continent, and it still holds that rank, 
yet we must acknowledge there was a premature growth. 

"Deputies had not been properly schooled, and their work 
was hastily performed. A ready speaker had but to deliver 
one address, and he immediately at the same meeting organized 
a Grange. The next evening he instituted another in an adjoin- 
ing town, and so on. Sometimes two to four applications 
received at my office have borne the same date. We all know 
that such work must be imperfect. A Grange can not be prop- 
erly organized and instructed in less than six consecutive meet- 
ings, and the more experience under the best of officers the 
more perfect the Grange. 

" Deputies were allowed full liberty, and in their speeches 
made promises as to what the Order would do, totally unwar- 
ranted. Now it becomes our duty to do all we can legitimately 
to reduce our numbers, by consolidation, revoking of charters, 
and soliciting the surrender of the feeble ones, until we can 
get in each state a suitable number of good, solid Granges, and 
commence work fresh on a solid and permanent foundation. 

" Propose and advocate whatever plans you please in the sev- 
eral states to advance the interest of the Order, and let the Na- 
tional Grange cull out and adopt the best, for the Order at 
large ; but whatever you do, first reduce the number of Granges, 
until none but strong ones are left, and by this I mean Granges 
with halls, libraries, museums, and money in their treasuries; 
such will be permanent. With five thousand such Granges 
scattered over the United States we will have a foundation on 
which to build a magnificent structure. 

The American farmer is a peculiar individual. To say he is 
the most independent of all laborers does not fill the bill. His 
ways are decidedly peculiar, and are most conspicuous after he 
becomes a member of the Grange ; and from this peculiarity 
on the part of Subordinate Granges it is impossible to give a 
correct statement relative to our membership. There is such 
irregularity in the payment of dues by members of Subordinate 
Granges, that secretaries can not report promptly to the state 
officers, and frequently three and four months pass before re- 
turns are made. 

" Where some have been reported to my office as " Dead " the 
following quarter they have paid up. In over two hundred 
cases, where charters have been revoked and so recorded on my 
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books, and the revocation sent to state secretaries, the next 
report shows the Grange in good working order. Ours is a 
peculiar association ; its membership knows no law, understands 
no law (possibly the laws are past comprehension), is flooded 
with law, and cares little about it. Those who are true Patrons 
at heart and belong to strong Subordinate Granges are governed 
more by the precepts in the ritual than by organic law ; they 
need but little, while those who need much law make but pass- 
ible Patrons. That you may have the views of some of the 
members of Subordinate Granges, I can not do better than quote 
from a few of the letters received. 

" THIS FROM GEORGIA *. 

" ' Please send us all the information you can ; if there are any 
documents relative to our Order we want them. We are really 
less informed now than three years ago. The constitution and 
by-laws of the National Grange Save so frequently been 
changed that many decisions have been made of which we are 
ignorant.' 

"from Maryland: 

" c Of all humbugs the one of equality and democracy in a 
secret society is the most transparent. Admission itself is 
thoroughly aristocratic, and will become more so as the Order 
is made more democratic. Stability is what we need. I doubt 
whether the essential constitutions of Masonry have been 
changed for one hundred years, and Odd-Fellowship is sub- 
stantially the same as when first introduced by Wildey ; and 1 
know of no two orders more firmly seated in the affections of 
their members. Too much and repeated change in our laws 
begets distrust.' 

"another correspondent asks: 

u ' Why are the proposed amendments always rushed through 
our State Granges without allowing them to be considered m 
our Subordinate Granges? The National Grange proposes 
amendments ; within a week after they are being acted upon 
in some of the State Granges, which, in their short and hurried 
sessions, have but little time to consider them. The amending 
and re-amending of the same constitutional provision three 
times within four years would seem to show a lack of judg- 
ment, and that it would be far better to allow the members of 
the State Granges to consider such matters with their Sub- 
ordinate Granges between the sessions, and then vote advisedly.' 
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FROM MICHIGAN: 



11 'The Grange, the people, the country, one and all, demand, 
seek, and beg for information relative to the best interests of 
the country. I fear we are forgetting or overlooking the 
weightier matters of the Grange movement, social improve- 
ment, intellectual development, and genuine Christian refine- 
ment. The business arm of the Order may be all well, but it 
is certainly at present the weakest limb of this gigantic tree. 
Prepare the people by instructing them by lectures, essays, 
discussions; Dy establishing libraries, reading-rooms, etc. 
Place literature in the hands of young men ana women that 
will refine, elevate, and educate them for the duties of life. 
Can a Grange die with such surroundings? The great princi- 
ples of the Grange are not understood as they should be, and I 
see only one successful way to bring them before the people. 
Missionary work is requisite. Let each State Grange select 
competent farmers, who know and realize the necessity of it, 
to canvass their states, stir up the lukewarm, raise and impart 
life to the dead Granges, and encourage the zealous ones. 
Many have failed for want of encouragement. Many don't 
know how to do or what to do when left to themselves. Good 
men and women, they believe in the Grange, but for want of a 
little training are now desponding and discouraged. ... I 
hope wise heaas will adopt wise measures, not be penny wise 
and pound foolish/ 

"FROM INDIANA: 

" ' I confidently believe the bottom has been touched in this 
state, and that we shall commence to advance again very soon, 
that is, if the proper efforts are made. We now have two lec- 
turers constantly employed, and it is not hard to perceive the 
effect. Had the organization of Granges in 1874 and 1875 been 
followed up with proper instruction we should now be 250,000 
strong in Indiana, with $100,000 in our treasury. Instead of 
that we organized Granges that never heard of the State 
Grange only as they paid dues, which many of them soon 
ceased to do, simply because they did not know, and no one 
came to tell them of the good that would finally result from 
their organization.' 

" Where one member will sit down and read a lecture in a 
newspaper fifty will travel five miles to hear a lecturer impart 
the same information, yet both are essentially necessary. 

" The State Secretary of Nebraska, under date of October 9, 
writes : ' The Order in Nebraska has been steadily gaining 
strength during the past year. The splendid crops have made 
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times easier and enabled the farmers to pay off old debts, and 
in many cases they have a surplus with which to do the pur- 
chasing for the winter. Another year we will be able to repay 
some of the many favors we have received.' 

" From a member of a osunty Grange in Minnesota I re- 
ceived the following. After regretting toe innovations upon 
our constitution to meet the views of dissatisfied and ambitious 
ones in the Order, he says: ' We are getting rid of this /roth 
which rose to the surface at the first boiling of the Grange 
cauldron, aa well as the mercenary portion, whose souls are too 
small to appreciate any .thing larger than a five-cent piece, and 
unless they can see pecuniary profit in every thing they lose 
their interest. But those who look for the elevation of their 
class intellectually, socially, and morally are hanging on to the 
Order, and hope to live to see the day when the great result 
flowing from the legitimate objects of the Order will place the 
farmers of our land upon the high platform they have a right 
to occupy, and from .which they have heretofore excluded 
themselves by stupidity, ignorance, and obstinacy/ " 
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AND FROM NEW HAMPSHIRE: 



"Don't tinker the National Grange Constitution .any 
more. It was a marvel of perfection, at first. "

" We have distributed gratuitously about 20,000 of the last 
tract published by the Executive Committee in Washington, 
also 120,000 of those upon Co-operation and Co-operative Stores, 
being a reprint of the twelve English tracts. ... 
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"We have had a large correspondence upon co-operative 
stores, and have issued about 9,000 of the Bufes recommended 
by the Executive Committee. 70,000 of the Orange Record 
have been distributed, and 20,000 copies of the Financial Re- 
port, besides other printed matter ordered at the last session. 

"The calls for Manuals for Granges organised prior to 1875 
continues, and now that it is becoming known we have the 
Ritual published in German it is being ordered, with regrets 
that it was not published two^years ago. 

"The statement of tine receipts and expenditures of my 
office, as audited and published quarterly by the Executive 
Committee, is herewith submitted. 

" It is a matter of regret that the intention of the National 
Grange at the Louisville session to establish a museum was not 
carried out. We have, however, the nucleus of a collection 
that can be increased at very small expense, provided a perma- 
nency for the National Office can be established. If, however, 
the views of tile Executive Committee prevail, that the Nation- 
al office be abolished, and center only in the Secretary's office, 
to be moved to suit the convenience of the incumbent, then 
we need give no further thought to any permanent location. 

" I have been instructed by the Executive Committee during 
the past four years as to the prices for books, etc., furnished by 
the National Grange office; in nearly every case these are sent 
out at a loss to the treasury. I believe it would be better and 
add something to our income if a reasonable profit was placed 
upon all such articles. 

"The Record \& issued in editions of 15,000 copies. About 
500 copies are sent to subscribers, the balance sent out gratuit- 
ously. Why not make this a gratuitous document, or furnish 
it only to. subscribers ? Why give to A and sell to B ? Other 
subjects demand attention, and to expedite business I will, 
with your permission, present them to the several <iommittees> 
at the proper time. 

" Claiming the privilege of my early connection with the 
Order, a few suggestions may be allowable. . 

" It is a subject of congratulation that the National Grange 
has not been. committed in any of the serious failures that have 
taken place N among Grange agents and Grange enterprises. 
Strong effort have been made repeatedly by individuals to 
secure the indorsement of the National Grange and Executive 
Committee, but fortunately We have been kept outside of all 
alliances, and as the Order is not and never can be a commercial 
organization, I sincerely hope you will keep aloof from all such 
entanglements. If you depart from such a course failures will 
continue to follow, and the very first will empty your treasury. 
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Keep the Older, and build it tip purely as an association of 
agriculturists, and never pledge a dollar in any commercial 
enterprise. 

" Let Hie education of the masses be the great object. An 
intelligent and active Subordinate Grange will exert a power- 
ful influence in the community where it is located. Our mem* 
berahip generally is composed of a class who never have been 
organized before ; it is rough material to work with, and it will 
require time before they learn the necessity and advantage of 
being prompt. Such a body has to be educated for years be- 
fore it will be ready to embark in any great enterprise, and the 
probability is that the rising generation now coming on the 
stage, the boys girls of our farms, will be the first to really 
appreciate and derive the real and permanent benefits of tfee 
Order. 

" I assure you when. I look back over ten years and see what 
we have attempted to accomplish, the errors we have made, the 
experiments that have been tried and failed, the various 
amendments to our constitution and laws, the chaos and confu- 
sion that has been seen, to say nothing of outside influences 
aimed to destroy the Order, it is a source of satisfaction to 
know we still have the largest secret organization in the United 
States. 

" Possibly mv views may appear chimerical, but I believe 
we may do much in otir Granges to relieve distress and avoid 
future labor troubles by encouraging the establishment of in- 
dustrial schools and making agriculture one of the principal 
studies. Some of the teachings in school should be, how the 
scholar may earn his own living, so that when he leaves school 
he may enter at once upon a practical existence. Instead of 
which the child, male or female, at sixteen leaves school with- 
out any fixed purpose, the mind crammed with the usual 
routine of studies, and soliciting employment of any kind that 
may be obtained. Then comes nve or ten years in getting that 
practical knowledge by which one tries to obtain a livelihood. 
Why, a first-class gardener with a potting-bench, propagating^ 
bed, and budding-knife could teach a class one hour a day for 
one month, and impart to them more that would be of real 
value to the children in after life than five years of the present 
studies. 

" Let these studies commence in the common schools, and 
not wait until the child is fifteen years of age, as is now 
required, to enter an agricultural college. Not one in one 
hundred has the means or time to secure a collegiate educa- 
tion, and but few of those who do return to the farm. 

"This is no theoretical notion. Food, clothing, and shelter 
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comprise the actual necessities of life, the quality varies with 
the circumstances of the individual. Teach every child how 
it may obtain these, and at fifteen years of age it can start out 
with some fixed object in life, and with principles of industry 
established. Then if an acre of ground is available, the child 
can support itself. Every square inch of productive soil can 
support, in its wild state, seven varieties of plants furnishing 
food for animals ; and when we can learn tp work our soil as 
economically as the Chinese, an acre will feed at least three 
persons. 

" By all means let the girls have the same opportunities as 
the boys. They will excel as florists and. horticulturists, and 
what is there more refining in occupation than the culture of 
fruits and flowers? How many there are that could be in easy 
circumstances, with happy homes, and others competent even 
to manage farms, had they the requisite knowledge. 

"Teach children to plant seeds and watch their growth. 
Flower-pots can be in every window where the sun shines, 
both in city and country. Many a simple lesson in nature is 
easily taught, and it is a singular fact that such lessons 
impressed upon the mind never can be erased. Establish 
Primary Granges for children. In these we can teach them 
by illustrated lessons, interspersed with music and singing, to 
love the farm. Give them amusement and recreation. Have 
in ea#h Grange a microscope and a copy of Webster's Una- 
bridged. 

" Thousands in cities out of employment might go into the 
country, and,, if they knew how to cultivate the ground, could 
easily feed themselves ; but without this knowledge they must 
be dependent upon others. In fact for want of^such informa- 
tion full half of those who take up farming after they reach 
the age of twenty-five years are unsuccessful. 

"Our County Granges might establish a course of dime 
lectures open to the public, and the State Granges could 
readily obtain for them the best lecturers, while the mod- 
erate price of admission would- make them available to all and 
secure popularity. 

"It has been most truthfully said: Let the education and 
social features of the Grange system be paramount to all othei 
considerations. Let the Patrons first convince the world that 
their precepts and methods conduce to the improvement oi 
rational farming, to increased crops at lessened cost, to the dif 
fusion of modern and progressive ideas concerning the culture 
of the soil, to the beautifying of homes and villages, to the 
encouragement of that neighborly sentiment which shall make 
men charitable and unselfish, which shall bring them togethei

m social intercourse, so that each may profit by the experience 
and thought oi his fellow members. Let it be the aim of every 
Grange to dignify the position of the farmer, to elevate his 
motives, to encourage his exertions, to enlarge his influence. A 
co-operation of thought, action, experiment, and experience, 
such as may and ought to - be had in the Grange, tends to 
broaden the nunds of the participants, to strengthen their pow- 
ers, to brighten their faculties, to relieve their burdens, to 
increase their comforts, and to insure their permanent success. 

"A high appreciation of agriculture was a fundamental idea 
among the early Romans. A tract of land was allotted every 
citizen by the state, and each one was carefully restricted to 
the quantity granted. It was said by the orator Curius that 
'he was not to be counted a good citizen, but rather a danger- 
ous man to the state, who could not content himself with seven 
acres of land.' The Roman acre being about one third less than 
ours, the law actually limited the possession to about five acres. 
No greater praise could be bestowed upon an ancient Roman 
than to give him the name of a good husbandman. 

"It is pleasant to notice, that successful business-men almost 
invariably secure themselves comfortable country residences, 
and our prominent politicians are noted for their periodical pas- 
sion for rural pursuits. Hie soil furnishes our food and raiment, 
and it is our final resting-place, unless cremation robs the grave 
of its terrors. 

" In conclusion, I desire to return thanks to the several State 
Secretaries for their promptness and courtesy in all the corre- 
spondence with this office. Though personally strangers with 
most of them, our intercourse by letter has been of the most 
cordial nature. To the members and officers of the National 
Grange I am under obligations for much, good counsel and 
advice since our last session, and sincerely hope that the har- 
mony now prevailing may continue for years to come, whether 
in office or out. The time for pergonal matters has passed, 
and the true principles of fraternity should govern us in every 
action. 

"In our Order we can truly say, 'the occupation of farming 
tends above all others to unite men and women where other 
callings sunder them, causing contentment instead of unrest, 
and generating a style of character in which all the elements 
are beast capable of being harmonized.' "

On motion of Bro. Moore., Md, the special order set for 11 
o'clock this day, viz. " The report of the Executive Committee 
on the Kentucky Claim," was taken up. 

The report of the committee was then read. 

Bro. Chase moved that the Grange concur in the recommen- 
dation of the committee, "that the claim be paid." 

Pending the consideration of which, Bro. Moore, Md., offer- 
ed the following as a substitute for the recommendation of 
the committee :

Moore, Md., rose to a point of order, and stated that 
the name of the brother from California had been omitted 
when the roll was called on the question of concurring in the 
recommendation of the Executive Committee in * the case of 
Kentucky, notwithstanding the fact that this National Grange 
had decided that California was entitled to representation in 
this body; and he asked that the names of the brother and 
sister from California be now called, that they may record their 
votes.

Aiken, S; C, presented the following preamble and 
resolution : 

" TV^ereas, The constitution of the Patrons of Husbandry 
has, from time to time, been so altered and amended as to 
destroy that analogy which was intended by Hie founders of 
an Order to exist between the organization of the National 
Grange and the Congress of the United States; and/ 

"Whereas, The existing law of representation in the Na- 
tional Grange is unrepublican, unequitable, and abitrary ; and, 

'< Whereas, The power of members should be recognized, 
and the voice of majorities should be heard as the surest 
method of securing equity in any and ail legislation ; therefore, 

" Besolved, That tne National Grange, as is their constitu- 
tional right, do adopt the following by-laws, to take effect im- 
mediately upon the expiration of the present annual session ; 
tchwit: ^ 

"First. Every state represented in the National Gnfhge 
shall be entitled to at least two votes. 

"Second. Every state having two hundred paying Subor 
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dinate Granges over and above the number necessary to secure 
representation in the National Grange shall be entitled to four 
votes. 

"Third. Every state having five hundred paying Subordi- 
nate Granges shall be entitled to six votes. 

"Fourth. Every state having one thousand paying Subor- 
dinate Granges shall be entitled to ten votes. 

" Fifth. Under no circumstances shall any state be entitled 
to more than ten votes. 

Bef erred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
On a call of the states for new business, the following was 
offered and referred : 

By Bro. Chambers, Ala. : 

"Reached, That the Committee on Constitution and By- 
laws be instructed to inquire into and report to this session 
upon the propriety of so amending the constitution as to. pro- 
vide, 

" First. That the National Grange shall meet biennially; 

"Second. That the National Grange shall be composed of 
one member from each State Grange. 

To the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Lang, Tex. : 

" Unsolved, That the constitution be so amended as to require 
annual reports of dues from State Granges, and semi-annual 
reports of dues from Subordinate Granges."

"Whereas, It is desirable, and eminently proper that not 
only heads or portions of families seek admission into our 
Order, but the entire household; and 

"Whereas, The present constitutional fees for admission 
are so high that it is virtually depriving many thousands from 
uniting with us that otherwise would become active and use- 
ful members of our fraternity ; therefore, 

" Resolved, That the National Grange annend its constitution, 
reducing the regular admission fee to three dollars for a man 
and one dollar for a woman."

By Bro. Rosa, Del. : 
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" A resolution of the State Grange of Delaware, asking an 
amendment to sec. 3, art. 8 of the constitution, to change the 
dispensation or charter fee." 

To the Committee on Constitution and By-laws.

" Resolution instructing the Committee on Constitution and 
By-laws to report an amendment providing that reports shall 
be made and dues, paid annually in place of quarterly by State 
and Subordinate Granges.

THIRD DAY. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Feiday, November 23, 1877. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment, and was 
opened at nine o'clock A- m. in the Fourth Degree by Worthy 
Master Jones. 

Present, the officers and members as on former days, and a 
number of visiting Patrons. 

The journal of Thursday's proceedings was read and 
approved. 

Bro. Chase presented the accounts of the Worthy Master and 
Executive Committee for the past fiscal year; also, the account 
of Bro.

§ive expression to the universal voice of its membership in con- 
emnation of all such legislation, either on the part of the gen- 
eral or state governments, as tends to the injury of the great 
productive industries of the country. In this spirit, and with 
no purpose to take part in the partizan politics of the country, 
we do hereby declare our disapprobation of the law demonetiz- 
ing silver, and committing the government arbitrarily to any 
fixed day in the future for resumption of specie payments; and 
do therefore hereby express our sympathy with the efforts 
now being made in the Congress of the United States for the 
repeal of these obnoxious measures." Eeferred to the Commit- 
tee on Besolutions. 

By Bro. Forsyth, 111. : 

"Besolved, That the constitution be so amended as to allow 
each State Grange one representative. State Granges having a 
paid-up membership of ten thousand shall be entitled to two 
representatives, and for each additional ten thousand members, 
or a fractional part of two thirds thereof, an additional vote." 
Eeferred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

" Also, an amendment to the by-laws, viz. strike out all of 
article 11, and insert in lieu thereof the following : 

" The compensation of members of the National Grange shall 
be three dollars per day for each and every day in actual 
attendance, and in going to and returning from, and five cents 
per mile each way, to be computed by the most direct route." 
Eeferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Davie, Ky. : 

"Whereas, It is a recognized political axiom that agriculture 
constitutes the basis of national wealth, and believing it* to be 
the highest wisdom on the part of the national government to 
encourage and support this greatest of national, industrial, and 
productive interests; therefore, 
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"Besolved, That the National Grange, representing more 
than a million agriculturists, distributed through every state 
and territory in the Union, represented by their duly elected 
representatives assembled in annual convention, expresses it as 
their deliberate opinion, and therefore respectfully ask that 
the Department of Agriculture be made a Cabinet position, and 
that the executive officer thereof shall be made and recognized 
as one of the Cabinet advisers of the President. 

" Besolved, That we hereby call on our representatives in 
Congress and senators from our respective states to adopt such 
measures of legislation as may be necessary to bring about the 
result contemplated in the preceding resolution ; and that the 
Secretary be directed to cause the same to be laid on the table 
of our senators and congressmen." 

Eeferred to Committee on Good of the Order. 

Bro. Davie, on behalf of a sister, gave notice that he would 
at the proper time move a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the report of the Committee on Constitution and By-laws 
recommending a reduction of the fees was concurred in. 

Bro. Eshbaugh, Mo., offered the following: 

"Resolved, That the constitution be amended under Organ- 
ization, page 5, National Grange, by adding at the close of 
said section the following: 

" 'And one additional vote for every 10,000 (or two thirds 
fractional part thereof ) of paying members as reported for the 
quarter ending on the 30th September preceding the session 
of the National Grange." 

Eeferred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Piolett, Penn., a communication from the Worthy 
Overseer of the State Grange of Pennsylvania on the general 
interests of the Order. 

Worthy State Master Piolett : 

Dear Brother — I thought it of importance at this time, con- 
sidering the meeting of our National Grange at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, to make a suggestion or two relative to the rise and pro- 
gress of our noble Order of Patrons of Husbandry ; and as you 
will represent Pennsylvania at said meeting, I ask you as a true 
and faithful advocate (as I know you to be) of the farming 
interests, not only of our state, but of our whole common coun- 
try, to present the suggestions herein contained to the consid- 
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eration of the honorable members of the National Grange, and 
to do it with all the foroe and zeal of an earnest, thorough 
Patron. Without any further introductory remarks I come 
direct to the matters that I feel, and X believe all who are Inter- 
ested in the welfare of the farmer feel, of great importance in 
the great work before us : First, organization and discipline of 
our people — how it can be done and completed, and in the best 
manner, is a subject interesting to every true member of the Order. 
I believe you know that a very large class of our farmers are 
holding off on account of the initiatory fees. They say to me 
that you got into the* Order bv payment of three dollars, and at 
a time when it was much easier to get three dollars than it is 
now to get one dollar ; and in return I tell them it is decidedly 
the cheapest organization of any merit in existence, and more 
advantages to be derived to its membership than any other; 
but all of this does not convince them why tney should not get 
admittance to the Subordinate Grange for three dollars. In 
the past I have been of opinion that the fees were low enough, 
but organization does not go forward as wished for. Then 
another very large class of farmers can not be convinced of the 
benefits to be derived from organization, and in order to accom- 
plish this end so much wished for by all interested, I am of 
opinion that each state should have a Lecturer, to be paid and 
furnished by the national arm of our Order, and that Lecturer, 
in addition and connection with the state Lecturer, could 
accomplish a very great amount of good in filling up the ranks 
as well as the treasury of the Order. Again, I am of opinion 
that the National Grange should take decided action in rela- 
tion to the finances of our country ; insist that the law creating 
national banks should be repealed, and that all the issues of 
money should come directly from the government, and the 
reduction of interest and taxation of real estate and labor ; the 
issuing of bonds of a denomination of twenty-five dollars, fifty 
dollars, and one hundred dollars, drawing three and sixty-five 
one hundredths per cent, changeable and interchangeable into 
greenbacks that is worth one hundred cents on the dollar, and 
the remonetization of silver; give us a dollar of one hundred 
and twelve and one half grains, and make it a legal tender for 
all debts and dues, and to assist the farmer to retain his home- 
stead, and the laborer to have full remuneration for his labor. 
And, lastly, I wish to call your attention, as well as the atten- 
tion of the membership of our National Grange, to one other 
idea, and it is this: I wish this noble body of freemen, who are 
to come together at Cincinnati, to prepare a way to put down 
one of the greatest wrongs that is now and has been practiced 
upon the American farmer and producer, and that is the man- 
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ner in which the National Conventions for nominating national 
officers are being conducted. They are conducted entirely in 
the interest of monopolies and bondholders. Farmers and pro- 
ducers are unwilling, as well as unable, to charter a train of 
cars (as was done in 1876) and take a favored class through to 
Cincinnati or St. Louis in order to get a candidate nominated 
who favored the bondholder and monopoly. This matter should 
be so conducted in the future that trustworthy men only 
should be placed in nomination — men who are known to be in 
the interest of the producing and laboring classes, and not on 
account (as heretofore^ of capacity to filch from the producer 
and from muscle a million or more of dollars. And, Worthy 
Master, the great and good principle of co-operation should be 
brightened up anew, for we find on careful reflection that the 
master principle of a true civilization must be the direct appli- 
cation of labor to the production of the goods of life. Bat in 
steep opposition to this the master principle of the present false 
civilization is the application of artifice to obtain money 
from those who possess it, in order that the obtainer may com- 
mand the goods of life without producing them; and, sir, we 
have assisted these artisans longer than we ought to have done. 
And, again, Worthy Master, I do not wish you or those worthy 
brothers and sisters with whom you are to meet in council to 
think me an autocrat. No, not by any means, for I am willing 
to live, remain, and labor to the end for this good and true 
cause, and to keep sacred my obligation to abide by the rules 
and regulations or the National Grange. But, sir, after nearly 
four years of earnest and thorough work and thought, I have 
come to the firm conclusion that the annual meetings of the 
National Grange can be made the source of great and lasting 
benefits to the cause of Husbandry, for etymologists tell us that 
the words believe and live can be traced to the same root.' 
Then to be a believer of the truth should mean the same thing 
as to be a liver of it, and hoping the suggestions I have made 
for consideration will meet with favor at Cincinnati, I shall 
ever pray, etc. And now, Worthy Master, as this is the first 
time you have met with the honorable members of the national 
body, you will naturally feel a diffidence, and hesitate about 
speaking your full mind. • I ask you, worthy brother, in the 
name and for the sake of the many true Patons of Pennsyl- 
vania to lay this diffidence aside, and subscribe myself your fra- 
ternal brother, D. C. Kennedy,

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FIFTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Monday, November 26, 1877. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment, and was 
opened at nine o'clock A. M., in the Fourth Degree by Worthy 
Master Jones. 

Present, officers and members as on other days and a number 
of visiting Patrons. 

The journal of Saturday's proceedings was read and ap- 
proved. 

Bro. Chambers, Ala., rose to a question of personal privilege, 
and made explanation in view of certain criticisms that had 
been indulged in, in reference to certain remarks made by him 
in debate of Saturday last,, and disavowed any thought or in- 
tention of saying aught that would reflect on any of the sisters 
of the Order. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., rose to a question of privilege, and re- 
quested permission to present, as representative of the Domin- 
ion Grange of Canada, certain matters in relation to the Order 
in that Dominion, which being granted, he presented the fol- 
lowing communication : 

" Dominion Grange Patrons of Husbandry, 

"Master's Office, 
Ridgeville, Ont., Nov. 25, 1877. 
"Dudley T. Chase, Esq. : 

"Dear Sir and Bro. — I see by the papers the National 
Grange goes into session to-morrow, and presume you are a 
member thereof by virtue of your office from your State 
Grange. 

"I write to ask if you will kindly consider yourself still a 
delegate holding appointment from the Dominion Grange of 
Canada, to keep that fraternal bond of the two bodies that you 
have been instrumental in forming. 

" I have no suggestions to make, as the Executive Com- 
mittee have not instructed me to do so ; but I can do no less 
than to send you a greeting in behalf of the Grange in Canada. 
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" The Grange has increased slowly during the summer, but 
as farmers are now having more leisure, I trust new life will be 
put into the work, and many will be added to our numbers the 
coming winter. 

" We now number some six hundred and twenty-five Subor- 
dinate Granges. 

" We also have a Dominion Grange Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company, incorporated on the 28th of last March, and by last 
report we had a showingof $1,000,000 at risk, and have given 
notice of application to Parliament to extend to all the Prov- 
inces in the Dominion, thereby giving all our members the 
benefit of a good insurance company. 

" The Dominion Grange was incorporated last winter by act 
of Dominion Parliament. 

" An annual meeting is appointed for the 15th of January, 
1878. The meeting was put off until January for the purpose 
of accommodating the insurance company, who propose having 
a meeting on the 17th of January at the same place of meeting 
of Dominion Grange. 

" I had short but pleasant visit with the Worthy Lecturer 
of the N-. G., Bro. Smedley, last summer, who was over here to 
breathe the Canadian air for a few days. Please present my 
kind regards to him. 

" I leave the application for the Fifth Degree to be given to 
the Granges in Canada to your best judgment, and all other 
matters pertaining to our welfare, hoping all things may work 
together for good. I am fraternally yours. 

"(Signed) S. W. Hill." 

Which was referred to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Qn motion of Bro. Woodman, Mich., Bro. D. T. Chase, of 
N. H., was again recognized as the representative of the Domin- 
ion Grange.

To Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
By Bro. Ellis, Ohio : 

" Whereas, Section 5 of article 8 of the constitution defines 
that fifteen Subordinate Granges working in a state can apply 
for authority to organize a State Grange ; therefore, 

" Resolved, That this section be referred to the Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws, to report as to whether this sec- 
tion required that when the number of Subordinate Granges 
in any state shall fall below fifteen that thereby they shall lose 
their standing as a State Grange, and therefore their right to 
a vote in the National Grange." 

To Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

At the suggestion of Bro. Chase, N. H., five sisters were 
added to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws, and the 
Worthy Master appointed the following: Sisters Rosa, Del., 
Steele, Cal., James, Ind., Darden, Miss., and Sims, Kas. 

Bro. Lang, Tex., asked. whether it would be in order to move 
a reconsideration of the vote by which a report of a committee 
made on Saturday last was concurred in. 

The Worthy Master decided that, there was no definite 
ruling on the subject so far as this National Grange is con- ! 
cerned, when on motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was 

" Resolved, That no motion to reconsider shall be entertained 
by the National Grange unless made on the day upon which 
action has been taken, or on the succeeding day. 

The special order set for this day at 10 o'clock A. M., viz. 
consideration of the preliminary report of the Committee on 
Education, was taken up, pending the call of the states for 
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information on the subject of education ana 1 after the brothers 
from Alabama, California, and Indiana had spoken, 
On motion of Bro. Forsyth, 111., it was 

" Resolved, That all further reports on the subject be made 
in writing, and handed to the Committee on Education, not 
later than to-morrow (Tuesday) evening." 

The regular order of business was resumed, when the fol- 
lowing reports were presented : 

By Bro. Chambers, Ala. : 

"The Committee on Constitution and By-laws, to whom was 
referred the resolution introduced by Bro. Forsyth, 111., to 
amend the constitution so as to allow each State Grange to fix 
the fees of membership within its jurisdiction, have nad the 
same under consideration, and instruct me -to report adversely 
thereon." 

; On motion of Bro. Ellis, Ohio, the report was concurred in. 

" Also the Committee on Constitution and By-laws to whom 
was referred the resolution introduced by Bro.

It may also hold other meetings, when in the 
opinion of the Master or of any two members of the Execu-

Woodman, praying a reduction of the fees for member- 
ship have had the same under consideration, and instruct me 
to report that the same subject-matter has been already em- 
braced in a former Report of the Committee, and they there- 
fore return herewith the petition, and ask to be discharged 
from its further consideration. 

Which, on motion, was concurred in. 
The committee also reported :

" The Committee on Constitution and By-laws, to whom was 
referred resolution introduced by Bro. Cyrus, of Oregon, pro- 
posing to amend preamble to the constitution under the head 
of ' Organization of State. Granges,' have had the same under con- 
sideration, and instruct me to report that the same subject- 
matter having been embraced in a former report, the committee 
herewith return the resolution, and ask to oe discharged from 
its further consideration." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 
The committee further reported: 

" The Committee on Constitution and By-laws, to whom was 
referred the resolution introduced by Bro. Chase, of N. H., 
proposing sundry amendments to the constitution and by-laws, 
nave had the same under consideration, and instruct me to re- 
port adversely thereto, and in connection therewith the com- 
mittee submit the accompanying resolution, and recommend its 
adoption : 

" Resolved, That in printing future editions of the constitu- 
tion the following changes shall be made in its arrangement, 
viz : 

" Transfer the running head ' Constitution,' in capital let- 
ters from the place it occupies in the present edition, immedi- 
ately preceding 'Article 1/ and place it immediately before 
the words, ' The Patrons of Husbandry consist of the following, 
&c.,' so that all the matter relating to ' Organization;' which 
now appears to be a part of the ' Preamble,' shall be a part of 
the constitution itself." 
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On motion, the report was concurred in. 
Bro. Woodman, Mich., from the Committee on the Executive 
Committee's report, presented the following : 

" Worthy Master : 

" The committee to whom was referred the Executive Com- 
mittee's report, have had the same under consideration, and 
instruct me to recommend that the seventh, eighth, and tenth 
subdivisions of that part of the report under the head of 
financial condition be referred to the Committee on Finance. 

" In considering that portion of the report relating to ' Digest,' 
the committee are unanimous in the opinion that the National 
Grange should put one copy of the laws of the Order into each 
Subordinate Grange, and have instructed me to report the fol- 
lowing resolution, and recommend its adoption : 

"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange is 
hereby instructed to forward to the Secretary of each State 
Grange a sufficient number of copies of the Digest to supply 
each working Grange in the state with one copy, to be for- 
warded to the Master of the Subordinate Grange without cost 
to the Grange." 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, the Grange concurred in the 
recommendation of the committee, and on motion of Bro. Ham, 
Me., the resolution reported by the committee was adopted. 

Bro. Woodman also presented the following: 

" Worthy Master : 

"The Committee on the Executive Committee's report, to 
whom was referred the Worth v Secretary's report, have consid- 
ered the same, and recommend that so much of said report as 
relates to the general condition of the Order, publishing and 
distributing manuals and other documents, and museum, be 
referred to the Committee on the Good of the Order. That so 
much as relates to receipts and expenditures of the Secretary's 
office, with the accompanying documents, be referred to the 
Committee on Finance, and all that relates to education to -the 
Committee on Education." 

On motion, the recommendations were concurred i". . 

The same Committee also reported as follows: 

" Worthy Master : 

The Committee on the Executive Committee's report have 
considered that portion in relation to the Orange Beeora, and are

Piolett, Perm., offered the 
following: 

"Resolved, That the Committee on Good of the Order are 
hereby instructed to provide that each State Grange shall be 
entitled to receive ten dollars of the sum charged for dispensa- 
tion for every Subordinate Grange that shall be organized in 
the coming year as a lecture fund, and asked its reference to 
the Committee on Good of the Order." 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, moved to substitute the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws, which was adopted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., rose to a question of privilege and stated 
that the Worthy Gate-keeper, Bro. Dinwiddie, had just 
received a telegram informing him of the serious illness of 
a member of his family, and asked that he be excused from 
further attendance on the Grange at this session. 

Bro. Dinwiddie was excused. 

By consent, Bro. James, 'Ind., introduced the following: 

*' Whereas, There is great demand for Lecturers in the juris- 
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diction of every State Grange for the purpose of reviving the 
interest in the Granges already organized, and for the purpose 
of organizing new Granges; and, whereas, the revenues derived 
from the Subordinate Granges, and from other sources in our 
Order, would be sufficient to pay all necessary expenses of the 
National Grange ; therefore, 

"Hesolved, That the sum of forty-five thousand dollars be 
and is hereby appropriated, which sum shall be divided among 
the several State Granges in proportion to the number of Sub- 
ordinate Granges in each state on the 30th of June, 1877, for 
the purpose of enabling the several State Granges to put such 
Lecturers in the field." 

Which was, on motion, referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and By-laws. 

Bro. Aiken presented the following reports: 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Bro. Davie relating to the revision of 
the patent laws, have had the same under consideration, and 
instructed me to report that they recommend that the National 
Grange memorialize the Congress of the United States, asking 
such revision of the patent laws as will protect any party from 
prosecution for using an article purchased in the public mar- 
kets; and also, to limit the life of all patents to ten years, with- 
out the possibility of renewal or extension^" 

On motion, the report was concurred m. 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Bro. Davie, advising the Grange to 
memoralize the Congress of the United States upon the neces- 
sity of making the Commissioner of Agriculture a Cabinet 
appointment, nave had the same under consideration, and 
instructed me to report favorably ; and, further, to recommend 
that the several State Granges be and they are hereby requested 
to petition their representatives and senators in Congress to 
use their influence to secure the necessary legislation to effect 
this end." 

Which* on motion, was concurred in. 
Bro. Woodman presented the following: 

" Worthy Master : 

"The Committee on the Executive Committee's report have 
considered that portion of the same which refers to the Worthy 
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Lecturer, and are unanimous in the opinion that the Executive 
Committee were influenced by correct and prudent motives in 
dispensing with the labors of the National Lecturer ; yet it 
must be conceded that what is most required to enlighten and 
encourage our members, strengthen and build up the Subordi- 
nate Granges, and thereby make the Order strong and prosperous 
in all its relations, is more earnest work in the -field. The 
deputies and lecturers who went forth to organize Granges, 
with but few exceptions, knew but little of the real work and 
purposes of the organization. Their ideas were often visionary, 
theoretical, and delusive. A very large portion of the Granges 
thus organized, were never again visited by a National or 
State Deputy, and the great wonder is that so many have lived 
and prospered. Could the organization of Granges have been 
followed by practical lectures . upon the real principles 
which underlie the organization, its objects, and aims, how to 
make the meetings of the Grange interesting and the Order 
beneficial to its members, we should now have less dormant 
and weak Granges. 

"The work of reviving dormant Granges and strengthening 
the weak ones should be commenced* at once and thoroughly 
prosecuted. In this work the National Grange should lend a 
helping hand. 

" In view of the fact that the Executive Committee with- 
drew the Lecturer from the field, from a conviction that the 
" finances of the National Grange would not warrant a continu- 
ance of his labors," ilhe committee, believing that his labor is 
needed, and that the National Grange may bear a small por- 
tion of the expense, have instructed me to report the following 
resolution, and recommend its passage : 

" ' Besoked, That whenever the Master of a State Grange 
shall make application to the Master of the National Grange 
for the services of the Worthy Lecturer, for a series of ten or 
more lectures, and agrees to pay his per diem and expenses 
while engaged in the service of the State Grange, the Master of 
the National Grange may authorize the Lecturer to lecture in 
such state, and the National Grange will pay his per diem and 
traveling expenses in going to and returning from such field of 
labor. 1 " 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, Ala., the resolution was 
amended by striking out the words "and the National Grange 
will pay his per diem and traveling expenses in going to and 
returning from such field of labor." 
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And on motion of Bro. Aiken, S. C, the resolution as 
amended was laid on the table. 

Bro. Forsyth, 111., from the Committee on Accounts, re- 
turned to the Grange the annual report of the Worthy 
Treasurer, which had been improperly referred to that com- 
mittee. 

The report was referred to the Executive Committee. 

Bro. Steele, Cal., presented the following: 

'The Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was 
referred that portion of the Master's address and the com- 
munication from the Dominion Grange of Canada, beg leave 
to report that they have considered the same, and recommend 
that the National Grange reciprocate the fraternal feelings 
therein expressed, and that all the privileges of the National 
Grange be extended to the Dominion Grange on the following 
conditions, viz. : 

"When one hundred Subordinate Granges are organized 
and in good working order, the Dominion Grange shall be 
entitled to 'the Fifth Degree. When six hundred Subordinate 
Granges are organized and in good working order, the Dominion 
Grange shall be entitled to the Sixth and Seventh Degrees. It 
being understood that the conferring of said degrees shall be at 
the expense of the Dominion Grange. 

"Your committee recommend that a delegate from the 
Dominion Grange^ be admitted as an honorary member of 
the National Grange, and that the National Grange have an 
accredited delegate in the Dominion Grange. 

" Your committee also recommend that the same privileges 
be extended to the United Kingdom, France, and Germany on 
the same conditions extended to the Dominion Grange." 

On motion, the recommendations were concurred in. 
Bro. Aiken presented the following : • 

"The Executive Committee, to whom was referred the 
resolution introduced by Bro. Washburn, Col., relative to re- 
admitting expelled members in the Grange from which they 
had been expelled, beg leave to report that they have had the 
same under consideration and instructed me to report the fol- 
lowing ruling : 

"Expelled members may be reinstated on application and 
election as in other cases, except when expelled for a violation 
of the obligation taken in the First Degree ; but when appli- 
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cation is made for re-admission to a different Grange from that 
from which the applicant had been expelled, the application 
shall be accompanied by the written consent of the Grange 
from which he had been expelled, evidenced by the seal of 
such Grange. 

On motion, the report was not concurred in. 
On a call of the states the following were presented and 
referred : 

By Bro. Steele, Cal. : 

" It being the opinion of the State Grange of California, ex- 
pressed by resolution at its last session, that the large importa- 
tion of Chinese laborers into the Pacific States is injurious to 
the best interests of the country ; and as tfie Patrons of Cali- 
fornia look to the National Grange for aid to stop national 
evils; therefore, 

" Resolved, That the National Grange use its influence with 
Congress to obtain such modification of the treaty with China 
as will prevent the further importation of Chinamen to this 
country." 

To Committee on Good of the Order. 
By Bro. Davie, Ky. : 

" A communication from Herndon Grange of Ky., praying 
that the National Grange will request Congress to revise the 
revenue laws," etc. 

To Committee on Good of the Order, with instructions to 
prepare a resolution in accordance therewith. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the Committee on Finance 
was discharged from the further consideration of the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, "that no disburse- 
ments, not excepting salaries, be made except by order of the 
Executive Committee." 

On motion of Uro. Moore, the recommendation of the com- 
mittee was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the Grange decided to ad- 
journ this the eleventh annual session due die on Friday at 
five o'clock p. M., unless the business will permit it to be done 
sooner. 
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Bro. Lang, Tex., gave notice that he would at a future time 
move a reconsideration of the vote just taken. 
Bro. Lang presented the following: 

" Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be required to 
report to this body at as early a time as possible, the annual 
receipts of the National Grange, and also the estimate of the 
necessary expenditures for the next year." 

Which was, on motion, adopted. 

Bro. Adams, Minn., by consent, was excused from further 
service on the Committee on Finance and Executive Commit- 
tee's report. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the special order set for this 
morning, and then postponed, viz. the consideration of the 
report of the Committee on Constitution' and By-laws, fixing 
the meetings of the Executive Committee, was taken up, 
when, on motion of Bro. Aiken, S. C, the subject was made 
the special order for half-past three o'clock to-morrow (Thurs- 
day) afternoon. 

On motion, the Grange took a recess until half-past seven 
o'clock P. M.

To the National Grange Patrons of Husbandry : 

The Court of Appeals has the honor to make the following 
report of Cases referred to and adjudicated by it, during the 
present session, viz. : 

George E. Dalton, Appellant, 

v. 
The State Grange of Missouri. 

" This case during its progress through the various subor- 
dinate bodies, has attained an extended notoriety. 

"The interest with which its final determination will be 
regarded by the members of the Order in several jurisdictions, 
as well as the importance of the principle involved will justify, 
if it does not demand a full report of the history of the case. * 

"Bro. T. R. Allen, Past Master, and Bro. H. Eshbaugh, 
Master of Missouri State Grange, appeared on behalf of the 
State Grange, and Bro. John D. Wallis, as attorney for the 
appellant. 

"It appears from the papers submitted, and from the state- 
ments of the parties as to facts about which there is no 
controversy, that the appellant, Bro. George E. Dalton, was 
in 1875 and has since been in business in St. Louis, Mo., as a 
Grange purchasing- and supply-agent. 

" On the first of August, 1875, as a means of communication 
between himself and the members of the Order, he commenced 
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the publication of a paper called ' The Orange Correspondent and 
Dry Goods and Grocery Reporter. ,' In the first number of this 
paper he published an article, in which in general terms, with- 
out mentioning names, £rave charges of bribery and corruption 
were made against prominent officers and business-agents of 
the Order. 

" Believing that these publications were defamatory of the 
character of all prominent officers and agents thus generally 
assailed, and calculated to injure the Order by destroying con- 
fidence among the members, and believing it to be his duty to 
protect the Order in his jurisdiction from such injury, Bro. T. 
I£. Allen, then Master of the State Grange of Missouri, pre- 
ferred charges against Bro. Dalton in St. Louis Grange, No. 
222, of which he was a member. 

"The charge was l conduct prejudicial to the best interests 
of the Order,' and was supported by eight specifications, each 
referring to the various allegations of the defendant in the 
publication above referred to. 

" As said Grange failed or neglected to bring Bro. Dalton to 
trial, a few weeks thereafter Bro. Allen withdrew the charges 
and presented them to St. Louis County Grange on the 29th of 
September. On the 21 of October he was tried by the said 
County Grange and expelled. 

" Bro. Dalton at this time was not a Fifth Degree member, 
and consequently not a member of the County Grange. 

"At its next meeting the County Grange reconsidered its 
act of expulsion, and held the case open for further prosecu- 
tion and aefense until the following December, when the case 
was dismissed for want of prosecution. 

"In the latter part of December Bro. Dalton was elected 
by his Subordinate Grange as a delegate to the County Grange, 
in which he received the Fifth Degree, thus becoming a mem- 
ber of the County Grange. 

" On the 20th of May, 1876, Bro. Allen preferred substan- 
tially the same charges against Bro. Dalton before the County 
Grange that had previously been preferred before the Subordi- 
nate and County Granges as above related. 

" The trial occurred in the following month, June, 1876, and 
resulted in a verdict of acquittal, or not guilty.

"The case was tried by the State Grange December 14, 1876, 
resulting in the expulsion of Bro. Dalton, by the State Grange, 
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from the Fifth Degree, and recommending his expulsion from 
the Order by his Subordinate Grange. 

"In reviewing this case the court are of the opinion that all 
the proceedings in the case, up to the preferring of charges be- 
fore the County Grange in May, 1876, upon the trial of which 
the appellant was acquitted, were of so irregular and informal 
a character as to be null and void. The actions of the com- 
plainant and the County Grange' indicate that both he and 
they at the time adopted and acted upon this conclusion. 
Starting then from this point, the first question presented to 
the court (among the many submitted in the appeal) is, as to 
the existence of the right of appeal from the action of a 
Grange in acquitting a member after a full and fair trial. 

"The court are of opinion that no such right exists. To 
admit it would not only be establishing a dangerous precedent, 
but it would allow a defendant, after an acquittal by a compe- 
tent tribunal, to be dragged from court to court until one was 
at last found to convict. 

" This would be violative of a principle that not only under- 
lies our Order, but that has always been recognized by every 
civilized an4 well-organized government. 

"The Constitution of the United States, in defining the 
rights and protecting the liberties of the people against the 
possible invasion and oppression of power, expressly provides: 
'Nor shall any person be subject^for the same offense to be 
twice put in jeopardy of life or limb.' An acquittal in law is 
an absolute bar to any future prosecution for the offense 
alleged in the first indictment. 

" The fraternal principles of our Order can not allow its 
members to be treated more harshly or with less consideration 
than is exercised toward its citizens by the government. 

" While believing that from the beginning of the case Bro. 
Allen acted only from a sense of duty, and for what he 
believed to be for the best interests of the Order, the court are 
of the opinion that the case legally terminated with the vote 
of acquittal by the County Grange; that there could be no 
appeal therefrom, and that consequently the case wa* not 
legitimately before the State Grange of Missouri. 

" Its action in expelling the appellant from the Fifth Degree 
was therefore illegal. The appeal is sustained, and Bro. Dal- 
ton is restored to his former standing in the Fifth Degree." 

J. H. Gates, Master of Daviess County Grange, Ky. 

v. 
The Master of the State Grange of Kentucky. 

" This case is an appeal from a decision of --the Master of the 
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State Grange of Kentucky, rendered at the meeting of the 
8tate Grange, December 13, 1876, affecting the' right of repre- 
sentation in that body. The constitution of the State Grange 
of Kentucky provides that it shall be composed among others 
of 'one representative who is a Master, ana his wife who is a 
matron, for every twenty Granges or fractional part thereof in 
each county, provided that no county shall have more than 
two representatives and their wives who are matrons.' 

" It appears from the papers referred to the court, that at 
the meeting of the State Grange two delegates who had been 
duly elected, were present and claimed seats as representatives 
from Daviess County. 

"The Committee on Credentials reported that there were 
less than twenty Granges in said county which were not in 
arrears for dues to the State Grange for more than one quarter ; 
and that consequently said county was entitled to only one 
representative. A motion was made to recommit the report to 
the committee, and instructing it to report, recommending the 
admission of both delegates, which motion Bro. Davie, Master 
of the State Grange, ruled out of order, and refused to en- 
tertain. 

"A resolution was subsequently introduced instructing the 
Committee on Mileage and Per Diem to report that the repre- 
sentatives thus excluded be allowed mileage and per diem, 
which motion the Master also ruled out of order and refused 
to entertain. J. H. Gates, Master of Daviess County Grange, 
appealed from this decision to the National Grange. 

"The point presented to the court by this appeal is as to 
whether Granges which are in arrears for dues are entitled to 
the same representation in the State Grange as though their 
dues were paid. 

"The court are of the opinion that thejr are not. 

"The number of Granges mentioned in article 2, consti- 
tution of the State Grange of Kentucky, unquestionably was 
intended and must be construed to mean paying Granges, and 
such only can be represented in the State Grange. 

"Article 13 of the by-laws of the State Grange can not be 
so construed as to justify or allow the admission of more repre- 
sentatives into the State Grange than a county is entitled to 
upon the above basis, notwithstanding they may hold the pre- 
scribed certificates of their election. 

"The appeal is therefore dismissed, and the decision of the 
Master of the State Grange of Kentucky sustained."

" It appears from the papers submitted in this case that in 
the early part of 1876 the Master of the State Grange of Vir- 
ginia, in order to correct what he regarded as unwarrantable 
interferences on the part of some members of the Order with 
the business arrangement made by the officers of the State 
Grange, issued and sent to the Subordinate Granges in Vir- 
ginia the following ruling or order, viz. : 

"Members of Subordinate Granges can not act as agents for 
selling fertilizers, etc., without violating the declaration of the 
aims and purposes of the Order as published by the National 
Grange, and their obligation as Patrons under the 16th article 
of the constitution of the State Grange of Virginia. Deputies 
must see to this matter and themselves show clean hands. 
(Signed) J. M. Blanton, 

Master of Vcl State Orange" 

" On the 14th of July, 1876, this ruling was submitted by the 
Master to the Executive Committee, by whom it was approved. 
In their report to the State Grange, Feb. 12th, 1877, tne order 
is referred to as follows, viz. : 

"The Master referred to the Executive Committee for their 
consideration, a ruling in regard to members of the Order act- 
ing as agents for the sale of fertilizers, etc. 

" ' The ruling we regard as not only correct, but absolutely 
necessary for the good of the Order, and the protection of our 
members from the surplus of middle-men, though they be our 
own members. And besides, there could possibly be no better 
way to destroy and paralyze every effort made by our agents to 
make the business system a success.' 

" In presenting the subject to the State Grange in his annual 
report, the Master says : 

at * * * it W ould be well for the State Grange to give 
some expression of opinion upon the same, as many members 
of the Order, and sometimes Masters of Granges as well as 
Deputies, have felt themselves aggrieved thereby.' 

" There does not appear to have been any action taken upon 
the subject by the state Grange, so it has since stood as an 
executive order, approved by the Executive Committee. 

" At a regular meeting of the Cartersville Grange, No. 315, 
held April 20th, 1877; a committee was appointea to prepare 
a protest and appeal from the operation and effect of said order 
to the National Grange. 

"The appeal is made upon the ground that the order in ques- 
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tion ' is not authorized by the constitution and laws of the 
Order, and in violation of the private rights of individual 
members.' 

"The construction given to this Order by the appealing 
Grange is, that it prohibits any member of the Order, unless 
authorized by the State Grange, from acting as agents for the 
sale of fertilizers and other supplies which are dealt in or fur- 
nished by the state business-agent. The question presented to 
the court by the appeal appears to be the general one as to 
whether the ruling or order in question is warranted by any 

gositive law or authority of the National Grange, or of the - 
tate Grange of Virginia. Upon a careful study of all the 
legal enactments of the National Grange, and an examination 
of the constitution and by-laws of the State Grange of Vir- 
ginia, the court is unable to find any thing that authorizes the 
prohibitive power exercised in the Order in question. 

" It is constrained therefore to the opinion that the ruling is 
not supported by any law of the Order. 

" It is of so general a character that, if sustained, it would 
not only be difficult of enforcement, but would be liable to be 
regarded by members as an invasion of private rights, 

" In the argument accompanying the appeal the question is 
incidentally raised and discussed as to what are the rights of a 
member who, subsequently to his admission into the Order, 
Changes his occupation to one that may be deemed from its 
nature to be in conflict with the objects and interests of the 
Order, and as to what is the duty of the Grange toward such 
member. 

" While this may constitute a proper subject of considera- 
tion by the National Grange, in its legislative capacity, the 
Soint is not so directly presented in this case as to call for any . 
ecision or recommendation by the court. 
" In submitting this, the final report of the court of appeals 
as at present constituted, it may be permitted to call the atten- 
tion of the National Grange to the system of records and 
reports adopted by it, and to express the hope that its neces- 
sity and importance may so commend itself to our successors as 
to secure its adoption and continuance by them, x

dispensing with the labors of the National Lecturer ; yet it 
must be conceded that what is most required to enlighten and 
encourage our members, strengthen and build up the Subordi- 
nate Granges, and thereby make the Order strong and prosperous 
in all its relations, is more earnest work in the -neld. The 
deputies and lecturers who went forth to organize Granges, 
with but few exceptions, knew but little of the real work and 
purposes of the organization. Their ideas were often visionary, 
theoretical, and delusive. A very large portion of the Granges 
thus organized, were never again visited by a National or 
State Deputy, and the great wonder is that so many have lived 
and prospered. Could the organization of Granges have been 
followed by practical lectures upon the real principles 
which underlie the organization, its objects, and aims, how to 
make the meetings of the Grange interesting and the Order 
beneficial to its members, we should now have less dormant 
and weak Granges. 

"The work of reviving dormant Granges and strengthening 
the weak ones should be commenced* at once and thoroughly 
prosecuted. In this work the National Grange should lend a 
helping hand. 

" In view of the fact that the Executive Committee with- 
drew the Lecturer from the field, from a conviction that the 
" finances of the National Grange would not warrant a continu- 
ance of his labors/' tile committee, believing that his labor is 
needed, and that the National Grange may bear a small por- 
tion of the expense, have instructed me to report the following 
resolution, and recommend its passage : 

" ' Resolved, That whenever the Master of a State Grange 
shall make application to the Master of the National Grange 
for the services of the Worthy Lecturer, for a series of ten or 
more lectures, and agrees to pay his per diem and expenses 
while engaged in the service of the State Grange, the Master of 
the National Grange may authorize the Lecturer to lecture in 
such state, and the National Grange will pay his per diem and 
traveling expenses in going to and returning from such field of 
labor.' " 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, Ala., the resolution was 
amended by striking out the words " and the National Grange 
will pay his per diem and traveling expenses in going to and 
returning from such field of labor.'" 
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And on motion of Bro. Aiken, 8. C, the resolution as 
amended was laid on the table. 

Bro. Forsyth, 111., from the Committee on Accounts, re- 
turned to the Grange the annual report of the Worthy 
Treasurer, which had been improperly referred to that com- 
mittee. 

The report was referred to the Executive Committee. 

Bro. Steele, Cal., presented the following: 

'The Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was 
referred that portion of the Masters address and the com- 
munication from the Dominion Grange of Canada, beg leave 
to report that they have considered the same, and recommend 
that the National Grange reciprocate the fraternal feelings 
therein expressed, and that all the privileges of the National 
Grange be extended to the Dominion Grange on the following 
conditions, viz. : 

"When one hundred Subordinate Granges are organized 
and in good working order, the Dominion Grange shall be 
entitled to 'the Fifth Degree. When six hundred Subordinate 
Granges are organized and in good working order, the Dominion 
Grange shall be entitled to the Sixtn and Seventh Degrees. It 
being understood that the conferring of said degrees shall be at 
the expense of the Dominion Grange. 

"Your committee recommend that a delegate from the 
Dominion Grange^ be admitted as an honorary member of 
the National Grange, and that the National. Grange have an 
accredited delegate in the Dominion Grange. 

" Your committee also recommend that the same privileges 
be extended to the United Kingdom, France, and Germany on 
the same conditions extended to the Dominion Grange." 

On motion, the recommendations were concurred in. 
Bro. Aiken presented the following: • 

"The Executive Committee, to whom was referred the 
resolution introduced by Bro. Washburn, Col., relative to re- 
admitting expelled members in the Grange from which they 
had been expelled, beg leave to report that they have had the 
same under consideration and instructed me to report the fol- 
lowing ruling: 

" Expelled members may be reinstated on application and 
election as in other cases, except when expelled for a violation 
of the obligation taken in the First Degree; but when appli- 
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cation is made for re-admission to a different Grange from that 
from which the applicant had been expelled, the application 
shall be accompanied by the written consent of the Grange 
from which he had been expelled, evidenced by the seal of 
such Grange. 

On motion, the report was not concurred in. 
On a call of the states the following were presented and 
referred : 

By Bro. Steele, Cal. : 

" It being the opinion of the State Grange of California, ex- 
pressed by resolution at its last session, that the large importa- 
tion of Chinese laborers into the Pacific States is injurious to 
the best interests of the country ; and as tfie Patrons of Cali- 
fornia look to the National Grange for aid to stop national 
evils ; therefore, 

"Resolved, That the National Grange use its influence with 
Congress to obtain such modification of the treaty with China 
as will prevent the further importation of Chinamen to this 
country." 

To Committee on Good oi the Order. 
By Bro. Davie, Ky. : 

" A communication from Herndon Grange of Ky., praying 
that the National Grange will request Congress to revise the 
revenue laws," etc. 

To Committee on Good of the Order, with instructions to 
prepare a resolution in accordance therewith. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the Committee on Finance 
was discharged from the further consideration of the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, "that no disburse- 
ments, not excepting salaries, be made except by order of the 
Executive Committee." 

On motion of Uro. Moore, the recommendation of the com- 
mittee was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the Grange decided to ad- 
journ this the eleventh annual session fine die on Friday at 
five o'clock P. M., unless the business will permit it to be done 
sooner. 
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Bro. Lang, Tex., gave notice that he would at a future time 
move a reconsideration of the vote just taken. 
Bro. Lang presented the following: 

"Besolved, That the Committee on Finance be required to 
report to this body at as early a time as possible, the annual 
receipts of the National Grange, and also the estimate of the 
necessary expenditures for the next year." 

Which was, on motion, adopted. 

Bro. Adams, Minn., by consent, was excused from further 
service on the Committee on Finance and Executive Commit- 
tee's report. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the special order set for this 
morning, and then postponed, viz. the consideration of the 
report of the Committee on Constitution' and By-laws, fixing 
the meetings of the Executive Committee, was taken up, 
when, on motion of Bro. Aiken, S. C, the subject was made 
the special order for half-past three o'clock to-morrow (Thurs- 
day) afternoon. 

On motion, the Grange took a recess until half-past seven 
o'clock P. M. 



EVENING SESSION. 

Half-past seven o'clock. 

Becess having expired, the Grange was called to order by 
Worthy Master Jones. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was ordered that when the 
Grange adjourn this evening it be until nine o'clock to-morrow 
(Thursday) morning. 
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EIGHTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Thursday, November 29, 1877. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment, and was 
opened at nine o' clock A. M. in the Sixth Degree by Worthy 
Master Jones. 

Present, the officers and members as on former days, and a 
number of visiting Patrons. 

The Worthy Master then closed the Grange in the Sixth 
Degree, and opened it in the Fourth. 

The journal of Wednesday's proceedings was read and 
approved. 

Bro. Thompson, of the Court of Appeals, by consent, pre- 
sented the following report: 

To the National Orange Patrons of Husbandry : 

The Court of Appeals has the honor to make the following 
report of Cases referred to and adjudicated by it, during the 
present session, viz. : 

George E. Dalton, Appellant, 

v. 
The State Grange of Missouri. 

" This case during its progress through the various subor- 
dinate bodies, has attained an extended notoriety. 

"The interest with which its final determination will be 
regarded by the members of the Order in several jurisdictions, 
as well as the importance of the principle involved will justify, 
if it does not demand a full report of the history of the case. * 

"Bro. T. R. Allen, Past Master, and Bro. H. Eshbaugh, 
Master of Missouri State Grange, appeared on behalf of the 
State Grange, and Bro. John D. Wallis, as attorney for the 
appellant. 

" It appears from the papers submitted, and from the state- 
ments of the parties as to facts about which there is no 
controversy, that the appellant, Bro. George E. Dalton, was 
in 1875 and has since been in business in St. Louis, Mo., as a 
Grange purchasing- and supply-agent. 

" On the first or August, 1875, as a means of communication 
between himself and the members of the Order, he commenced 
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the publication of a paper called ' The Orange Correspondent and 
Dry Goods and Grocery Reporter, 1 In the first number of this 
paper he published an article, in which in general terms, with- 
out mentioning names, £rave charges of bribery and corruption 
were made against prominent officers and business-agents of 
the Order. 

"Believing that these publications were defamatory of the 
character of all prominent officers and agents thus generally 
assailed, and calculated to injure the Order by destroying con- 
fidence among the members, and believing it to be his duty to 
protect the Order in his jurisdiction from such injury, Bro. T. 
I£. Alien, then Master of the State Grange of Missouri, pre- 
ferred charges against Bro. Dalton in St. Louis Grange, No. 
222, of which he was a member. 

" The charge was ' conduct prejudicial to the best interests 
of the Order/ and was supported by eight specifications, each 
referring to the various allegations of the defendant in the 
publication above referred to. 

" As said Grange failed or neglected to bring Bro. Dalton to 
trial, a few weeks thereafter Bro.- Allen withdrew the charges 
and presented them to St. Louis County Grange on the 29th of 
September. On the 21 of October he was tried by the said 
County Grange and expelled. 

" Bro. Dalton at this time was not a Fifth Degree member, 
and consequently not a member of the County Grange. 

"At its next meeting the County Grange reconsidered its 
act of expulsion, and held the case open for further prosecu- 
tion and defense until the following December, when the case 
was dismissed for want of prosecution. 

"In the latter part of December Bro. Dalton was elected 
by his Subordinate Grange as a delegate to the County Grange, 
in which he received the Fifth Degree, thus becoming a mem- 
ber of the County Grange. 

" On the 20th of May, 1876, Bro. Allen preferred substan- 
tially the same charges against Bro. Dalton before the County 
Grange that had previously been preferred before the Subordi- 
nate and County Granges as above related. 

" The trial occurred in the following month, June, 1876, and 
resulted in a verdict of acquittal, or not guilty. 

" Bro. Allen thereupon appealed from the action of County 
Grange acquitting Bro. Dalton, to the State Grange, on the 
ground ' that the decision of said County Grange was incon- 
sistent with the evidence in the case.' 

"The case was tried by the State Grange December 14, 1876, 
resulting in the expulsion of Bro. Dalton, by the State Grange,' 
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from the Fifth Degree, and recommending his expulsion from 
the Order by his Subordinate Grange. 

"In reviewing this case the court are of the opinion that all 
the proceedings in the case, up to the preferring of charges be- 
fore the County Grange in May, 1876, upon the trial of which 
the appellant was acquitted, were of so irregular and informal 
a character as to be null and void. The actions of the com- 
plainant and the County Grange" indicate that both he and 
they at the time adopted and acted upon this conclusion. 
Starting then from this point, the first question presented to 
the court (among the many submitted in the appeal) is, as to 
the existence of the right of appeal from the action of a 
Grange in acquitting a member after a full and fair trial. 

"The court are of opinion that no such right exists. To 
admit it would not only be establishing a dangerous precedent, 
but it would allow a defendant, after an acquittal by a compe- 
tent tribunal, to be dragged from court to court until one was 
at last found to convict. 

" This would be violative of a principle that not only under- 
lies our Order, but that has always been recognized by every 
civilized an4 well-organized government. 

"The Constitution of the United States, in defining the 
rights and protecting the liberties of the people against the 
possible invasion and oppression of power, expressly provides : 
'Nor shall any person be subject^ for the same offense to be 
twice put in jeopardy of life or limb.' An acquittal in law is 
an absolute bar to any future prosecution for the offense 
alleged in the first indictment. 

"The fraternal principles of our Order can not allow its 
members to be treated more harshly or with less consideration 
than is exercised toward its citizens by the government. 

" While believing that from the beginning of the case Bro. 
Allen acted only from a sense of duty, and for what he 
believed to be for the best interests of the Order, the court are 
of the opinion that the case legally terminated with the vote 
of acauittal by the County Grange; that there could be no 
appeal therefrom, and that consequently the case was- not 
legitimately before the State Grange of Missouri. 

"Its action in expelling the appellant from the Fifth Degree 
was therefore illegal. The appeal is sustained, and Bro. Dal- 
ton is restored to his former standing in the Fifth Degree.' ' 

J. H. Gates, Master of Daviess County Grange, Ky. 

v. 
The Master op the State Grange of Kentucky. 

"This case is an appeal from a decision of-the Master of the 
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State Grange of Kentucky, rendered at the meeting of the 
State Grange, December 13, 1876, affecting the* right of repre- 
sentation in that body. The constitution of the State Grange 
of Kentucky provides that it shall be composed among others 
of 'one representative who is a Master, ana his wife who is a 
matron, for every twenty Granges or fractional part thereof in 
each county, provided that no county shall have more than 
two representatives and their wives who are matrons.' 

" It appears from the papers referred to the court, that at 
the meeting of the State Grange two delegates who had been 
duly elected, were present and claimed seats as representatives 
from Daviess County. 

"The Committee on Credentials reported that there were 
less than twenty Granges in said county which were not in 
arrears for dues to the State Grange for more than one quarter ; 
and that consequently said county was entitled to only one 
representative. A motion was made to recommit the report to 
the committee, and instructing it to report, recommending the 
admission of both delegates, which motion Bro. Davie, Master 
of the State Grange, ruled out of order, and refused to en- 
tertain. 

"A resolution was subsequently introduced instructing the 
Committee on Mileage and Per Diem to report that the repre- 
sentatives thus excluded be allowed mileage and per diem, 
which motion the Master also ruled out of order and refused 
to entertain. J. H. Gates, Master of Daviess County Grange, 
appealed from this decision to the National Grange. 

" The point presented to the court by this appeal is as to 
whether Granges which are in arrears for dues are entitled to 
the same representation in the State Grange as though their 
dues were paid. 

"The court are of the opinion that they are not. 

"The number of Granges mentioned in article 2, consti- 
tution of the State Grange of Kentucky, unquestionably was 
intended and must be construed to mean paying Granges, and 
such only can be represented in the State Grange. 

"Article 13 of the by-laws of the State Grange can not be 
so construed as to justify or allow the admission of more repre- 
sentatives into the State Grange than a county is entitled to 
upon the above basis, notwithstanding they may hold the pre- 
scribed certificates of their election. 

" The appeal is therefore dismissed, and the decision of the 
Master of the State Grange of Kentucky sustained."

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"Whereas, If relief is not speedily obtained by «, liberal 
reduction of said unjust and burdensome tax, the fanners 
of many sections of the country where the culture of leaf 
tobacco, because of the suitableness of climate and soil, natural- 
ly belongs, will be driven from this life-long and heretofore 
reasonably profitable employment ; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That it is tne sense of this, the National Grange 
now in convention assembled, that the revenue tax of twenty- 
four cents per pound on manufactured tobacco should be at 
once reduced to a rate not exceeding twelve cents per pound. 

"Resolved, That the Masters of the several State Granges be 
requested to lay this important matter before their respective 
subordinate bodies, requesting that from them petitions be sent 
to their representatives in Congress asking that they use their 
best personal efforts to secure the needed legislation. 

"Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions, signed by the 
Master and Secretary, be sent to the Hon. Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and also to the Chairmen of the Finance 
Committee of the Senate and the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House." 

Bro. Davie moved to amemd the substitute by striking out 
the words "tax of twenty-four cents per pound on manufac- 
tured tobacco should be at once reduced to a rate not exceeding • 
twelve cents per pound," and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
" laws on manufactured tobacco revised," which was adopted, 
and the substitute then as amended adopted, and the report as 
amended adopted. 

" The Committee on the Good of the Order, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Herndon Grange, presented by Bro. 
Davie, have had the same under consideration, and instructed 
me to report that the subject-matter of this resolution has been 
previously reported upon, and therefore the committee beg to 
be dischargea from further consideration of the subject." 

On motion, the report Was concurred in. 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order, to whom was 
referred the Secretary's report, have had the same under con- 
sideration, and instructed me to report, that while there is 
nothing in the report calling for specific action by the National 
Grange, there is much to commend it to the reading, thoughtful 
members of our Order, and much that may be of practical utility 
to the Subordinate Granges. 
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"But your committee were of the further opinion that the 
Secretary's report contained much that was foreign to the 
purpose of such documents. They deprecate the idea of 
incorporating in an officer's report the private correspondence 
of anonymous parties, and especially so when the insinuations 
in such communicastons can by any possible means reflect 
upon the course of the individual members of this tody. 

"And your committee are of the further opinion that no 
offieer should allude to and criticise in his report the sugges- 
tions presented by other officers of this Grange, inasmuch as 
the presumption is, that each officer presents his report upon 
the same day, to-wit, the first day of the session. Your com- 
mittee would by no means charge upon the Worthy Secretary 
censurable conduct, b\it respectfully submit these views as a 
suggestion to secure more caution and circumspection in all 
future reports." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 
Bro. Moore presented the following : 

"The Committee on Resolutions,' to whom was referred 
certain letters and resolutions of Mr. George T. Angell, have 
had the same under consideration, and instructed me to report 
that they approve the resolutions in the main ; but inasmuch 
as they are now embodied in our Declaration of Principles and 
the Bitual Wort of the Order, we recommend the considera- 
tion of them by this session be indefinitely postponed." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the special order set for the hour,* 
viz. "the consideration of the report of the Special Com- 
mittee on the Orange Record" was taken up and the committee 
made the following report: 

"Your committee, to whom was referred the matter of con- 
tinuing the publication of the Orange Record, have instructed 
me to report as follows : • 

" That the publication of the Record be continued quarterly 
as heretofore; that it be under the supervision of the Master 
and Secretary of the National Grange ; that a sufficient number 
of copies of the next edition be sent, inclosed in paid envel- 
opes, to the Masters and Secretaries of State Granges to supply 
each Subordinate Grange in ejood standing with one copy, to be 
sent to the Master. After which one copy each shall be sent to 
the Master and Secretary of every Subordinate Grange in good 
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standing direct from the office of publication, the Secretaries oi 
Btate Granges furnishing a list thereof. And that it shall be 
ucnt to subscribers for twenty cents per year, including posk 
2*ge, and in clubs of ten or more at ten cents a year; pro 
vided, that the cost of publishing and mailing, including 
postage, shall not exceed one thousand dollars for the entire 
year. 

Bro. Moore moved to amend the report by striking out the 
word " Secretary " where it occurs in relation to the supervision 
of the Record, and substituting therefor the woids " The Execu- 
tive Committee," and called for the yeas and nays, which, 
being sustained, the roll was called, and resulted in the affirma- 
tive, and the amendment was adopted. Yeas, 22 ; nays, 12.

The report as amended was then non-concurred in. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the second special order set for this 
term, to-wit, the consideration of the report of the Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws, amending section 2, article 8, of 
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the by-laws in relation to the meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee, was taken up, and the report adopted by the requisite 
two-thirds vote. 

The adopted amendment is as follows : 

"Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall hold one regular 
session in each year, four days before the annual session of the 
National Grange, at the place selected for holding such session, 
at which meeting the Secretary and Treasurer shall be present 
with their books and accounts for examination by the Execu- 
tive Committee. It may also hold other meetings, when in the 
opinion of the Master or of any two members of the Executive 
Committee, such meeting may be necessary for the good of 
the Order." 

# 

The third special order set for the hour, viz. consideration 
of the 'amendments offered by Bro. Chase to report of the 
Executive Committee, making certain ruling in the case of ex- 
pelled members, was taken up. After discussion a division of 
the question was called for. 

The first amendment, to wit, " A Subordinate Grange has 
but the right to expel a member for non-payment of dues," was 
considered, when on motion of Bro. Taylor, N. J., the whole 
subject was laid on the table. 

" The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of D. Wyatt Aiken, one of the Executive Committee, 
have had the same under consideration, and instructed me to 
report that the several items contained therein are correct and 
supported by satisfactory evidence, and make for expenses and 
per diem the sum of $666.21. Therefore your committee 
recommend that the same be allowed, subject to such deduc- 
tions as have been drawn by the Treasurer of the National 
Grange on account thereof." 

On motion the report was concurred in. 

" The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of John T. Jones, Master of the National Grange, have 
bad the same under consideration, and instruct me to report 
that the several items contained therein are correct and sup- 
ported by satisfactory evidence, and make for expenses the 
sum of $471.75. Therefore, your committee recommend that 
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the same be allowed, subject to such deductions as have been 
Irawn on the Trust Co. on account thereof. 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

"The Committee of Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of W. Et. Chambers, one of the Executive Committee, 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed 
me to report that the several items contained therein are cor- 
rect and supported by satisfactory evidence, and make for ex- 
penses and per diem the sum of $461.75. Therefore your com- 
mittee recommend that the same be allowed, subject to such 
deductions as have been drawn by the Treasurer of the Nation- 
al Grange on account thereof ." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

* 

The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of Henley James, one of the Executive Committee, have 
had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to 
report that the several items contained therein are correct, and 
supported by satisfactory evidence, and make for expenses and 
per diem the sum of $85.05. Therefore your committee recom- 
mend that the same be allowed, subject to such deduction as 
have been drawn by the Treasurer of the National Grange on 
account thereof. 

On motion, the report was concurred in. " 

"The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
counts of Dudley T. Chase, have had the same under consider- 
ation, and have instructed me to report that the several items 
contained therein are correct, and supported by satisfactory 
evidence, and make for expenses and per diem the sum of 
$966,76. Therefore your committee recommend that the same 
be allowed, subject to such deductions as have been drawn by 
the Treasurer of. the National Grange on account thereof." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

" The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the ac- 
count of Alonzo Golder, one of the Executive Committee, have 
had the same under consideration, and instructed me to report 
that the several items contained therein are correct, and sup- * 
ported by satisfactory evidence, and make for expenses and per 
diem the sunr'of $712.30. Therefore your committee recom- 
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mend that the same be allowed, subject to such deductions as 
have been drawn by the Treasurer of the National Grange on 
account thereof." 

On motion, the report was concurred in, 

"The Committee on Accounts, to whom was referred the 
account of E. R. Shankland, one of the Executive Committee, 
whose term expired at the last session of the National Grange, 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed 
me to report that the several items therein contained are 
correct and supported by satisfactory evidence, and make for 
expenses and per diem $185.57., Therefore your committee 
recommend that the same be allowed and credit given on his 
account with the National Grange for said amount." 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 

The rules were suspended to enable the introduction of a 
resolution. 

Bro. Lang moved to reconsider the vote by which the Grange 
decided to adjourn sine die at five P. m. to-day, and it was 
adopted. 

The question being taken on the resolution the whole 
subject was, on motion of Bro. Washburn, Col., laid on the 
table. 

On motion of Bro. Washburn, Col., the Grange took a 
recess until three o' clock p. M. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Three o'clock. 
Recess having expired, the Grange was called to order by 
Worthy Overseer Woodman, acting as Worthy Master. 
Regular- order of business resumed. 
The Committee on Education presented the following : 

" The Committee on Education, to whom was referred that 
portion of the Master's address referring to the education of 
the people in the principles of co-operation, have had the same 
under consideration, and instructed me to report that, as educa- 
tion underlies success in co-operation, and must of necessity 
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precede it, information on the subject should be disseminated 
as thoroughly and rapidly as possible. They would recom- 
mend that information on the Rochdale system of co-operation 
should occupy some space in each issue of the Orange Record, 
and that other such papers calculated to enlighten the Patrons 
as to the practical workings of co-operative buying and selling 
be sent to the Lecturers of every Subordinate Grange. They 
would also suggest that every Master treat upon the subject in 
his annual address in the most lucid manner possible, and 
report progress to the Grange Record each quarter. Also, that 
each State Grange organ, where such exist, be requested to 
publish more or less upon the subject in each issue. 

On motion, the report was concurred in. 
The same Committee also reported as follows : 

"Your Committee on Education regret exceedingly the 
unfavorable circumstances under which they are obliged to 
report, feeling that the want of time and leisure for collecting 
reliable data are in no way commensurate with the importance 
of the subject committed to their consideration. We fully 
concur with the Worthy Secretary, who says : 'Let the educa- 
tion of the masses be our great object. Some of the teaching 
in schools should be how the scholar should earn his own liv- 
ing, so that when he leaves school he may at once enter upon a 
practical existence.' We believe also with him that girls 
should have equal opportunities with boys; that we should 
estafrlisbsprimary Granges for children, where, by illustrated 
lessons, music, and singing, we may teach them not only to love 
the farm, but to love learning, and to press forward with an 
ambition suited to the great reward offered. Study and recrea- 
tion should be so judiciously mingled that they may pleasura- 
bly balance each other throughout their lives. 

"Your committee, finding the National Grange impatient 
of the time conceded to the subject of Education as a ' special 
.order/ have requested brief written reports from the members 
as to the present state of education in their respective states, 
to which the following have kindly responded: West Virginia, 
North Carolina, Oregon, Ohio, Michigan, Maine, Virginia, Del- 
aware, Colorado, Kansas, Alabama, Missouri, and Maryland. 
West Virginia reports that the State Grange has determined to 
establish an exclusively agricultural school in Jefferson County, 
and have secured from the state a grant of $100,000 worth of 
land. They plan to purchase a farm and establish an indus- 
trial school for scientific and ' practical husbandry. Much 
interest i* awakened and the State Grange is doing ail in its 
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power to encourage the sentiment. From North Carolina we 
learn that the state shares equally with every district the 
expense of a public school-house, and that Granges are taking 
advantage of this law and building school-houses with a Grange 
hall above, thus familiarizing the children of the school-district 
with the idea that the Grange fosters education, and that the 
school-house is the basis of the Grange hall. The Agricultural 
College is united with the State University, and bids fair to do 
a good work, offering free room-rent and tuition to all unable to 
pay, and a three-months session of the Normal School, also free 
for educating teachers. Patrons and people are progressing, and 
skies are brighter than at any time since the war. 

" Oregon reports a State Agricultural College which has been 
in existence about eight years, but like many other misnamed 
agricultural colleges is doing no practical* work and no manual 
labor is taught. As a partial onset to this failure we find that 
in Oregon (as every where else) the Grange is teaching them 
more about their rights as citizens; more about trade and com- 
merce ; more about the agency system ; more about the useless- 
ness of surplus middlemen; more about co-operation, more 
about corporations and joint-stock companies; more about 
stocks and dividends; more of the ruinous practice of the 
credit system, and more of the advantages of tne cash system. 
They are learning how to govern deliberative bodies; how to 
settle difficulties among themselves ; that each individual is a 
part of the whole, and none can suffer without injuring others; 
and that the knowledge of each is, or should be, the common 
property of all. 

" We learn that the Ohio Agricultural College is no better 
than othere of its class, but that at the next session of the 
State Grange it is proposed to take steps toward utilizing the 
institution for the benefit of agriculture; and the Committee 
on Education of the Ohio State Grange ask for advice, sugges- 
tions, and information from all interested. 

"Michigan has a high reputation for good schools, both 
common and denominational. Her university has thoroughly 
tested and triumphantly proved the utility and advantage of 
co-education of the sexes. The college has a farm of several 
hundred acres, where practical and experimental agriculture 
are taught. Students labor three hours each day upon the 
farm, and the wages paid are credited to board. The agricul- 
tural college ib growing in favor, and has almost the entire 
support of the farmers 01 the state. ' ' 

"In Virginia the Patrons of Husbandry are deeply inter- 
ested on the subject of education, but nothing has been done 
in that direction by Grange organization. Public schools ar*

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well attended, but some prejudice against the same, which, is 
gradually being removed. The appropriation of Congress for 
educational purposes has been used to establish two. very 
flourishing Agricultural Colleges. . One at Hampton, Virginia, 
exclusively for' the colored race, the other at Blacksbuxg for 
the whites, both prosperous and very well patronized. 

From the Delaware report we glean that the State College has 
a special course in Agriculture for 1877-8, to meet the wants 
of a class of young iaen whip can not leave their homes except 
during the winter season/ and who do not desire to pursue a 
full course of collegiate study, and to. which any person over 
sixteen years of : age will be admitted without examination or 
other conditions except good character and.a jpiedge to conform 
to the rules of the school The instruction in thiri special - 
course will be chiefly by lectures,, recitations, and reviews, and 
embraces the studies of political economy and elementary 
law, practical agriculture and natural science, English lan- 
guage and history, chemistry and geology,, and practical' 
mathematics, at a cost to the student of $2o tuition for the 
course. ' The Agricultural Report for 1875 speaks favorably of 
work done by this college. t 

'"Agricultural education in Colorado" has not yet been com- 
menced. The donation of lands for the support of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College is not at present available, nor 
has there "been any considerable amount appropriated for the 
erection of cdllfegQ-buildings^ ^ The legislature at its last session 
created a State Board of Agriculture, composed of eight mem- 
bersj seven of whom are active membersof our Order, whose 
especial duty is to take charge of pur Agricultural 'College. The 
farin arid college-grounds,/ located at "Fort Collins, have been 
inclosed by a substantial fence, and one small brick building 
erected thereon,' There has been an attembt'made to divert 
the J fund from, an agricultural to' mining scnool, but it is con- 
fidently believed that the' farmers will be able fa carry out the 
original intention, and establish, a^ school in wfuoh the sons and 
dah^hters'tif 'farmiers'may.he'Mutiiated in the science of farm- 
ing- 

" We find the report of the Educational Committee of the 
Kansas State Grange" is a most complete and creditable one, 
and as it has jrindly been laid on the table of each member of 
the National' Grange, we consider it unnecessary to treat upon 
it at length, but this muc£ may be said : The, cause of educa- 
tion hi Kansas suffers in " common with nearly all other states 
in this Union from defective methods and lack of breadth, and 
the report' suggests the conclusion we quote from its pages : 
'The unwisely conservative Who cling with such tenacity to 
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the ' good old ways;' should remember that progress pays no 
respect whatever to myths and traditions. While thought is 
reforming abuses in 1 government, sweeping away antiquated 
systems that have outlived their usefulness, and sconce is 
reVcdutioniiiii^ the Industries of the World, it is not probable 
that the schoolroom; with its traditional methods of instruction 
and management twirl be let atoned 

"Alabama reports the Agrloulittral Institute doing well, the 
investment of the fund arising from the sale of lands donated 
by Congress returning an income of about - $22,500 ; and; what 
is still more interesting, -three District' Graiiee schools are in 
successful operation under the management of District Granges. 

"The Missouri ! Agricultural College seems to be well man- 
aged, and the farm in' a high state of cultivation, said to be 
second to none in the'Iand. 

"In Maine < the Agricultural College, established from the 
congressional endowment, is independent of any other insti- 
tution, and has a well-conducted farm? where the *tudenfe — 
mostly the children of. <fa$meiBr- apply vtjhemselves to such 
studies, in connection with manual labor (sometimes self- 
supporting), as will enable them to become successful farmers. 

.The inevitable deduction to be made from all the informa- 
tion before your conunijttee is that the Patrons of Husbandry, 
in* entering the field of general and specific education, will find 
an abundance of la^or and i^e laborers but few. ^ tt is hot to 
be denied that Patrons,' in coihmdh with all other ^itjzeiis 1 , have 
been too remiss in this all-important work which underlies all 
human progress; and we must acknowledge that many promi- 
nent, practical business men are s' unwilling to contribute time, 
thought, or mbney : to pelrpetu^tin^, purifying,* arid enlarging 
the great fountain whence, during their growing years, they ' 
-irew the mental sustenance which has in so large a measure 
made them what theya^e^ 1 

" Mothers are natural 1 educators ; should fathers be less so ? 
The mother's love desires for her children the most- liberal 
opportunities for 'the culture which, other 1 things being etfual, 
brings occupation and hapjpiness to mankind. Should fathers 
desire less for those who follow theni upon the stage of life? 
Will they still' continue to' neglect the means of securing last- 
ing benefit to their daughters and their sons, and through them' 
to succeeding generations? Will they still spend. their time, 
thought, and means upbn special and class legislation, in selfish 
enjoyments, and in schemes less vital, to the almost total neg- 
lect of. general education, the necessary improvements as to 
methods, means, and uses whieh the general welfare so unmis- 
takably demands. 
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"In conclusion your committee would earnestly say, 'Give 
the children a chance.' Give them good training, substantial 
character, and firm self-government, but add to these the grace 
and happiness which follow the cultivation of self-help, in im- 
proving the gifts of nature, whether they lead to mechanic 
arts, to legal acquirements, to medical proficiency, to the 
actual beneficent labors of the farm which feeds the toiling 
millions, or ill the flowery paths of musical or decorative art. 
which lead our work-day thoughts away from sordid care, and 
through drawing, painting, oratory, and music open the win- 
dows of the soul and give us a glimpse of the promised land

"The Committee on the Constitution and By-laws instruct 
me to report the accompanying resolutions, and recommend 
their adoption : 

"Jfaotved, That the Secretary of the National Grange be in- 
structed to cause to be printed forthwith the amendments to 
the constitution of the .National Grange, proposed at this 
session, and to forward immediately two copies thereof to the 
Master and Secretary of each State Grange.

"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange be 
instructed to cause to be printed and forwarded to the Master 
and Secretary of each State Grange, and to the officers and 
Executive Committee of the National Grange, the result of 
such action, and to specify therein the State Granges that may 
have ratified each proposed amendment/'

The Committee on finance {resented a report in response to 
the resolution calling on. .them for an estimate of the probable 
expenditures for the coming year, which was read. 

Bro. Aiken, of the Committee on the Good of the Order, 
presented the following: 

"The Committee on the Good of the Order, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Bro. Piolett, of Penn., beg leave to 
report that they have had the same under consideration, and 
instruct me to report that, a& this is a matter of the gravest 
importance, upon which the National Grange should not com- 
mit itself without due consideration, and without requisite data 
before them, and as the needed data can not now be obtained, 
your Committee bejj to be' discharged from the further consid- 
eration of the question," . 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the committee were discharged 
from its consideration.

"Your committee are of opinion that international coop- 
eration, to be auccessftU and. .entirely sat^fae^ory to co-opera- 
tors, must be' the natural outgrowth of the co-operative 
principle. This true principle having- been recognized and 
adopteain.the organisation and work of the local stores,, and 
having produced satisfactory results, will call for the establish- 
ment of wholesale. 8tojes, and these being likewise successful 
and producing satisfactory results, will culminate in the 
demand- for , international co-operation. Believing that such 
will finally be the result, when this true cooperative jprinciple 
shall have been thoroughly understood and r intelligently

Bro. Blanton, Worthy Master of the State Grange of Virginia, 
welcomed the Officers and Members of the National Grange to 
the State of Virginia, in the following words : 

Worthy Master and Members of the National Grange : 

In the name of the State Grange of Virginia I extend to you a 
most cordial, hearty, and sincere welcome. Coming as you do 
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from the various sections and States of our great country, repre- 
senting as you do the most ancient as well as the most honorable 
of all the industrial interests of the world, and meeting here to 
confer together and to act together for the improvement, eleva- 
tion, and advancement of 

THE GREAT AGRICULTURAL CLASS, 

as well as to labor for the good of the whole country and of man- 
kind, it is right and proper, and I esteem it a high privilege, to 
give you a warm and hearty greeting in your visit to ibis, the 
oldest of all the States of this magnificent country, and one in 
which agriculture was first successfully developed. 

Some two hundred years and more have passed and gone since 
the first permanent colony of English was planted on American 
soil. 

Not many miles from the spot on which we now are, on the 
banks of the beautiful river which flows close by from the moun- 
tains to the ocean, stood the rude buildings which laid the foun- 
dation for old Jamestown. Upon these seven hills on which is 
built this beautiful city, and near here, where stands the Capitol 
building, stood the wigwams of the great Indian Chief Powhat- 
an, and here was the capitol of his hunting-grounds. 

The immense territory stretching from the southern part of 
North Carolina to the Canada line on the North, and from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, was known as Virginia. This great ter- 
ritory was divided by the Chesapeake bay. That portion on the 
north of the bay was called North Virginia, and the portion south 
of the bay was called South Virginia. Out of this territory were 
formed, by purchase or grants, 

THE NEW ENGLAND STATES, 

New York, Delaware, Pennsylvania, and Maryland, and long 
afterwards, Kentucky, Ohio, and many of the Northwestern 
States, out of the vast and rich domain ceded by Virginia to the 
General Government. 

Well and justly has she won for herself the title of " the Mo- 
ther of States." A most generous and liberal mother she is, too ! 
These great virtues — generosity and liberality — she has implanted 
in the very nature of her sons and daughters, and hence genera- 
tion after generation vie with each other in teaching them to 
their children and transmitting them to their posterity. 

I welcome you, then, not only to Virginia, but to "the Mother 
of States." 

But this is not all. Wherever we find these great qualities — 
generosity and liberality — as being peculiarly characteristic of a 
people, we may reasonably and very justly expect to find associa- 
ted with them the principles of true conservatism and loyalty. 
When Charles I. had ascended the English throne, and war and 
bloodshed arose between him and his Parliament — when he had 
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been dethroned, captured, and beheaded in front of his palace, 
and Oliver Cromwell had been made dictator, Virginia, through 
all these trying times, remained faithful to her sovereign, and 
even sent a small vessel to Flanders, where Charles, the 

SON OF THE BEHEADED KING, 

was suffering exile, and invited him to come across the ocean and 
establish his throne upon her territory. So gratified was he at 
the conservatism and loyalty of Virginia, that he proclaimed her 
an independent member of his empire, which consisted of Eng- 
land, Scotland, Ireland and Virginia, and ever since that time 
she has been called "the Old Dominion." 

I welcome you, then, to-day, not only to Virginia, the gener- 
ous, liberal "Mother of States," but I welcome you to the con- 
servative, loyal " Old Dominion." 

But this is not all yet. When we find a people distinguished 
for generosity, liberality, conservatism and loyalty, we are sure 
to find a people who are patriotic, and noted for their appreciation 
of and love for justice, equity and liberty. 

After Charles II. had ascended the throne, years rolled on and 
nearly a century had passed — Virginia, though generous and lib- 
eral ; though conservative and loyal ; though strongly devoted to 
the mother country ; though she had been the last to forsake 
Charles I. and the first to welcome King Charles II. to the throne ; 
though she greatly honored George III. as King of England ; yet 
there was something dearer than all these to her — justice, equity, 
freedom, liberty ! When these were threatened, when these 
were in danger of being lost, she was ready to take up arms in 
their defence then, as she is ready to take up arms in their de- 
fence now. 

UNJUST TAXATION, OPPRESSIVE LAWS, AND ODIOUS STAMP 

ACTS, 

culminated into a war with the mother country. On Virginia 
soil independence was first proclaimed ; on Virginia soil the last 
great battle was fought and won. These times, which tried the 
souls of men, called out Washington, Henry, Jefferson, the Lees, 
the Pendletons, the Randolphs, the Masons, and a host of others 
whose names stand high on the roll of fame. Here we see the 
names of those who well deserve to be called statesmen, and who 
won for their State the honored title of the " Mother of States- 
men." 

I welcome you, then, not only to Virginia, but to the conser- 
vative, loyal Old Dominion, and to the generous, liberal Mother oi 
States, and the justly proud mother of Statesmen. * 

1 ime flew on, and years of prosperity, happiness and glory to 
this great country rolled by. Not quite a century has passed, 
and patriotism seems to have given way to partizanry, and parti- 
zanry has lead to fanaticism, and fanaticism has culminated in 
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the commission of crimes of the deepest dye. The political hori- 
zon is darkened by threatening war clouds, and the deafening 
roar of the thunders of excited passions, and the maddened 
shouts of fanatical zealots tell too plainly that the storm must 
soon burst in all its terrible and wasting fury. 

Virginia takes her stand for equity and justice, for peace and 
the Union. She says to her fiery sisters of the South, " Peace, 
be still!" and to the maddened and infuriated States of the 
North, 

41 THUS PAR SHALT THOU COME, BUT NO FARTHER." 

And now she pleads her conservatism and her loyalty ; she 
pleads her generosity and liberality ; she pleads her ancient renown ; 
she pleads her unswerving love for the Union ; she pleads glori- 
ous services in the past ; she pleads her munificent gifts to make 
this a great and rich country ; she pleads the valuable services, 
the gallant deeds, the glorious memories of her departed sons ; 
she points to the roll of fame. She says, Look at Washington, 
the Father of his Country ; look at Henry, the Demosthenes of 
America ; look at Jefferson, the auther of the Declaration of In- 
dependence : look at Clay, the Cicero of the West. But it was 
all of no avail. She saw that the storm must come, and that she 
must bear the mighty shock. Love for the Union, however 
great, must now give way for that deeper, stronger, more fervent 
love for equity, justice, liberty. 

She rises in her majesty, and her clarion voice is heard calling 
to her sons to rally around her standard and protect her honor, 
and preserve her sovereignty. Nobly did they respond. And 
Lee, Jackson, Stuart, and a host of living and dead braves rushed 
as leaders to her protection, while from the mountains and val- 
leys, the plains and the seaboard, from city and town, from coun- 
try and hamlet, gathered 

HER BRAVE AND GALLANT SONS, 

ready to do and die at her bidding. She pointed to the once 
proud temple of freedom at the seat of Government and mourned 
over the disastrous wreck. She pointed to Monticello, where 
lay mouldering in the grave the bones of Jefferson, who wrote 
the wonderful Declaration of Independence. She pointed to the 
quiet and peaceful shades of Mt. Vernon, where Liberty sat 
weeping and silently watching the tomb of her favorite child. 
She turned to Church Hill and pointed to St. John's, and it 
seemed as if Henry rose towering far above the rest, in form and 
gesture proudly eminent, and the loud, thrilling, soul-stirring 
words, in tones of thunder, were heard : " I know not what 
course others may pursue, but as for me, give me liberty or give 
me death." She waited no longer, but majestically and nobly 
bared her bosom to receive the deadly stroke. For four years 
she was the theatre for a bloody, cruel and desperate war. Her 
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green fields were made red with the blood of the best of her 
citizens. Her people suffered privation, misery, almost starva- 
tion. She was stripped of her property, despoiled of her right- 
ful territory, subjected to military rule and all the horrors of a 
most wicked despotism, which no partizan ingenuity can justify 
and no political sophistry can palliate. 

A WELCOME TO THE OLD DOMINION. 

I welcome you, then, to-day, not only to old Virginia, not only 
to the Old Dominion, not only to the Mother of States and States- 
men, but 1 welcome you as a great fraternal association of agri- 
cultural patriots to Virginia as she is, war-worn and battle-scar- 
red, but with her great fame unsullied, her honor untarnished, 
and her glory undimmed ! 

Welcome, brothers ! Welcome, sisters ! Welcome to our hearts, 
and welcome to our homes ! Welcome, and may your united 
eftorts, as agriculturists, "to develop a better and higher man- 
hood and womanhood " among the great agricultural class, be 
crowned with a glorious success. May your earnest endeavor 
44 to suppress personal, local, sectional and national prejudice , 
all unhealthy rivalry, all selfish ambition, " be richly rewarded. 
As a great national association of agricultural patriots, recogni- 
zing no North, no South, no East, no West, may you, by united 
efforts, return u to the wisdom, justice, paternity and political 
purity of our forefathers/ ' and successfully fulfill one great and 
peculiar mission of your great fraternal organization — the pacifi- 
cation of this great country. This is a work which partizans can 
never perfect. Neither the one political party nor the other po- 
litical party can ever span the mighty gulf which the late terrible 
war opened up. Here is a hurt which no political party can heal ; 
here is a wound, gaping wide, which no political surgeon can 
successfully close. 

THE FIRST IMPASSIONED APPEAL TO FIRE THE SOUTHERN 

HEART 

starts the feverish, angry blood to flowing — the first flaunting of 
41 the bloody shirt" tears open afresh the wound not yet healed. 
I repeat it : partizan politicians can never restore peace — a real, 
lasting, permanent peace— to the great sections of this country. 
It must be done, if done at all, by a great fraternal association ot 
the real conservative mass of agriculturists, upon whom rest the 
prosperity and happiness or the misery and woe of the United 
States of America. Faith, hope, charity, fidelity and perseve- 
rance must be the watch words ; the motto em Masoned on our 
banners, "Eternal enmity to*all who would pollute with hostile 
touch the sacred ark of our liberties," must be our battle cry. 

Bro. Ellis, Worthy Master of the State Grange of Ohio, re- 
sponded on behalf of the National Grange, as follows : 
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Worthy Master and Members of the National Orange: 

But a few moments since I received the first intimation that 
you expected me to respond to the finished address of welcome 
just delivered by the chosen representative of Virginia. You 
will not expect of me that felicitous imagery, such pleasing ora- 
torical display, the rounded periods which mark the speech of 
our worthy brother ; nor that I will d» more than to make such 
hearty response as you feel in your hearts. Perhaps you have 
chosen me for this duty because, in the mutations of time, I am 
one of the few now in this body who are left of those who as- 
sembled in our first great meeting ; a veteran, so to speak, in the 
Grange — an organization which has nothing sectional in its char- 
acter. As I look about me I see but four active members of this 
body who were in when I first took my seat in the session but 
five years ago. But there is the same fraternity — the same 
wealth of heart — the same generous impulses, and the same glori- 
ous purposes, not the least of which is to strengthen the bonds of 
brotherhood all over this land. You come from many States of 
our Union — from frigid North and sunny South— from both sides 
of this broad Continent— to consult for the common good of all 
portions of our land. You have with you warm hearts in which 
there is affectionate regnrd for this grand old Commonwealth to 
which we have been welcomed by expressions eloquent in the 
fullness of their utterance. And for her statesmen, whose names 
you have just heard, you have admiration hardly second to that 
so ably expressed in your hearing by Virginia's own son. In 
your early youth fond mothers rehearsed to you the story of 
Washington, who bears to your country the relation of father, as 
truly as he was a son of Virginia. The renown and the fame 
which rest upon this honored name shed their lustre upon all the 
States. The loyalty and the chivalry of Virginia, which the old 
leaders and statesmen of this proud State, helped to stamp upon 
her character, are hallowed memories with you as they are with 
her sons and daughters who now welcome us We recognize 
them as the glories of the past not parcelled out, but rather the 
common heritage of all our people. Virginia — the Mother of 
States — may justly be proud of her rich possessions, and you must 
share that pride while you point to great achievements in the 
reclamation of the wild wastes, once the territory of this Common- 
wealth, now carved into prosperous States, where you have built 
your altars and established peaceful firesides, from which you 
are constantly sending out willing hands and vigorous brains to 
ennoble mankind. And even this*old State must not forget that 
her sons have made conquests far beyond her present borders — 
that they have taken part in that progress which gives to many 
of the Western States distinction in some degree due to their he- 
roism. Let us rather share in the glories of a common country 
than in admiration of any single State. Whi'e we accord to Vir- 
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ginia all the lustre of a brilliant past, radiant with the brightness 
of peaceful fame, there comes a time of which I cannot speak 
here. Let us pass it as a forbidden topic, thankful that we are a 
united people, with a common destiny. 

Worthy Master, I speak only the sentiment of every one here 
when I say the hearty, generous welcome extended to us, is re- 
ceived in the spirit of fraternal regard. We come on an errand 
of peace. We have no animosities to heal. We have only love 
in our hearts — that love which reaches out to our fellows in eve- 
ry State, and especially now to Virginia. I trust that our delib- 
erations here will be marked by that kindness which shall deepen 
and perpetuate the regard we have for those with whom we are 
now associated, and that our mission here ended, we may leave 
behind us only pleasant memories. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was 

Ordered, That the Order of Business, Rules and Regulations 
used at our last session be adopted for the government of this ses- 
sion, until the Committee on Order of Business make their re- 
port. 

The Worthy Master presented the following address : 

Worthy Brotheks and Sisters: — Our devout thanks are 
due the Great Father of mercies for the blessings of life and 
health, insomuch that we are permitted to come together in an- 
nual session from all parts of a common country, to labor in the 
cause of humanity. 

Over a considerable portion of our fair land, the Death Angel 
has spread his black wings ; towns, cities and parishes have been 
depopulated, and many have fallen a prey to the beetle and the 
worms. This terrible scourge has afforded an ample opportunity 
for the exercise of the heaven- born principles of sympathy, 
charity and love. Compassionate messengers from the North, 
the East and the West, have hastened away from health, homes 
and happiness to relieve distress, to comfort the sick, to feed the 
hungry and to bury the dead. The question, * 4 who is my neigh- 
bor ?" has not been asked. Sectional animosities have been ob- 
literated. Breathing the pestilential atmosphere, these heroic 
men and women have gone into the very jaws of death, not for 
wealth, not for honor, not for fame, not for reward, save the ap- 
proval of their own consciences and the approbation of Heaven. 
Alas ! many of these noble hearted philanthropists have fallen 
pierced with the fatal shafts of the relentless destroyer. Truly 
for these are the crowns of glory, which fade not away, but en- 
dure forever. Whatever measures of relief can be devised by the 
National Grange, with reference to our members in these plague- 
stricken localities, I trust will be done during this session. 

By reference to the Appendix and to page 55 of the Proceed- 
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injtrs of the Tenth Session, it will be seen that our commissioner 
to Europe, Bro. J. W. A. Wright, makes mention of Herr Gus- 
tav Prenzel, an intelligent and practical farmer, residing at Ber- 
lin. It will be observed further by the address of Worthy Mas- 
ter Jones, at the last session, that this gentleman was appointed 
Deputy for Germany. From this brother I have received a let- 
ter in which there is a claim for traveling expenses, postage, 
translations and salary. Notwithstanding the National Grange 
has voted "that no appropriation shall ever be made to defray 
the expenses, of Deputies in foreign countries," still common 
courtesy would dictate that this communication should be re- 
ferred to a committee, either standing or special, whose duty it 
shall be to investigate the claim and to. report fairly and justly 
upon its merits. No other course seems consistent with the teach- 
ings and usages of a fraternal organization. 

This comprises the correspondence had with foreign bodies or 
representatives during the past year. It is to be presumed that 
the Worthy Representative of the National Grange to the Do- 
minion Grange of Canada will be able to give a flattering account 
of the Order there. It may be questionable whether American 
Grange seed can be utilized and made to bring forth a hundred 
fold in foreign countries, and whether the character of the 
seed will not be such, that the climate, soil and atmos- 
phere will be unfavorable to its introduction and propagation, 
whetever attempted. The time may come, however, if the 
Grange is true to its mission in this country ; if education is dis- 
seminated and religious intolerance dissipated in Europe ; if ab- 
solute monarchies become more liberal in form and in fact ; if 
the infernal spirit of communism is overwhelmed and annihilated 
by a noble, rational patriotism, that our peaceful society may 
gain a permanent foothold, and spread its benign influences over 
lands now benighted with superstition, bigotry, serfdom and 
despotism. 

The adoption of the recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee by the National Grange, at the last session, simply making 
"the Secretary responsible for the archives of the National 
Grange, and allowing him to locate his office at such place as 
will be most convenient for him," was in my judgment a grave 
error The word "archives" can be construed to mean only 
the records, and hence by the action above recited the Secretary 
was no longer the custodian of, or accountable for the other prop- 
erty belonging to the National Grange. It matters not that the 
merchandise was of little, or no value, or that supplies now-a- 
days are furnished almost entirely by State Secretaries in many 
States ; the fact is. nevertheless, that so long as there is a National 
Grange, there always will be applications made to the Secretary 
for information and for needed articles, and he should be able to 
answer limited demands, or to impart such knowledge where 
appliances m &y be hud, that the humblest member residing in the 
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most remote part of our country may be reasonably satisfied. 
To day we have an incubus binding and weighing upon the 
National Grange till January 1st, 1882, in the shape of a lease of 
a building in Louisville, and we have contracted to pay rent 
according to the terms of the agreement amounting to nearly 
three thousand dollars, for which no benefit is received, and yet 
we have no head -quarters, no home. The Secretary's office 
should be located at some central point accessible to the Master, 
Kxecutive Committee, and the members of the Order generally. 
Exigencies might arise when the records should be examined by 
proper authority, when changes and corrections in the man- 
agement of his office should be made, and how, I ask, can these 
things be done, if the Secretary should happen perchance to 
select a residence upon some enchanted island,' amid the fogs and 
mists of obscurity's ocean ? 

If the Order is dead, it would seem fitting to dig its grave, de- 
posit its remains, and permit some kind friend to erect a suitable 
monument to mark its resting place ; if living, then it should 
certainly have a local habitation, a home, " be it ever so humble." 

Former Masters all along have felt the necessity of urging this 
important matter upon the attention of the National Grange, and 
they did not fail to do their duty. Something more than a desire 
"to follow in the steps of my illustrious predecessors," impels 
me to repeat their requests, for I deem it a matter of paramount 
consequence. If by reason of premises already rented for a 
term of years, the National Grange still does not see its way 
clear to purchase an inexpensive, permanent home, there is no 
valid reason why what we have should not be put to use. and 
thus subserve the requirements and the interests of the Order. 
Why should we vacate a sheltering tenement, and subject our- 
selves to the howling winds and pelting storms of the open air ? 
Wisdom demands that our steps be retraced, the present condi- 
tion of affairs be rectified, and such legislation be had in this 
respect as shall tend to solidity and perpetuate the organization. 

Much has been said from time to time relative to the disposi- 
tion "made of the funds of the National Grange. Curiosity has 
prompted me to examine somewhat into this matter, and I find 
there has been paid back to the several States about $55,000, in 
the form of loan-donations, and for the adjustment of dues and 
charitable purposes, about $45,000 more, making in all $100,000 
which has been returned to the States from the treasury of the 
National Grange. 

In past years the expenditures may not in every single instance 
appear warranted by prudence and wisdom, still I apprehend 
the closest scrutiny will fail to discover any serious wrong or 
misappropriation of funds. It is indeed fortunate that the finan- 
cial history will bear investigation and not suffer from the in- 
quest. The Secretary and the Treasurer will lay before you in 
due season their respective reports, from which may be learned 
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the present condition of the Order, and the receipts and disburse- 
ments during the past year. From these reports it will also be 
discerned that the plan inaugurated at the last session, to return 
one-half of the fees for new Granges formed, has not been atten- 
ded with the degree of success predicted. It was presaged that 
300 new Granges would be organized within the year in some 
States. The prophecy has not been fulfilled, and it is very 
doubtful whether the change has produced any advantageous re- 
sults. It really seems to me, if we would hope for deeper root 
and more permanent growth, we must water better and tend 
more faithfully the plants we already have. 

What shall be said on the subject of Co-operation ? One thing 
is certain, that without a correct knowledge of and strict ad- 
herence to its principles, the fate of our Grange stores, the effi- 
ciency and reliability of our State agencies, and the prospect of 
international associations are all easily conjectured and deter- 
mined. The capabilities of the so-called " business arm " of the 
Order have not been over-estimated, but the probabilities are 
there will be no great realizations until greater comprehension, 
and closer cohesion shall be developed through the education 
and experience of the members at large. There must be creep- 
ing together before there is much " walking together." There 
should be posted in every Grange, in the country in living char- 
acters, this motto, " United we stand; divided we fall." 

There will be no sure and practical intellectual progress with- 
out an understanding and observance of the principles of co- 
operation. There will be no social development without "we 
meet together and talk together." The legislation of the country 
is to-day discriminating largely in favor of capital and corpora- 
tions, and hence the burdens of government are thrust upon the 
backs of the poorer classes. The direct and unmistakable tend- 
ency is to make the rich richer and the poor poorer. 

How shall any remedy be reached except through Co-opera- 
tion ? When transportation companies impose rates exceeding 
a fair remuneration for money invested and labor employed 4 the 
excess is nothing more or less than a direct tax levied upon the 
producer, and collected from the value of his products, whether 
he is willing or not. What remedy is there except through com- 
bination ? When there is a marked distinction in the provisions 
of a tariff, whereby the hands of government are laid heavily 
upon certain localities ; when excise laws are so framed that cer- 
tain productions are virtually taxed out of existence ; when by 
how much labor and money expended the former becomes so 
much the poorer, and the tax gatherer remorselessly scoops all 
at once, I ask will relief ever come except through persistent, 
determined, rational Co-operation ? 

Hopes for pecuniary improvement will be blasted, expectations 
of greater educational facilities will crumble away, desires for a 
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proper recognition of oar rights at home or abroad, as American 
citizens, will be void, unless we make '* a long pull, a strong pull, 
and a pull altogether. 1 ' 

Considering how ably and thoroughly this topic has been 
treated upon by the former Masters of the National Grange and 
its Executive Committees for many years past, I cannot resist 
the conviction that any attempt on my part towards elaboration 
would be puerile and superfluous. The committee having this 
important subject in charge will, during this session, be able to 
report to you such information from the different sections of our 
Union, and such experiences gained as will I hope, be of great 
value. 

But, worthy brothers and sisters, I cannot entirely dismiss this 
theme just now. He, who was always in the very vanguard of 
the champions of co-operation, who gave his time, energies and 
wealth to the dissemination of the principles and aims of our 
Order, whose manly form, hopeful eye, earnest, eloquent voice, 
have so often and so long graced and blessed this body, has gone 
from us forever. At his home in Allen ton. Missouri, on the 4th 
day of February last, Brother Thomas Rowland Allen ceased all 
sublunary lal ore. He was the first Master of the first Orange in 
his State, the first Master of the State Orange at its organization 
in 1872, and was re-elected State Master in 1874. He travelled 
day and night, delivered public lectures and organized Granges 
in nearly every county in that wide-extended State. What 
amount of toil, travel, anxiety, correspondence and conflict was 
overcome by our noble brother, no one but our Heavenly Father 
will ever know. His mind was clear, vigorous and comprehen- 
sive. His impulses abounded in kindness and charity. " Like 
a shock of corn fully ripe, he has been gathered to his fatheis." 
Our fraternal sympathies go forth to Sister Allen and her family 
circle in their present bereavement. 

** Why weep ye then for him, who having run 
The bound of man's appointed years, at last, 

Life's blessing* all enjoyed, lire's labors done, 
Serenelj- to his final rest has pasx'd; 

While the soft memory of his virtues yet 
Lingers, like twilight hues when the bright snn has set." 

Appropriate tributes of respect will be offered, without doubt, 
in due season, before this Orange. 

Throughout this church -spired land the children are always 
sought for to fill our Sabbath-schools. The " pillars of the 
Church" well know the sure effects of early and constant 
Christian training. "Ninety and Nine" never stray from the 
Shepherd's fold. Now the farmer's children are needed in our 
ark of safety, where they may be instructed in good morals ; 
where they may form correct habits of thought, politeness and 
frugality ; where tastes for reading, discussion and music may be 
cultivated ; where love for rural pursuits may be nurtured ; where 
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home ties may be strengthened, beautified and riveted, and 
"where faith in God, hope in immortality, and charity to all man- 
kind may be brought to light and practiced daily by a fraternal 
band. To some extent this necessity has already been rec6g- 
nized. Juvenile Granges have been formed. Periodical meet- 
ings have been held, when the children are generally invited to 
come together, and in consequence of judiciously prepared 
schemes, the impressions created are invariably joyous, exalting 
and lasting. 

" TU education forms the common mind, 
Just as the twig is bent the tree's inclined." 

Make the Grange attractive to the youth, and they will soon 
learn to love and revere its teachings, to follow its precepts and 
to honor the farmer's vocation. This material must be had to 
build up and to perpetuate the Grange edifice. The places you 
and I fill they will soon be called upon to occupy. The destiny 
of our Order and our country is to be placed in their hands, and 
we are responsible to a great decree for the manner, in which 
they shall discharge the duties devolving upon them, as Patrons 
and as citizens of this republic. I therefore solemnly enjoin 
upon you, the representatives of the several States here assem- 
bled, to teach and to enforce in your respective jurisdictions, by 
frequent repetition, the infinite importance of a speedy enlist- 
ment of the farmers 1 sons and daughters of to-day under the 
beneficent banner of our society. 

The Grange press has already done some work in this direc- 
tion. Too much can not be said in praise of the press. The 
regular issues from our Srate Granges, the Dirigo Rural, the FiV- 
ffi'nia Patron, the Bulletin, the Husbandman, the. Farmer's 
Jft'iend, the Patrons of Husbandry, the Journal of Agriculture, 
and many other excellent newspapers have all rendered incalcu- 
lable aid to our cause. These have gained admission into fami- 
lies where no other paper has been taken, and have incited a 
spirit of enquiry and a desire of investigation hitherto unknown 
in rural circles. Granges availing themselves of readi 'g matter, 
striving to educate and inform themselves upon subjects con- 
nected with agricultural pursuits and the current events of the 
day, have rarely ever failed to be vigorous and prosperous. 
Through these instrumentalities the plane of useiulness and en- 
lightenment has been elevated, and the permanence of our soci- 
ety guaranteed. 

The farmer's vocation and its concomitant interests require 
more thought, more study, and unless they are given, the pro- 
bability of a relapse into ignorance, dependence and poverty is 
assured beyond a doubt Let us see to it as a class, then, that the 
Grange press is more substantially and extensively supported, 
making allowance, of course, for occasional editorial fallibilities. 

Clubs should be formed this winter, aud taugible help should 
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be extended to those who would help us. The grand columns 
on which the entire Grange superstructure rests, are iatelligence, 
virtue, vigilance and charity, and these must never be permitted 
to corrode and perish through our neglect. 

The following remarks seem to suggest themselves to me in 
closing : 

First. This session should be as short and inexpensive as pos- 
sible. 

Second. The wisdom of this body should be taxed to project 
plans for the revival of dormant Granges. 

Third. In every proposed change of laws, opinions, regula- 
tions, ritual, regalia or anything else, the stability of our Order 
should be closely consulted. 

Fourth-. A new book has been published and circulated at very 
considerable expense, containing the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the National Grange, ceremonies appropriate ior installation 
and funeral occasions, for the dedication of Grange halls, rules 
lor the organization and government ot co-operative associations, 
the declaration of purposes, a digest of decisions and opinions, 
parliamentary law, &c, &c. This will be likely to instruct and 
govern our membeis for a long time to come, and henoe the 
iewer the alterations made, consistent with our general welfare, 
the more reliable and more valuable will be this compendium. • 

Fifth. Article XII of our Constitution reads as follows : '* Re- 
ligious or political questions will not be tolerated as subjects of 
discussion in the work of the Order, and no political or religious 
tests for membership shall be applied." Every single member 
has dedicated himself by solemn act to an inflexible support of 
this provision. The pleadings of shrewd demagogues, the tow- 
ering ambition of selfish, insidious leaders, in times of intense 
excitement, may create a temptation to cut loose the Grange sLip 
from her secure moorings, but an unswerving fidelity to obliga- 
tions assumed will prove an anchor both sure and steadfast in 
seasons of cajolery and trial. Every semblance of an infringe- 
ment of our fundamental law should be sedulously avoided. 
Fanaticism, political or religious, if given unbridled license, with 
torch and axe in hand, will sooner or later, seal the doom of a 
society or a republic. 

Sixth. Let the doctrines enunciated in the " Declaration of 
Purposes" be regarded as immovable landmarks. 

Seventh. Standing as we do to-day upon a soil made illustri- 
ous as the " Mother of Presidents," and sacredly holding the 
ashes of him who was u first in war, first in peace, and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen," let us, the representatives of the 
agricultural classes of this country and the descendants of revo- 
lutionary sires, solemnly resolve to uphold and maintain forever 
the " Unity of Government." '* For it is a main pillar in the 
edifice of your real independence— the support of your tranquil- 
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Hty at home, your peace abroad, of your safety, of your pros- 
perity, of that very liberty which you so highly prize. But as 
it is easy to foresee that, from different causes and from different 
quarters, much pains will be taKen, many artifices employed to 
weaken in your minds the conviction of this truth ; as this ia 
the point in your political fortress against which the batteries of 
internal and external enemies will be most constantly and active- 
ly (though often covertly and insidiously) directed— it is of in- 
finite moment that you should properly estimate the immense 
value of your National Union to your collective and individual 
happiness ; that you should cherish a cordial, habitual and im- 
movable attachment to it ; accustoming yourselves to think and 
speak of it as the palladium of your political safety and prosper- 
ity ; watching for its preservation with jealous anxiety ; dis- 
countenancing whatever may suggest even a suspicion that it 
can, in any event, be abandoned; and indignantly frowning 
upon the first dawning of every attempt to alienate any portion 
of our country from the rest, or to enfeeble the sacred ties which 
now link together the various parts. " "You can not shield 
yourselves too much against the jealousies and heart- burningB 
which spring from misrepresentations ; they tend to render alien 
to each other those who ought to be bound together by fraternal 
affection." And the " Father of his Country," from his conse- 
secrated resting place at Mount Vernon, further says emphati- 
cally to us and to the people of this laud, this very day, " Let 
me warn you in the most solemn manner against the baneful ef- 
fects of the spirit of party generally. This spirit unfortunately, 
is inseparable from our nature, having its root in the strongest 
passions of the human mind. It exists under different shapes in 
all governments, more or less stifled, controlled or repressed ; 
but in those of the popular form, it is seen in its greatest rank- 
ness; and it is truly their worst enemy. 

" The alternate domination of one faction over another, sharpened 
by the spirit of revenge, natural to party dissension, which in 
different ages and countries has perpetrated the most horrid en- 
ormities, is itself a frightful despotism. But this leads at length 
to a more formal and permanent despotism. The disorders and 
miseries which result, gradually incline the minds of men to 
seek security and repose in the absolute power of an individual ; 
and sooner or later the chief of some prevailing faction, more 
able or more fortunate than his competitors, turns this disposi- 
tion to the purposes of his own elevation, on the ruins of public 
liberty. Without looking forward to an extremity of this kind, 
(which, nevertheless, ought not to be entirely out of sight,) the 
common and continual mischiefs of the spirit of party are 
sufficient to make it the interest and the duty of a wise people to 
discourage and restrain it. 

" It serves always to distract the public councils, and enfeeble 
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the public administration. It agitates the community with ill- 
founded jealousies and false alarms ; kindles the animosity of 
one part against another, foments occasionally riot and insurrec- 
tion. It opens the door to foreign influence and corruption, 
which find a facilitated access to the government itself through 
the channels of party passions. Thus the policy and the will of 
one country are subjected to the policy and will of another. 
There is an opinion that parties in a free country are useful 
checks upon the administration of government, and serve to 
keep alive the spirit of liberty. This within certain limits is 
probably true ; and in governments of a monarchical cast, 
patriotism may look with indulgence, if not with favor, upon the 
spirit of party. But in those of a popular character, in govern- 
ments purely elective, it is a spirit not to be encouraged. From 
their natural tendency it is certain there will always be enough 
of that spirit for every salutary purpose. And there being con- 
stant danger of excess, the effort ought to be, by force of public 
opinion, to mitigate and assuage it. A fire not to be quenched, 
it demands a uniform vigilance to prevent its bursting into a 
flame, lest, instead of warming, it should consume." 

Let us firmly resolve that all geographical discriminations be 
forever ignored, that there be no i4 Mason and Dixon's line," no 
sectional or special privileges within our doors, or within our 
country. Devoted to the interests of a common cause, let us 
meet upon a common level, and act in perpetual unity, ever 
striving through the education of the masses for the permanent 
establishment of our Order and the perpetuity of a common 
government, to the end that we may become a united, prosper- 
ous, free and happy people, *' down to the latest syllable of re- 
corded time." 

•' We live in deeds, not years; in thoughts, not breaths ; 
In feelings, not in figures on a dial, 
We should count time by heart-throbs when they beat 
For God, for man, for duty. He most lives, 
Who thinks most— feels noblest— acts the best." 

The Worthy Overseer, Bro. J. J. Woodman, Mich., stated, 
that having no special duties to perform during the interval be- 
tween the sessions of the National Grange, he had not prepared 
any formal report as Overseer. He reported that the Order in 
the State of Michigan is in a reasonably flourishing and encour- 
aging condition. 

The Worthy Lecturer, Bro. Mortimer Whitehead, N. J., pre- 
sented the following : 

Worthy Master and Patrons : 

My work in the Grange field during the past year having been 
in an entirely unofficial capacity, it would take but a briel space 
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to account for my acts as an officer of the National Grange. 
But having been almost constantly employed as a lecturer, in 
answer to many and pressing invitations from all sections of the 
country, I have concluded that a few thoughts and impressions 
received from so close an intercourse with the members of our 
Order, in so widely separated localities, might have some value 
and be received in the spiiit that alone animates them, — a desire 
for the welfare of our loved Order, and to see it still more effec- 
tive in its great mission. * 

I have lectured more or less in eight States of our Union, and 
had calls from several others, some complaining that I confined 
my work too much to a few States, not knowing, until informed, 
that my actions were entirely voluntary. If I could not accept 
their kind invitations and urgent calls to "come over and help 
us," I was with them in spirit, and only regretted the impossi- 
bilities that prevented my being present. 

IMPRESSIONS. 

I have found that the measure of success in Grange work in all 
localities has been just in proportion to a full understanding and 
appreciation of the principles of our Order, and the practical 
application of those principles to the local needs and advantages 
of the members. 

In proportion to work performed in each locality have been 
the results obtained. Some, in the start, had the erroneous idea 
that the Grange meant, results without labor ; a crop without 
seed ; an end without means ; something for nothing. A 
change for the better is going on in most localities. The very 
spirit and essence of co-operation, or working together, is re- 
ward in proportion to labor performed. 

OUK DECLARED PURPOSES. 

A strict adherence in all things to the declared purposes of the 
Grange, almost invariably brings success ; departing from them 
to a greater or less degree brings only partial success or entire 
failure. 

I have yet to find the first Grange store or other business en- r 
terprise that has ended in failure, that did not have debts, in the ' 
shape of book accounts on the credit system hanging over it, 
and that owed its want of success not to any fault in the princi- 
ples of our Order, but from a direct departure from these prin- 
ciples. On the other hand I have yet to meet the first store or 
business venture, organized and conducted on the pure co-opera- 
tive system, or plans suggested by the National Grange, that has 
not been a success, conferring practical benefits and strengthen- 
ing the Order in all its other features. 

RESPECT OP LAW. 

I have noticed that just in the proportion that the Constitution, 
By-Laws, Rules and Regulations ot the Order are lived up to in 
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accordance with obligations, prosperity is more or less secured. 
Granges that have taken in membeis, either directly or indirectly, 
below the legal fee, or have reduced their dues or voted hack 
dues below the lawful amount, have lost their own self-respect, 
and failed to receive from new members, either for their Grange 
or the Order, that respect that an unwavering adherence to law 
always commands. 

CAU8ES OF SUCCESS. 

Granges that meet in towns are not generally as successful as 
those that meet in the country, the home of the farmer. It is or 
should be a neighborhood association. 

Those that have their own halls ; that have their places of 
meetings made attractive ; that try to develope all the features of 
the Order — social, educational, charitable, etc.; those that meet 
often ; that have the greatest proportion of lady members who 
attend; that encourage the young people to become members, 
that in all things practice what they profess— are the organiza- 
tions that I find successful and prosperous. 

POLITICS. 

I have found that wherever the Grange, as such, has taken 
part in political agitation, and in direct violation of the letter 
and spirit of our Taw have called conventions, or by resolution 
recommended or nominated candidates, or urged their election, 
it has brought discredit on the Order, dissensions in the ranks, 
and generally defeat to the candidate ; working an injury that 
in many sections it will take years to overcome. And while I 
am fully aware that our law permits members to accept civil 
office, and those accepting nominations may be actuated by the 
purest and most philanthropic motives, desiring only the welfare 
of the farmer as a class, still truth compels me to say that the 
object sought is not obtained, and more harm than good has re- 
sulted when leading Patrons, exponents of an Order that posi- 
tively forbids and disclaims all connection with partisan politics, 
have themselves accepted partisan nominations. In saying this 
I am not at all unmindful of, or depreciating the great good that 
has and will be done by an Order in its influence on the farmer 
as an American citizen. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

I find that where systematic effort has been made to visit and 
instruct members of the Grange, either by State Officers or 
Special Lecturers appointed for that purpose, good results gener- 
ally follow, in a renewal of interest and effort, and in an increase 
of members. Much depends upon an efficient Deputy in each 
county, cne who aims to be what bis appointment implies, to have 
the same general supervision over the Order in his jurisdiction 
that the Master of the State Grange would himself have, could 
he be present and see the actual work in each county ; to see that 
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rules and regulations are lived up to, to strengthen and encour- 
age the weak and faltering, to build up and advance the cause, 
by all possible words and deeds. I have found counties in which 
Subordinate Granges have never had a visit from a Deputy since 
the time of their organization. A plan that has been found to 
work well in my own State, has been to require written reports 
at the annual session of the State .Grange from each Deputy ; 
giving an account of his stewardship, making suggestions lor 
the good of the Order, and the general condition of the Granges 
in his county. Much useful information and reliable data can 
thus be systematically collected each year throughout the State. 
Would not such a report from each Master of a State Grange, 
presented annually to the National Grange, be of great value in 
giving a general idea of the condition of the Order, and making 
suggestions for future work, etc.? 

THE GRANGE PRESS. 

Our Grange Press is doing a great work in advocating and 
sustaining the principles of the Order ; is performing a work 
that can be done as effectually in no other way — a fact that our 
members have often been too slow to understand, but that is 
being more thoroughly appreciated and acted upon than ever 
before. I have yet to find the first neighborhood in which 
Grange papers have a good circulation that is not active and 
earnest in the work. 

PROGRESS. 

I have found that our Order and its objects are much better 
understood by those without the gates, than formerly; preju- 
dice is passing away, as it is found that u we wage no aggressive 
warfare against any other interests whatever," and in this I find 
an element of increased strength and progress. 

WORK OF NATIONAL ORANGE. 

I have heard the opinion very generally expressed by the best 
members of the rank and file, the real workers, (not the grum- 
blers,) that too many and frequent changes have been made in 
our laws. That the National Grange in its annual session 
should spend more time in maturing plans for still more syste- 
matic and effectual co-operation. 

I believe with others, that the day has gone by for the National 
Grange to talk of itself going into business on a larger or a 
smaller scale, but it is here that, after an exchange of views and 
careful consideration, plans may be matured and suggestions 
made, that can only be carried out in practice by the members 
in their own States or localities. 

The " Rules for Patron's Co-operative Associations," that 
were so ably and carefully prepared by the committee in charge 
and sent out by the National Grange, have been of vast benefit 
to our members. The only regret is that they were not sooner 
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provided and understood ; then we should have had fewer busi- 
ness experiments and organizations for purposes of trade on 
principles that were not co operative, and that too often have re- 
sulted in disaster. If the National Grange had never accom- 
plished any other work, this alone is worth many times the cost 
of all its sessions, and in the future, as it becomes better under- 
stood and applied, will con/er even greater and more lasting 
benefits. Our members are asking for more work by this body 
in the same direction. Many other important matters vital to 
the farmer's greatest success, demand attention. Carefully con- 
sidered rules for Grange Co-operation, Life and Fire Insurance, 
Statistics and actual results from those already established should 
be collected by this body and published for the good of all. 

What has the National Grange done or recommended the 
Subordinates to do in regard to such amendments to existing 
patent laws as now bear unjustly upon the farmer? Concerted 
action all over the land, under recommendations by this Grange, 
will have an effect for good. 

Our present tariff laws in many instances discriminate very 
unjustly against the farmer in the interest of others, who are ad- 
vancing their claims and seeking protection through their Na- 
tional organizations. These things should have careful con- 
sideration in our National Grange, and the members everywhere 
instructed how to act so as to obtain relief. In short, the yearly- 
session of the National Grange should be a conference or con- 
vention of farmers, met not only to maintain and perpetuate 
their great Order, but to devise ways and means for mutual ad- 
vancement and protection against the encroachments of other 
classes that are constantly improving in their organization and 
combination, and therefore in their power. 

PRESENT AND FUTURE. 

These and many other impressions have resulted from my 
close contact with the members of the Order ; sitting by their 
firesides, at Grange meetings, or during the hours passed in 
Jong rides from one point to another. 

I have no hesitation in saying that I believe the principles of 
the Grange and its real objects were never better appreciated by 
the members than now. Labor has conquered the earth and 
made it what it is. The mission of our Order is to educate, pro- 
tect and elevate that labor. 

I find the conviction constantly growing that while some local 
Granges may cease to exist, or the work become dull to others, 
that the Grange has become, and is to continue a permanent in- 
stitution. In this I also find an element of strength. 

In our field as a whole I have found much to encourage and 
cheer us all to renewed efforts. I know that a bright future 
awaits all who keep the faith, and that our Order will grow in 
strength and honor as time passes. I believe that but few real- 
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ize tbe great amount of good that has been brought about by the 
Order in all the thousands of localities where its light has been 
permitted to shine. I have seen and noted the greater social 
ties of neigfiborhoods ; the improved system of farming ; the 
brighter, happier and more attractive homes ; the many instances 
of dispensing " that charity that feels for the wants and relieves 
the distress of our sisters and brothers;' 1 the advancement in 
temperance, morality and religion, and in all good works that 
develope the "higher and better manhood and womanhood." 
The silent forces started by our Order in the hearts and brains of 
the farmers of our land, will be perpetual in their work in sha- 
ping the lives and destinies of our members, of our class, and of 
our nation.

BEPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Br». D. W. Aiken, of the Executive Committee, presented 
the following : 

Worthy Master and Patrons: 

In obedience to the requirements of Art. VIII, Sec. 1, of the 
Constitution of the Natioual Grange, your Executive Committee 
beg leave to submit the following report : 

At the eleventh session of the National Grange, the following 
paragraph was adopted as the Second Section of Art. VIII of 
our By-Laws, to wit : 

" The Executive Committee shall hold one regular session in 
each year, four days before the session of the National Grange, 
at which meeting the Secretary and Treasurer shall be present 
with their books and accounts for examination by the Executive 
Committee. It may also hold other meetings when, in the opin- 
ion of the Master or of any two members of the Executive 
Committee, such meeting may be necessary for the good of the 
Order." 

At the same session of the National Grange it was resolved, 
41 That the Executive Committee be and they are hereby directed 
to prepare and have published and bound the proceedings of 
this session, at as early a day as practicable/' 

After submitting propositions to parties in various parts of the 
Union to publish, bind and distribute the proceedings, the Exe- 
cutive Committee met in Louisville on the 15th January last, to 
consummate a contract. 

At this meeting they also instructed the Secretary of the Na- 
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tional Grange to dispose of certain property in his office to the 
best advantage, which property it was known would be of no 
further use to the National Grange, as the Secretary was by 
order of the National Grange permitted to locate the Secretary's 
office at his option, and he had notified the Executive Commit- 
tee he would move it from Louisville. On page 92 of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Eleventh Session of the National Grange will be 
found a paragraph imposing responsibility for the archives of the 
National Grange upon the Secretary, and the privilege awarded 
him of locating his office at such place as will best suit his con- 
venience. . 

By order of the Worthy Master, a session of three days' dura- 
tion of the Executive Committee was held in Louisville, Ky , 
beginning on the 23d of May last. At this meeting much rou- 
tine work was performed, and the Digest revised, altered and 
amended in accordance with the action of and instructions from 
the National Grange. Such necessary instructions too were 
then issued to the Secretary of the Executive Committee, as 
were resultant from the change in the time of holding the meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee. 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee in January, the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the National Grange were advised as 
to the demands of the National Grange, that they shou'd give 
good and sufficient bonds for faithful and satisfactory perform- 
ance of duty. No compliance had been made by the 22d of 
May, when they were again advised. Since that time the Trea- 
surer has tendered a satisfactory bond, but no bond has been 
presented by or received from the Secretary of the National 
Grange. 

Pursuant to the instructions of Sec. 2, Art. VIII, of our By- 
Laws above recited, your Executive Commiitee convened in this 
city on last Saturday, and have given due consideration to such 
matters as have been presented for their action. They have also 
examined critically, the Treasurer's books, and found them 
neatly kept and scrupulously accurate, as they have ever been 
since the first election of our Worthy Treasurer. 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee in May last, the 
Secretary of the National Grange was advised that at their Fall 
meeting in this city they would require of him a succinct, accu- 
rate and exact report of all the expenditures and receipts of his 
office for the fiscal year, ending September 30, 1878. 

For some reason unknown to the committee, no such report 
has been made, much to their regret, and they are therefore com- 
pelled to refer the National Grange to the Secretary in person 
for all information relating to his office since the last session of 
this body. 

Your committee do not now suggest any measures for the 
" Good of the Order." That the Order is languishing in many 
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parts of the United States cannot be doubted ; and even in cer- 
tain sections of the several States is more dormant than in other 
portions of the same States ; which we believe to be the result 
of apathy on the part of those who are most vitally interested in 
its success.- But that the Order is a wholesome, solid organiza- 
tion is manifested by the presence of the brothers and sisters 
■whom we greet to-day upon this floor. 

It is the opinion of your Executive Committee, that the mi- 
gratory character of our head quarters, and the final leaving of 
the location of the Secretary's office to the whim of any brother 
whom we may elect Secretary, has proven to be a grave error, 
.which should be corrected at this session. That the principles 
upon which our Order is founded are true and undying, is as 
certain as that agriculture is a noble profession. But that the 
policy adopted in the past for giving them longevity has been a 
correct one admits of much doubt. We hope,, however, that 
the present session of the National Grange will prove a fruitful 
one in restoring that wonted life, vigor and reputation to the 
Order with which it was once. blessed.

Chase, N. H., it was ordered that no re- 
port of the proceedings of the National Grange shall be given 
out for publication until such report is submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee and approved by it. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, Ohio, the Grange took a recess until 
9 o'clock A. M., on Thursday.

A. M., and was opened in the Fourth Degree by Worthy Mas- 
ter A dam 8.

Bro. Chase, N. H., on behalf of the Worthy Master of the 

National Orange, presented the following papers : 

A communication from Bro. J. H. Curry, Secretary of the 
State Orange of Tennessee, calling attention to the depressed 
condition of the Order, and the failure of the National Orange to 
secure tangible results from* the various schemes attempted, and 
suggesting that some plan for Co-operative Life Insurance be 
adopted. 

On motion, the paper was referred to the Committee on Oood 

of the Order. 

A communication from Bro. W. P. Brooks, of Linesville, Pa., 
complaining that his Orange had applied certain religious tests 
to candidates, and asked its reference to the Committee on Oood 
of the Order. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, made the point of order, that the paper being 

only a letter addressed to the Master of the National Orange, on 

a simple matter of Constitutional law, and nol referring to any 

business of the National Orange, it ought not to be received. 
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Executive Committee could present a report, be taken up im- 
mediately thereafter. 

Bro. Aiken then presented the following : 

The Executive Committee beg leave to submit the following 
supplemental report : 

They have examined the Secretary's books, and find that du- 
ring the year ending 30th September, 1878, sixty-nine applica- 
tions had been made for new Oranges, for which $1027.50 had 
been received, Laurel Creek Grange, of Webt Va., one of the 
applicants, forwarding only $7.50 as charter fee. 

For Manuals, Song Books, Digests, etc., sold during the year, 
there were received $885.03, making a total of receipts in the 
Secretary's office amounting to $1862.53. 

His certificates of deposit with the Farmer's Loan and Trust 
Company amount to $1613.10, leaving a balance in the Secreta- 
ry's hands, of $249.43 cash. 

On the 1st October, 1877, the Secretary had on hand a balance 
of $12.29, to be credited to the Express account. During the 
year closing Sept. 30, 1878, drafts were issued to cover express 
accounts, amounting to $170, making a total of $182.29. 

His disbursements during the year, for which he has the pro- 
per vouchers, amount to * 151 82, leaving a balance in his hands 
of $80.47. 

On the 1st of October, 1877, the Contingent Fund in his hands 
amounted to $46.65. During the fiscal year ending Sept. 30th, 
1878, drafts amounting to $175 were drawn in favor of this fund 
and placed in the Secretary's hands, making a total of $221.65. 

The Secretary' 8 vouchers show that he disbursed, during the 
year, $118.87, leaving a balance of Contingent Fund in his hands 
on 30th Sept., 1878, of $102.78. 

During the year ending Sept. 30th, 1878, drafts to the amount 
of $100 were issued in favor of the Secretary, for additional clerk 
hire. His vouchers show that he expended of this amount $58, 
leaving a balance on hand of $42. 

During the year closing Sept. 80th, 1878, drafts were drawn 
in favor of the Secretary for paying the postage expenses of his 
office, amounting: to $958. Of this amount, $198 were expended 
in mailing the Orange Record, $300 were appropriated for mail- 
ing the Proceedings of the Eleventh Session, and $300 for mail- 
ing Digests, as per order of the National Grange, leaving $160 
for the current annual postage expense of the Secretary's Office, 
of which amount he has vouchers for $181.25, leaving a balance 
in the Secretary's hands of $28.75. There is no entry upon the 
Secretary's books to show that the amounts appropriated for 
mailing the Proceedings and Digests were disbursed for the pur- 
poses appropriated, but the Secretary assures the Committee 
that the $300 appropriated for mailing the Proceedings were sent 
out with the Proceedings. 
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It is due the Secretary, however, to state that he informs the 
Executive Committee, that the reports submitted to him by the 
8tate Secretaries of the paying Granges in the several States dif- 
fered so widely from similar reports made to the National Orange 
at the Eleventh Session, that he has withheld the larger portion 
of this amount appropriated for the mailing of the Digests, which 
amount is now in his possession at his office. 

A recapitulation, of the above balances in the hands of the Sec- 
retary, shows as follows :

Clerk hire 42 00 

Postage account 28 75 

Total $453 43 

Your Committee find among the vouchers of the Secretary a 
receipt given by W. H. Kelley to the Secretary, for money paid 
for services rendered during the fiscal year ending Sept. 30th, 
1878, amounting to $157 ; also a receipt for $51, paid for making 
a manuscript Record of the Proceedings of the Eleventh Session 
of the National Grange, authorized by the Executive Committee ; 
also a receipt for $7.50 for boxing office fur nitufe sent to the Sec- 
retary's office in Florida, making a total of $215.50. 

While there is no "entry of these last amounts upon the Secre- 
tary's books, he is entitled to them as credits, and if they be de- 
ducted from the balance said to be in his hands, there will remain 
a debit against the Secretary of $237.93. 

At the Eleventh Session of the National Grange the Secretary 
presented a claim against the National Grange, of $214, for mo- 
ving furniture from Washington City to Louisville, Ky. This 
account was referred to the Executive Committee, who failed to 
act upon it at their meeting in May, or since their assembling in 
this city, because the Secretary has not appeared before them to 
press his claim, or advise them of its merits. Your Committee 
would be unable to say what would be the disposition of this 
claim, after due consideration ; but should it be allowed, the Sec- 
retary would justly be entitled to interest, which would make the 
claim aggregate the amount of $258.94, or $21.04 more than the 
balance in the hands of the Secretary on the 30th of September, 
1878. 

Your Committee have further been notified by the Secretary, 
that the permission granted him to locate the Secretary's office 
at his option, warranted his anticipating tbat the National Grange 
would incur all necessary expenses in moving such property as 
was really needed in the Secretary's office, and therefore he pre- 
sents a claim of $107.90, properly supported by vouchers. 

The Secretary further presents an account of traveling expen- 
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Bes to attend a meeting of the Executive Committee, at Louis- 
ville, in May last, of $105, against which there was a credit by 
draft drawn by order of the Committee of $60, leaving a balance 
due the Secretary of $45. Should these two claims be allowed, 
there will be a further amount due the Secretary of $152.90. 

Your Committee are aware of no further claims held by the 
Secretary against the National Grange, nor of any indebtedness 
by him to the National Grange. They would, however, respect- 
fully inform this body, that while the receipts upon the Secreta- 
ry's books account for all moneys received by him up to Sept. 
30, 1878, his debit account or expenditures close with the 1st of 
June, and the Secretary assures your Committee that the dis- 
bursements during the last four months of the year ending Sept. 
30, 1878, have generally been charged to the postage account. 

They further report that there is nothing upon the Secretary's 
books to show the amounts received or expended between the 
80th of September, 1878, and the 20th instant, when the Nation- 
al Grange assembled in this city.

Tour Committee, appointed to present suitable resolutions on 
the death of Bro. Allen, most respectfully present the following : 

That while we bow with humble submission to the will of our 
Divine Master, in calling from labor to reward our worthy bro- 
ther, 

Thomas Rollin Allen, 
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of Allenton, Mo , on the 4th day of February, 1878, in the 
death of Bro. Allen, the National Grange of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, and the Order at large, have lost a true and devoted 
brother, a faithful and earnest laborer in the good cause in which 
we are engaged. We desire, as a body now assembled, to give 
expression to our feelings of sorrow ; therefore, 

Renolved, That in the death of Bro. Allen, we realize and la- 
ment the loss sustained by our Order. 

Jiesolved, That we deeply sympathise with Sister Allen and 
her family in their bereavement. 

Resolved, That these preamble and resolutions be spread upon 
the Minutes of the National Grange, and a copy be transmitted 
to the family of the deceased. 

Resolved, That as a further testimonial of our respect to our 
departed worthy brother, we do now adjourn. 

In presenting this report, Bro. Eshbaugh addressed the Grange 
as follows : 

Worthy Master : 

I cannot, in justice to myself, and in justice to those I repre- 
sent, permit this opportunity to pass by without giving expres- 
sion to my feelings for a few moments, upon the subject-matter 
contained in the resolutions under consideration. Bro. Allen 
was pre-eminently the pioneer of our Order in the State of Mis- 
souri, as he was a charter member and the first Master of the 
first Subordinate Grange organized in that State. In 1872, the 
State Grange was organized, and Bro. Allen was elected its first 
Master, and re-elected in 1874. For four years he was the rep- 
resentative of his State to this National Grange. 

When he enlisted in the work he enlisted for life, and from the 
time he became identified with the Order to the day of his death, 
he was laboring incessantly in its interest, ever on the watch- 
tower proclaiming its glad tidings of joy. He possessed a mind 
that was clear, vigorous, comprehensive and generous, and it 
was ever used to promote the best interests of the Order. 

Brother Allen had but few superiors in the work. The results 
of his labors still live and will continue to live. That he com- 
mitted no errors, or was without fault, could not have been ex- 
pected, for none of us can claim perfection. If he had faults, let 
us forget them, and remember only his many virtues, and endea- 
vor to imitate them. 

There are but few in this body now who were members when 
Bro. Allen was admitted, but these can all testify to his worth. 
It was my privilege to be at his bedside when he died. It was 
his desire and dying request that he might be buried by the Order 
he had loved so well and so much, and the State Grange of Mis- 
souri responded to his wishes, and complied with his request. 
His body was consigned to the dust in the family burying ground 
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at Allenton, Mo., and his spirit returned to the God who gave it. 
Bro. Allen ever kept his faith ; he has finished his coarse, and of 
him it can be truthfully said, " He died in the harness." 

In the death of Bro. Allen the State of Missouri suffered a loss 
greater than that of any other State, but the loss is not confined 
to Missouri alone. It has reached elsewhere, even here in this 
National Grange. His voice will be heard here no more ; we are 
deprived of his counsel and advice ; and it is meet and proper 
that we pay this tribute of respect to his memory. As his imme- 
diate successor, and the representative of the Patrons of Mis- 
souri, whom he served so well, I move that these resolutions pass 
unanimously by a rising vote. 

Bro. Allen is gone. He departed honored and loved by all. 

The resolutions were seconded, and fitting eulogies of Bro. 
Allen were delivered by Brothers James, Ind. ; Chase, N. H. ; 
Aiken, S. C, and Ellis, Ohio. The resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted by a rising vote. 

The business session of the Grange was then closed till 9.30 
A. M. on Tuesday.

Tuesday, Nov. 26th, 1878. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment, and was 
opened at 9 30 A. M., in the Fourth Degree, by the Worthy 
Overseer, acting as Worthy Master. 

Present, the officers and members as on previous days, and a 
number of visiting Patrons. 

The Journal of Monday's session was read, corrected and ap- 
proved. 

By unanimous consent, Bro. Darden, Miss., introduced the 

following : 

We, the members of the National Grange, desiring to define 
the precise objects of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, and 
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p^ce them before the membership of the Order throughout the 
Union, do hereby set forth the following propositions with our 
distinct declaration of purpose relating thereto. 

The industry upon which our Order is based, is Agriculture — 
the most important of all industries — the foundation and support 
of all others— the true basis of all our National prosperity. We 
have observed the condition of our people, and viewed with 
alarm the encroachments upon their natural rights. While Ag- 
riculture is the chief source of wealth, and therefore deserving at 
least equal recognition with other avocations, it is deprived of its 
jugt rewards, and oppressed by methods of law. It is made to 
bear grievous burdens not its own. It is compelled to pay taxes 
which an equitable distribution would place elsewhere. It is 
forced, by wicked combinations, to submit to hurtful discrimina- 
tions against its products, both in transportation and in the maris 
of sale. Its votaries have been and are now denied that conside- 
ration in public affairs to which the magnitude and the import- 
ance of their calling entitle them. 

The laws of the nation and of the several States are so framed 
as to divert from our great industry the rewards which are the 
incentives to toil, and our earnest remonstrance against their in- 
justice spurned. 

In view of these truths, we are bound, in defence of our man- 
hood, to assert our rights, and we therefore declare our unalter- 
able purpose to emancipate Agriculture from the burdens unjust- 
ly heaped upon it ; and the means by which we shall seek to 
secure the desirable ends— 

1st. We shall strive earnestly within and without our Order 
to extend the benefits of Education, which shall comprise know- 
ledge of public affairs and the methods of self-government. 

2d. We shall demand, by our ballots, admission in the Legis- 
latures of the several States, and in both houses of the National 
Congress, for representatives of Agriculture, chosen directly 
from its votaries, as the only means of relief. 

3d. We shall accord to other industries all the rights, privile- 
ges and immunities which we claim tor our own, and join with 
their representatives in earnest endeavors to impress upon the 
governments of States and Nation habits of wise economy and 
frugality as essential to the thrift and prosperity of all the peo- 
ple. 

4th. We shall give constant care and attention to the public 
schools, in which the youth of the nation are deeply interested, 
limiting expenditures therefor only by their usefulness, striving 
always for that higher and practical enlightenment which should 
become the distinguishing feature of a free people. 

Bro. Lang moved that the paper be referred to a special com- 
mittee, to consist of

Your delegate communicated to the Master of the Dominion 
Grange, the annual word for 1878, and also imparted to the offi- 
cers and members of the Dominion Grange the secret work of 
the Fifth Degree, agreeably to the instruction of the National 
Grange.

the appointment of a delegate with authority to impart the Fifth 
Degree of the Order, be it 

Resolved, That this Grange hereby acknowledge these favors 
with sincere gratitude, and express an earnest desire to maintain 
the amicable relation now existing. 

That we most heartily welcome Bro. Chase as an accredited 
delegate to Dominion Grange, and hope that the privileges thus 
granted to us will tend to cement the present fraternal relations, 
infuso new vigor into our respective organizations, and further 
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cement into one grand whole these sections of our noble broth- 
erhood. 

Your delegate would express the hope that the present frater- 
nal relations with the Dominion Grange will be continued, and 
that no discord may ever be permitted to mar the harmony of 
our Order. Which is respectfully submitted.

Your Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration that part of the report of the Executive Committee 
referring to the bond of the Worthy Secretary, and recommend 
that the amount of the bond be fixed at one thousand dollars 
($1,000), subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 
The same Committee also reported as follows : 

To the Officers and Members of the National Grange: 

Your Committee on Good of the Order, to which was referred 
the report of the Worthy Lecturer, have given the same their 
consideration, and have instructed me to make the following 
report ; 

1st. Most of the conclusions of the Worthy Lecturer, in rela- 
tion to the success and prosperity of the Order, the means and 
modes of promoting its future usefulness, your Committee en- 
dorse and approve. 

2d. That portion of the report referring to Grange Stores on 
the plan suggested by the National Grange,, your Committee 
heartily endorse, believing that a strict adherence to the Rules 
for Patrons' Co-operative Associations is advisable, and that 
associations conducted on this plan will be successful, and have 
a good effect in strengthening the Order. 

3d. The conclusions reached by the Worthy Lecturer, under 
the heading " Respect of Law," are most heartily endorsed by 
your Committee. Subordinate Granges that receive members 
directly or indirectly below the legal fee*, or reduce dues below 
Constitutional limit, are in flagrant violation of the laws of the 
Order, and such action cannot be too strongly condemned. 

4th. We find under the heading " Politics," that Subordinate 
Granges have taken part in political agitations, by calling con- 
ventions, recommending and nominating candidates for office, 
and urging their election. Such action is in direct violation ot 
the organic law of our Order, and cannot be too strongly disap- 
proved, and in all such cases it is the bounden duty of every offi- 
cer, from the highest to the lowest, to report such violation of 
law to the Worthy Master of the National Grange, for his action. 

5th. Your Committee feel constrained to disagree with our 
Worthy Lecturer in his views as regards members of our Order, 
in their capacity of citizens, accepting positions of honor and 
trust from political party organizations. We cannot believe it 
has been productive of harm, either to the Order or our country. 
The Order certainly cannot pretend to deny to its members the 
highest rights of citizenship, nor does it deny to any member the 
r ight to a full discussion of any question affecting the body poli- 



tic. YourCommittee are unwilling to disapprove of the conduct 
of worthy members of the Order who have accepted these posi- 
tions of honor and trust at the hands of the people, but it is a 
duty resting upon us as citizens and members of this Order, to 
secure, maintain and upholl good government in our country. 

Pending discussion of the report, it was, on motion of Bro. 
Ellis, Ohio, placed on the order of unfinished business. 

By unanimous consent, Bro. Lang, Texas, presented the fol- 
lowing ; 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the National Grange is hereby 
authorized to pay to the Master of the Connecticut State Grange 
the amount of dues paid by said State Grange since June 30th, 
1877 ; also, all balances that may be due said State Grange on 
account of donations and over-payment of dues. 

Referred to Committee on Finance. 

On motion of Bro. Nicholson, it was 

Resolved, That the Acting Steward and Lady Assistant Stew - 
ard of this Grange be allowed compensation for this session upon 
the basis adopted by this Grange for its officers and members for 
this session. 

Which was, on motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H. t the regular order of business 
was suspended, and the States were called for the introduction 
of new business, when the following was presented and referred : 

By Sister Thing, Me. ; 

Whereas. The recognition of woman as, in all matters per- 
taining to our Order, the equal of her brother; and, 

Whereas, Her presence and influence is essential, not only 
to the prosperity and usefulness of the Order, but to its very ex- 
istence ; and 

Whereas, The question of depriving her of representation in 
the National Grange has been agitated ; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Worthy Master of the Na- 
tional Grange of Patrons of Husbandry of the United States of 
America, to rule as out of order, and subversive of the interests 
of our organization, any preamble, resolution, motion or com- 
munication having for its object the abridgement in any way, or 
to any extent, the representative, elective or social rights and 
privileges of the lady members of our- Order.

At the Eighth annual session of the National Grange the Ex- 
ecutive Committee were instructed to locate the Secretary's office 
in some one of six western States, and to remove all the pro- 
perty of the National Grange to such selected location. 

The Secretary had then been elected to serve to a time beyond 
that at which the Executive Committee were instructed to make 
this Iransfer of property, and was compelled to move himself, 
or to vacate his office. As the latter alternative was not and 
could not have been anticipated by the National Grange, the 
Secretary felt it his privilege to move his family and so much of 
his household furniture as was necessary for the comfort and 
wants of his family, and claims that, as the expense was virtually 
forced upon him by the action of the National Grange, it should 
justly be borne by that body. Your Committee are not willing: 
to assent to the legality of this claim, but are of the opinion that 
according to the equities of the case the claim is just, and they 
therefore recommend that it be paid.

At the suggestion of Bro. J. W. A. Wright, Past Master 
Jones appointed Bro. Prentzel as a Deputy in Germany, but 
your Committee have had presented to them no data sho *'ing 
any promise from Past Master Jones, or obligations on the part 
of the National Grange to pay this Deputy any amount, specific 
or otherwise, for his services ; nor has the service performed by 
this foreign Deputy been supported by any vouchers other than 
his assertions, that he had expended so much time, labor and 
money in the performance of the duties assigned him by Worthy 
Master Jones. 

On page 88 of Proceedings of Tenth Session of the National 
Grange, will be found the report of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, which was adopted by the National Grange, contain- 
ing these words : u The Worthy Master should be authorized to 
instruct any delegate or ambassador from a legally constituted 
Grange in a foreign country in the unwritten work of the Order, 
but that no deputies of the National Grange sho lid be sent to 
extend its jurisdiction to foreign countries.' 1 In view of these 
facts your Committee feeling assured that Worthy Master Jones 
could not have promised any remuneration to Bro. Prentzel from 
the National Grange Treasury, cannot recognize any validity in 
the claim of the brother from Germany, and therefore recom- 
mend that it be not paid. 

Which was concurred in. 

Bro. Aiken also presented the following : 

The Committee on Claims and Grievances, to whom were re- 
ferred the claims of Bro. A. B. Grosh, Past Chaplain of the 
National Grange, beg leave to submit the following ; 

At the Sixth Session of the National Grange a committee was 
appointed to revise the Ritual of our Order, and report to the 
St. Louis Session of the National Grange. On this Committee 
on Ritual was placed Bro. Grosh, who was subsequently appoint- 
ed its Secretary. They submitted their report as required, which 
was received, but postponed for consideration, and the commit- 
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tee continued until the Charleston Session of the National 
Grange. How many meetings of this Committee on Revision 
were held between the Georgetown and Charleston Sessions, a 
period of twenty -one months, we have been unable to learn ; but 
we are told by the complainant that Bro. Wilson, Iowa, and 
Robinson, Minn., did not meet with them at all ; that Bro. T. A. 
Thompson, the Chairman, Bro. John R. Thompson, and him- 
self, had occasional meetings first year (1873), and that Broth- 
ers Ireland and Trimble served on the Committee the second 
year (1874), but that the bulk of the labors of the committee du- 
ring the 21 months, devolved upon the claimant, during' which 
time he spent three hundred days ' ' in revising the Ritual, pre- 
paring work for the committee, recording its frequent and many 
alterations and decisions, conducting its correspondence with 
different members, in procuring, revising, rearranging and com- 
posing songs for the Song Book of our Order ; during which 
time he paid out $18.00 for having tunes properly arranged, and 
forty dollars for original songs procured for the revised Ritual 
and embodied in the revised Song Book/' besides paying for all 
his needed stationery and postage. After a careful search tiirough 
the printed Proceedings of the National Grange from the organ- 
ization of the Committee on Revised Ritual at Georgetown, to 
the proceedings of the last session of this body, your committee 
on Claims and Grievances have been unable to find any resolu- 
tion or other legislation of the National Grange, which encour- 
aged any member of the Committee on Revision of the Ritual to 
labor with a hope of pecuniary reward, and for this reason they 
are unwilling to recommend payment to any member of said 
committee for time consumed or labor performed ; but that the 
Secretary of that committee should be reimbursed for money 
spent for stamps and stationery, is but simple justice. 

What amount was spent for u stationery and postage used in 
these labors," was unknown to the claimant, but he asks that it 
be fixed by your committee on Claims and Grievances. Interest 
should be allowed upon the $58. 0U in cash paid out by the claim- 
ant, and if we presume that four years and three months ante- 
rior to the beginning of the present session, to be an average 
point of time at which these expenditures were made, the prin- 
cipal and interest up to the assembling of the Twelfth Ses- 
sion, of the National Grange, will have amounted to $75 00. 
To this amount your committee recommend that twenty five 
dollars be added as an amount sufficient to pay for the unknown 
quantity expended for stamps and stationery as above recited, or 
a total of $100.00 be the amount paid Past Chaplain Grosh, for 
services rendered and money expended as Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Revised Ritual. 

Your complainant further claims that he performed the work 
of revising the Song Book, by order of the Executive Committee, 
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and cites as proof of this the Executive Committee's Report to 
the Eighth Session of the National Grange. (See proceedings, 
page 83.) 

A careful perusal of the memorial of the complainant will 
show that the work performed in revising the Bong Book, con- 
sumed much of the time claimed to have been devoted to the 
duties imposed upon him as Secretary of the Committee on Re- 
vised Ritual and during which time the Worthy Past Chaplain 
did compose as many as ten songs which were to have been in- 
serted in the text of the Revised Ritual, but which were never 
so used, but were inserted in the Song Book. For this compo- 
sition your committee recommend that he be paid the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 

Finally, your committee recommend that the Treasurer of the 
National Gtange be instructed to issue a draft upon the Fiscal 
Agency for two hundred dollars, in favor of A. B. Grosh, as full 
and final payment for the claims presented by Bro. Grosh to the 
Twelfth Session of the National Grange. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the recommendations were considered 
separately. 

On motion, the first recommendation was concurred in. 

On motion, the second recommendation was concurred in. 

On motion, the third recommendation was concurred in. 

On the call of States, for the introduction of new business, the 
following was presented :

Ship- 
ley, of Oregon, for the valuable specimens of fruit and wheat 
placed upon the table for the inspection of members, and that 
we testify our appreciation of Bro. Shipley's interest in agricul- 
tural progress, by ordering that this resolution be spread upon 
the Minutes of the Grange ; and also that we thank the Agricul- 
tural Bureau at Washington, for the beautiful specimen of sugar 
from the corn stalk. Also, that we thank Bro. Baylor, of W. 
Va., for the specimens of woolen goods submitted.

The subject of Co-operation, in its wide and comprehensive 
sense, is of vast and paramount importance to all our members. 
It is the very basis, the foundation upon which rests this great 
organ : zation of the farmers. If we accomplish anything, if we 
carry out any one of the aims or effect any one of the purposes 
for which our Order has been instituted, it must be done, not by- 
individual effort, but by an aggregation of individual effort, ail 
moving in one direction. 
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It matters not whether our objects be to improve the condition 
of our members morally, socially, or intellectually— it matters 
hot whether we propose to elevate our members by improving 
their condition pecuniarily, or to relieve them of the unjust bur- 
dens imposed upon them by rings, monopolies, or governments ; 
it matters not whether it be our strong desire and purpose to 
bring in closer relation the various States and sections of our vast 
country, in order that we may effect a wise, judicious, and 
mutually profitable interchange of the varied products of the 
many States ; it matters not whether our business relations be 
circumscribed and confined to mere localities, or expanded and 
enlarged as necessity may demand or our wants may require, so 
as to spread over vast districts of our country, and even work 
their way into foreign lands, all must be done in strict accord- 
ance with the principles of Co-operation. 

How important then that our members be properly instructed 
in this great fundamental doctrine of our Order ! How import an t 
that they be thoroughly educated as to the real aims and pur- 
poses of our organization, and be led to comprehend that Co- 
operation means u meeting together, talking together, buying 
together, selling together, and in general acting together." 

When they are made to understand this, then and only then 
will they be prepared to go forward with the great work, and 
develop and faithfully carry out all other measures which may 
be inaugurated to advance the great agricultural interests of the 
country. 

We have reached that point in the history of our Order, when 
the National Grange can no longer afford to withhold its foster- 
ing care from the Subordinate Granges, but must devise such 
plans and adopt such recommendations as will tend to enlighten 
and guide them in the right way, and bring them in closer rela- 
tions with the head of our Organization. It is not urged that 
this National Grange do more than make recommendations and 
suggestions as to business matters. It is not proper that more 
than this be done even in regard to Co operative Associations. 
But it is the proper work, and the simple duty of this honorable 
body, as the National head of our Organization, to do all in its 
power to diffuse proper information in the Subordinate Grange, 
that the members may be thoroughly instructed as to the most 
suitable, practicable r and ample means of ameliorating their con- 
dition. It cannot be reasonably expected that a body of average 
farmers, whose minds have never been properly directed to the 
matter, will be able just at once to comprehend the power, and 
strength, and profit, there is in real genuine Co-operation, when 
applied to business transactions, in buying and selling, unless 
they be made to understand the whole matter, so as to enable 
them to put into practical operation the principles, and success- 
fully carry out the plans. 
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The principle of true Co-operation being bo widely different 
from the principle of ordinary joint- stockism and yielding results 
bo different from each other, it is eminently right and proper 
that this body should send out to the Subordinate Grange such 
information as will induce the members to adopt the one, and 
avoid the other. They should be taught that one means self help 
and at the same time help for others — while the other means help 
yourself ', and let everybody also take care of themselves, as best 
they may. The one means division of profits among purchasers 
according to amount of purchase, while the other means all the 
profits to stockholders and none to purchasers. 

The National Grange should impress upon the members the 
vast difference there is between these two kinds of associations, 
as there are many joint-stock companies which are now deceiving 
the members of our Order under the specious, but false names of 
Co-operative Associations. The principles of the one, when wise- 
ly, justly and intelligently applied, insuring success pecuniarily, 
as well as developing that peculiar type of character so necessary 
to true Cooperation, while the principles of the other are fraught 
with danger and great hazard, and contain the seeds of a sordid 
selfishness and a greedy covetousness which will surely spring 
into life and be fruitful of great mischief and disastrous conse- 
quences. 

The members of the Order should be urged to start right in 
this matter, for it is so much easier to commence right than to 
get right after having started wrong. They should be urged to 
select the very best men for this work, men of capacity, confi- 
dence, reliance, ability ; men who can realize the fact that in 
helping themselves, they are at the same time helping the great 
mass of the agriculturists, and above all, urge them to unflinch- 
ingly stand by the cash system, as that is the anchor, sure and 
steadfast, of all successful Co-operative Associations. 

Your Committee most earnestly appeal to this body that the 
members of the Order in the Subordinate Grange be instructed in 
the true principles of Co-operation, for thiB work must start in 
the local districts, and work up as necessity or growth demands. 

Retail Associations must be formed and successfully operated 
before there can be any demand for Wholesale Associations, and 
Wholesale Associations must I e established before there can be 
any pressing demand for international Co operative Associations. 

The foundation of this great system must be the Subordinate 
Granges, and therefore your Committee are the more anxious to 
have the members instructed that the privileges are sound, right 
and just, that the objects to be attained are worthy and noble, 
and will certainly insure success, unless committed to the man- 
agement of men of feeble judgment, of variable tempers, of vis- 
ionary minds, united with others of weak resolutions, stupid 
obstinacy or greedy selfishness. Your Committee recommend,

1. That the members of our Order organize Co-operative Asso- 
ciations in accordance with the rules and regulations for Co- 
operative Associations, as suggested by the National Grange. 

2. That the establishment of Cooperative inter-State Agencies, 
or inter-State Co-operative Associations, be left to the discretion 
and good judgment of the Executive Committees of the several 
States and the Co-operative Associations of the several States. 

8. That the Executive Committee of the National Grange be 
instructed to prepare and send out to the States a circular letter, 
embracing the true principles of Co-operation, and the rules and 
regulations, recommendations of the National Grange for the 
establishment of Cooperative Associations, and thus keep this 
important and vital matter before the membership of our Order." 

Which was concurred in. 

By Bro. Piollet, Pa. : 

The Committee on Transportation respectfully report that they 
have considered the subject matter referred to them. 

The only possible action within the reach of agricultural pro- 
ducers, so long as they are represented by other classes in the 
law-making bodies of this country, State and National, is the 
right of petition. The American farmers, if organized, could, by 
a system of Co-operative action, attain their full share of influ- 
ence, and shape the legislation of this country ; whenever they 
will sever their relation with the political party organizations 
that have heretofore dominated them, and send men from their 
own ranks or avocation, agriculture will be relieved from an 
unjust and oppressive share of the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment, and the American farmer will command the influence 
which he, in common with other laborers, is entitled to wield. 

The right of petition is left us, and however humiliating, we 
are forced to avail ourselves of it for the present. The accompa- 
nying memorial to the Legislatures of the several States repre- 
sented in the National Grange, is applicable to and should be sent 
to the National Legislature. We recommend the memorial be 
printed and forwarded to the State Grange of the several States, 
to be by these bodies forwarded to County and Subordinate 
Granges, with a view to general signature by members of our 
Order, and then have them forwarded to the immediate repre- 
sentatives in the Legislative and Congressional districts. 

The Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of our States 

and National Legislatures : 

The undersigned respectfully represent that the inland avenues 
of transportation and travel are under the control of corporations 
authorized by the Legislatures of the States, and are under the 
management of men who have combined, as we believe, in an 
unlawful manner to discriminate in rates of freight to an extent 
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that is injurious if not destructive of the internal commerce be- 
tween the States. 

The incorporation of these Avenues of transportation and travel 
by the American States throughout the entire history of such 
legislation, has proceeded from application of their owners and 
managers to be permitted to develop the country, and benefit the 
people engaged in our various productive industries. 

We believe they are by any fair construction consistent with 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States made 
highways at the service of the American* people, and subject to 
the laws, present and future, of the State to which they owe their 
existence. 

We deem it but just and proper to state that large grants of the 
public domain and millions of money raised by taxation have 
been given towards their construction, and is now represented in 
their capital stock. If a system of tolls, equal in amount upon 
tonnage of every description of products, had been continued and 
producers free to transport these to market, there would be har- 
mony between the owners uf these corporations and the producers 
because there would be no discrimination. 

Our inland avenues to market are denied to the people. They 
are no longer public highways, but have become transportation 
monopolies under the management of combinations that ignore 
competition and claim the right to discriminate in their rates of 
charge for carriage to an extent that often renders the products 
of our industry of no more value than the sum charged for their 
transportation to market. This discrimination is working the ruin 
of towns and cities at the pleasure of the combination and can 
build others by this method. 

When we protest against the subversion of our rights and 
interest in this system of inland transportation and travel that 
could never have existed without the consent of the American 
people, we are not the opposers of railroads. On the contrary, 
we are their best friends, annually producing from the soil a 
large proportion of their tonnage and a large proportion of their 
travel. While this is our position towards all who own and con- 
trol these public avenues to market, we claim and will never 
surrender our rights to resist by the authority of law impositioa 
and wrong. Discrimination in the rates for travel, or the trans- 
portation of products in favor of one locality against another ; or 
one individual in favor of another, is unjust, and a public wrong 
in which the people will never acquiesce while they possess the 
power through constitutional law to regulate internal commerce 
between the States. 

Our agricultural products aggregate five sixths of the vast 
annual exports of this to foreign countries. This great fact must 
not be lost sight of since it establishes our right to be considered 
essential to the real prosperity of the country. 
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The products of our farms do not net us more than their cost ; 
capital and labor entering into the account. The rates exacted 
ior transportation are nearly the same charged when they would 
sell for double the sum now obtained. 

Whenever it becomes the interest or the pleasure of the Mana- 
gers of the Railroad combinations to discriminate in favor of one 
section of the country they reimburse themselves by discriminat- 
ing against another locality. Such management, if continued, 
will reduce the farming class to poverty and destroy proprietor- 
ship. 

These railroad corporations have had the assistance of the civil 
and military power of the State and National Governments to 
protect and save their property from the frenzy of a populace, 
that attributed their destitution and want to the discrimination 
in freight rates, that transferred their field of labor to other loca- 
tions. The cost of this protection comes in unjust proportion 
Irom the diminished earnings of our labor. We do not repine 
because we pay more to uphold the majesty of the law than cor- 
porations whose rights of property are threatened. 

This power to injure or destroy the labor of one class of people, 
or one locality or section of the country, to build up individual 
wealth must come to an end. All classes engaged in the labor 
of producing are joined in this memorial and respectfully ask of 
our Legislatures and the Congress of the United States to enact 
general laws, prohibiting unjust discrimination and to regulate 
the rates of freight and passage by any corporation engaged in 
transportation of the products of labor as the most effectual way 
to protect internal commerce.- * 

On motion, the recommendation was concurred in. 

By Bro. Harwell, Tenn. : 

Your Committee on Education, to whom was referred the reso- 
lution df Bro. Wilson, of Fla., recommending the dissemination 
of Grange Literature by Co-operative newspaper agency, and 
also the resolution of Brother Ware, of Mass., recommend- 
ing the publishing of a Grange paper by the Executive Commit- 
tee on the good of the Order, have had the same under considera- 
tion, and instruct me to report adversely on the former and 
favorably on the latter, with the recommendation, however, that 
the resolution be referred to the 'Executive Committee, with au- 
thority to use its discretion in the premises. 

Also, the Committee ask leave to submit to the Executive 
Committee with the above resolutions the accompanying propo- 
sition in reference to the same subject, and recommend that the 
Committee have authority to use its discretion likewise in its 
adoption or rejection. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

Bro. Wayne moved to recommit the report. 
Lost. .

Bro. Chaso called for a division of the question of concurring 
in the report. 

The first recommendation was rejected. 

The second recommendation of the Committee was, on motion 
of Bro. Chase, laid on the table. 

Also, by Bro. Harwell : 

Your Committee to whom was referred the resolution of Bro. 
Harwell, of Tenn., that the National Grange recommend to the 
Patrons of the several States to endeavor to have the study of the 
elementary principles of agriculture introduced into the public 
schools by legislative enactment, have had the same under con- 
sideration and instruct me to report their concurrence in the 
recommendation of the resolution, and move its adoption by this 
Grange. All of which is respectfully submitted. 

On motion, the recommendation of, the Committee was con- 
curred in, and the resolution adopted. 
Also, by Bro. Harwell : 
Your Committee further instruct me to offer the following : § 

The Grange is an organization that seeks, by the employment 
of adequate means, to promote the best interest of those engaged 
in agriculture as a class and as citizens ; and in the accomplish- 
ment of this object, it no more confines itself to the farm and 
field than that all the interests of the farmer centres in his voca- 
tion, or that all of his duties are circumscribed by the same 
narrow limits. So it comprehends in its aims all that is essential 
to his welfare, and contemplates as the end of its labors, not only 
a prosperous agriculture, but a happy, intelligent people, and a 
wise and good government, recognizing always the fact, that 
such a government is as essential to the welfare of the citizen, as 
an intelligent direction of the labor of the farmer is to his 
success. 

Now, the Grange predicates its hopes of success upon the 
practicability of its plans for the better education of those 
engaged in agriculture. These plans contemplate the growth 
of the former in practical knowledge, and work by processes 
which are simple, and which are especially adapted to the end 
in view, -^ the education of those engaged in the active duties of 
farm life, in the best methods of husbandry, in the soundest 
business principles, in the highest duties of good citizenship, and 
in the true aims of good government. 

Now, when we take into consideration the value and extent of 
our great industry, its importance in its relation to the welfare 
and happiness of the whole country, and the fact that those who 
pursue it, comprising more than one-half of the whole population, 
hold in their hands a power which, if wisely directed, in 
view of the present condition of the country, and the interests 
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Involved, Cpolilical and industrial,) would secure to us the 
accomplishment of the aims of our Order, the importance of the 
subject becomes apparent, and demands of this body a careful 
and intelligent consideration. 

We are satisfied that the farmers, as a class, are as much alive 
to their own interests, as ready to avail themselves of any proper 
means, and to pursue success as indefatigably through such 
channels as are open to them, as any ether, and they need only 
to be properly informed as to the object of the Order, to under- 
stand its methods and to be convinced of their practicability to 
understand its value in promoting organization and discipline, in 
promoting a higher social culture, and a more intelligent exercise 
of the duties of the citizen, to give it their support. 

Then the duty devolves upon us as officers and members to 
use every effort in our power to give praetical efficiency to the 
plans adopted by the Order for the attainment of these ends. In 
the first place, let us endeavor to make the Grange itself a centre 
of interest to its members and to the entire community when that 
is possible ; for this purpose let us observe strictly its ceremony 
and that etiquette which is proper during its meetings ; let us 
attract the outside world by a work and conversation that will 
demonstrate the excellence of its teachings, and by bringing it 
in contact with its ceremonies and its principles in every proper 
way. 

But for the education of its members, as contemplated by the 
Order, we must have strict interchange of ideas, such discussion 
of subjects of interest, reading of essays and lectures, as is prop- 
erly a part of regular Grange work. These exercises may be 
made most interesting and instructive ; they are most important 
and especially adapted to the accomplishment of this — the highest 
aim of our Order— and the National Grange should enjoin it upon 
every officer, and, indeed, upon every good patron to use his best 
endeavors to give praetical force to this feature of the Grange 
educational plan. We believe the future prosperity of our Order 
will be largely indebted to its educational progress, and to for- 
ward this individual effort self-sacrifice will be required, and, 
indeed, nothing can supply this plan as well as a regular move 
along the whole line. 

Eminent lecturers should be employed in every part of the 
Grange field where this can be done, and whilst instruction and 
encouragement should be given to those who need it, the social, 
educational and industrial features of our Order should be kept 
before the people, and every effort made to secure the circulation, 
not only of Grange literature, but of those papers which give the 
general news of the day, and are favorable to our cause. For be 
assured that the accomplishment of Grange ends will be a fixed 
fact, when the masses begin to read, think and investigate for 
themselves. 

The necessity of impressing the patrons and farmers generally 
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with the importance of this subject, and of the efficiency and 
simplicity of the Grange plan, is duly appreciated by the Order. 
For the danger, in the present condition of the industrial interests 
of the country, of longer leaving to that monopoly of brains in 
the governing classes, which the farmer himself has so long fos- 
tered, by undervaluing the intelligence needed for the pursuit of 
agriculture, the duty or the privilege of thinking and acting for 
him in all matters of public policy, no matter how nearly they 
affect his interests, indeed, of manufacturing his opinions for him, 
and too often, such as favor individual and corporate interests at 
the expense of his own, is fully comprehended by the Order, and 
as it tends to destroy his independence and to the subversion of a 
landed system that has become dear to every American citizen, 
demands the vigorous prosecution of its educational plans, to 
qualify the masses for a wise and thoughtful direction of the 
power they possess, and should intelligently wield in shaping the 
social, industrial and political affairs of our country. 

But whilst we should zealously pursue these ends in the ad- 
vancement of Grange interests, we must not forget the duty of 
better providing for the education of the young, and the necessity 
for a more systematic preparation for the active duties of life. 
This is a most important subject, and we are glad to know that it 
is beginning to exercise the minds of the educators of the country 
to a greater extent than ever before. Industrial education is the 
great remedy for the ills that afflict our land, and one phase of it 
particularly commends itself to our Order, in the duty of provid- 
ing for a more intelligent pursuit of agriculture by the masses of 
those engaged in it. Honest labor is demanded alike by the 
moral, social, industrial and political condition of the country, 
but the agricultural demand is for a more special training for the 
farm and the field, and such education as will, in the Language 
of our Ritual, explain, enliven and dignify labor. 

We have nothing to do with those systems which the true 
educators of the country will perfect in the course of time, which 
teaches the prevention of hereditary tendencies to disease, the 
correction of infirmities of minds and tempers, and solicits the 
development of natural tastes, talents and appetites ; but we can 
readily understand that the highest and best condition of society 
will be reached, the surest means of developing that higher and 
nobler manhood and womanhood which the Order contemplates, 
when instruction should be applied to individuals upon the basis 
of natural talent, and so our minds are naturally directed towards 
the adoption of such plans as will most likely accomplish our 
aims, as nearly in accordance with the facts to which we have 
referred as possible. We cannot begin too early to imbue the 
minds of the young, in accordance with our Grange purpose, 
with the spirit and principles of our Order, and to begin that 
preparation for the farm, which is an important duty. 
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We propose to accomplish that through careful farm training, 
agricultural colleges, and the public schools. Agriculture is a 
science, and we may as well expect a correct English composition 
without a knowledge of the rules of grammar, or a skillful physi- 
cian without even a smattering knowledge of the principles of 
medical science, as a successful agriculturist who is equally igno- 
rant of the principles which underlie his vocation. But we have 
not time in a paper like this to elaborate this subject, and only 
aim to suggest its importance. 

In a proper home-education for the farm, we must not forget 
that farm life is too often one of drudgery and wearying toil for 
the boys ; they too often analyze that muscle and physical endur- 
ance are the only requisites, and only differ in degree from the 
mule. One of the gravest evils of the age results from this want 
of proper home education, and which leads the young so often 
to seek in other pursuits that more congenial and, as they think, 
respectable employment they fail to find in agriculture. 
There is something radically wrong in a system, or the want of 
a system, which leads tb such results. The young cannot be too 
early impressed with the truth that labor is successful in proportion 
to the intelligence that directs it, and whilst we provide such facul- 
ties as are within our reach they should be encouraged to seek 
truth and light for their guide, and follow the lead. 

But whilst we should invoke the aid of home instruction, 
wholesome home influences, and the public schools, believing 
that they should be made the allies of the Order in the important 
ends we have in view, we must not forget the value of the Grange 
as a public educator, and the importance of introducing the 
young into it as soon as eligible, as a superior finishing school, in 
which they are to be qualified for the active duties of life, in 
which they may be protected from many of the dangers that 
beset them, and which may inspire them with an interest in their 
vocation, and in their brother farmers, that will perhaps give a 
proper and wholesome direction to the irrepressible energies of 
the young mind in its restlessness and craving for excitement. 

Throw around our boys while we still have the power to do 
so, the social, elevating, wholesome influences of the Grange, 
and you may enlist their pride, their interest, awaken their ener- 
gies, and arouse their manliness. These influences will inspire 
in them a more just conception of the importance and respecta- 
bility of agriculture as a pursuit, and thus increase the chances of 
making them good, useful, and honorable men. 

Then if your boys are intended for the farm, educate them for 
it. Teach them the value of intelligent direction to their labor, 
if you would invest it with a dignity and an interest nothing else 
can give it. 

Remember that such direction gives more time for recreation, 
for social and mental culture, for study and investigation. The 
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young farmer who begins his active life with such a preparation 
will soon begin to inquire into the best methods of culture, the 
best implements of husbandry, the best varieties of stock for his 
use, and, indeed, into the best means of success. He will give 
more thought to the higher duties of good citizenship, and will 
more fully recognize the importance of an enlightened discharge 
of the same. Not the least amongst these is the judicious exer- 
cise of that highest prerogative of the freeman — the election fran- 
chise—as founded upon a just conception of the necessity for 
wise legislation and honest, capable officers, if we would prosper 
as a class or a people, and thus in a proper education for the 
farm as herein contemplated, the best foundation is laid for an 
improved agriculture, higher social attainments, a more intelli- 
gent citizenship, and a wise and good government.

Whereas, Intemperance is the fountain from which issues 
many of the evils that affect society, and many of the corrupting 
influences that threaten the peace, prosperity and perpetuity of 
our Government ; therefore

office, Town, County, State or National, who is in sympathy 
with the liquor traffic, or who is addicted to the habitual or even 
moderate use of intoxicating drinks. 

And on the question of its adoption, demanded the yeas and 
nays.

Bro. Moore moved to amend by substituting 8 o'clock, which 
was adopted, and the motion, as amended, adopted — and the 
Orange was declared at recess.

The Grange was called to order by Worthy Overseer Wood- 
man acting as Worthy Matter. 

Consideration of the question pending at the time of recess, 
viz. : the amendment of Bro. Ware to the report of the Special 
Committee, to insert the words "as citizens" after the word 
" ballots," was resumed, and it was adopted. 

Bro. Thing offered the following amendment : 

Strike out the words " we shall demand by our ballots," and 
insert the following in lieu thereof : "And while we, as an Order, 
disclaim all political and party entanglements and alliances, yet 
as free American citizens of the Nineteenth Century, we will, iQ 
common with our brother farmers, demand by our votes," 

Which was rejected. 
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Question recurred on the adoption of the paper as amended, 
when it was further discussed by Bros. Lang, Wilson, Aiken 
and Chase. 

Bro. Harwell offered the following as a substitute for the 

second declaration, viz. : 

41 We should strive to secure a representation in our State and 
National Legislatures in accordance with our numbers and the 
importance of our great industry, by those who are identified 
with us in interest and pursuit, as the surest means of securing 
such legislation as is now needed to bring relief to the coun- 
try." 

Which was discussed by Bros. Piollet, Wayne, Ellis and 
Forsyth, and the substitute was declared rejected by a vote of 18 
nays to 16 yeas. 

Bro. Chase offered the following amendment to Section 2 : 

Strike out the words "we shall demand by our ballots as citi- 
zens," and insert in lieu thereof, "we will strive for the," 

Which was rejected. 

Question recurred on the adoption of the paper as amended, 
pending which, on motion of Bro. Darden, the vote by which 
Bro. Chase's amendment, viz. : to strike out the words "by our 
ballots" was rejected, was reconsidered, and the motion to 
amend by striking out the words " by our ballots,*' was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the vote by which the amendment 
of Bro. Ware, to insert the words "as citizens" was adopted, 
was reconsidered. 

The question was then taken on the adoption of the amend- 
ment, and it was declared lost. 

Question then recurred on the adoption of the paper as amend- 
ed.

The history of agriculture 
on this continent shows that no organization in its behalf has 
ever been attempted without direct effort on the part of those 
who prey upon its products to neutralize the work — and the 
lessons of the past establish the conviction that our only hope is 
in the full and cordial Co-operation of farmers, wherever located, 
to insure that success which is within their grasp. 

We appeal, therefore, to good men and women, whose inter- 
ests are our own, to join their efforts with ours, confident that 
with their support we shall not wait long for the consummation 
of our hopes. We appeal to the agricultural journals of the land, 
asking their great influence to aid in extending our Order— as a 
potent means for the attainment of a great object. To these 
forces and to the intelligence of our people, we present the pur- 
poses which animate many thousands of farmers in every State 
of our Union, and reverently trust in the direction of the wise 
Providence, by whose decree we are made tillers of the soil, that 
our efforts may be rewarded by the final accomplishment of the 
measures which justice demands In the relief of an oppressed 
industry and the higher enligutment of its votaries. 
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On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the paper was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions.

Pursuant to the Resolutions found on page 113 of the Pro- 
ceedings, the following members of the National Grange assem- 
bled at the National Hotel, in Washington City, on the 2d day 
of December, 1878, and, escorted by Bro. Wm. Saunders, the 
first Master of the National Grange, passed by the lonely, isola- 
ted building in which that body was first organized, and for five 
consecutive years was nourished ; and from thence visited the 
Agricultural Department :

As the members entered the room of the Commissioner, they 
were severally introduced by Worthy Master Adams, who, as 
soon as the visitors were seated, presented Commissioner Le 
Due with a copy of the resolutions, and introduced Bro. Esh- 
baugh, who spoke as follows : 

We are not here for any selfish or political purposes, but we 
are here as the representatives of the National Grange, an organ, 
ization composed strictly of farmers, who have no other object 
in view than to advance the agricultural interest, believing that 
to be the corner stone of our national prosperity and the mos^ 
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important of all industries, the foundati6n and support of all 
others and the chief source of all wealth. 

We believe that this great interest, as important as it is, has 
been overlooked and neglected, in consequence of which it has 
been deprived of its just rewards and its proper recognition, and 
made to bear unjust burdens that of right belong elsewhere. 

The object of this organization is to advance the agricultural 
interest, develop its science and make it what it was designed to 
be, the highest, the most noble of all vocations. 

To educate and elevate those engaged in agriculture to a higher 
manhood and womanhood, to greater usefulness to themselves, 
to their neighbors, to their government and their God, is our only 
mission. And we are pleased to learn that under your manage- 
ment of the Agricultural Department, it is aiming to advance the 
agricultural interest to greater perfection, and by careful experi- 
ments to develop the agricultural sciences and methods that have 
hitherto been neglected. These efforts, we can assure you, Sir, 
are highly appreciated by the agriculturists of our country as a 
new departure in the right direction, that will tend to greater 
prosperity of all our people. We are not here to represent only 
the many thousands of our organization, but millions of our 
American farmers whose interests are identical and whose ob- 
jects are to promote the agricultural interests all over our land, 
as a true basis of national prosperity. 

We have the honor, Sir, of representing an organization pos- 
sessed of power and great usefulness, that indeed knows no 
North, no South, no East, no West, no sectionalism, no favorit- 
ism, but one people, one government, and that of the people, 
and for the whole people in the interests of the masses. 

It is indeed gratifying to us to know that this branch of the 
National Government does so cheerfully recognize the important 
interest we represent, and that it is putting forth reasonable and 
judicious efforts in promoting its welfare. 

Mr. Commissioner, on behalf of the National Grange and of 
the Order in general, I beg to say that your efforts meet our 
warmest approbation and our hearty co-operation and united 
support. In behalf of the millions of our class, I again return 
you and through you to the Government, our thanks for this re- 
cognition, and for the invitation tendered us. 

To this the Commissioner replied in the following language : 

Mr. Eshbaugh, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

It is not any part of my practice nor habit of life to indulge in 
public speaking. 

But I must thank you in as few words as possible for the kind- 
ly consideration you have given my efforts made through this 
department to advance the agricultural interests. 

It is true that in this department we have been at least earnest- 
ly trying to do something that shall be worthy of the National 
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Government ; and I think we have evidence in the department, 
as many of you gentlemen are already aware, that warrant me 
in saying that our attention has been profitably directed to some 
new industries that will affect the prosperity of the whole nation. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I warmly welcome you to this city, 
and especially to this department. I have invited you to visit 
the department in order that you, the representative farmers of 
the country, might become familiar with its aims and the man- 
ner in which its business is conducted ; this knowledge can be 
gained only by personal inspection and thorough examination. 

Cramped as we are by insufficient appropriations, and buildings 
that are totally inadequate to our necessities, I repeat that we 
have, I trust, accomplished something during the past year that 
will meet your approval. 

In conclusion, I have only to say that I thank you for your 
presence here, and hope that your time may be so profitably and 
pleasantly spent while in this city that you will have no cause to 
regret your visit, but that you may carry with you to your homes 
recollections at once agreeable and instructive. 

With your permission, I will now accompany you through the 
department and grounds. 

The visitors spent several hours in inspecting the Department, 
and learning the details of the system pursued there. They were 
generally gratified, and impressed with the fact, that much is be- 
ing done and much more yet can be done there to promote the 
prosperity of the cause of the American agriculturist. 



Through the intercession of Commissioner Le Due, an invi- 
tation was extended the members of the National Grange to 
visit the President, at 8 P. M. on Monday, 2d December, 1878. 
Promptly at the hour the members in a body met at the White 
House, and were introduced severally to the President and Mrs. 
Hayes by Commissioner Le Due, in the East room, which was 
brilliantly lighted for the occasion. Quiet being restored after 
the ceremony of introduction, Worthy Master Adams introduced 
Bro. W. W. Lang, of Texas, who spoke as follows : 

Mr. President: 

We have been deputed by the National Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, recently in session in the city of Richmond, Va., in 
the name and on behalf of the farmers of this great country, to 
tender their respects to the President of the United States. We 
are here as farmers, united by the affinities of agriculture and 
bound by an identity of interest. We acknowledge all the ob- 
ligations of law, of patriotism, and of fidelity to the Union *- " 
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these States, but in our organization we know no party divisions 
or sectional distinctions. As farmers, coming from all sections 
of this vast country, we tender our hearty approval of your ef- 
forts to restore peace and self government to every portion of 
the country, and would exceedingly regret any departure from 
what is termed your " Southern policy.' * We, as agriculturists, 
want peace, law, order and good government. Dissensions, po- 
litical commotions and disturbances are prejudicial to our pro- 
gress and prosperity. Agriculture, Mr. President, is the foun- 
dation of all prosperity in this country. It is the basis and sup- 
port of all our industries, the true source of the Nation's wealth. 
To-day, it is depressed. Why so ? is a question worthy of the 
consideration of the wisest of our men. Never before were our 
homes so well supplied. At our houses there is a surplus of 
plenty. Five-sixths of the exports are the products of American 
farms. By our industry, economy and persevering will, we 
have changed the balance of trade from against us to near three 
hundred millions of dollars in our favor. Never in the history 
of this great country was the increase in agricultural production 
so great as within the last half decade. Notwithstanding, Mr. 
President, our farmers are growing poorer and poorer with each 
revolving year, history teaches U8, that this is not owing alto- 
gether to the low price of our products. Before the late war 
the prices were no better than now, yet all our industries were 
active, and prosperity smiled upon our homes. To-day, stagnation 
and despair like a pall settles everywhere upon our land. Mil- 
lions of honest laborers are now homeless wanderers through the 
country. The sails of commerce flap around their masts, the 
wheels of the manufacturers no longer sing the happy hum of 
life, the glare of the furnaces light not our hillsides. Dullness, 
inactivity and gloom spread around us. If this condition, Mr. 
President, is the consequence of legislation, the result of over- 
taxing that great industry which forms the grand base of our 
social fabric, and the foundation of all our prosperity, then in 
behalf of the farmers of this great country, in the interest of 
society in general, I ask, through you, its Chief Executive Offi- 
cer, such relief as is compatible with good, sound, substantial 
government. Relying with faith in the justice and wisdom of 
our rulers, I tender you our best wishes. 

At the close of Bro. Lang's remarks, the Worthy Master in- 
troduced Bro. Dudley T. Chase, of New Hampshire, who ad- 
dressed the President as follows : 

Mr, President: 

We come before you as the representatives of an Association 
of Agriculturists — of men and women, looking to the education 
and elevation of the farmer as our polar star. We do not seek 
to undermine or destroy any other calling or occupation, but 
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merely to raise our own in the social scale and to make our 
members better citizens and entitled to higher consideration in 
the affairs of our common country. Coming as we do, from the 
extreme limits of our now united land, we can assure you, sir, 
that so far as we can judge, the agriculturists are firm in their 
support of the efforts of the Executive to secure the full and un- 
trammelled exercise of lawful rights to all the people of our wide 
domain. 

While we are blessed with abundant crops, we find the blight 
of something wrong in the legislation of either State or General 
Government, and especially in the laws which govern transpor- 
tation companies, and in the hurtful discrimination against our 
products. The agriculturists are turning their attention to these 
matters, and believe that much may be gained by wise and pru- 
dent legislation, benefitting not only the farmer, but also increas- 
ing the prosperity of all other citizens. 

We are much interested in the efforts of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to make his department more successful and more 
useful, and we are sure that it only needs the hearty support of 
all those interested in it, to make it one of the greatest instru- 
ments for good. 

While we shall ever entertain the highest respect for the laws, 
as at present framed, we still hope that our legislators in Con- 
gress may yet see the propriety of making that Department more 
prominent, and of enlarging its capacity for usefulness, and we 
would most respectfully suggest, that we believe the Department 
of Agriculture should be represented in the Cabinet on an equal- 
ity at least with the representations of those branches of the 
Government that tend to the distinction of wealth and the deso- 
lation of families. 

We tender to you, Sir, personally, our best wishes, and as the 
representative of a great and strong Nation, we shall ever hold 
you in the highest esteem. 

We thank you, for the cordial reception we have received, not 
only here, but at the Department of Agriculture, and may your 
efforts for the welfare of our beloved country be blessed with a 
bountiful harvest. 

At the close of these remarks the President expressed a pleas- 
ure at meeting so many men and women from different sections 
of the country, welcomed them to the White House, and invited 
them to accompany him and Mrs. Hayes through portions of the 
building and the conservatory attached. 

Gratified at their reception, the members of the National 
Grange, after a half hoar's loitering through the Presidential 
Mansion, bade adieu to the President and Mrs. Hayes. 
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
